As it is conceived tlutt Schools best adapted to 
the wants and circumstancees of In land^ are those 
in which the appointment ot* Governors, Teachers, 
and Scholars^ shall be uni'ill leuc- -l by religious 
distinctions; where the Scriptiirf^s wifiiout note or 
comment shall be read ; bat ail Cateciiisms and 
books of religious controversy excluded ; in wh»ch 
the morals of the pupils and instrucLois shall be 
anxiously attended to ; where habits oi <lecency 
and of cleanliness shall be considered indispensa- 
ble ; where . Reading, Writing, and Arithmetic, 
shall be taught in a cheap and expeditious manner,

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ALTHOUGH your Committee, to submittinf to you. 
^ JKeport of their funoc^iags during the past year, do 
W, deem it neceieary to enter into the principles upon 
Wkiek the Institution was originally established, and to 
which k has steadily jadhered^ for a period of now ^ht 
yean, yet they think it nay be satisfactory for you to 
learO) that the experience of the year just .closed, has 
tended to confirm them in their opinion of .the soundness 
of thooe principles, and of their perfect afifdicability to 
dbe state of thecoiintryt 

In devising a general system of Education for. the Poor 
of Ireliuid, your Committee • never have entertained the 
fiitile hope of meeting with the concurrence^ or coinci-* 
ding with the sentiments of all persons; on the contrary, 
they are folly aware of their having incurred the censun^, 
and oinjections of many, and that too, upon most opposite 
and discordant grounds : by some they ure objected to as 
not having religious instruction sufficiently incorporated 
into their system ; whilst by others they are condemned, 
for requiring the use of the Scriptures, (although without 
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note or comment,) in all Schools indiscriminately— but 
this very circumstance your Committee would adduce as a 
practical proof of the temperateness of the policy upon 
which thej have acted, and the caution with which they 
have avoided cather of two opposite extremes, j 

A system of education to be useful to a country, must 
be adapted to its circumstances and condition ; and the 
peculiar state of Ireland requires one which shall ,afford 
the same advantages, and shall tonfer equal benefits upoA 
all classes of professing Christians, without any attempt 
to interfere with their peculiar religious opinions. Such 
your Committee consider that to be, which the Society has 
adopted, and it is to this, its fundamental principle, that 
its introduction into all parts of the country, is, in their 
opinion, to be attributed. ' 

Before detailing the proceedings of the year, it is witfe 
peculiar pleasure your Committee are enabled to state^' 
th^t your funds derived from donations and subscriptions/ 
have considerably^ enereased, though the general distresff 
which has been so much felt through the country for some 
time, has prevented your Committee from using the ordi« 
fiary exertions to obtain contributions firom the Public* 
The subscriptions for tl)e year amounted to i^265. ISs. Ijd. 
and the donations to the sum of £165. 7s. 9d., in whidi: 
is included a munificent donation of a debenture of £100. 
of the Merino Cloth Factory, in the county of Kilkenny, 
received from the Most Noble the Marquis of Lansdawne,, 
who by thus ei»couraging the industry, and promoting the. 
education of the Poor of this country, holds out an ez^ 
ample worthy of imitation to the Nobility of IrelancJ^-7- 
Your Committee have also received a sum of £200. be- 
queathed to the Society by the late Mr. VV. P. Le&nu— a 
gentleman whose name alone is sufficient to awaken regret 
fi^r his loss, and admimtion for his virtues, in the minds 
of all the supporters and friends of this Institution: thi 
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interest of this sum was directed, by the will of this bene* , 
Tolent individual, to be expended in providing clothing 
during the. winter, for the poorest children attending your. 
Female Model School. Your Committee have accordingly, 
vested it in Government security ; and have no doubt that 
your Committee for the ensuing year will apply the interest 
that will be then due, with proper discretion, to the. pyr* 
poses for which it was so humanely designed. . The cor« 
respondence carried on by your Committee with different 
parts of the country, has of late most considerably in- 
creased-^fio much so, indeed, as to require the Sub-Com« 
mittee, whose province it is to conduct this bra.nch of the 
Idiftitution, to hold two meetings in each week, instead of 
one as formerly, to transact the business. 

Since the 5th of J^nary, 1819, there biave been applica- 
tions for aid from so great a number as 1^17 Schools, of 
which your Committee have aausted, with either pecuniary 
grants, or School requisites, and in most instances with 
both^ I6I-7-II6 of which had applied for aid, for the first 
time to the Society ; of the remaining 86, 35 have been 
refused aid^ as not being conducted upon the principles 
required by the Society ; 22 on the ground of being assisted 
\)j other Institutions, and so not being considered as 
having equal claim upon your funds with pther Scljioofs 
destitute of such advantages ; and the rem^iining 89, .either 
from, information received by your Committee, of the man« 

• 

nier in which they were conducted, or from local circum* 
stances attending them, it was npt thought expedient to 
assist. Thus your Committee haye to. congratulate you 
upon the progress that has been made by the Society in ^he 
establishment of Schools throughout the country within 
the last year — a progress &r exceeding in proportion that 
which has taken place, in the same period of time, since 
the commencement of the Institution. 

It appears by a document furnished to Government by 
;our Committee in March last^ that from the comiueuc^ 
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ment of the Institution, up to that fieriod, ther^ luul 
161 Schools- assisted by yourfiinds; in which Seh6blaH 
was stated by those who applied for aid in their briuri^ 
there were 10,339 children receiving instruction, flinch 
the ^5th of March laist, your Committee have gtaMM «i» 
sistance to 91 Schools, in which there are 6,347 duldMii 
so that it appears, within the last ten months, your CMi- 
mittee have granted aid to within one-third of as many tiew 
Schools as had been assisted by your diiferent CottMlttMB 
since your Institution was first established — a Mttisfiietory 
proof that hitherto you have been only prepttrii^ yotir flay 
for greater aiid more extended operations ; attd thtft thil 
more your objects and principles have been kftolrii, Ak 
more they have b^en approved of; which (in the optniM 
of y6tir Ckimmittee) furnishes the best refhtatiofi tif all 
argiiments a^ihst their soutidness and good policy. 

Heretofore your Cbmthittee have granted aid orily t&t 
letting np and furnishing Schools already erected; frOtti 
an apprehension that, if thfejr Were to contribute toWiards 
the building, the nioney granted by ybu might h6 M* 
pended tipon the mere walls, and no further eSbfhM iaidt 
towards the completion of the School, either fWnh ith.itH 
sufficiency of fuiids, or want of exertion In those V^ho had 
undertaken its establishmefntr— besides your ConkttiHltt 
considered that the most likely mean^ to give thos^ iti thto 
vicinity of elich School an interest in its success taid ebdti- 
nuanccf, were to procure their contributions towalds the 
building of it ; however so much zieal in the cause of ^th 
cation has how inanif^sted itself through the couittry^ 
that your Committee no longer consider it necess&ry to ob- 
serve ^o much caution in the dispoflnl of your funds ; and 
have latterly exercised their discretion in contributing to- 
wards the building of Schools, in cases where local cir- 
cumstances inade it appear advisable to do so j[ and this 
course they would recommend fbr the adoption t>f their 
successbrs. Amongst the applications for aid dnripg \hf^

hit Tf^U yovir Commillee tiave considerable plea^^e ia 
osUmg jour attenlii^ii lo those from the gaols of Gtrrick- 
tbBgOBf Oowiii Kihnainham, and Sligo ; ia all of which 
Sdiools for the itistmciion ef the prisoners confined in 
ihem, hare been established ; the mere aittempi to prodace 
hf im{Niioiimelit| not only a cessation of crime^ but a dis- 
pontioaand a capacity for good conduct and morality^ 
cannot but be interesting to every humane and virtuous 
nind; and the effects that have already resulted fix)m/ 
siKkpraisewonhy efforts, lead your Committee to antici* 
pate the moiit important consequences from them to the 
country at huge. In the Report mads to you by your late 
Gommittee, you were infi>rmed that an individual had been 
engaged to fill the situation of Inspector of Schools to^ the 
Sodetj, and Was eipeeted to enter upon the office in 
March last ; ill carrying this arrangement of their prede* 
c^Kofn into efiMt, your Committee met with an unexpected 
ibteiiruption, by the person who had undertaken the situk- 
tien declining %o adhere to his engagement, just before 
he was expected to commence the duties of the situation ; 
ia consequence of which they were obliged to look out for 
another person, which, from the qualifications required ia 
such an office, was attraded with no small delay atfd diffi* 
acuity ; however, your Committee are happy to have to 
state, that th^y have at last made choice o^ and engaged an 
ilidividual, who ap^pears in every respect qualified for the 
situation. Your Committee have had it in contemplation, 
pttfsuttnt to the suggestion of their predecessors, to appoint 
a second officer of the same description, and have a person 
in view, whom they consider likely to be found eligible 
ibr the purpose. 

The tttUity and impc.tance of periodical inspectionsy 
ytmr Conrinittee cannot too strongly impress upon their 
successors, both as to the information, that it will be in 
ihelrpovrer to procure for the Society, of the state of edu- 



cation in all parts of the country, and the zeal and vietil^nce I. 
which they must necessarily tend to awaken in the siiperih*. 
tendents and conductors of Schools, without some such 
modes of becoming acquainted with 'he local circum« 
stances of Schools, there can be no satis&ctory means of 
ascertaining the judiciousness of the disposal of the funds 
of the Society, or ensurmg their fair and honest appU«. 
cation. 

At the time of the last Report made to you, there were, 
receiving instruction in the Training School, 5 masters; 
since which, there have been admitted 5^— 4S of whom, 
were appointed to Schools conducted upon your principles, 
and so maintained at the expense of the Society, whilst 
in the Training School, and their expenses coming to, and. 
returning from Dublin, paid. And although the expenses 
of the remaining 24, could not be defrayed by the Society, 
consistent with its regulations, yet even these received the 
benefit of the instruction afibrded in the Training School, 
without any chaise. for tuition : 34 have been seiit to their 
respective Schools, with certificates of their competency to 
teach upon the Society's system ; and IS still remain in 
the School, receiving instruction. 

Your Committee conceive it will be needless for 
them to expatiate upon the advantages resulting to 
the cause of Education from this establishment of the 
Institution, in which Masters from all parts of the 
country have, exhibited before them a practical . system of 
educating the poor, .carried to a very high state of per- 
fection ; and which fi^ih their own observation, and the 
tnseful information communicated to them by the Superin- 
tendent of the EiStablishment, they cannot but be qualifiecf, 
upon their return to the country, to introduce with some 
inconsiderable alteration, into their own Schools. Experi- 
ence fully justifies your Committee in considering this as 
the best and most expedient m^ans of effecting a substan- 
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fikl improveraent in the Edtication of tlie people, as in the 
difierent inspections they have had made of Schools 
throughout the country, those conducted by Masters who 
had been instructed in your Model School, have, with few 
exceptions, been the most conspicuous for the oiderj 
decency, and proficiency of the children attending them* 
•' Tour Committee considered the inspeetion of country 
Schools so important, that, though unprovided with a re* 
gular Inspector, . they thought ■ it advisable, whilst the 
Training' School for Masters was closed during the last 
summer, to employ the ISuperintendeut of that establish- 
ment, Mr. Veevers, in this capacity; who, accordingly^ 
made an inspection of Schools, in the provinces of Leinster 
aiid Munster,. and visited so many as 112; 70 of which 
have been in communication with, and have received aid 
from your Committee. Of the state of each of the Schools 
yiBited by him, Mr. Yeevers was instructed to furnish your 
Committee with a detailed Report, containing circumstan* 
tial information, which upon all future applications for aid 
from those Schools, must be of the greatest utility. 

Upon the general state of Education, in the parts of the 
country he Ims visited, Mr. Veevers has submitted to your 
Committee many sensible and useful observations, which 
are principally .directed to the necessity of carrying into 
immediate effect the plan already, explained by your Com; 
mittee, '0f causing periodical inspection to be made of 
Schools ibrpughout the Country, and also to the efficacy 
with whicH rewanls judiciously conferred upon merito- 
rious masters, must be atienvied ; by inducing well qualified 
and intelligent persons to undertake this most important 
employment; the emoluments of which, as he justly ob- 
serves, have hitherto been scarcely adequate to afford such 
.persons a respectable maintenance. 

For the purpose of providing some mode of ascertaining 
•the daily attendance of clrildren in country Schooh, ami 
Judging of their proficiency and progress, your Committee

afRMrdlhe blessii^ of educati^m. The Hasten pf iM of 
the Schools visited by Mr. Veeveie, have besB recoittieMM 
by him to your Coinunittee, as deaewiag rewards for tbe 
mannlsr in whioh their Schools were conducted, and the 
attendance > and i^ppeanince of 4lieir scholars; and yoat 
Coimhittee have, in consequence, expended the siua of 
iPl67. lOs. Od., in conferring gratuities : upon soaie oi£Ui^ 
upon others of £7. 10s., and upon others of ^5., according 
to th^ ^>ecial circumstances reported by Mr. Teerett* 
These gratuities have been in all cases transmitted to tlia 
masters, through the Managers or Committee of each School^ , 
a mode which your Committee consider c«lcalaSp4,"'^(# 
uphold the influence of such Managers and CommititfS 
over the Master, and to stimulate his endeavours to-afpsar 
deserving of their approbation. 

When the system of periodical inspection shaH be 
ried into fiill operation, this plan of rewarding merlseirioflis 
Masters, may be judiciously and usefully acted.HfiMH ^^ 
your Committee feel con6dent that such an incentive to 
zeal, good conduct, and attention, in the Masters of 
Schools, cannot but be productive of the greatest advanta* 
ges* Your Committee have expended, in granting md 
towards Schools, and defraying the exp^ises of MasteDs 
coming to the Model School, the sum of J^148S. 7s. Gd.^ 
making the expenditure for those purposes, and for the 
inspection of Schocds^ and rewarding deserving Mastery 
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jjiinng tfae year wVich ended on the 4th of January last^ 
J^1798« ls« Sd. The names of the Schools assisted, the 
nature^ of the aid granted^ and other particntars of the 
masters .instructed^ aad the schools for which they were 
intended, will be found in the Appendix annexed to thin 
Report. ... 

The Alodel S^ool ibr Girls has been opened since your 
last Meeting, and in its internal management has been as 
nearly as possible formed upon the plan of the Boy's School, 
with the exc^eption of the appohitment of an additional 
person for the wotking department, which in so large a fe- 
male School was considered as indispensably requisite ; but 
isbyiio means intended for the adoption of country schools^ 
which being upofi so much smaller a scale, can require but 
one person to conduct the business of both departments. 
The numbers upon the books of this, and the Model School 
ft)r Boys, haye considerably increased within the year;.al« 
thbu^ the numbers on the daily attendance rolls at present 
(owing to the particular season of the year, and its unusual 
severity,) are, in proportion, so few. There are. on the 
general attendance foil? of the male and female Schools, 
429 boysj and 366 girls; making a total of 3,757 bpys, 
iind990S^rls, that have been received into this establish- 
meh( since its foundation, in the year 1812* The manner 
in '^hich both' school's have been 'conducted, has met with 
the entire fcpfyrobation of yoiir Committee ; ami they 
would with confidence .submit to all those who will take 
the trouble of visiting and examining into both of them, 
whether, in the order, decency, and general appearance of 
the children, the mode in which th^y af e instructed, and 
in the progress- which they have made since their admis- 
sion, these Schools are not calculated to effect the double 
purpose ol^ conferring the benefits of a useful«and suitable 
education upon- a large portion 6f the poorerclasses of 
ihis city ; and of exhibiting a model to country schools of

Your CSoaumUee, well aunre that urithout a plentiAil 
and iacrtasiog supply of chaap noral and instmcttte 
bookfi, adapl^d to the lovrer classes in this country^ eduea« 
tton, instead of a blessing, would prote a baneful gift td 
$he people, have endroavoiured by their exertions in the last 
year, to augnmt their stock of such Works, and hate noiT 
99 varietieir of them for sale, in your Uepomtory. The 
number of those soldt from the 4th January, 1819, to the 
4th January, 1890, amomtisd to 189,799 ; making a total^ 
since the opening of the Depository, of 917,409. 

Your Committee have, within the htft year, prepared 
and poU^ed a description of boc4 different fiom any be* 
fore o&red for sde at your Depository ; namely, one CQn- 
tatning two sheets instead of five : the utility of such a 
book, your Committee consider to be two-fold; first, as the 
price at which, in consequence of its size, your Committee^ 
are enabled, to dispose of it, brings it within the reach of 
a larger class of persons than could purchase the fire* 
sheet booh ; and, secondly, as it is calculated to sup^ 
plant, and become a substitute for many most iigurious 
publications, which being of a smaller size than the 
ordinary five^sheet books, were enabled to underselli and 
It is probable principally on that account, to exjceed theaf 
in circulation* 

As it was considered desirable that an edition of the 
Scriptures, without the preiace usually prefixed to the 
yersion published by Authority, and also without the 
headings of chapters anc) pages, should be publidied, yt>mr 
Committee, within the last year, procured an edition of 
the New Testament, free from any thing of this kind ; and 
m doing so, your Committee have conformed with the most 
scrupuloui^ striclneds to one of the fundamental rules of the 
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Socittji vMthf hi ehfolning the ute of tli6 Scriptures In all 
Sehoold iHBisted by thtthj requires that they should be 
£t8Bled erf* any thing in the nature of note or comment. 

From information received by your Committee^ that, in 
varions parts of the country^ where the Irish language pre- 
lalU id a considerable extent, there exi^t Schools,, in which 
instrucdon is conveyed in that, as well as in the English 
tongue, your Committee deemed it desirable to ascer- 
tain, i^hether the number of such Schools was Sufficiently 
great to make it advisable to prepare elementary books 
jR>r their use, similar to those adapte4 for ordinary Schools, 
and for this purpose they appointed a special Commii« 
tee to institute an enquiry into it ; who, after a car^l 
examination of all the publications likely to furnish theoi 
with satis&ctory information upon the sal]gect, and a com* 
Bnunication with several persons, from whose practical 
Experience and local knowledge, they were likely to derive 
luiy benefit^ submitted to your Conuiittea an elabdmte 
and interesting Report^ which wiU be found in the Ap- 
pendix annexed, in which Report they state the^r delibe:* 
rate opinion, that Schools ^n yrhich the Irish laiigaage is 
taught concurrently with JSngli^h, have been establisbed,iand 
are increasing to an extent, that render them most impor^ 
ant objects of consideraMon, to » Sqciety^ whose aim is to 
provicie for the Education of the ])oor of (he country at 
large, and th^t Masters who understand the Irish language 
sulficienlly well to undertake instructing in it, are to be 
procured in sufficient numbers for such Schools. In cour 
sequence of this Report made to your Committee, they 
Iiaye been induced to prepare fur publication, t^ijiiig and 
Reading books in the trish language, (as nearly as possible 
upon the plan of those already published for School) 
containing carresponding lessons in Irish and English. A 
^'orkof this description jour Committee consider caica« 



lated to introduee tlie linproyemeRts of your system df 
education into Schools, in which) as &r as the Irish Ian- 
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guage was taught, it cQuld not otherwise be effected, the 
first part of an Irish Spelling and Reading hook, upon the 
plan above mentioned, has been printed, and a second part 
is in preparation ; and they feel confident that the manner iu 
which the book is prepared, will tend much to facilitate in 
those Schools, the acquirement of the English language. . 

liie Spelling-book which you were informed in the Re- 
port of your late Committee was in progress of preparatioi^ 
has been since completed, and is now for sale in your De« 
pository, in three parts, which can be purchased separately 
or together — there has been sold and distributed of these^ 
since theif publication, S723 parts. The reasons which 
ipduced your late Committee to recommend this worl^ 
were fully described by them in their Report last year, 
and the demand for it, since it has been published, fully 
justifies your Committee in concurring with their prede^ 
cessors in the belief, that such a book was much required 
by those Schools that were not enabled to make use of the 
Spelling and Reading book in the taplet form, and will be' 
of considerable, advantage in many respects to all Schools 
whatever. 

It is with feelings of sincere regret, that your Committee 
have to notice the loss which this Society, in common with 
many other benevolent public Institutions throughout the 
empire, has lately sustained by the lamented death of out; 
late illustrious Patron, His Royal Highness the Duke of 

Kent. Your Committee, in pursuance of the power veste4 
in them, have directed an application to be made to His 
Royal Highness the Durb of Cameridge, to fill the 
vacant ofiice. Your Committee having thus faithfi^lly re- 
ported to you, the tiransactio;ns of the Society during t^le 
last year, liavcj in conclusion, only to recommend on your 
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part, a steady adherence to those principles and rul^ 
which have so fiilly merited the approbation of the pubIiC| 
and have acquired for you a success greater tlian could 
have been anticipated by the most sanguine of your sup- 
porters: to their successors your Committee look with 
confidence for persevering efforts to carry into effect (he 
different measures pointed out, and recommended for their 
adoption ; fand to the public at large, your G>mmittee 
jvould appeal in support of an Institution, the objects of 
which are to ameliorate the condition, and cultivate the 
good qualities of the peasantry of the country, and to 
lay the only firm and permanent foundation for the pros«» 
perity and tranquillity of Ireland*

Iteport of the Sub^Cammiitee, appointed to enquire and re* 
port respecting the number oj Schools in Irtiund^ in which 
the Irish Language is taught ^ whether excfusivtlj/ or not; 
and upon other matters connected with the Instruction oftht 
Poor of Irehndy in the Irish Language. 

• ' YOUR Sub-Coitiniittee, ia Ord^r td obtain fall iaformatioa 
regpecUug the seTeral natters sabmitted to their inqilirj^, immedi- 
ately entered into correspondence .with the Secretaries of such estab« 
lisbroents as hare been instituted in this country, for the educa- 
tion of the Poor in the (rish language ; they inclosed, therefore, to 
the Secretaries of the irii»h Society, the London Hibernian School 
Society, and the Baptist Society, copies ofthe Queries proposed for 
ioTestigation ; and) at the same time, made such research amongst 
late publications, and such inquiry among the experienced, ad 
would be likely to procure them information. From these sources 
they have been enabled to collect the results hereinafter stated. 

Your Sub-Committee ha?e not been enabled to discover, IhaC 
there are any Schools in which the native latiguage is taught exclu- 
sively, and believe that there are not any such. 
■ It appears, from the answer of the Secretary to the Irish Society^ 
that that Society has already established four Schools in which the 
Irish language is taught concurrently with English, and that they 
expect the number to increase considerably in the course ofthe en* 
suing spring. The Baptist Society has 67 Schools, of a similar 
description, and' the Secretary of the Hibernian Society writes 
thus ; ^^ in all our Schools where the Irish language is the prevail* 
^^ ing language of the adult population, we instruct our English 
^^ Testament Class, in the art of reading the Irish, for the' benefit 
' '^ of all who prefer hearing in that language:" he does not inform 
us of the number of Schools thus circumstanced ; but, as he states 
that they have ^^ 405 Schools dispersed throughout the most Irish 
^^ districts in the kingdom ;*' it is probable that we should underrate 
the nnmber, by assuming, that In 200 Schools of that Society the 
system Is adopted. 

We have not been enabled to obtain more precise information 
npon this subject. The Hibernian Society is yery cautious in its 
communications, but their Secretary's letter declares, that Irish is 
taught whererer that language prevails among the adult population ; 
and their last Report informs us, that in 13 conntits there are 992 
Schools. In ten of these counties the native language proponde. 
rates ; we are therefore warranted in concluding^ that in one-half 
of these Schools^ at the rery lowest calculation^ the ImVx V^u^^iii^^

rs taught. We migfit, perhaps, g^ nuck fivHier^ upon tbe mtliorrty 
of a letter written by the same gentleman, in the year 18-17, from 
M'hich it appears, that in all the Schools of this Society, 343 in 
number, the Irish Testament is read.. 

In addition to these, the Sub-Committee hare been infrntned tha^ 
$ome other ^hools had been ettabltsbed la the soutii west of Ire* 
iand, and hi the islands of Arran, of which they have net been 
f nabied to procure partkiilar InformfttiMi, and: wUch they believe 
ka^Fe ceased to exist. 

On the whole of thi» part of the sut^ject they conclude, tket these 
are, at the kasf, 300 Schools at present existing in Ireland, wherein, 
children are instructed in 'their natjTe tongue ; that all of these hare 
been established within the»e very few years, for,^ at ^ ti«ie when 
Mr. Christopher Anderson Tistted Ireland,* (1^4^) there were 
scarcely any, if indeed any such were in existenee, and when the 
Commissioners of Education made their final Report in 18-19, theve 
were none— that thi^y are increaslDg rapidly ; and severftl petilioQe 
from parishes in the south west of Ireland, presented to persone- 
likely to forward the object of these petitions, namely, the .efl^bli8h•' 
meiU of Schools for the Irish language, are amongst t^e papei^ 
which formed the ground work of this Report ; in fine, that iilsk 
Schools are likely to become numerous, thronghoot the country.'** 
*'see Anderson,. 69, he. > 

It appears that, in all of these Schools, the Bible is used ss » 
school-book'; and*, in regard to other points of instmctioB, it ap%r 
pears that reading^ writing, and anthmetic, are taught to much the 
siame extent as in the Schools of your establishment. 

With respect to the system of teaching adopted in then, yonF 
Sub^'Committee can only answer in general, that it seems that the 
system now in use admit» of much improTement* Instruction in 
the improved method of teax^hing must necessarily be in^perfect^ afr 
far as relates to teaching in tlie Irish tongue, without tabular Wa. 
8ons,r OF elementary books, sufficieotly adapted to the purpose* The 
poverty of these kistitution» must necessarily prevent % sufficient 
degree of perfection la thek neatness and comfort; but your Cofn* 
mitlee have reason to hope^ that much attention is given, in many o% 
them, to personal cleanliness^, and to the fixing of early habits of 
industry In the children ; while the Scriptures, the common feuhda- 
tion of the creeds of all denominations of Christians, 9x^ uniformljf 
read tii all of them without exception. 

. It is material to remark, that the native latiguage is taught io all 
these Schools (excepting in a very few^ in the Roman chantcter,^ 
but more of this hereafter. 

Your Committee \% next instructed to enquire ^ in what part of 
^^ the country, and to what extent,, the children of the labouring

These questions maybe sufiicienUy answered by the results of aq 
ioTestigation made by Dr. Stokes, of T. C. D. whKh he published 
In the year 18Q6 ; — ^They are as follows, ^' To begin with the pro* 
<< yiuce of Leinster, in Louth, Meath, and Wesimeath, Irish is 
^ most spoken ; in Oublio, Kiidare, and Wicklow, scarcely any ; 
^< in the King's and Queen's county very few speak Irish ; in itie 
^ S« W. part of Carlow, a considerable proportion speauL Irish ; in 
^^ KilkenBy, the language prevails greatly ; in Wexford, it is very 
^ little used in the §• E. part of the country, but it is pretty general 
^^ in the N. W. In all the counties of the province of Muiister, the 
^^ Irish language previuls beyond comparison, if we except the iar^e 
^ towns^ their immediate neighbourhood, and some of the country 
'< along thecoast^' Mr. Anderson adds hfre in a note^ ^' and one 
^^ oniy of ,the counties of this province, riz. Cork, contains more 
^* than a third of the population of Scotland." ." The native Ian- 
^< gufige," says Dr. Stokes, ^^is more prevalent in Connaught, thau 
^^ in the rest of Ireland; in this province the gentlemen often find 
^^ it convenient to acquire the language, in order to deal with the 
^^ peasantry without an interpreter* In Ulster, there is a greater 
^^ proportion of Irish speakers than is generally supposed. Cavau 
^^ and Monaghan, contain many ; Tyrone, about half of its iiiha- 
^^ bitants; D6Begal, more than half; Armagh and Down, a few; 
^^ Antrim, a few alpng the eastern coast ; Derry, a/ewin the mouiv* 
^ tains of the south west ; Permauagh, scarce any." 

It may be remarked that this calculation is acquiesced in as j^st, 
by seireral observers^ by the Rev. Dan. Dewar^ and the Rev, Chris^ 
topher Anderson, two Scotchmen who, visited this island, for the 
express purpose of ascertaining this and other facts connected witii 
the education and Improvement pf the Irish peasantry; the for- 
mer of these two Gentlemen^ Mr. Dewar, is the author of an excel- 
lent work, printed in 1812, jwhich istpo little k^^wu, but cannot 
be too highly prized, ^y perspns anxious to uoderst^id tjie wants 
of their countrymen ; the latter w^s the first to plead the cause of 
the native Irish^ an a memori9,l on their behalf, 5^ witli a view to 
-''^ their improvement in moral and religious knowledge, through tjie 
^^ medium of their own language:'* this able pamphlet was pul^. 
lished in 1815, and forms the basis of the Brief Statement, which 
hiL% lately excited so much attention. 

But to return, the calculation agreed on by these intelligent men, 
is, ^* that there are about 2,000,.000 of people in Ireland, who are 
^^ incapable of understanding a continued discourse in Rugiish ; 
^' but, supposing this calculation to be overrated by half a million, 
^^ there remain 1,500,000, a number, that is^ hve times greater 
^^ than all the inhabitants of the Highlands." 
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Nor is this all, the immense populttioo of the islaDds upon the 
western xoast mast also be considered. 

Your Sub- Committee have remarked, that the calgulation made 
in 1806 applies tolerably accaratelj to the present day, and it is 
acquiesced in as just by writers in 1815. In fact, the mere Irish 
population has increased so fast as considerably to counteract the 
effect of the gradual decrease in use of the Irish tongue, and so as to 
keep up the number of persons speaking Irish alone^ to nearly th^ 
same number now as in the year 1806 ; although their prcportiof$ 
to those Hho speak English is diminishing by degrees. That, 
however, the Irish tongue is getting into gradual disuse, is manifest 
from the direct evidence of fifteen Clergymen, who have contri- 
buted accounts of their parishes to Mr. Shaw Maspn's Statistical 
compilation. Your Sub-Committee have examined these books, 
and they find that these fifteen returns are made, from as many dis- 
tinct parts of Ireland ; nor are they contradicted by any of the other 
contributors to the work. Of these retofus, eight are remarkabiey 
Tiz. in vol. I. at page 5, and 456, fropi the county Wexford ; at page 
320, and 592, from Londonderry ; page 554, from Waterford ; 
and page 674, from Louth ; and in vol. II. page 72, from Louth ; 
and page 462, from Clare : — See also, uppn this point, if necessary, 
'Mr. Anderson, page 59 ; the Brief Statement, page 139, &c. ; and 
an Address to the people of Irplfind, upon the subject of Educa- 
tion, 2d edition, page 70 — Note, From all these authorities, we 
are led decidedly to conclude, that the use of the Euglisfa language 
is rapidly increasing throughout the country, 

It is scarcely necessary to inform the Committee of the im- 
portant results of experiments tried in the Highlands, and in 
Wales, to instruct the peasantry in their native tongqe; in ana- 
logy to which, your Sub.Committee think it is tq be expected, that 
teaching the Irish language is likely to prove one of the most ef. 
fectual modes of extending the knowledge of the English language 
also; more particularly as it will'afibrd the opportunity of intrq. 
ducingthe English, in parallel coldinns, to thousands, who on np 
other terms wopld ever endeavour to acquiVe it. T|ie difficulty of 
attaipinga knowledge of every new language must be iufiuitely in- 
creased, if the learner is not permitted the use of the language wit^ 
which he is already acquainted, as a meanis of explanation. We 
nay best appreciate thcf Extent of thi!> difficulty by supposing the 
case our own, and that the object were to* learn Iribh* ' Hpw unne- 
cessarily, and how considerably -shpu)d we'fipd our labour in. 
creased, if Hie books^ the preceptor.' and the Instruction were con- 
fined to that language. Nor let it be supposed thatj in affordiujg'ah 
apparent option to the parents in which of the two langUaiges thclir 
children shall be instructed, we run any risk of diminrshing the 
phances of their applying themselves to English ; under the' actual 
(lircumstances of Ireland, every interest, every ambitit)n9 etery 
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means of adTaiicement and hope of profit for the peasantry, depend 
upon their acquisition of English ; indeed it has appeared, that the 
mere existence of a paper corrency, as a medium of commerce, has 
rendered it necessarj. It appears to us that there can be no result 
of thus commencing their instruction in Irish more certain than 
this, that it will afford them the means of voluntarily proceeding to 
the acquisition of English, which, without such preliminary assist, 
vnce, they would, in numberless instances, have no opportunity of 
attaining* 

It would be a great mistake to suppose, that the necessities of tho 
population of such districts, and their intercourse with their more 
instructed neighbours, would, without the assistance which we 
prepare, be sufficient to accomplish this end. Where Irish is, beyond 
comparison, the predominant language, as in large districts of Con- 
naught, the operation of the principle is rather in the contrary di- 
rection ; and even in the towns, the English which is thus learned, 
Is iconfined to the appellations of the objects of ordinary barter, but 
is totally incapable of being made the channel of instruction to the 
understanding, or improvement to the heart, in any of the great ob. 
jects of national Education, On this subject, generally, we beg to 
refer to the Brief Statement, p. Ill, &c. Mr, Anderson, p. 35, and 
.further, to the letter from the Rev. Pr. Jablonshi, respecting the dis- 
trict of Wenden in Germany ; see Brief Statement, Appendix.— 
From all these it will appear, that the teaching of the people in that 
district their native tongue, which is the Sclavonian, has proved the 
only means, of severi^l that hare been resorted to, by which the 
knowledge of German has increased among them. That letter 
concludes in' these terms, — ^^This is certain, that the small progress 
^' some of the Venedi have made in reading, hath so mucli laised 
^^ their appetite, that they do now, of their own accord, apply them- 
^^ selves to learn the German language, that so they ma) enjoy the 
'^ benefit of books wiitten in ii ; whereby it is come to pas8, that 
^^ what was believed would be a hindrance to the German tongue^ 
** doth on the contrary evidently tend to its increase" 

The last inquiry is, ^' whether there are any teachers in the Irish 
^^ language, and in what number, who would be willing to teach 
** the Irish language to the children of the Poor ?*' 

It Is obviops, that this query cannot be answered precisely as to 
number, but in general the following facts appear. ■ The Secretary 
to the Irish Society writes thus : ^' The Society have found no dif- 
'^ ficulty in providing Masters ; numbers, sufficiently competent, 
^ hare offered ; selection was the only trouble." The Secretary of 
the Baptist Society asserts, that there are Masters unemployed, who 
are ready to undertake the task. Mr. Blest, Secretary 'of the f^n- 
don Hibiernian Society, has written -*^^ The llibernikn Society has 
'* produced abundance of Irish Teachers, and I would haVe no 
^^ difficulty iu furnishing as many as may be required by any other 



^^ Institution. Many of them know the Celtic character, and any 
^' of them could acquire the knowledge of teaching it in a ?ery short 
^^ time." And also, it is within the personal knowledge of some of 
your Committee, that there are persons fully competent tor the under- 
taking, who are at present unemployed ; and Dr. Quarry, of Cork, 
writes, that there are persons in his neighbourhood ready to engage 
therein. 

Your Committee think it unnecessary to enter into the refutation 
of some opinions advanced by some of their correspondents ; these 
opinions exhibit, in their judgment, very narrow views of the general 
subject of inquiry, and attempt to impugn the very first principles 
by which ail exertions to teach the Irish to read their native Ian* 
guage are instigated in their commencement, and guided in. their 
course. 

Your Committee are of opinion, that the argtunents, first col. 
lecied and enforced by Mr. Anderson, (passim, see also Dewar, 
135, &c.) and subsequently more at large, by the author of the 
^^ Brief Statement,*' establish beyond all doubt, the great im* 
portance of teaching the native Irish, to read in their own language, 
as at once opening the road for the more easy introduction of the 
£nglii»h tongue ; and, what is of far greater importance to the present 
inhabitants of Ireland, aiTordiogto abore OLe million and an half of 
our fellow creatures, our fellow countrymen too, the means of 
reading the Word of God, in the Sacred Scriptures* But this 
brings us back to a point which was reserved for separate, an4 
more ample discussion. 

It appears, that in all the Schools established by the London Hi. 
beruian, and the Baptist Societies, the Irish langdage is taught, 
where taught at all, with the. use of the English letter; but the 
Irish Society have resolved to adopt the native character. It is 
therefore, of high importance for the Committee to determine, in 
case it should resolve upon printing Irish Spelling and Reading 
Tables, , or other elementary books, whether they should be printed 
in the Irish, or in the English type, or in both. 

It might perhaps be imagined that, in order to accommodate 
such works to the demand of till Schools whatever, they should be 
printed with two columns for the Irish words ; each column having 
the same word in a distinct letter. This plan is recommended by 
Mr. Anderson, p. 64. If, however, the expense, or any other 
reason against the use o£ the two characters be objected, and one 
character only be selected, we offer the following reasons for deci^ 
ding the choice of the type to be the native letter. 

In the first place, and this rea!!on is perhaps alone sufficient, the 
new edition of the Scriptures in Irish, is not only printed by the 
British and Foreign Bible Society, ui the Irish letters but stereor 
typed in that character j that character therefore, must be adopted 
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hj a Society like yoixrs, which prescribes the reaAng of the SGrfp- 
tares as essentially requisite in ail Schools in connection with H. 

It appears^ indeed, to us^ to have been a great and extraordinary 
mistake^ erer to have chosen any other, as a medium of instruction. 
The yerj great predilection of the people for their native language 
has been advanced, as a good reason for commencing their educatioB 
in that tongue ; and that popularity would surely be very much 
encreased, were it taught in the ancient character also : see upon 
ifais ^ufo^ct, a letter of the Reverend Christopher Anderson, to the 
Irish Society, a copy of which is before you ; and the testimony of 
oAer letters ; iti one of which it h stated, that in one part of the 
S. West of Ireland, where tlie Testament in the Irish language, but 
in the English letter, bad been introduced, it had been received 
with much suspicion ; and principally because of its appearance in 
a foreign, and we must add, a suspected gaib : but it every where 
appears, that the same book, written in the Irish character, has 
been sought for with enthusiasm. * 

It has indeed been advanced, before^ you, that the Irish people 
are eren ashamed of their languag'e ; this is certainly against uniw 
irersal experience ; and were it material to prove the contrary, see 
Stat Swr. I* p. 198, 320, 4Q8, 412, and II. lia Brief State- 
ment, 104, &c. Anderson, 59, f$l, and 62, (q. N. B.) Dewar, 
87 and 122. (q. N. K) 4th Elep. Baptist Society, p. 0, .&c. Hi- 
bernian Socle* ty, last Report, pa5«i6i : and, lastly, the expressions of 
Dr. Quarry, a Protestant Clergyman of Cork, a gentleman of high 
attainments and talents, and of much observation and experience, 
are worthy to' be particularly noticed liere ; they are as follows :— 
^ Aperson addressing them,' 'the Irish, ^^In their native tongue, pos- 
^^ sesses a master-key to their affections* In my own case I have 
^ reason to know, that their respect for me has greatly increased 
^ since they learned that I was an encourager of their language, and 
^ learning it myself:*' a letter from the Rev. Mr. Battersby, of 
Ardfinan, echoes these sentiments, in terms yet stronger, and more 
striking : again, at a public meeting in the City of Cork, it was 
resolved among other things, ^^ that, after diligent inquiry, and sa-' 
^^ tlsfacfory 'proofs, the result of experience, we find that the Irish' 
^^ peasantry are, almost to veneration, attached to their own Ian. 
^< gUBge^ and while they are, in numerous instances, indififerent to 
^^ learn the English language, we find them, with great attention and 
^ almost incredible perseverance, apply themselves to learn to read' 
*^ the Irish language/' But to dwell upon this point would be su*' 
pcrfluons, our correspondence demonstrates it at every stcp» 

Neither is it to be imagined that there will be any difficulty thrown 
in the way of learning the English oharacter,fromtheuse of the Irish 
letter ; there are but five Irish letters, f gr s and t, and peihapsd, that 
are different in their forms from the English letters of the same pow- ' 
ers ; and these five are so very similar to the British, that a modecate- 
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capacity would pass from the acquirement of one alphabet to another 
in a day ; the Committee will see the two alphabets in the Note.* In 
fact^ the difference between the written and printed alphabets is 
much greater, than that which exists between either of these and 
the Irish characters; yet what difficulty is there in acquiring a know* 
ledge of English writing, after having formed an acquaintance with 
the English print? It is to be remarked that the Irish written and 
printed letters are the same. 

Further, there is a peculiarity in the Irish language, which all Irish 
scholars well understand, which renders the use of the Irish charac* 
ter preferable, and to explain which, would perhaps extend thii 
Beport too far; suffice it to refer to a letter of the Re?. Christo* 
pher Anderson, addressed to the Irish Society, which is before you ; 
and to the Brief Statement, p. 70 and 71, suffice it in general to 
state, that there are compositions of letters in Irish, which cannot 
be expressed by English letters ; that, as in the case of the dagash 
point of the Hebrew tongue, they acquire a most material alteration 
in sound, and in sense too, by the addition of a point affixed. When 
the Irish language is printed in the English character, this affisction 
of the letter is attempted, somewhat clumsily, to be expressed by 
the addition of the letter h— -now the occurrence of this peculiarity 
is so frequent, being the mark of almost all. the injBexions of the 
Terbs and nouns, that it actually requires the repetition of the letter 
h for eVery ninth letter, (see Mr. Anderson's letter ;) so that, were 
the Irish books to be printed in the English character, and using the 
h, the size and expense of the book would be increased one.uinth : 
besides the following difficulty is thus thrown in the way of passing 
from Irish to English, that dh, f h, gh, sh, th, and others, are pro* 
noonced, in the English language, in a manner totally dilTerent from 
the mode in which they are pronounced, when representing the Irish 
peculiarities above mentioned : and thus is an impediment put in the 
way of the learner's (ransition from the acquirement of instruction 
in one language, to the knowledge of the other, instead of an as. 
slstance given ; for, though the Roman letter becomes sooner known 
in its form, the understanding of its powers is made to be more diffi. 
cult by this confusion. 

Your Committee, having deeply considered this subject, feel that 
they would be deficient in duty, if they did not express their opinion 
upon the plan which has been suggested for adoption, by your So« 
ciety;— and first, then, as to its practicability, it appears, that 
several printers in Dublin, at least three in number, possess Irish 
types ; that competent persons are ready for immediately undcrta^ 
king the employment ; that some of your members already possess 
sufficient knowledge of the language, to answcrfor its proper execu« 
tlon with such assistance ; and that, as to the expense, it will be 
nothing worthy of the consideration of a Society, which is the ob« 
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ject, not only of Parliamentary l{berality« bnt mnDiiicence, and 
' this, with the eipress view of promoting tiie Education of the Poor 
of Ireland^ one million iind a half of whom require this aMistance. 
The question then is narrowf^d to one of prudence ; the Societies at 
present in existence, whichteach in the Irish tongue, may not agree 
with ns in faadamratal principles ; but, besides the obrious anwer, 
that the time may not be distant, when our principles may be 
adopted by them, or by others having tl^e same object in riew, 
your Sub.Committee submits, that this is only a question which 
applies to the consideration, whether they shall receire our bounty 
gratis, or •therwiise. It seems to yourSnbXommittee that we ought 
still to hare, for the use of such estdl>lishments, as we hate for other 
Schools upon whom we do not bestow our bounty, School requi- 
aites, to be paid for at their full value. There is, we conceife, no 
more dangei of this Society being connected with other Societies in 
the public mind, by prtnuiif; Ixish books, than by haTihg fr^f 9a^<^ 
for the use of Sunday Schools or others who will pa y the full 
price, every requisite of (Klucation. 

We conceive that the institution of an Irish School Aonld not 
be compelled to languish for want of .ft^^ndamentai materials to 
set to work with. We have iread sev<^'al petitions concerning the 
establishment of Schools in the south v^ftest, which aitate, that nothing 
is wanting but elementary booki " in the Irish language, to enable 
the petitioners to undertake fcmhwith the instruction of hundrec)? 
and we have also seen thatiSeveral Schools that were on^e esta« 
bllshed, have died away f^r want of such assistance. We could 
enter into ample detail upon this matter, bat we find we have ez« 
ceeded our limits; in fine, we suggest, that our Society^ the Society 
for promoting the Education of the Poor of Ireland^ is the proper 
one for the people of Ireland to look to for providing such mate. 
Hals, and that we ought, perhaps, long ago to have turned our at- 
tention to the subject • ¥eur Sub.Committee thei^ore^ recommend 
that the execution of the proposal should be no looger deferred.

STATEMlENT. 

The Committee of this Society ^ anxious to make known its 
principles and objects^ and to facilitate the intercourse fee- 
tueen it and the Schools in correspondence with the Society^ 
publishes the following Staiement^ divided into paragraphs 
. for the facility of reference, and containing irformation and 
suggestions which may prove useful to all Schools for the 
Education of the Poor. 

1. THIS Sbcletyis a Tolantaiy Association of persons of yarioas 
religious communions, formed for the purpose of diffusing the 
blessing of welLordered Education amongst (he labouring classes of 
this country. 

3. The leading principle on "vi^hlch it is pledged t« act, is to af-. 
ford the jsame fadlities for Education to every denomination of 
christians, without interfering ivith the peculiar religious opinions 
ot any, 

' 3» VlTith this view the Society is anxious io promote the establish, 
ment, and assist in the support of Schools, in which the appoint, 
ment of Governors an4 Teachers, and ^the admission of Scholars^ 
shall be uninfluenced by religious distinctions, and in which the 
Scriptures without note or comment, shall be read by a// the Scho. 
lars who have attained a suitable proficiency in reading, excluding 
catechisms and books of religions controversy* 

4, Such is the description of Schools which the Society con- 
ceives best adapted to the wants and circumstances <yf this countrif ': 
it is hoped, that in' such Seminaries the labouring classes may ob- 
tain Suitable instruction, without any attempt being made to dis- 
turb their religious opinions ; and that the children of the poor, be- 
ing thus assotiated together .without distinction* may thereby learn 
to regard each other without prejudice, and to indulge a charitable 
feeling for their neighbours, of whatever religious persuasion they 

' may be. 

5« But although an anxious consideration of the circumstances 
of this country, has convinced the Members of the Institution, that 
particular religious instruction ought not to be introduced into the 
Schools, during school-hours ; yet the Society Is fully sensible of the 
value of such instruction, as forming an indispensable branch of 
Education ; and the mode of instruction recommended by the So« 
ciety^, gives a facility to the parents and pastors of the children, to 
Impart to them such religious instruction as they may think fit, out 
oif scAooUhourSt 
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6. In 4>th^T respects the Sodety does .not. tssome any controvl 
OTer tbe iaterna) regulations of the Schools which it assists ; bnt it 
recommends that snch a system of instruction shall be adopted, as 
shall enable the Peasant and Artizan to obtain information iuUedio 
their stations m lift^ without encroaching materially on their time 
or their means ;— that the morals of Pupils and Instructors shall 
be carefully attended ia^ and principles of truth and honesty incuU 
cated ; — that the children shall be accustomed to habits of decency 
and cleanliness ; and that they shall be taught to fix their attention * 
excittsirely on whatever business tiiey may be engaged in, and 
inaftsd i» that kind of regular discipline and good order^ which vk- 
of such essential taloe to those who must earn their iMread by tiieir. 
industry. 

7. The Society has established a Model School in Dublin^ on an 
extensi?e scale, which is intended to exemplify the system of Edu- 
cation recommended by the Society, and also to serre as a seminary 
for training School-masters. 

8. This seminary is.^open from 15th Oct in each year tq thp 1st 
May in the following year, for the admission of all persons properly 
recommended, and desirous of learning the improTed method of 
teaching, without any charge being made for tuition \ and also with- 
out any condition lieing impost as to the regulations of the 
Schools in which they may afterwards be engaged. 

0. The time required to communicate sufficient information in . 
this way, io a man who has been previously quillified to teach in the 
ordinary manner, is from foar to six weeks ; and where Masters are 
to be educated for Schools established on the principles recommended 
by the Society, and their conduct while attending the Model School 
shall be deserving of encouragement, the Society will allow a sunk 
of money for the expenses ef such persons, whilst travelling to and 
from Dublin ; and during the period of their tuition will maintain 
them in the Society's House, Kildare-place. 

• 

10. As the most perfect system of instruction, must be of compa^ 
rati veiy little value, where the Master is incompetent, the Sodety 
anxiously recommends all persons desirous of having School.mastem 
of their own nomination; trained in the Seminary, to l>6ei^ce«d^ 
in^ly careful in the selection of the individuals for that puipoie* 
Their age should not be less than eighteen, nor more than thirty 
years : they ought to have a comjietent knowledge of the rudiments 
of spelling, reading, writing, and arithmetic j[ in temper they 
should be patient; in disposition mild, but firm ; of diligent habits ; 
of unblemished moral character ; and fully convinced of the imi 
portance of inculcating on the young mind, a love of decency anci 
cleanliness, of industry, honesty and truth* 

11. No person cm he admitted into the ModeV ^c\ioc\^ u^^ 
moMam^ii id 4kee3Bpense of the Societffy who is o^et \Sxut'j-&i^ 
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years of age^ and until he shall hate been eiamined by the Supeifo- 
(ctndent; and if, on such examination, he shall be found deficient 
in the a^ove qaalifications* the Socie^ will not make any grant 
for hjs trafelling eipenses or maintenance. It is therefore partis 
cularijf requetUd^ that no person shall be sent to the Seminary^ 
to be trained as a Master, without being proTided with the 
means ofdefre>inghis expenses, in case he should not be qualified 
for admbston, nor is he to leave home until written for. 

142. The Society does »ot at present afford pecuniary aid to- 
wards the builmng of School.ho«8e«, nor does it atsiat ,9er^ 
largely in the support of Schools ; but where buildings are erected^ 
and Schools conducted on the principles recommended by the 
Soi^iety, it coniribttes to the expense of finishing and fitting ap 
fach School.houses, and furnishing them with the necessary appa« 
fatns of Desks, Fonns, &c. &c. &c. Books of instruction and 
amusement, Paper, Slates, and Pencils, are also granted to such 
Schools on fit occasions. 

IJ$, AU thege articles may be procured at the Depository of tha 
Institution I. at low prices ^ for the use of at^ School for the ia^ 
eirucfiou of ihe^ Foor. 

14. Persons to whom pecuniary grants for Schools are made, are 
requested to take notice, that the amount of such grants cannot be 
paid, until a particular account of the actual expenditure of the 

' anu>ant granted, authenticated by the signatures of two respectable 
persons residing in \hQ neighbourhood of such Schools^ slnll have 
been forwarded to the Coounittee ; and It is neeessaiy that the rerfw 
dences f>f the indiTiduals signing the certificate should be affixed to 
the documenti 

15. With respect to the Books distributed by the Society, it has 
carefully selected such only as are calculated to convey general in- 
struction and amusement, withont imparting or interfering with anjr 
peculiar religious opinjon.^ 

16* When a grant of Books is made to a. School, it is not in« 
•tended that they should be given to the children ; — but, that they 
ihould become the foundation of a jnvenile Library attached io the 
School, and be leni to the most deeei-ving pupils. A cheap mode 
of rewarding the meritorious is thus provided^ and moral and in. 
atroctivo works, are more likely to be (hus^iead, when lent, than if 
they were actually the property of those who borrow them. 

17* As the Society cannot, in any instance, do more than can^ 

ifiMe to the expense of Schools, it is strongly recommended that 

focal Jssociations should be formed for the support of Schook in 

the neighbourhood of the members of such Associations, and also 

Artbe purpose et occasionally inspectiog the progress of the Sfc lo- 

iki^ aad the conduU qf the Masters : w\\]kiQut ^uck so^^riutend. 
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encei it isgreaHy to be feared^ tbere will be naiiy d6?ifttioD» from 
the tjrstem which ought to be itrictlj adhered to in those Schools^ 

1^. It i§ also reconiDended, that in ail cases the children should 
1^ Heqiiired to pay a small sum weekly. By such means, the funds 
of the School will be angmeoted ; the poor will set a higher ?alae 
on the iostraction imparted to them, than they prpbably wonid, if 
they were entirely indebted to the boonly of others for their ednca« 
tion ; and a habit of looking to their own eiertions for their sup* 
port, will be cherished in their minds, which will pro?e of essetf^ 
iial yalne to them throoghout life.

23. If a necessity should occur for changing the name of any 
School assisted by this Society, such a change should be communi- 
cated to the Secretary. 

24. It is earnestly requested that when any School assisted by 
this Society has been discontinued, the Secretary be immediately 
apprized of the circumstance ; and that the cause of its discontinu- 
ance be stated, t5gether with the Aieans which may be taken to 
reyire it. 

25 It is requested that the Managers of Schools assisted by this 
Society, shall keep accurate Tegistries of the admission, progress, 
and attendance of the Pupils, together with Account Boolu, cou.

The boys are kept in the large School-room, the girls in the small 
one, niider tiie direction and care of the School xMistress, who 
teaches them according to Mr. M— — *s directions. Mrs. N. 
visits the Schawl ewery daj^ to see that all is properly conducted. 
Many Gentlemen •And La<iies, as also farmeri, have called there^ 
and all were much gratified with the great progress of the children, 
and yet not one has subscribed to the Institution. As yon may 
judge from the plan which I sent you of the house, the two rooms 
are ezceesiyely crowded, and of course, iuconvenient to the children^ 
I kaTe therefore been under the necessity of refusing admiision to 
many children, which 1 much regret, after the proof i have had of 
the excellence of the Institution ; of which the lower classes are so 
thoroughly convinced, that I can confidently say there would be at 
least 300 children sent to Ihe School in less than one month^ should 
the Society think proper to build an addition to it. . I wul with 
pleasure give such timber as I have on my estate, for the purpose, 
and there is abundance of stone ready raised, free of any expense 
save the carriage to the building.

uum, maintenance, a School.house,and fuel, all supplied by Mrs. B., 
who daily inspects the School, and the progress of the children, and 
gires small premiums to ' the best answerers, and to the cleanest 
and best behaved children, at the end of each Quarter. There is a 
separate apartment in the School for the females, all of whom have 
been instructed in the use of the double wheel, by a Mrs. P. from 
Scotland, who attended the School for four months, and succeeded 
so well as to enable the children to. clothe themselves i[rom the pro. 
£tjs of their spinning and plain work, during the hours after School ; 
all of whom are easily distingaished when going to their different 
places of worship on Sundays, from the neatness, and cleanliness 
of tMr appearance. 
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The appBcaiioo for admittance Jato this School increases daily^ 
we are obliged to limit the number to that stated fa the Report,, as 
Mrs. B. considers that a greater number could not be properlj in* 
structed by one Master, and one Mistress, who is also paid by Mrs* 
B. aad who instructs the females in plain needlework in addi- 
tion to the spinning* 

There is perhaps a singular circumstance in this School at present, 
two girls under the age of seven, nfho hare span six dozen yarn, 
from which a - piece of cloth is now weaving at Collon, of re- 
markably fine texture, which has excited an astonishing degree of

' yesterday, in company with Captain R — , of K* , we 

found the Scholars pent up in a hut, bvt 18 feet by 1^, from end to»~ 
tod, i«ithout a form on which to ait, without a dosk or table^ on 
which to writoi with the fire in the midst of the hoase, and* only 
one small window to afford them light Having enceumged then 
when here before to expect aid, if they would do what they couldl 
in eiiecting a house, they very promptly entered into a subacrlptioa 
which amounts to about j£ 10., and have raised stones for the pro* 
jected house. In addition to this we are taking ateps to interest 
the Crentlemen who have landed property in the neighbourhood^ t»- . 
Contribute to the erection «of the house. I hardly kn»w any School 
fo ^hich the fostering care of tiie Society fdr the Education of the 
Poor of Ireland, could be more appropriately applied ; and I theie*^ 
fore take the liberty of recommending it to their attention. -A pe- 
cuniary grant to aid in completing the contemplated house,^ aod m 
grant otSchool req^uisites now, would, I am convin^, be made te 
g6od purpose.

HE eig^hth Annaal Meeeting of the ** Society for Promotfnt 
^^ the EdocatioQ> of the Poor of Ireland," was to have beeu held 
on the 2d Feb. 182G ; bat the account of the lamented death oi 
his late Majesty, King George III. having arrived in DobUo 
the preceding day, it was thought right to postpone the qitet- 
ing to a future time. — The 24th of the same month, was appointed 
for the purpose ; the place of meeting was the Model School of 
the Society In Kildare Place, which was thronged with persons 
of respectability, at an early hoary and at one o'clock. His Grace 
the Duke of Leinsler, Vice- Patron of the Society, appeared Iq 
the room and took the chair. 

The annual Report of the Society for the y^ar ending the 4th 
of January, 16S0, was then read by the Secretary, and as the 
facts stated in it are referred to in the debate which ensued, the 
Publisher has endeavoured to give the substance of that Report 
in the following abstract. 

It commenced with stating, that the experience of the last 
and preceding years, confirmed the Committee in their opinion 
of the soundness of the principles upon which they were actings 
and of their perfect applicability to the state of this country; — 
though they never entertained the hope of their meeting with 
the concurrence, or coinciding with the sentiments of all 
persons. 

It then proceeded to state, that the Funds of the Institution, 
derived from donations and subscriptions, had considerably 
increased; ^s had, also, the applicatipns for assistance to 
Schools; that since the 5th of January, 1819, to the 4th Janu- 
ary, 1820, there had been applications for aid from so great a 
number as 247 schools; of these 161 had been assisted — 116 of 
which had applied for aid for the first time to the Society ; that 
of the remaining 86, 35 had been refused aid as not being con- 
ducted upon the principles required by the Society ; 22 on 
the ground of being -assisted by other Institutions ; and the re- 
maining 29, either from information received of the manner in 
which they were conducted, or from local circumstances at- 
tending them. And that it thus appeared, a progress had been 
made in the establishment of Schools throughout the country 
within the last year, far greater, in proportion, than had taken 
place in three times the same period of time since the commence- 
ment of the Institution. 

It was then stated in the Report, that from the commencement \ 
of the Ingtitation, up to March last, 191 Sc\iQo\»\AA\yM^^^* 
msted, in wbicb there were 10^339 children. ^YiV^^ ^"GLfs^ 
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the 25th of March last, assistance had been granted to 9] 
Schools, in ^hich there are 6,347 children— a proof that hi- 
therto, the Institution had only been preparing its way for greater 
and more extended operations ; and that the more its objects 
and principles have been known, the more they have been ap- 
proved of. 

Amongst the applications for aid during the past year, were 
particularly noticed, those from the Gaols of Carrickfergus, 
Down, Kilmainbam, and Sligo, in all of which, schools for 
the education of the prisoners confined there, have been estab- 
lished. 

At the time of the last Report, it appeared that five masters 
were receiving instruction in the Training School; since that 
period, up to the 4th January, 1820, fifty-two had been admit- 
ted, forty-three of whom have been appointed to schools con- 
ducted upon the principles of the Society, and thirteen are still 
receiving instruction. 

It was then stated, that during the time the Training School 
was closed, in the last summer, Mr. Veevers, the superlnten- 
dant, made an inspection of schools in the provinces of Leins- 
ter and Munster, in the course of which he visited 112. — That 
upon the general state of education in these parts of the coun- 
try, Mr. Veevers has furnished much useful information : — that 
from his recommendation, the Committee had expended the sum 
of £167: 10:0. in conferring gratuities on the most deserving 
masters ; which had, in all cases, been transmitted to them 
through the managers or committee of each school, a mode 
calculated to uphold their influence over the master, and to sti- 
mulate his endeavours to appear deserving of their approbation. 

In granting aid towards schools, and defraying the expense 
of masters coming to the model-school, it was stated, that the 
sum of £1413 : 7 : 6. had been expended during the year. — And 
that a Model-School for girls, had been opened since the last 
meeting. 

The Report then proceeded to state, that from returns which 
had been made within the last quarter, from 198 schools, it appears 
that there are in them 9,055 male, and 5,904 female children 
receiving instruction ; making, together with those in the mo- 
del-school, 15,754 children, to whom the funds are now contri- 
buting to afford the blessings of education. 

That twenty-nine varieties of cheap Moral and instructive 
Books, are now on sale at the depository. That the number 
sold in the last year was 123,733 — making a total since opening 
the 'depository of 217,409 volumes. 

It was also mentioned in the Report, that an edition of the 
Nbw Testament^ without the preface prefixed to, and the head- 
^ of chapters and pages inserted in, IVvom published by 
Aor/ffT, not being to be procured, llae CotGLm\V\«^X\iQ\i^\iX* 
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it expedient, within the last year, to publish a work of the kind, 
for the use of schools conducted upon their principles ; and that 
in so doing, they had conformed with the most scrupulous 
strictness to one of the fundamental rules of the Society, which 
in enjoining the use of the Scriptures in all Schools assisted by 
them, requires that they should be divested of any thing io the 
shape of note or comment. 

And the report concluded by stating, that information hav- 
ing been received by the Committee, that many Schools ex- 
isted, in various parts of the country, where instruction is 
conveyed in Trish, as well as in the English tongue — they 
had been at considerable pains to ascertain the fact, and hav- 
ing done so, and that Masters who understand the Irish lan- 
guage, are to be found in sufficient numbers for such Schools, 
they had been induced to prepare Spelling and Reading fiooks, 
containing corresponding lessons in Irish and English ; that 
the First Part of a Spelling and Reading Book had been al- 
ready printed, and^hat a second Part was in the press.

The Report having been read, and the accounts of the year, 
vouched by the auditory of the Society, having been presented, 
the following resolution was unanimously agreed to, on the 
motion of the Right Hon. Thos. Henry Skeffington : — 
" Resolved, That the Report just read, be received and adopt- 
^' ed ; and that it be printed, under the direction of th^ Com- 
^' mittee for the ensuing year, together with such appendix and 
'^ statement of accounts, as they shall deem necessary." 

DANIEL O'CONNELL, Esq. 
Then rose, and spoke as follows: — " My Lord Duke, I rise to 
call the attention of your Lordship and of this Meeting to a sub- 
ject, which I cannot but consider of great Importance to the 
interests of this Society. 

'^ I had the honour of making a proposal on the same subject, 
to the last general meeting, and on that ocoasion it struck my 
humble mind, that the arguments and principles which I sub- 
mitted, — with little of talent, it is true, but with much of sincer- 
ity, — could not be resisted, and must completely succeed. I 
was surprised therefore, I confess, to find with what active zeal 
I was opposed by the gentlemen on the opposite side. I give 
them full credit for the sincerity of their zeal, yet still I think it 
mistaken, and the objectof my proposal most desirable — because 
my only object is a strict adherence to the avowed principles of 
this society, as I find them in your reports, nay, in your very 
charter, and still more in the hope which you have so long held 
out to the poor of Ireland. That hope, I tnuat ea^, ^oxsi)^^^^ 
miWrablj disappointed. 

'' The principle itself is one, which, \ think) everj o\i% ^\x 
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loves this pufortuDate country should hail with joy : — *< The 
^^ leading princtple by which the Society shall be guided, is to 
** afford the same facilities for edncatioiHy to all classes of pro* 
fesaing ChristiaDS, without any attempt io interfere with the 
peculiar religious opinions of any." This is a noble principle 
for Ir^eland ! a blessed principle ! which every honest man should 
rejoice to see avowed by every member of the conununity — and 
acted upon. Bgt it will be melancholy indeed, if this first avowal 
of your principles should be found to have been blasted and 
evaded by any inconsistency in your praetioe. 

** I am very sure that it must have been the intention of the 
gl^ntlemen who framed these laws, to carry this principle into 
effsjct. I cannot suspect, and will not accuse them of du- 
plicity so base and plain and manifest, as to avow this principle, 
ai^d then deliberately supersede it, and disappoint the hope that 
It held out. I am therefore willing to admit, that the practice 
has been the result of a mere mistake. If, therefore, I am able 
to make out a case, and shew that such mistake does exist, the 
gentlemen who opposed me last year, will, I am sure, be the 
first to come forward, and carry their own principle into effect. 
** But I do not mean to go the length I did then in calling 
on them to expunge their resolution : I have seen highly respect- 
able gentlemen oppose my former resolution, and I shall there* 
fore now shape my proposal in a different form : — " Resolved, 
*^ that highly approving of the avowed principles of this Assocl- 
^^ ation, it be referi^ed to a committee of seven, io inquire and 
'* report, whether the means hitherto adopted be the best suited 
to the full, fair, and candid carrying into effect of that prin- 
ciple." This, my Lord Duke, is the motion, with moving 
which I would conclude ; and it therefore now only remains for 
Qie to shew the necessity of such a resolution. 

^' In the book of the laws and regulations,* the first relates 
to the name of this Society ; the second, to its object : it is thus : 
*' The olffeci of this Society is to diffuse throughout this country, 
** a well ordered system of education for the poor, which shall 
'' combine economy of time and money, and bestow due atten- 
*^ tion on cleanliness and discipline." The third, which I have 
already stated, relates to the principles of the Society. A regu- 
lation as to the means of carrying the leading principle into ef- 
fect, forms the next clause ; and with the entire of the means I 
entir:ely concur. Then follows after the object, the principle and 
means, the resolution to which I object. It is the fifth in order 
in the code, but the third in this point of view. It is a postscript 
to the principle and the means, rendering the one nugatory, and 
the other inefiBeient and absurd. It is asserted however, 1 observe, 
ff'Jib a modesty which shews its original firamers not to have been 
^ery conMent on the subject.—" As it is conceived that schools

<< ously attended to ; where habits of decency and of cleanlinesi 
'< shall be considered indlspensible ; where reading, writitigf 
<<and arithmetic, shall be taught in a cheap and expeditiotui 
*^ manner, and in which good ordec and regular discipline shall 
*^ be duly enforced." In the latter part T entirely concur ; bat 
as to the former part of it, I contend that it has denied the Iead-< 
ing principle on which the Institution was founded. This is pot 
forward as the conception, or the idea, of the parties who fram^ 
ed it. It goes on, unfortunately to say, ^^ The funds of the So« 
*^ clety shall be devoted to the support of such schools alone :" 
and it is this that has caused all the difficulty. It is with redpect 
to one part of this conception, or this idea, that I address yoa 
this day, and come here to bring forward facts, which decisively 
call upon you to reconsider it, and see if you have been so 
certainly right, as not to allow it to b^ necessary to afford, as I 
require, a solemn, deliberate, and distinct reconsideration of a 
regulation, which t again assert, has rendered the means ineffi- 
eient and the principle nugatory. 

I know that by introducing the mention of the Scriptures, I 
am treading on delicate and dangerous ground, and shall meet 
with censure, abuse, and calumny ; but conscious of but one mo«- 
tive, 1 invite such censure, and court such calumny. My motive 
is pure, though my opinion may be mistaken. By means of thfal 
part of your resolution you have already commenced to in^pede, 
and as your plan goes along and attracts attention, you will 
still more and more impede the progress of your Society among 
a numerous class. I shall now clearly demonstrate that you do 
so from actual facts. Tou do not grant the means of edacatioa 
to that class to which I belong. Let me not be mistaken ; I 
shall always be ready to speak my own conviction, that my pro- 
fession is the best ; if I did not feel it to be so, I would not ad- 
here to it for one hour. Every one here, I will allow, may 
feel the same. When I do, therefore, speak on the subject, I 
must protest against being supposed to infer disparagement to 
another's belief. I respect human ft*eedom in opinion, and think 
every created being has a right to worship God according to his 
conscience : no human dignities would induce me to alter my 
opinion, whether I uttered it among the senators of England or 
the inquisitors of Spain. 

** AUow me now to revert to the question, whether makilyg 
it a preliminary to give the Bible without note or conraitfKl^ &.q^i& 
not a Act ihe principle ? I say it does : — as long as 70W \t&sX%\. ^ 
itg beiog agcbool-hooJi, yoa do not aflford eqi^al £ac\\i\iR» \«i Ci 
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tholics. I prove it thus. I begin with the lowest and humblest 
of my proofs, I begin with myself. I have, in a remote county, 
some property ; not worth speaking of in any other way, than 
as it imposes on me the duly of assisting in the education of the 
poor who have claims upon me. I gave a school-house at a low 
rent and tax-free, and contributed also ; still, however, we wanted 
assistance, and looked for it to your Society ; but you would not 
afford it. I could not let the Bible be a school-book, and you 
insisted I should. You, therefore, do not give equal facilities. 

*^ The next proof is from the schools in Tralee, under the 
Rev. Mr. Egan, supportedP^y the voluntary contributions of 
tradesmen, containing 440 Children. There are in it about 
seventeen or eighteen Protestants — no Interference is used— the 
Catholics are not even taught in the presence of theJProtestants. 
" There is another School under the care of the Rev. Mr. 
Dbnnt, a very amiable and liberal man. The number in his 
School is 20. The Catholic Clergyman made this proposal : 
Let us unite five days out of six — let us teach them indifferently 
without introducing religious instruction ; let them separate 
then, and each teach his own ; let us go to the Society and apply 
for a grant. Mr. Denny would have done so, but that from your 
resolution he found he could not succeed in such application. 

^^ I state these facts, for what purpose ? not that you should 
decide upon them now, but to call on every honest man to 
pause and say, whether education is not the assertion of truth? 
Whether the man who asserts one thing and means another, be 
an honest man ? or whether he does not himself most want edu- 
cation, who refuses a Committee to enquire whether he may not 
have been mistaken ? 

^* Since last meeting, matters have occurred with respect to 
the Catholic persuasion, which may be matters of ridicule to 
others, but are not so to us. The spiritual head of our church 
has issued what may not perhaps be ligatory on our consciences, 
even in spiritual matters, and it is well known that we often op- 
pose him in temporals ; but it is at least his advice, ex'Cathedray 
— This excludes from Catholic schools the Testament, even with 
note and comment, even though these might be acceptable to the 
Catholics. It is, in fact, a Bull of the Pope. This, therefore, 
has caused an additional difficulty ; see then how you proceed : 
you say that you will afford equal facilities to each persuasion, 
and on the other hand, comes the Bull of the Pope, refusing such 
aid. Can you now £nd any one with such powers of face, as to 
tell me that you give equal facilities? Nothing but religious 
delusion can account for this. 

^' To be sure when I last had the honour of addressing you, 

my friend Mr. Burrows answered me, and went near to per* 

Muade me that I knew nothingof the Catholic pervasion, and 

oaade a speech to prove it so ; and a liberal and wealthy mer- 

'Aaai, whom 1 see before me, did the «atn«. \ Vaxwr \!SiaX.l«haU 
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have the same to encounter to-day. I did not wish to enter fur* 
ther into such controversies, and therefore applied to some of 
the heads of the Catholic persnasion in Ireland. On the most 
Reverend Dr. Mnrray I shall make no eulogium. I applied also 
to the most Reverend Dr.Troy, and in consequence a meeting 
was held of the principal parish priests in Dublin, in order that 
1 might have an authentic document to read to this meeting, to 
express their sentiments ; and they have resolved that '' The Scrip- 
^' tures, with or without note or comment, are not fit to be used 
*' as a school-book." — To be thumbed by every child in theschool. 

^'I end with a proof that is irrefragable : this document has 
been sent to me for the very purpose of being read to this meet- 
ing. The meeting was held, and this resolution framed, for 
this very purpose. 

** Now, my 'Lord Duke, see how this document calls on you 
to accede to my humble motion, to afford a committee to see if 
really equal facilities are granted. This document says, '^ either 
** with or without comments it is not to be a school-book ;" your 
resolution says, it shall ; put these together, and see how you can 
say '^ equal facilities.*' On the one hand, the determination of 
the Prelates, that it shall not be a school-book — on the other, 
yours, that, you will not give assistance unless it is ; yet you still 
say, that you cannot see any thing in this document to require 
at least the decency of a committee, the decorum of an investi- 
gation. . As the only thing that is objected to, is the circulation 
of the Holy Scriptures, I will tell you the course you ought to 
pursue as honest men : — You ought to come forward to new mo- 
del your resolution, and also to give aid to such as refuse to use 
the Scriptures without note or comment. I well know that I 
shall hear to-day, as I did last year, something like prose run 
mad, something like half sermons about the value and the origin 
of this book, the Bible. C^pplausBy mixed with louder hisses ,) 
If I have trod on the tail of the serpent of bigotry, let it hiss. 
Oh it was a good hiss ! a noble hi$)s ! an excellent hiss ! and I 
thank you for the hiss. Those who hissed may suppose they are 
acting. for the service of God, but they serve God by a false- 
hood. But there is more honesty in the hiss, thaii.in those gen- 
tlemen who assert one thing, and then say and do another. I 
have stated to you my own opinion, and shall re-state it, not- 
withstanding the peril of the hiss. The Bible never can be re- 
ceived ^^ithout note or comment by the Catholic persuasion. 
Gentlemen hissers, we believe that the entire word of God has 
not been preserved in writing: we believe that a portion has 
been preserved in the church which preserved that writing : and 
this being our tenet, you cannot expect to have the Catholic 
Clergy submit, when thei)' attention is roused, to have the %\VA^ 
used without note or comment, because tbey muaxViav^irciAv 
Hoth which we also call ibe word of God.

^ bound in life and in^eath to assert thb — ^you assert the oppo- 
site in your resolution. 

'^ 1 may say that I came here as a species of delegate : I have 
many facts from the province of Connaught, which province is 
now agitated to the centre : human blood has been shed already, 
and more blood will borshed, and they will expiate blood on the 
gallows ; a frightful retribution, but a most just one ; and all 
• this will pass away like former disturbances, and leave no mo- 
nument behind it but the graves of its victims. But much of this 
has had its origin in attempts at school proselytism. Ton well 
know that complaints were universal, before this, that attempts 
were making to proselytise ; both these exist in the very nature 
of cause and effect — proselytism and murders and executions. 
I do not connect them, but as you ar^ men and Christians and 
Irishmen, pause before you say that this Society shall foment 
and countenance such plans. (Hisses and Applause.) I have 
documents of the first authority touching this matter ; but it is 
a deiicAte and almost frightful subject, and I shall not touch on 
them. 

** Now examine w^ho are the poor — The Catholics ; they are 
one hundred to cme in the south, and nine to one in all Ireland. 
Do the poor Protestants want education ? No : they, have char- 
ter schools, Erasmus Smith's schools, diocesan schools, and 
every Protestant Clergyman is bound by law to keep a school 
for Protestants. I believe they don't want them. I have seen 
ia liberal spirit limong the Protestaht Clergy, for they are gen- 
tleihen by birth and education, and as such, cannot be without 
such a feeling. The poor Protestants have therefore very little 
occasion for your assistance ; but hiave not the Catholics more 
want and more poverty ? There is no wish to leave them un- 
educated : I can appeal to very unequivocal testimony on this 
head ; that Catholic schools are, very common. I can quote a 
book written by a Mr. Shaw Mason, a book he calls SiaHsiical 
Account of Ireland. He cannot be accused of prejudice in fe^r 
vonr of the Catholics — he is in an official situation about ^he 
Castle, and as such not likely to be very favourable to* them. 
Take any chapter, and you will find two to one in favour of the 
Catholic schools in every parish. I could give others of a more 
important nature. 

^' The spirit of proselytism is abroad ; most respectable per- 
sons have formed Bible Societies: and they have a right, if 
they think them right. I think any man who opposed them in 
doing so, would do wrong ; but I want this Society not to be a 
Bible Society. Now the result of this proselj^ism has been re- 
action. — The Catholics are friends to education: there is one 
Catholic school in Cotk^ containing 700 children, under the 
"^^nagement of FrlaiTS. Again, there la an as&ociatlou for the 
fere purpose of edacation : tradesmen pwt moti^^\Ti\« %.cQftiv- 
^o fund, and making a vow of devotion lo educaXiou wx^cfe\\- 
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bacy, spend the rest of their lives in one house, educating chil- 
dren. If we thus go on with attempts at proselytism ilnd re- 
action at both sides, we shall lose that feeling which alone can 
raise Ireland from the state of an insulted and degraded pro- 
vince ; there will be th^n no emancipation for our country. Bi- 
gotry acting and re-acting will go on, until the war of words 
shall end in a war of blood, and blood be again spilled in Ire- 
land in the name of the God of charity. 

"You cannot do a worse thing, than let this Institution coun- 
tenance ahy such idea. I have shewn the impossiblity of its 
operation in the way you expect, and all I claim is investiga- 
tion. Shall I be refused it? the only reason is, that you know 
that the means is a means of contradictions, and a repeal of the 
y^ry first principle. If it is not, why not enquire? If you are 
right, you will then prove it — ^you will then come out of the fire 
liJke gold twice tried. But they will not give, enquiry ; I know it 
and I triumph in the aiiticipation of their refusal, because I am 
right and they know it. They assert what they know is not the 
fact, and they effect nothing. 

" I was met last year on the point of form ; but I shall shew 
it is absurd. This is a charter, say they, and we have made a 
bargain with government, say others. I admit it ; — Ton have a 
charter in your principles and in your promises ; and you have 
invalidated it, for you have contradicted them. But the laws 
of the Modes and Persians alter not. But observe the order ; 
the object — the principle — the means — and the humble concep- 
tion ; and, last of all, comes the power of repealing and alter- 
ing all laws : " None of the laws of the Society shall be altered 
" or repealed," — and stop here ; but if I let you stop where you 
please, I could also proye, out of the Scriptures, that there is 
no God— but it was a fool who said so.

LORD CLONCURRY 
Rose to second the resolution proposed by the learned Gen- 
tleman. 

He professed himself entirely and altogelYv^t Ql '^toXasX^'oX.; 
and tf be conceived that the reeolutlou woxiVdi Vototi^i^ ^V 
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the 25th of March last, assistance had been granted to 9] 
Schools, in ^hich there are 6,347 children— a proof that hi- 
therto, the Institution had only been preparing its way for greater 
and more extended operations ; and that the more its objects 
and principles have been known, the more they have been ap- 
proved of. 

Amongst the applications for aid during the past year, were 

Particularly noticed, those from the Gaols of Carrickfergus, 
^own, Kilmainbam, and Sligo, in all of which, schools for 
the education of the prisoners confined there, have been estab- 
lished. 

At the time of the last Report, it appeared that five masters 
were receiving instruction in the Training School; since that 
period, up to the 4th January, 1820, fifty-two had been admit- 
ted, forty-three of whom have been appointed to schools con- 
ducted upon the principles of the Society, and thirteen are still 
receiving instruction. 

It was then stated, that during the time the Training School 
was closed, in the last summer, Mr. Yeevers, the superinten- 
dant, made an inspection of schools in the provinces of Leins- 
ter and Munster, in the course of which he visited 112. — That 
upon the general state of education in these parts of the coun- 
try, Mr. Veevers has furnished much useful information : — that 
from his recommendation, the Committee had expended the sum 
,of £167: 10 :0. in conferring gratuities on the most deserving 
masters ; which had, in all cases, been transmitted to them 
through the managers or committee of each school, a mode 
calculated to uphold their influence over the master, and to sti- 
mulate his endeavours to appear deserving of their approbation. 

In granting aid towards schools, and defraying the expense 
of masters coming to the model-school, it was stated, that the 
sum of £1413:7 : 6. had been expended during the year. — And 
that a Model-School for girls, had been opened since the last 
meeting. 

The Report then proceeded to state, that from returns which 
had been made within the last quarter, from 198 schools, it appears 
that there are in them 9,055 male, and 5,904 female children 
receiving instruction ; making, together with those in the mo- 
del-school, 15,754 children, to whom the funds are now contri- 
buting to afford the blessings of education. 

That twenty-nine varieties of cheap Moral and instructive 
Books, are now on sale at the depository. That the number 
sold in the last year was 123,733 — ^making a total since opening 
the 'depository of 217,409 volumes. 

It was also mentioned in the Report, that an edition of the 
New Testament, without the preface prefixed to, and the head- 
yng-s of chapters and pages inserted in, tlvofte published by 
authority, not hemg to be procured, Ite CommvlW^ X\iw^\i\. ' 
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it expedient, within the last year, to publish a work of the kind) 
for the use of schools conducted upon their principles ; and that 
in so doing, they had conformed with the most scrupulous 
strictness to one of the fundamental rules of the Society, which 
in enjoining the use of the Scriptures in all Schools assisted by 
them, requires that they should be divested of any thing in the 
shape of note or comment 

And the report concluded by stating, that information hav- 
ing been received by the Committee, that many Schools ex- 
isted, in various parts of the country, where instruction is 
conveyed in Trish, as well as in the English tongue — they 
had been at considerable pains to ascertain the fact, and hav- 
ing done so, and that Masters who understand the Irish lan- 
guage^ are to be found in sufficient numbers for such Schools, 
they had been induced to prepare Spelling and Reading fiooks, 
containing corresponding lessons in Irish and English ; that 
the First Part of a Spelling and Reading Book had been al- 
ready printed, and^hat a second Part was in the press.

}pres this q|ifortun«ta country should hail with joy : — ^* The 
^^ leadlog prmcipl^ by which the Society shall be guided, is to 
" afford the same facilities for education, to all classes of pro* 

fe»^ng Christians, without any attempt tt^ interfere with the 

rpectUiai* religious ppinions of any." This is a noble principle 
for Ir/ela^d ! a blessed principle ! which every honest man should 
rejoice to see avowed by every member of the cotQmunity — and 
acted upon. Bgt it will b^ melancholy indeed, if this first avowal 
of your principles should be found to have been blasted and 
evaded by any inconsistency in your practice. 

*' I am very sure that it must have been the intention of the 
gl^ntlemen who framed these laws, to carry this principle into 
effect. I cannot suspect, and will not accuse them of du- 
plicity so base and plain and manifest, as to avow this principle, 
ai^l then deliberately supersede it, and disappoint the hope that 
It held out. I s^m therefore willing to admit, that the practice 
has beeio the result of a mere mistake. If, therefore, I am able 
to make out a case, and shew that such mistake does exist, the 
gentlemen who opposed me last year, will, I am sure, be the 
first to come forward, and carry their own principle into effect. 

*^ But I do not mean to go the length I did then in calling 
on them to expunge their resolution : I have seen highly respect- 
able gentlemen oppose my former resolution, and I shall there- 
fpre now shape my proposal in a different form : — " Resolved, 
*' that highly approving of the avowed principles of this Associ- 
^^ ation, it be re£eri;ed to a committee of seven, to inquire and 
^ report, whether the means hitherto adopted be the best suited 
^' to the full, fair, and candid carrying into effect of that prin- 
*^ ciple." This, my Lord Ddke, is the motion, with moving 
which I would conclude ; and it therefore now only remains for 
lyie tc shew the necessity of such a resolution. 

*^ In the book of the laws and regulations,^ the first relates 
to the name of this Society ; the second, to its object : it is thus :

*^ tion on cleanliness and discipline." The third, which I have 
already stated, relates to the principles of the Society.

^'and arithmetic, shall be taught in a cheap and expeditiotu 
*^ manner, and in which good ordeq and regular discipliiie shall 
**be duly enforced." In the latter ^art T entirely concdr; bu< 
as to the former part of it, I contend that it has denied the lead-' 
ing principle on which the Institution was founded. This is pnt 
forward as the conception, or the idea, of the parties who firam^ 
ed it. It goes on, unfortunately to say, <^ The funds of this So- 
*^ ciety shall be devoted to the support of such schools alone :" 
and it is this that has caused all the difficulty. It is with respect 
to one part of this conception, or this idea, that I addrescr yofi 
this day, and come here to bring forward facts, which decisively 
call upon you to reconsider it, and see if you have been so 
certainly right, as not to allow it to be necessary to afford, as I 
require, a solemn, deliberate, and distinct reconsideration of a 
regulation, which I again assert, has rendered the means ineffi- 
cient and the principle nugatory. 

I know that by introducing the mention of the Scriptures, I 
am treading on delicate and dangerous ground, and shall meet 
with censure, abuse, and calumny ; but conscious of but ode mo* 
tive, I invite such censure, and court such calumny. My motive 
is pure, though my opinion may be mistaken. By means of thM 
part of your resolution you have already commenced to inkpede, 
and as your plan goes along and attracts attention, you will 
still more and more impede the progress of your Society among^ 
a numerous class. I shall now clearly demonstrate that yon do 
so from actual facts. Ton do not grant the means of education 
to that class to which I belong. Let me not be mistaken ; I 
shall always be ready to speak my own conviction, that my pro- 
fession is the best ; if I did not feel it to be so, I would not ad-" 
here to it for one hour. Every one here, I will allow, may 
feel the same. When I do, therefore, speak on the subject, I 
must protest against being supposed to infer disparagement to 
another's belief. I respect human freedom in opinion, and think 
every created being has a right to worship God according to his 
conscience : no human dignities would induce me to alter my 
opinion, whether I uttered it among the senators of England or 
the inquisitors of Spain.

I begin with the lowest and humblest 
of my proofs, I begin with myself. I have, in a remote county, 
some property ; not worth speaking of in any other way, than 
as it imposes on me the duly of ai^sisting in the education of the 
poor who have claims upon me. I gave a school-house at a low 
rent and tax-free, and contributed also ; still,however, we wanted 
assistance, and looked for it to your Society ; but you would not 
afford it. I could not let the Bible be a school-book, and you 
insisted I should. You, therefore, do not give equal facilities. 

^^ The next proof is from the schools in Tralee, under the 
Rev. Mr. Egan, 8upportedPn)y the voluntary contributions of 
tradesmen, containing 440 Children. There are in it about 
seventeen or eighteen Protestants — no interference is used— the 
CSatholics are not even taught in the presence of thefro test ants. 

" There is another School under the care of the Rev. Mr. 
Dennt, a very amiable and liberal man. The number in his 
School Is 20. The Catholic Clergyman made this proposal: 
Let us unite five days out of six — let us teach them indifferently 
without introducing religious instruction ; let them separate 
then, and each teach his own ; let us go to the Society and apply 
for a grant. Mr. Dennt would h^ve done so, but that from your 
resolution he found he could not succeed in such application. 

^' I state these facts, for what purpose ? not that you should 
decide upon them now, but to call on every honest man to 
pause and say, whether education is not the assertion of truth? 
Whether the man who asserts one thing and means another, be 
an honest man ? or whether he does not himself most want edu- 
cation, who refuses a Committee to enquire whether he may not 
have been mistaken ? 

^^ Since last meeting, matters have occurred with respect to 
the Catholic persuasion, which may be matters of ridicule to 
others, but are not so to us. The spiritual head of our church 
has issued what may not perhaps be ligatory on our consciences, 
even in spiritual matters, and it is well known that we often op- 
pose him in temporals ; but it is at least his advice, ex-cathedra^ 
— This excludes from Catholic schools the Testament, even with 
note and comment, even though these might be acceptable to the 
Catholics. It is, in fact, a Bull of the Pope. This, therefore, 
has caused an additional difficulty ; see then how you proceed : 
you say that you will afford equal facilities to each persuasion, 
and on the other hand, comes the Bull of the Pope, refusing such 
aid. Can you now find any one with such powers of face, as to 
tell me that you give equal facilities? Nothing but religious 
delusion can account for this. 

^^ To be sure when I last had the honour of addressing you, 

my friend Mr. Burrows answered me, and went near to per- 

svade me that I knew nothing of the Catholic pervasion, and 

^ade a speech to prove it so ; and a liberal and wealthy mer- 

Qaat, frbom I see before me, did the sattie. \ Vltion? \\kaA.l«haU 
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have the same to encouDter to-day. I did not wish to enter fur* 
ther into such controversies, and therefore applied to some of 
the heads of the Catholic persuasion in Ireland. On the most 
Reverend Dr. Murray 1 shall make no eulogium. I applied also 
to the most Reverend Dr.Troy, and in consequence a meetings 
was held of the principal parish priests in Dublin, in order that 
I might have an authentic document to read to this meeting, to 
express their sentiments ; and they have resolved that " The Scrip- 
^' tures, with or without note or comment, are not fit to be used 
** as a school-book." — To be thumbed by every child in the school. 

^'I end with a proof that is irrefragable : this document has 
been sent to me for the very purpose of being read to this meet- 
ing. The meeting was held, and this resolution framed, for 
this very purpose. 

^' Now, my Lord Duke, see how this document calls on yoa 
to accede to my humble motion, to a£ford a committee to see if 
really equal facilitie^i are granted. This document says, ^^ either 
^* with or without comments it is not to be a school-book ;" your 
resolution says, it shall ; put these together, and see how you can 
say ^' equal facilities.*' On the one hand, the determination of 
the Prelates, that it shall not be a school-book — on the other, 
yours, that, you will not give assistance unless it is ; yet you still 
say, that you cannot see any thing in this document to require 
at least the decency of a committee, the decorum of an investi- 
gation. . As the only thing that is objected to, is the circulatioa 
of the Holy Scriptures, 1 will tell you the course you ought to 
t>ursue as honest men : — You ought to come forward to new mo- 
del your resolution, and also to give aid to such as refuse to use 
the Scriptures without note or comment. I well know that I 
shall hear to-day, as I did last year, something like prose run 
mad, something like half sermons about the value and the origin 
of this book, the Bible. (Applausey mixed VBiih louder hisses.) 
If I have trod on the tail of the serpent of bigotry, let it hiss. 
Oh it was a good hiss ! a noble hiss ! an excellent hiss ! and I 
thank you for the hiss. Those who hissed may suppose they are 
acting for the service of God, but they serve God by a false- 
hood. But there is more hdnesty in the hiss, than. in those gen- 
tlemen who assert one thing, and then say and do another. I 
have stated to you my own opinion, and shall re-state it,~ not- 
withstanding the peril of the hiss. The Bible never can be re- 
ceived ^without note or isomment by the Catholic persuasion.

" I may say that I came here as a species of delegate : I have 
many facts from the province of Connaught, which province is 
now agitated to the centre : human blood has been shed already, 
and more blood will bcrshed, and they will expiate blood on the 
gallows ; a frightful retribution, but a most just one ; and all 
• this will pass away like former disturbances, and leave no mo- 
Qument behind it but the graves of its victims. But much of this 
has had its origin in attempts at school proselytism. Yon well 
know that complaints were universal, before this, that attempts 
were making to proselytise ; both these exist in the very nature 
of cause and effect — proselytism and murders and executions. 
I do not connect them, but as you ar^ men and Christians and 
irishmen, pause before you say that this Society shall foment 
and countenance such plans. (Hisses and Appla^se,) 1 have 
documents of the first authority touching this matter ; but it is 
a delicate and almost frightful subject, and I shall not touch OQ 
them. 

*' Now examine who are the poor — The Catholics ; they are 
on^ hundred to dtie in the south, and nine to one in all Ireland. 
Do the poor Protestants watot education ? No : they, have char- 
ter schools, Erasmus Smith's schools, diocesan schools, and 
every Protestant Clergyman is bound by law to keep a school 
ifor Protestants. I believe they don't want them. I have seen 
a liberal spirit limong the Protestaht Clergy, for they are gen- 
tleAien by birth and education, and as such, cannot be without 
such a feeling. The poor Protestants have therefore very little 
occasion for your assistance ; but hie^ve not the Catholics more 
want and more poverty ? There is no wish to leave them un- 
educated : I can appeal to very unequivocal testimony on this 
head ; that Catholic schools are/ very common. I can quote a 
book written by a Mr. Shaw Mason, a book he calls Siaiisiical 
Account of Ireland. He cannot be accused of prejudice in fla- 
vour of the Catholics — he is in an ofiQcial situation about ^he 
Castle, and as such not likely to be very favourable to* them. 
Take any chapter, and you will find two to one in favour of the 
Catholic schools in every parish. I could give others of a more 
important nature. 

** The spirit of proselytism is abroad ; most respectable per^ 
sons have formed Bible Societies: and they have a right, if 
they think them right. I think any man who opposed them in 
doing so, would do wrong ; but I want this Society not to be a 
Bible Society. Now the result of this prosel3^ism has been re- 
action. — The Catholics are friends to education: there is one 
Catholic school in Corky containing 700 children, under the 
tnana^ement of Friars. Again, there \s an aa&ociatlou Ibr the 
^'^re purpose of education : tradesmen pwt mone^ VdXjo «. eonAr 
^^ fuQd, and making a vow of devotion lo ed\xcaX\0Ti wAto\\- 
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bacy, spend the rest of their lives in one bouse, educating chil- 
dren. If we thus go on with attempts at proselytism tod re- 
action at both sides, we shall lose that feeling which alone can 
raise Ireland from the state of an insulted and degraded pro- 
vince ; there will be th^n no emancipation for our country. Bi- 
gotry acting and re-acting will go on, until the war of words 
shall end in a war of blood, and blood be again spilled in Ire- 
land in the name of the God of charity. 

^^You cannot do a worse thing, than let this Institution coun- 
tenance aby such idea. I have shewn the impossiblity of its 
operation in the way you expect, and all I claim is investiga- 
tion. Shfill I be refused it? the only r-eason is, that you know 
that the means is a means of contradictions, and a repeal of the 
v^xy first principle. If it is not, why not enquire? If you are 
right, you will then prove it — ^you will then come out of the fire 
like gold twice tried. But they will not give^ enquiry ; I know it 
and I triumph in the aiiticipation of their refusal, because I am 
right and they know it. They assert what they know is not the 
fact, and they effect nothing. 

^^ I was met last year on the point of form ; but I shall shew 
it is absurd. This is a charter, say they, and we have made a 
bargain with governnient, say others. ^ I admit it ; — Tou have a 
charter in your principles and in your promises ; and you have 
invalidated it, for you have contradicted them. But the laws 
of the Modes and Persians alter not. But observe the order ; 
the object — the principle — the means — and the humble concep- 
tion ; and, last of all, comes the power of repealing and alter- 
ing all laws : ^^ None of the laws of the Society shdll be altered 
" or repealed," — and stop here ; but if I let you stop where you 
please, I could also proye, out of the Scriptures, that there is 
no God-— but it was a fool who said so.

ProtestaDtism, or tend to infringe npon it, he would not second 
it : but although the resolution did not go so far as he could 
have wished, for he had intended to move a repeal of this law 
of the Society, yet, he would second the motion of his learned 
Friend. 

^When he was applied to by a respected friend, to become a 
member of the Society, he received a very sensible letter, in 
which it was stated, that the great want of Ireland was educa- 
tion, which it was the object of the Society to furnish. Most 
joyfully he joined in a measure which promised so much advan- 
tage. Certainly, in doing so, he had in view the great bulk of 
the people who were Roman Catholics. Protestants have al« 
ready abundant means of education. There are many excellent 
institutions and charter-schools, to which they have access: 
but the Roman Catholics are not attended to. This Society 
professes to be a Society for the Education of the Poor ; but 
the Roman Catholics cannot attend its schools, and continue' to 
be Roman Catholics. 

He did not conceive the Bible was a proper book to be read 
in schools, for there were passages in it which ought not to be 
read to children. He had prayers read in his family, and was 
frequently under the necessity of omitting passages In reading 
to his children ; and on the preceding Sunday, he felt it necessary 
in reading the service of the day, to substitute other portions 
of Scripture for the first lessons appointed to be read. — 
He therefore contended, that the Scriptures should not be used 
in the Schools of the Society, because (he said) the teachers are 
not permitted to point out those passages which are proper to 
be used by the children. 

' He applied to the Society to alter its rule respecting the read- 
ing of the Scriptures,- and was informed that it was a standing 
rule which could not be changed. He took the liberty of ap- 
plying to the Vice-Patron of the Society (the Duke of Leinster,) 
on the subject^ and found that his opinion coincided with his 
own. 

He had been told that Dr. Troy did not oppose the introduc- 
tion of the Bible into schools. He waited on him and on Dr. 
Murray, and was informed, that whatever might be their opi- 
nions, they could not conntenance it contrary to the canons of 
their Church. He had also heard that the Roman Catholio 
Bishop of Waterford, encouraged the introduction of the Scrip- 
tures into Schools in his diocese : but he had had a communica- 
tion with him on the subject, and he positively denied it. 

The Society's object must be defeated, if this principle, be 

persevered in. The Society should abstain from all interference 

MTj/A the religwns jiistruction of the children. Let the pastors

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bat let other days be set apart for general education. He ob- 
served, that much good might be done by the circulation of the 
books published by the Society : as many of the books com- 
monly used in schools, were of a most pernicious tendency. 
The demoralization of (he country, shewed the necessity of at- 
tending to the education of the poor, and he would beg of the 
Society to alter its present principle, and adopt a system which 
might bring the education which it affords, within the reach of 
all denominations. 

' RICHARD B. WARREN, Esq. 
Commenced with stating, that it was with very great reluctance 
he rose to make a few observations, in reply to what had been 
said by the noble Lord. and learned Gentieman who had just 
sat down. He observed, that he had never before ob.truded 
himself upon the attention of any public\meeting, of any de* 
scription, and that not&ingbut the mdst heartfelt anxiety for the 
interest of the Institution, could have overcome the repugnance 
which he felt to trespassing on the indulgence of so respectable 
an assemblage, as he then saw collected around hkn. *^ But 
(said he) having been an attentive, though a very humble mem- 
ber of the several, successive Committees, to whose management 
the affairs of the Society have been entrusted from its earliest 
period, I am thereby enabled to state some facts and circum- 
stances respecting the formation and progress of the Institution, 
which appear to me quite conclusive, not only against the ex- 
pediency, but even the practicability of making any change in 
this fundamental principle, which has become the subject of 
discussion this day. 

** Much has been said on the supposed propriety of our not 
affording any religious instruction to the poor : — or, in other 
words, we have been recommended to suffer them to accept or 
reject the great truths of Christianity, without the slightest effort 
on our part, to promote belief in those truths, or to prevent in« 
fidelity from spreading through the land. In reply to these 
observations I would observe, that it is (as I conceive) the 
bounden duty of every Christian, to endeavour to connect the 
study of the Holy Scriptures with every plan for the education 
of youth, to which he may lend his aid ; and I cannot avoid ex- 
pressing my astonishment, that any one who has read those sa- 
cred writings, and believes in their truths, can for one instant 
admit the propriety of excluding them from schools for the 
poor. In some of the earliest pages of the sacred volume, we 
meet with the emphatic language of inspiration, These tgforda 
which I command thee this day^ shall be in thine hearts, and 
thou shaU teach them diligently to thy children^ (md ' «!Waft loU 
qf them wken ihau Hiiest in thine hoase^ ond loken IKqu^mHu 
^ /4e tMy, €m^ when thou Uest doicn^^awd^'w^^^^'*^^ 
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ttp.-^— Is th«re not therefore rea«on to admire the hardihood of 
those persons, who would take upon themselves the awful re- 
aponnbility of endeavouring to perpetuate disobedience to this 
command, by the establishment of a system of education, from 
which, the means of attaining a knowledge of divine truth should 
be most studiously excluded. 

^* But in opposition to this divine command we have been 
told, that the Roman Catholic Clergy will not sanction the es- 
tablishment of any school, in which the Scriptures, without note 
or comment, shall be used ; and that, consequently, the Society 
mast prove altogether useless, so far as respects thiat portion of 
the people who most need education. I sincerely lament that 
any individuals of that respectable body should be adverse to the 
^tem of education recommended by this Society, and I can- 
not but feel that their disapprobation must, in some degree, 
retard our progress — ^but I have not the slightest apprehension 
as to the final and complete success of the Institution ; and I am 
fully persuaded, that at no very distant period, the principles 
of the Society will be universally adopted throughout every part 
of the island,— provided we steadily and fidthfuUy adhere, (as 
we have hitherto done,) to that pledge which we have given to 
the public, and which has acquired for the Society the confi- 
dence of those whom it is desirous to educate. My persuasion 
OD this subject is founded, partly on my knowledge of the Ro- 
man Catholic Clergy of Ireland not being of one opinion on 
ihi» point, — for there are many individnids of that respectable 
body, who think, that the poor may read the word of God with- 
out note or comment, without impairing either their religion or 
their morality; and I have good reason to believe, that the 
great majority of the Roman Catholic Laity are of the same opi- 
nioii. But my conviction on this subject rests principally on 
the experience of ibe Society daring the past year. At our last 
annual meeting, we were told by the noble Lord and learned 
Oentleman, that the Society must prove useless if this principle 
were not abondoned. But what has been the result ? We have 
faithfully adhered to the principle, and yet (as has been stated 
in the Report), the number of schools which received assistance 
during the year which has just closed, has nearly equalled the 
entire amount of those which had received aid from the Society 
daring all the preoeding time since the formation of the Insti- 
tution, a period of more than seven years ; and although the sum 
granted to any one school is but small, yet the funds appli<>able 
to this branch of the Institution for the last year, were thereby 
completely exhausted. Perhaps, however, it may be imagined, 
that although the Society . has assisted so many schook« yet 
^A» appUcaUons which we have been obliged tp reject in conse- 
^a^nce of this fyndamental principle, must Viave been very nu- 
9roos, IfiB Act, Jbowevw, iB otherwiae.— -Smee \\i^ lo^\A«r 
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tion of the Society ap to Saturday laat, the total number of appll 
tions for aid to diBtinet schools, has been three handred and sixty 
one ; of these, two handred and sixty-four have received the 
assistance required, haying been either originally formed on the 
system recommended by the Society, or having adopted it when 
its principles w6re explained ; and it is gratifying to remark, 
that in many of^ those instances, the Protestant and Roman Ca- 
tholic Clergymen of the parishes in which the schools were si- 
tuated, united in their application to the Society. The remain- 
iog ninety-seven, the Committee judged it right to refuse from 
various causes ; in many of those instances, oral comikients were 
made on the Scriptures ; in others, Protestant Catechisms were 
used in the schools ; in others, it was an established rule tliat the 
master should be a Protestant ; and^ it must be admitted, tliat 
there were some refusals which depended solely on the rejection 
of the Sacred Scriptures, but the total of such refusals amounted 
only to nine individual instances ; that is, about one tenth of the 
refusals on other grounds, and, on aa average, not more than 
at the rate of one refusal for each year from the foundation of 
the Society. I observed that this calculation was made up to 
Saturday last. — but, since that day, a letter has been received 
from^one of the schools, which ha4 been refused aid in conse- 
quence of the exolusioa of the Holy Scriptures, and this letter^ 
which is written on the part of the Roman Catholic as well aa 
the Protestant Clergyman of the parish, in which the school Is 
situ&ted contains the gratifying communication, that the Scrip* 
tares without note or comment are to be used in the school, and 
that it is, in all respects, to be conducied on the principles of 
the Society. [Name! name! from Mr. O'CofmeO,] I will 
name the school,-- it is the school of Mountrath ; and in the 
communication fVom the managers it is stated, that until this 
school wi^ established, Protestants and Roman Catholics, in 
that part of the country, had never met in the same room for 
the purposes of education. Ought not these facts, therefore, 
to be snlBcient to convince any candid mind, that the system 
adopted by the Society it is well suited to the circumstances of 
this country, and that it has met with the approbation of those 
whose education it is intended to promote ? 

^< But even if the excellence of the system were not thus fully 
proved by the unerring test of experience, I would yet observe, 
that the learned Gentleman has not assigned sufficient reason to 
induce us to alter a fundamental principle. The substance o< 
his objectionfs seems to be, that it is disapproved of by the Ro- 
man patholic Clergy ; . and he has been at the trouble of proeu'- 
ing a distinct resolution from the Roman Catholic Clergy oi 
Dublin upon the subject. But I would obseive) \Yiq1 \l \^% ^ 
ject of the learned Gentieman^ in this commtrnVca^QU "wVXi "^ 
Bomatt CaiboIIc Clergy, was the promotloii ot Wi^e ^^iDff^vVV^^ 
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the poor, and not merely the impeding the progress of this As- 
flociation, his time would have been more nsefuliy employed, in 
procaring from those Reverend Gentlemen, a statement of the 
system of education which they would approve of, rather than 
their disapproval of that which has been established ; and it does 
not seem to me very reasonable to call on the Society to change 
< its present system, because it is objectionable to the Roman Ca- 
tholic Clergy, without even holding out a hope, that the plan 
proposed for our adoption, would receive the sanction of those 
Reverend Gentlemen. The silence which has been observed 
on this point, is very remarkable, and is quite sufficient to satis- 
fy my mind, that even though we should exclude the Scriptures 
from the schools, yet that our system of education would still 
meet with opposition from some individuals of the Roman Ca- 
tholic Clergy ; and I am fully persuaded, that even if the reso- 
lution suggested by the noble Lord, were now to be adopted, it 
would merely serve as a stepping-stone to some other, and that 
at our next annual meeting, we should have some new resolu- 
tion proposed, still farther departing from the principles on 
which the Society was established. 

^^ But if we examine the resolution which the learned Gen- 
tleman has thus procured, we shall find that it does not support 
the conclusion which he has drawn from it ; neither is 
ity in any respect, inconsistent with the principle undier 
discussion. It appears from this resolution, that the Roman 
Catholic Clergy of Dublin, do not approve of the Scrip- 
tures, with or without note or comment, being used as a school 
book, or, (as the learned Gentleman has expressed it,) being 
thumbed by every child in the school. But if he had taken the 
trouble of reading the printed statement which is sent to every 
school applying ior assistance, be would have seen, that the So- 
ciety requires the Scriptures to be read by such children only, 
as shall have previously attained a suitable proficiency in read- 
ing ; and it is the wish of the Society, that the sacred volume 
should not be read, even by such children, as a school book, for 
the purpose of improving their reading, but emphatically, as the 
Word of God, in order to imprint on their youthful minds those 
great and obvious truths, which must form the only true and 
«olid foundation for any valuable religious instruction, which 
their pastors or friends may choose to give them on Sundays, 
or out of school hours. 1. would also observe, that the Society 
does not require the. entire volume to be read in the schools ; 
neither does it point out any jparticular part, but leaves it to the 
discretion of the teachers, to select such parts as may seem 
bef>t suited to the respective capacities and attainments of the 
cbUdrea. 
It has often been observed, that it is mucb more easy to point 
'^at imperfections in any existing system, ttiftix lo ^<&V\ie «l 
^tter; and I am satisfied, that if the v^au a\*sg^«\^d. V>^ \3afe 
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Doble Lord be examiDed, it will be found ioflnitelymoreobjec- 
tioDable and less practicable, than that od which wfs have hi- 
therto apted. It should be kept in recollection, that the object 
of the Society is not merely to instruct in readings, writiog, and 
arithmetic : in these respects, the Report of the Commissioners 
of Education, justifies me in sayings, that the peasantry of .Ire- 
land, are little inferior to those of the sister island, but they 
are proverbially averse to those habits of regularity and steady 
application, which are of such vast importance in all human 
concerns ; and it is of the utmost consequence, that a system of 
regular discipline Jind good order should be strictly enforced in 
the schools to be assisted by this Society ; otherwise, the in- 
struction to be afforded, would be more likely to prove injurious 
than beneficial. ' This cannot be effected without the vigilant 
superintendance of persons in a superior class of life ; and, al- 
though it has been truly remarked, that the great body of those 
to be educated, are Roman Catholics ; yet, it is equally true, 
that the great majority of those who are able and willing to de- 
vote their time and their property in promoting the education of 
the poor, are of a different persuasion. The noble Lord and 
learned Gentleman, seem to think that the Roman Catholic 
Clergy ajre the only persons whos^ opinions on this subject, are 
of much consequence. It is doubtless of great importance, to 
conciliate that respectable body ; but surely no system should 
be adopted, which would deprive the schools of the countenance 
and support of the class of persons to whom I have alluded : 
and in this point of view it seems to me to be quite clear, that 
the plan suggested by the noble Lord, would prove com- 
pletely destructive of the objects of the Institution, as I am per- 
suaded, there are very few Protestants who would lend their as- 
sistance to schools from which the sacred Scriptures should be 
excluded The effect of such a plan being acted on, would be 
to strike off the list of members of the Society, almost all those 
who had subscribed to its funds previous to the commencement 
of the present year ; and I am very certain, there are not two 
individuals of your Committee, who could be prevailed on to 
continue their labours in behalf of an institution so revolution- 
ized. The affairs of the Society would therefore be entrusted 
exclusively to other hands, and the result I can well anticipate^ 
because I know what has occurred in another Institutiou, under 
nearly similar circumstances. 

" The learned Gentleman has triumphantly referred to the 
Friars' School in Cork, as a proof of the anxiety ou the part of 
the Roman Catholic Clergy to promote the education of the 
poor :— I thank the learned Gentleman for making mention of 
that School in particular, ss I happen to be acquainted with ih^ 
circumstances which Jed to its formation. Abo\x\.\\i« VVa\^ ^^- 
wbicb this Society waa formed^ the preaeuce oi JoaejiK l^iw^- 

C 
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cosier in this country, excited a very general anxiety on the 
subject of the education of the poor. A meeting was held in the 
city of Cork, at which a very large sum was subscribed by per- 
sons of all religious persuasions, for the purpose of establishing 
a school on such a liberal plan, as should be unobjectionable to 
every denomination of Christians ; and after much discussion, it 
was resolved that the Scriptures should be excluded, lest the 
children of Roman Catholics might be otherwise prevented from 
attending : a noble school-house was erected, capable of accom- 
modating (as the learned Gentleman has told us), seven hundred 
children ; and a Committee was immediately formed ; — bnt al- 
though many Protestants became subscribers to its funds, few 
(if any) could be found, who would devote their time to the 
superintendance of such a school : the management of its affairs 
consequently fell into the hands of persons of a different per- 
suasion. No statement (as I believe)^ has ever been published 
of the system of instruction adopted in this school, but 1 know, 
from the testimotiy of gentlemen who visited it during the last 
summer, that this Institution, which commenced its career by 
excluding the Scriptures, without note or comment, lest it 
should be offensive to Roman Catholics, has now become 
a Roman Catholic seminary, in which the -Douay version 
of the Scriptures with all its notes and comments is read ,« to the 
effectual exclusion of all children who are of a different per- 
suasion ; for it cannot be imagined that any Protestant would 
send bis child to a school, where be should continually hear those 
notes read, in which Protestants are so pointedly and repeatedly 
charged with corrupting the sacred XeiA. 

^^ I have been led thus far to trespass on the attention of the 
meeting., in reply to the observations of the noble Lord and 
learned Gentleman, least if I passed them over altogether, I 
might seem to doubt the excellence of the system adopted by 
the Society : but it does appear to me, that the present state of 
the Institution should preclude all discussion on the subject, — 
and that it would not only be inexpedient to alter this funda- 
mental principle, if it were competent for us so to do ; but that 
the Society is so bound by the most solemn pledges, to adhere 
to this part of their plan, that they cannot violate such engage- 
ment, without acting in a manner that in private life would be 
deemed a dereliction of every honourable principle and feeling. 
" The meeting of gentlemen at which this Society originated, 
was held on the 2d December, 1811 ; a subscription was imme- 
diately entered into, and a Committee was subsequently appoint- 
ed to prep)9ire resolutions declaratory of the plan best calculated 
to carry into effect the object of the meeting. On the 6th of 
January following, that Committee made their report to a Meet- 
Jogr of SubscriberSy and recommended, " That the Scriptures 
^wJtbout note or comment should be uaed m tVie «ic\iQoU^ as it 
-^ conceived that a foundation for a sound te\\6vo\i& wA m^i^ 
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^' education will be thereby iinot>jectionably laid, as all denomi- 
^^ Datious of Christians admit that it is by the criterion of the 
" Scriptures, they are willing to have their peculiar reli- 
'^ gious opinions examined." And the Society immediately 
published a statement which was extensively circulated, decla- 
ratory of the system it had adopted, and in which the reason for 
its adoption is declared to be, because '' by giving a Scriptural 
*^ Education, and combining therewith, economy and method, 
'' it is well adapted to meet the circumstances of the Poor of 
^^ Ireland." The object which the founders of the Institution 
had in view, is thus explicitly declared in a published state- 
ment, at an interval of little more than on/) month from the for- 
mation of the Society ; and in the Report read at the first An- 
pual Meeting, held on the iOth of May, 1813, and subsequent- 
ly published, this fundamental principle is again recognised, 
and the Society declared its determination, '^ rigidly to adhere 
^^ to this part of their plan, looking forward to it with confi- 
'^ dence, as affording the only true and solid foundation which 
^^ can be laid for the moral and religious education of the great 
^^ body of the people of Ireland." And in the same report it is 
stated, that in the model-school of the Society, it was intended 
to follow in a great degree, the system which had been progres- 
sively improving for some years, and was then acted on with 
success at the school in School-street,* ^' because it provides for 
^' the reading of the Bible without note or comment." The laws 
and regulations of the Society were afterwards drawn up in a 
more detailed form, but strictly coinciding with the principles 
on which the Institution had been established : these laws were 
sanctioned at a special general meeting, held on the 2lst De- 
cember, 1814 ; and by the fifth law it is declared, that the funds 
of the Society shall be devoted to the support of such schools 
only, in which the Scriptures, without note or comment, shall 
be read, and from which all Catechisms and books of religious 
controversy shall be excluded. These laws were confirmed at 
the subsequent annual meeting, held on the 15th June, 1815, 
and in the Report read on that day, and afterwards published, 
the use of the Scriptures in the schools is declared to be '^ one 
*^ of the leading prmciples on which the Society was pledged to 
^^ act," and which formed, ^Mhe peculiar characteristic of the 
" Institution." 

^* Is it possible, therefore, to conceive that any association 
could have pledged themselves in a more solemn manner to a- 
bide by any particular system ? But we have not only held out 
these pledges to the public, but we have bound ourselves still 

* Tbiri School bw received the unqualified approbaUoOy not only of geveral of die 
Roman Catliolie parochial Clergy, but aUo of a Bxmuin CatboU^ Yt^^Mb, «& ^.^^sjirmx^ 
from their Tii»ervaUmu in UtB Book of Remarks of Visiloct, ^atedL%\«>X. k«a%. vuL^ldi^

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fWrther, by accepting of property, which was transferred to us 
both by individuals and public bodies, on the faith of this pledge. 
The South-eastern District School Society was formed about the 
same time with this Institution, and in a short statement pub- 
lished on the 11th February, 1812, the use of the Scriptures 

• without note or comment, was thereby declared to be one of the 
fundamental regulations of the school. The object of that as- 
sociation was to afiford the means of instruction to the poor of 
this quarter of the city, and a house was purchased in Stephen's 
Green for the purpose, capable of accommodating 300 children ; 
that number of scholars was soon completed, and in the year 
1815, there were 150 poor children on the supernumerary list, 
waiting for vacancies to obtain admission into this school, where 
the Scriptures were read without note or comment. At this time 
it was determined to erect the Model-School of the Society on 
the ground on which we now stand, and as it was to be so close- 
ly in the neighbourhood of the South-eastern District School, 
a junction of the two Societies was recommended by the Commit- 
tees, at their respective annual meetings ; it being conceived, 
that the common objects of both Institutions, could be better 
effected if united, than they could be by divided exertions. The 
South-eastern School Society adopted the recommendation of 
their Committee, and sanctioned the proposed union, because, 
(as is stated in the Appendix to the Fourth Annual Report of 
our Society,) " the intended Model-School is to be conducted, 
*^ in every respect, on the principles on which the South-eastern 
" District School Society were pledged to iact." And the junc- 
tion of the two Institutions was afterwards sanctioned at the an- 
nual meeting of this Society, held on the 4th July, 1816. The 
onion of the two Associations was thus completed ; the South- 
eastern District School Society, confiding in the pledge which 
had been solemnly givenby this Institution, rigidly to adhere 
to the fundamental principle now under discussion. The School- 
house in Stephen's Green, with its school apparatus thereby be- 
came an Item to the credit of this Society, exceeding the sum of 
£600. ; and the late Mr. Lefan0, whose death must be deplored 

! by every one acquainted with his excellent qualities of head and 
heart, having bequeathed a legacy of £200. to the South-eastern 
District School Society, that sum has been paid by his executors 
to the Trustees of this Institution. 

** The Society has in like manner obtained Parliamentary aid, 

^ on the faith of the same pledge. The first application to Par- 
liament was in 1815 ; but previous to its being; made, the inten- 
tion so to do was communicated to the then Chief Secretary for 
Ireland, and the fundamental principles of the Institution were 
at the same time distinctly explained. Th^ communication was 
favourably received by biWy and in his letter in reply, dated t]|e 

/^/fr Majr^ 1816, be aays^ ** I entirely approve oi tJaft oVs^^qI of 

' tlie lastltutioD, — and am satisfied, thaltliepTltkcVjAft^oiiv^YiViVx 
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'' the Society has acted and propose to continue to act,with the 
** view of carrying: that object into effect, are essentially neces- 
^* sary to its attainment ; I have therefore every disposition 
*^ to concur in recommending to Parliament a compliance with 
*' the application of the Society for the grant of pecuniary as- 
*^ sistance." A similar communication was at the same time 
made to the then Chancellor of the Exchequer for Ireland, and 
the system of education adopted by the Society,^ having, in like 
manner, met with his approbation, a petition was presented to 
Parliament, in which it was explicitly declared, that the Scrip- 
tures without note or comment, should be used in the schools ; 
and in a subsequent petition it is distinctly stated, that *' although 
** the Society are prevented by their fundamental principles 
^* from decreasing their funds for schools which do not adopt 
^^ the principles of the Institution, they yet afford every assis- 
*' tance in their power, which does not lessen their pecuniary 
*^ resources, to all schools for the education of the poor." 

** Large sums have been likewise received from other public 
bodies and private individuals, on the pledge so repeatedly and 
solemnly given of rigidly adhering to the fundamental principles 
of the Society ; and we have been thus enabled to carry on onr 
plans on the extended scale, and with that complete success 
which has been detailed in the Report just read. 

^* The Society has thereby ceased to be an association at li- 
berty to change its principles and system at the pleasure of its 
^ members, and has become a trustee, in the strictest sense of the 
' word, bound by law as well as by every honourable principle, 
to appropriate the funds confided to its care, to the specific ob- 
ject for which they were bestowed, — namely, the support of 
schools in which the Sacred Scriptures, without note or com- 
ment, shall be read, and from which Catechisms and books of 
religious controversy shall be excluded. Under these circum- 
stances, therefore, a change of fundamental principle must in^ 
volve in it the dissolution of the Society ; and that, it is un- 
doubtedly competent to its members to effect, provided they 
are unanimous on the subject. — But so long as any portion of 
the Society is willing to apply its funds in the manner intended 
by the donors, so long the* property of the Institution must con- 
tinue vested in them, and no majority of any meeting of sub- 
scribers can possibly wrest it from them. I do not hesitate to 
state that, in my humble opinion, such is the law; and even if your 
Grace should feel yourself at liberty to put from the chair such 
a resolution as that suggested by the noble Lord — a resolution 
destructive of that foundatioh on which this Institution has been 
reared, and which as its Vice Patron your Grace is (with great 
respect I say it,) bound to support ; — and even if a majotlt^ ^i 
subscribers could be indnced to vote for such a te^\wV\oTki) ^^X 
I would contend that it would remain a deadleltet ,-— «^to^^^^ 
inoperative ;— and U^at the Trustees of the SocleVj co\s\.^ ti^ 
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appropriate a single penny of its funds in the support of schools 
from which the Scriptures, without note or comment, should 1)e 
excluded, without making themselves personally responsible in 
a court of equity for the amount. 

" And I congratulate the Society that such is the law ; — for 
although I am perfectly satisfied that there are very few of its 
members, who had subscribed to its funds, previous to the com- 
mepcement of' the present year, who would vote for the resolu- 
tion of the learned Gentleman, yet I have heard it rumoured 
that a boast, ox. a threat, has been held out, that such ah over- 
whelming number of new subscribers would be procured for the 
present meeting, as would be sufBcient to carry, by force of 
nqmbers, any resolution in opposition to the original members, 
by whose labours this Institution has been reared. If such be 
the fact, — if there are any individuals in this room who have be- 
come subscribers with such a view, I envy not their feelings — 
neither shall I venture to characterize their conduct as I think 
it deserves : but surely it is worthy of some little reprehension, 
9nd I would not be Inclined to ilescribe it in harsher terms, than 
would undoubtedly be used by the favourers of this resolution, 
if any gentleman were now to propose that Protestant Catechisms 
should be introduced into the schools ; we should then quickly 
hear an outcry of breach of faith — it would be well deserved in 
that case, but surely it is not less so in this. 

^^ As, however, there must always exist th^^ipssibility of such 
a majority being procured, it does afford my mind the greatest 
aaiisfaetion to reflect, that no majority of any meeting of sub- 
scribers can effect a change in the fundamental principles of the 
Society, and that the effect of such a resolution as that suggested 
by the noble Lord being carried, would be, as I conceive, in 
aubstance, merely a declaration by the majority, that they would 
so longer continue members of the Institution : as they could 
iiot acquire dominion over the property of the Society, they 
would, I presume, form a new association on their favourite 
plan, whilst those who should be willing to abide by the pledge 
so solemnly and repeatedly given, would continue to apply the 
funds of the Association in promoting the objects for which they 
were bestowed." 

'* Feeling, as I do, that the resolution of the learned Gentle- 
man, if carried, could not lead to any beneficial result, and that 
the object at which it points, is the abandonment of one of the 
fundamental principles of the Institution, I might perhaps be 
justified in calling on your Grace to declare that you would not 
put such a resolution from the chair, — but as that is a painful duty 
to Impose upon a Chairman, I prefer iqoving as an amendment — 
That this Society having distinctly and repeatedly pledged 
Jtself to the public, to devote its fiinda to the support of such 
^^^ schools only in irJkicli the Scripturea wit\iouliM>\AOt comment, 
^^all be read, t^nd from which Catecboavof %xai\MsciAs^ oil t^- 
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** gious controversy shall be excloded : — and having accepted of 
property transferred to it by public bodies and private indi« 
viduals on the faith of that pledge, it is not competent to anjr 

^' meeting of subscribers to make any change in these fanda- 

" mental principles." 

" I have now only to express my thanks to your Grace and 

to this Meeting, for the patience with which you have listened 

to the plain, unadorned, and, I fear, very tedious statement I 

have'^felt it tny duty to make/' 

J. D. JACKSON, Esq. 

When the applauses excited by Mr. Warken's speech had sub- 
sided, Mr. W. H. CURRAN rose to speak to the amendment with 
which Mr. Warren had concltided ; whereupon Mr. Jackson 
said, **^ that it was with great reluctance he interrupted the 
learned Gentleman, but he trusted he should be excused, be- 
cause it was necessary . that the amendment proposed by his 
valued and able friend, (Mr. fVarren^) should be secotided, before 
any question could be put from the Chair, or any discujasion 
could regularly take place upon it. He should, hottever, in* 
terfere with the learned Gentleman, for as short a time as possi- 
ble. Indeed, the clear and convincing statement which had 
been just made by his learned friend, (ilfr. ff^arreni) rendered 
it unnecessary for him, to trespass upon the attention of the 
noble Duke, and of the numerous and respectable meeting which 
had assembled on this occasion, by stating, at any length, the 
reasons which influenced him, to concur with his valued friend, 
and to contend, that it was not competent to any meeting of the 
Subscribers, to alter the fundamental principle, upon which the 
Society had been established. He should, therefore, confine 
himself to seconding the amendment, and making a few obser- 
vations, which, he conceived, were rendered necessary, by what 
had fallen from the learned Gentleman, (^Mr.O^Connell^y who 
had introduced this discussion. But before he did so, he could 
not refrain from expressing the gratitude which be felt, (as he 
was convinced, in common with every member of the society 
present,) tD his valued friend, who had sacrificed his personal 
comfort, and risked his returning health, by attending this meet- 
ing, and delivering the able and eloquent speech which they 
had just heard. Nothing but an irresistible sense of duty, and 
an anxious desire to support a valuable institution, could have 
induced his learned friend, to leave a sick room, for the first 
time, in order to attend in his place on this occasion, and to 
make the exertion which they had just witnessed. 

*^ With respect to the statement, which had been made by his 
learned friend, of the principles, which hi^d been deliberately 
adopted, by the founders of the institution) and o^ \)ci^ ^^^.s^ 
which ibey, and their saccesaon fn the managetofenV. oi \\a^ ^«n 
i»7w. had so repeatedly given to Parliament, auA \o \\i^ V5i>cf^ 
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that the Society would faithfully abide by their principles, it was 
only necessary for him to say, that he fully concurred in every 
thing that had fallen from his learned friend. Tf corroboration, 
of what had been stated, were wanting, every part of it could be 
proved, by reference to authentic documents. He, therefore, 
felt justified in saying, that it was not now competent to this, or 
to any other meeting of individual subscribers, to vary the essen- 
tial nature of the institution, or to violate those solemn pledges, 
which had been given by the Society. Parliament had given 
grants, and private persons had given donations and subscrip- 
tions to the Society, upon the faith of those pledges, who would 
not otherwise have bestowed them. Deceased friends had also 
left bequests to the Society, who would not have done so, but 
in the confidence, that its fundamental principles would be faith- 
fully adhered to. It was no answer to say, that persons, who 
disapproved of the change proposed, might discontinue their 
sobscriptions, and that those which they had already paid might 
be refunded. — Restitution could not be made to the public, for 
the parliamentary grants already expended ; neither could the 
valuable time, which had been devoted by many, to the concerns 
ofthis institution, (and which, he was warranted in saying, would 
not have been so devoted, had its fundamental principles been 
such, as it was now sought, to substitute for them,) be recalled, 
and restored to those who had so applied it. 

^^ But it was said by the learned Gentleman, and the noble 
Lord, that the Society was not what it professed to be, a So- 
ciety for promoting the education of the Poor of Ireland, and 
that it njever would afibrd education to the Poor of Ireland, 
whilst it continued to act, on the principles in question. — That 
the use of the Scriptures, without note or comment, in schools, 
was contrary to the religious opinions, of the great body of the 
people, whom we profess to educate, — was against the unanimous 
resolution of the Roman Catholic Clergy in Ireland, — and was 
in violation of the solemn command, of the highest authority 
known to the Roman Catholic Church, in ecclesiastical matters, 
as communicated in a late bull, issued from Rome, on the subject.' 
With respect to the latter statement, (Mr. J. said,) he had re- 
ceived a communication from a respectable quarter, from a Ro- 
man Qatholic of good information, that the document, referred 
to by the learned Gentleman, had not issued from the College 
of the Propaganda, in the same state and form, in which, it had 
made its appearance, in thepublic prints of this city, — that in the 
publication which we had seen, a very important passage bear- 
ing, on the very point in question, had been omitted. But even 
if the authority referred to, were as stated by the learned Gen- 
tleman, it could not afi*ect the decision of the present question ; 
it mighty perhaps f tend to diminish the u^fulness of the Society ; 
bat we have no alternaiUe^ wei must proceed, upou the princi- 
^jJes we bave avowed^ or we must cease to exVaX ^& «t %q^\^V^ ^ 
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all. Ilie resolatioiia of the Clergy bad been referred tO| but it ii 
observable that they only went to prohibit the me of the Serip'* 
tares as a school-book. The Society does not require, but, on tbe 
contrary, disapproves of, the use of the sacred Scriptures, asaoom« 
mon initiatory school-book; — they recommend ihat they shookl 
boused, by such of the scholars, only, as have attained a suitable 
degree of proficiency, and rather as a privilege, than as a task ; 
and it was a fact, well known to the acting members of the Sooi- 
ety, that the nse of the Scriptures, in this manner, in schools, had 
received the sanction and approbation, of some of the Catholic 
Clergy, of high station and character. If individuals objected to 
the principles of the Society, in this, or in any other, particular, 
. it was open to them to withdraw from it, and to establish a sod* 
ety, upon such principles, as they might deem more ivited, to 
attain the proposed object. We are far from objecting to saeh 
a proceeding. — The more fellow-labourers, in the good cause of 
education, the better; and the emulation thus exoited, would, no 
doubt, be useful to both institutions. With respect to the re* 
maining objection, that the great body of the people to bejedii* 
cated, object to the use of the Scriptures, the b«st answer is, that 
experience proves the contrary. The rapid progress of the In- 
stitution, within the short period of the last ten months, shews 
manifestly, that the more its principles and its practice became 
known to the people, the more they have been approved of. 
The Society had never entertained the chimerical expectation 
of uniting the suffrages, of every individual, in their favour. The 
peculiar state and circumstances of this country, had placed the 
Society, in a situation of 'such difBculty, that it was impossible 
for them, to pursue an impartial course, without exposing them- 
selves to objections the most opposite, and inconsistent ; and 
while the noble Lord, and the learned Gentleman, thought, that 
the Society went too far, in requiring the use of the Scriptures, 
in all schools to be assisted by them ; many persons, (whose opi- 
nions were entitled to great consideration,) conceived that the 
system was defective, and did not go far enough, in providing 
for the religious instruction of the children. 

*^ It might, perhaps, appear an easy matter, at first view, to pro* 
pose a general system of education, for the loweir classesin Ireland, 
which would be wholly unobjeetionable. However feasible this 
might seem in theory, it would be found impossible, when the 
attempt was made, to reduce it to practice. Let the frieod of 
education proceed to put his benevolent plan into execution, 
and he will be met, at the very outset, by numerous and unfore* 
seen difiBculties. 

** This Society had avoided both extremes, and had thereby 
ineurred the censure of todividuals at both sides. They had 
acted, with the most perftct good fkith, iiipou 1;!i» ^'^Ki^>c^%% 
wh$&b tbey profeimed. Th0j oodrted the vmh^ %\)t\ci «x«tD^^^-^

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any plan of proselytism could be adopted, or acted upon, by a 
Committee constituted as ours. The public had the best secu- 
rity on this point, in the constitution of the Committee: com- 
posed, as it was, of gentlemen of every religious persuasion, to 
be found in the country, its members could never be brought to 
co-operate, in any such project. It was an observation made 
by a worthy colleague, a Roman Catholic gentleman, at a late 
meetingof the Committee, that he regretted, '< that persons differ- 
ing as we did in religious opinions, were not more frequently 
brought together, upon similar occasions ; for it was a delightful 
thing to see and know from experience, that a number of indi- 
viduals, differing from each other almost as much in their reli- 
gious tenets, as they did in face» might, notwithstanding, meet 
to discuss important subjects, and franisly communicate their 
respective opinions, without the apprehension of either giving 
or receiving the slightest offence." 

' Mr. Jackson concluded by expressing his ''hope and expec-^ 
failon, that the great body of the public, would continue to ap- 
prove of the system of education, adopted by the Society, and 
to repose that confidence in its managers, which their strict im- 
partiality, and faithful discharge of their duty, had fully merited. 
He begged to second the amendment of his learned and valued 
friend." 

WILLIAM HENRY CURRAN, Esq. 
Prefaced his observations by -stating that he did not appear at 
the meeting altogether as a volunteer, neither was he impressed 
into the service ; but was delegated by some Catholic friends 
whom he respected, to state their objections to the principle of 
the Institution under discussion ; and, he said, that he felt 
shame rather than pride, that so humble a Protestant as himself 
should have been selected to urge those objections. ** I re- 
gret," said he, '' that such a motion, as that made by my learn- 
ed Friend, should have become necessary. The original objects 
of the Society were so laudable, and apparently so likely to 
be attained by a course of slow but placid and unimpeded be- 
nevolence, that it is much to be deplored that any obstacles 
should have intervened to ruffle their proceedings — but we are 
not to shrink from examining those obstacles; and however 
unpopular the task, (as from the temper of the meeting I per- 
ceive it to be,) I consider it my duty as a member, to assist in 
putting you in possession of the nature and extent of the objec- 
tions advanced, in order that by promptly removing them, if 
they are founded, we may guard our characters and motives 
from all future misconstructions. .. 

'' The great objection to be <>onsidered is, that the Catholic 
Oergy are decidedly adverse to the present mode of religious 
/as fraction in the schools. — It is of greal \mpottaiice that they 
Iioald be conciliated— 1 will alao admit, tYxai ttifi ^^wsv^Vj 
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are not bound' to yield to them, if they are merely fretful and 
unaecommodatiDg^. If it is the duty of the Protestants to be 
liberal and just, it is equally so of the Catholics to be rea- 
sonably; and could I suspect that the latter are setting up 
pretended scruples of conscience for the purpose of iltiherflJ 
opposition, I would be the last to support or excuse them ; 
but I do not hesitate to acquit them of such unworthy insiur 
cerity The Catholic Clergy disapprove of the indiscriminate 
circulation of the Holy Scriptures, without note or comment, 
among the young and illiterate— and this has been charged 
upon them as priestcraft ; they answer, that if it be so, they 
share the crime with some of the most learned and pious dig- 
nitaries of the Protestant Church, who have protestcnl against 
the mistaken zeal of forcing ^e sacred text in that form upon 
those who are incompetent to comprehend its meaning, and 
therefore incompetent to appreciate its divine excellencies. Of 
all the writings in existence, the Scriptures most require the 
amplest explanation. Why else, say the Catholics, should th^ 
most enlightened and gifted of your Churchmen have dedicated 
their lives to the elucidation of them? Paley, Watson, Porteus, 
Leiand, Bishop Butler, who brought powers of thought- to the 
iuvesUgc^tion almost as superhuman as^his subject. — What could 
be the object of their labours, if not to give the Christian reader 
a shield against the suggestions of his own ignorance, and 
against the calumnies and sophistries of the infidels ; and yet 
what these men have immortalized themselves by their efforts 
to explain, it is priestcraft in us to hold, that a child cannot 
understand without explanation — nay, to pass from individuals 
to whole generations, to what are we to attribute the successive 
Synods and general Councils that we read of in the history of 
the Church — the dignitaries from every quarter of the Christian 
world assembled in solemn state, and for years continuing as- 
sembled, and for what? Why, to meditate with pious hesitar 
tion over the divine, but often mysterious text, in the. hope 
that they might finally send forth an autheatic interpretation of 
what it is now discovered, that an infant can comprehend with- 
out note or comment. 

'^ Is it not, therefore, inconsistent to make the most difficult 
of writings the infant's primer ? — Edmund Burke, that cele- 
brated man, who never wrote without reflection, and never 
reflected without discovering or confirming some irnportant 
truth, has left a description of the Bible, from which it does 
not appear that in his opinion its matter was so simple and itt- 
telligible as its. zealous distributors imagined. " The Scripture," 
says Burke, *' is no one summary of doctrine, regularly d.i- 
\^ gested, in which a man could not mistake his way^ — it is a most 
" venerable, but most multifarious collection oi \^e x^cot^^^^^ 
" the d\r'me Bcoaow'y^^a cbllection of aa \T\ft\\\\«i ^Kt\RVf ^ 

CosmoffOHj/, Theology^ History^ Prophesy, Paalw^^*!*^ ** 
rali/y, Jpoloaue, AUeaoru. T^finijilnirnn. Ethica, eM\ 
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** through different books^ by different authors, (kt different 
** ages, for different ends and purposes." 

But, in addition to its diflBcalties, there is another objection 
which the most pious have often urged — It is to be touched 
upon with reverence, but as it concerns the purity of th^ 
infant mind, it is not to be disregarded. There are numer* 
ous passages in the earlier books, which persons of any age 
are not to approach without awe and preparation ; and which 
If perused in a different spirit, might produce effects that the 
friends of religion would deplore. Those passages are not to 
be specified in the presence of a portion of the audience ; and 
oould not be read by the wife or sister of any member, without 
causing a blush } — but this should convince us Of the dangers of 
exposing the sacred volume to the wanton inquisitiveness of the 
Inexperienced and illiterate, in whose hands it may be abused to 
the purposes of thoughtless levity, or fanatical misconstruction. 

^^ These are a few of the general reasons for which I will 
support the motion for a Committee ; but there is another, and 
more immediately urgent one. The Catholic clergy and laity 
have taken the alarm, and are deeply impressed with the con- 
viction, that proselytism, that is, that persecution in disguise. 
Is a leading object of the Society ; and the lower orders of the 
Catholics will in consequence be deprived of the advantages 
of education. It is not surprising that such a suspicion should 
have gone abroad. The Protestant Bible, from which no 
Catholic can ever learn the tenets of his church,* has been 
put indiscriminately into the hands of the children.— A living 
Protestant Divine, the Rev. A. O'Callaghan, who though no 
friend to Bible Societies, has candidly stated their objects and 
effects, observes, that the great object which the Hibernian 
Bible Society propose to themselves, is to make the Bible an 
inmate of every cottage ; and, he remarks, that this object (if 
attained) can be valuable only by leading to a remote one, — 
that of converting the Catholics, and enlightening the lower 
tlan of Protestants. It is, indeed, strongly denied by some, 
tbat the Catholic Clergy entertain any such apprehensions, 
because they have never come forward in a body to declare 
ibem. This is not a generous argument. It has never been 
their habit to come forward. For nearly a century past, 
though exposed to privations and contumely, they have kept 
themselves decoronsly aloof from public contention ; — they 
have confined themselves to the more sacred task of teaching 
their flocks how religion could soften the rigours of their poli- 
tieal condition, not by coldly flinging the text, without note or 
comment, on their floors, but by entering their hovels, and as- 
todattng with them as friends and oondolets in the roost endear- 
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iog of all characters' that of fellow-sufferers. If such an ad*- 
vantl^ge. is to be taken of the forbearance of the Gatholio 
Clergy, any thing may be moved against them. AU the coarse 
ribaldry with which their characters are daily. pelted, may 
be considered as having met their unanimous approbation.-— 
But it .is not sophistry like this, that should influence ibm 
Society — the question for them to consider, comes simply to 
this: — the Catholic Clergy offer to co-operate cordially in the 
great work 6f general instruction, but upon the sole condition 
of not sacrificing a single essential point in the discipline of 
their ohurcfa. Upon this subject they feel and speak with more 
temped and wisdom than their enemies admit. They think with 
thiis Meeting, that though an Act of Parliament may give their 
gentry some political privileges, it Is from education that the 
great moral emancipation of the Catholic must proceed. It is 
then for the Society to determine, whether they will confer 
that benefit on their country, or precipitately refuse the only 
terms opon which their efforts can succeed. As to proselytism 
the attempt will inevitably fail : the pride of religion will inter' 
pose, and render the objects vigilant and invulnerable. 

** It only remains then, for the Members of the Society to 
accommodate themselves to principles that are above their con- 
trol — ^to hold out an example of the noblest result of education, 
in the liberality of their .own conduct and opinions. As to the 
particular plan to be adopted, that will be for the determina- 
tion of the Committee, should the meeting consent to appoint 
one. It is agreed on all sides, that religious education should 
be made the basis: Heaven forbid it should be otherwise, or that 
under any pretext, the humblest infant should be excluded from 
the knowledge of tiis Creator — ** Suffer little children to come 
unto me,'* was the affecting invitation of him with whom inno- 
cence ranked above every other consideration. But in obey- 
ing this divine precept, it should be remembered, that he did 
not deem it requisite to inform the little children that were 
brought to him, of facts and mysteries above their compreheti-' 
sibn — be only ** took them in his arms and laid hi$( hands upoti 
them and blessed them.'' Let the schools ^f the Society be to 
the infant communities collected there, not seminaries of tl^eo- 
logy and conversion, but sanctuaries from the vices of theif un- 
fortunate condition, and a blessed preparation for a Christian 
life. The Catholic Clergy offer to unite in framing such a plan 
ef instruction, as may give satisfaction and secarity to all. If 
their overtures are accepted, great benefits will follow — if they 
are rejected, the Society may, no doubt, still continue to dis- 
pense education to the pOor of the Protestant Church, and to a 
few Occasional rutiaways from their original faith ; but it would 
become it to change its name, for the country wUL ue^^t %d»Al 
its trtfe, ^ eall iHelf ad Association tliat tnakw tv<^ ^\%V\\it^a<f6!i 
in religion*" 
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JOHN HENRY NORTH, Esq.* 

Expressed his entire concurrence in the eulog;iuni which his 
learned Friend, who had just sat down, had pronounced on tlie 
Roman Catholic Clergy. He said — he was the more anxious to 
declare bis sentiments on this point, as there were many other 
parts of his learned Friend's speech from which he would be 
obligied to express his dissent. 

He observed — that since the year 1811, the Society had stead • 
ily pursued its course — through evil report and good report, and 
bad' gone on its way rejoicing. — But they were then informed, 
that the Society had totally mistaken its way ; and learned Bar- 
risters and noble Lords had taken the trouble of attending at 
the Meeting, for the purpose of opposing the measures which 
had been pursued, but without proposing any thing that might 
be more advantageous to supply their place. 

The learned. Gentleman near him, YMr.O'ConneU\ had an-, 
ticipated much obloquy, in consequence of the part which he 
had taken at the Meeting. — But why should he entertain such 
apprehensions? It was true, he might have proposed a motion 
which would not meet the sanction of the majority of that As- 
sembly, '* but 1 doubt not, (said he) there are other circles, in 
which he will receive his full meed of approbation and increased 
popularity;" and if he enjoyed the approbation of the still 
small voice of conscience within, any disapprobation from with- 
out ought to cause him but little uneasiness. 

He said — his learned. Friend who spoke last, took a different 
ground from the learned Gentleman who opened the debate: — 
but in that, he was ill-advised, especially as he had informed the 
Meeting that he attended on the part of Roman Catholics, to 
state their opinion on the subject — and he therefore seemed to 
travel out of his way, when he detailed the sentiments of Pro- 
testants. 

It had been stated, that the Roman Catholic Clergy object to. 
the Scriptures being used as a school-book: but the question at 
issue really was, whether the Bible was for ever to be shut 
against the peasantry of Ireland. For, said he, '^ if you with- 
hold the Bible fronji the hands of a child, yon never wUl engraft 
it in the heart of a man." If children are not permitted to be- 
come jacquainted with it, while their minds are yet tender and 
unoccupied, and open to receive it, was it probable that they 
would begin to read it, when their minds had become engrossed, 
with the cares and oceupatioss of this life? And he would-re- 
peat, that although the question was brought before that Meet- 
ing in the form of an objection to the use of the Scriptures as a

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scbool-book, yet the real merits of it were, whether the people 
of Ireland were for ever to be kept in igoorance of their con- 
tents ? It had been said, that the Scriptures were very abstrase 
and difiBcnlt, and therefore unfit to be put into the hands of 
children : but he did not conceive that they were so, and had 
not found them so himself. On the contrary, he thought that 
the Scriptures were peculiarly fitted for the young and the un- 
informed. The admirable touches of nature — the lofty elo- 
quence — the simplicity of narrative — the fervid poetry — the 
bold and animated description — the plainness and force of mo- 
ral precept, which the Sacred Scriptures contained, seemed to 
him peculiarly, adapted to attract and interest the minds of 
youth. But it was said, that there were passages of Scripture 
which were too plain — he would not say gross, when speaking 
on such a subject; and a noble Lord had told the Meeting 
that in reading the Scriptures to his family, he was under the 
necessity of omitting certain passages, lest their minds should 
become tainted. But was he not, in this, unnecessarily scru- 
pulous? and would he not have found, in the innocency of 
mind which the reading of the Scriptures always tends to pro- 
mote, a better security for the purity of his children, than in 
all the guards and cautions of his fastidious delicacy ? 

The library of a poor man must necessarily be confined within 
a narrow compass. He ^uld not command the contents of 
public libraries, nor would it be desirable that he should have 
recourse to the pollutions of a periodical press. He should have 
one book, that might lie under his pillow, to furnish him with 
information and direct his conduct — and no other book could be 
so well calculated for the purpose as the Bible. 

It had been said, that the Protestants of Ireland were well 
provided with the means of Education — that they had the charter 
schools, parish schools, and Erasmus Smith's schools, and that 
the only institution necessary^ was one to afford the means of edu- 
cation to the Roman Catholics. But those who made the remark, 
had forgotten totally one of the great objects of the Society, 
which was to establish one system of education for all, in which 
all might be united. It did not intend to go forward to the pub- 
lic ambi-dexter, with two kinds of education, one for Catholics 
and another for Protestants, but to devise a system by which 
Protestants and Catholics might be brought together, that their 
religious prejudices might be thereby softened, and that a spirit 
of kindness and conciliation might be generated between them. . 
And when the Society went to the fountain*head of all religious . 
truth, it was conceived that it had provided what was required, 
a system of education, in which ail might conscientiously unite. 

He observed, that his learned Friend [Mr. Curran\ might im- 
agine that he had been induced to attend tiie MeeWwig Vo ^^n^- 
cate ibe cauae of liberality, but he should. \iewBxe \efeV\x^V^^ 
beea l^trayed Joto illiberaliiy. He too wa« ioxvA ol Yfee^^VC 
and had given some vrdofs of if • Knf ho AiA t\u\.

that liberality which was eealous ift perpetuating ignorance, and 
liberal only in prohibitions. Much had been said aboot prose- 
lytising. — He had no inclination to proselytize, but he would 
place the Scriptures in the hands of the Poor, and let tbem judge 
tor theposelres. Tbe Roman Catholics had many securities for 
the maintenance of their religion. They had the attachment of 
the people to their ancient faith: — the exeunple and influence 
of their parents and friends must have a powerful effect on the 
minds of the children taught in the schools ; and to these secu- 
rities they were heartily welcome. But must they have more ? 
Must they have ignorance too ? He would give up erery thing 
but that — but ignorance he would never concede. 

One pleasing circumstance had been mentioned, and with 
that he would conclude : namely, that many Roman Catholic 
schools had been lately established. He rejoiced in the infor- 
mation, but he must claim a little of the merit of tbe establish- 
ment of these schools, for the Education Society. Emulation 
had been excited, which must always be beneficial. Even the 
discussion at that Meeting most do good : and whether his opi^ 
nions, or those of the learned Gentleman, should prevail, the 
cause of truth undoubtedly would. 

DANIEL O'CONNELL, Esq. 

Then rose and said, that as no other gi^ntleman seemed inclined 
to take a share in the discussion, he would claim the right of 
offering a few words in reply. 

He said, that three learned Gentlemen had spoken on the 
other side : — that Mr. Warren led the wiy^ with some excellent 
syllogisms, — that Mr. Jackson followed, by observing that 
many people thought thiey did not go far enough,' — and that 
Mr. North concluded with a most eloquent effusion, in every 
syllable of which he concurred. But, he said, that a single sen- 
tence had not been spoken on the other side, to shew that the 
practice was inconsistent with the declared principles of the So- 
ciety ; whilst his motion, and such arguments as he was able to 
advance in its support, went to shew, that let the practice be 
what it might, it contradicted and falsified the professions. 

He said, that it was objected, he had proposed nothing as a 
substitute for that which he endeavoured to pull down. But, 
what did he endeavour to pull down ? A Society was esta- 
lished, and under what (the learned Gentleman was pleased 
to say), he was then at liberty to call false pretences, had be- 
come possessed of extensive funds. This Society declared at the 
outset, that its leading object was ** to afford the same facili- 
*' ties for education to all classes of professing Christians, with- 
** oQt' interfering with the peculiar religious opiiiions of any." 
~^^^> lie said, be had shewn that If this were rmlly the object,

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sontngs which he had stated, he submitted a motion, for what ? 
—for mere enquiry* Was this pulling down any system cir pari 
of a system ? Was it removing any thing for which h# was 
called on to supply a substitute ? 

Mr. O'CoNNELL then adverted to the observation, that Pro« 
testant subscribers would withdraw, if the Scriptures were to 
be excluded from the schools. He said, it would, no doubt, be 
a calamity to lose the subscribers, but that if there was no pos- 
sibility of coming into terms with them, those who thought with 
him should be reconciled in the best manner they could to the 
loss of their aid: — ^such a loss was to.be deplored, but it was not 
formidable enough to plunge people into downright melancho- 
ly, seeing that in subscriptions and donations, including his 
own one pound, two shillings and nine-pence, there were last 
year* received only £118 : 15 : lOi. though the other funds at 
the disposal of the Society, during the same period, were en- 
orinons. ^ 

He said he would again observe, that the professions and 
practice of the Society were at variance : — " But, (said he,) I 
ma^ be wrong-^I demand only inquiry. — Whether! be right 
or wrong, that can do no harm. If I be right, great error will 
be avoided. If I be wrong, I shall be convinced, or if it please 
yon, confounded. In eitiier case, the result must inspire con- 
fidence, and spread gratification amongst the public, who are 
interested in our transactions, and whose eyes are eagerly di- 
rected to our proceedings this day." 

When Mr. O'Connell concluded his reply, the Earl of Fnr- 
GALL declared he would vote against the amendment ; the 
noble Chairman then put the amendment from the Chair, bat 
being unable to decide whether the voices for or against it were 
the majority, a division took place, when it appeared there were 
80 for the amendment, and 19t against it. 

The noble Chairman having declared that the amendment, 
was carried, observed, that as Vice Patron of the Society, he felt 
it his duty to state, that if he had not been in the Chair he would 
have voted against the amendment, as he conceived the Society 
would be more extensively useful if the Scriptures, without note 
or comment, were not required to be read in th^ schools ; but 
(said he), «' Do not let me be mistaken— I am satisfied that the

" moral education." 

Mr. OCoNNELL then declared that he and his Friends would 
be no longer Members of the Society. 

The following Resolution was then moved by Peter Bur- 
ROWES, Esq. and seconded by J . S. Scott, Esq. and was adopt- 
ed without a division : — 

" Resolved. — That we remain unshaken in our approbation 
of the principles upon which our Society is founded, and of 
the System of Education recommended and adopted, in its 
Schools, being convinced of its practicability and peculiar 
adaption to the circumstances of Ireland.'- 

The following Resolutions were then put and carried — 
' " Resolved. — That, viewing the exertions that have been 
made by our Vice-Presidents, Committee, and Officers, since 
the period of our last General Meeting, our cordial thanks are 
due, and are hereby returned, to our Vice-Presidents and late 
Committees, our Treasurers, Messrs. Latouche apd Co.,. and 
our Secretary, Joseph Devonsher Jackson, Esq., for their 
zealous and continised attention to the interests of the Society 
in their several departments. 

" Resolved. — (Appointment of Committee and officers for 
the ensuing year.J 

*' Resolved. — That the 23rd law of the Society be varied, 
and when sanctioned by another General Meeting, do stand as 
follows, viz. : — 

** None of the laws of the Society shall be altered or repeal- 
ed; nor shall any new law be enacted^ except at an Annual 
General Meeting : and no new Uw shall be deemed valid, or 
acted upon, unless confirmed at the next Annual General Meet- 
ing, or at a subsequent Special General Meeting, convened ex- 
presily for that purpose, at an interval of one month, at least, 
lifter the preceding Meeting." 

The Duke of Leinster then left the Chair, and the Earl 
of Fingall having taken it, Mr. O'Connell moved — •' That 
the most marked thanks of this Meeting are due, and are 
hereby given, to his Grace the Duke of Leinster, for his 
truly dignified and patriotic conduct in the Chair : — and Mr. 
Warren declared he had great pleasure in seconding this mo- 
tion. It was carried unanimously, and the Meeting then ad- 
journed.

My Lords. — The Society which has called itself ** an Edaca- 
tion Society," and has received so much of the public moDey, 
held its long postponed * meeting yesterday — at that meeting I 
have endeavoured to do the duty which 1 owed to my religion 
and my country — a duty which 1 undertook by the authority of 
some of your Lordships, and with the sanction of others — and 
which 1 humbly hope I shall have performed with the approba- 
tion of all. 

This *^ EducoUion Society'^ did, as your Lordships are aware, 
profess to afford equal facilities to all sects and persuasions. 
Indeed it went further, for it ostentatiously proclaimed as its 
liEADiNO PRINCIPLE, equal facilities to persons of all religions. 
Tou, my Lords, have loog been aware that its practices direct- 
ly contradicted its principle — and that the avowal of such a 
principle was a mere pretence, which might have deluded lAany, 
and did delude some, of the members of the Society itself. 

But all delusion is now at an end. The pretences of Educa- 
tion and Liberality must be now abandoned, and the practice 
of exclusion of Catholics, and the purpose of Proselytism, are 
notg> either avowed in candour, or they stand proved by unerr- 
ing evidence. 

I need not detail to your Lordships the proofs which sustain 
my assertion. The conduct of the Society yesterday has placed 
the matter beyond a doubt. I think every honest, enlightened, 
and liberal Protestant in the empire, will hear with disgust this 
fact — that at this Society for Educating the Poor — God bless 
the mark — that at this leading paragon of liberality and ^ne- 
volence, 1 was rudely and violently hissed — merely for aneces'^ 
sary and unpresuming assertion of Catholic principles. This 
indecent and unchristian reception ¥ras bestowed upon the sim- 
ple detail of those principles, which reg:ulate the doctrines of 
the ancient faith of Ireland and of the Christian world, touch- 
ing the dissemination of the Holy Scripture^. Oh, what a mo- 
del-school of decency and charity this Kildare-street Associa* 
tion is!! — And judge you, my Lords, how safe the poor and 
unprotected Irish peasant boy must be, in the hands of these 
hissing educators, when I, who both despise and defy their bi- 
gotry, could not escape the demonstrations of its virulent spirit. 

It is true, my Lords, that such indecent and unchristian con« 
duct may be said to be the act of only a few of the Society, or 
of its partizans. For the sake of argument — if it be any u«e ia 
the ssgument^et it he admitted to have \>eftxi wi .

majority of the Society/ who rejected my reasonable motion ? 
All I asked was the appointment of a Committee to inquire and 
report " fVheiher the means hitherto adopted by the Society were 
f^ calculaied to carry into ^ect in a FAIR and CANDID 
" mmnner its avowed leading principle" 

That, my Lords, was all I asked. I did not ask them to al- 
ter their rules without full inyestigation — and now mark their 
.candour. They, by a triumphant majority, refused all inquiry 
— and whether their means be fair andi^ANDiD or not, they 
have resolved to persevere in that practice which I shewed so 
decidedly to contradict their own principle. 

This conduct could not escape censure. Indeed it met with 
immediate and deserved punishment. His Grace, the Duke of 
Leinster, the Patron of the Society, or its President, declared 
his determination to quit the Society. They have lost the first 
in worth, as the first in rank of the Irish. The good Earl of 
Pingall too added the weight of his disapprobation, and has alsch 
abandoned them.* I am proud to say that Lord Cloncurryt did 
the same — and now they may console themselves, as well as they 
can, over, I trust, the expiring embers of jproselytism. 

Tet surely no man can wonder that this Society shonid evince 
indifference or worse feelings towards the Catholics of Ireland* 
It inolades amongst its members, some of the bitterest enemies 
4>f Catholic rights and of religious liberty. Or, how should these 
men be able to educate others, who themselves are destitute of 
the first and most essential part of education — Christian charity. 

Having thus, my Lords, contributed to strip this association 
of its pretences, and left it to enjoy all the advantages of its fu- 
ture classification amidst the branches of the Bible Society, allow 
me most respectfully to solicit the attention of your Lordships to 
the neeessitjr of counteracting the mischiefi that might flow from 
torpojc ^^ remisness on this subject. We shall, my Lords, be 
calumniated, we shall be charged with discountenancing educa- 
tion, and above all, religious education. Let us meet our ca- 
lumniators with the best possible refutation. 

For this purpose, I with becoming deference submit the pro- 
priety of immediately forming a National Association for

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Edacatlon. An Association which shall honestly practice 
what others merely profess — namely the Education of all classes 
of Christians^ conjointly and without interference with their 
religious tenets. They can and ought to he educated together 
in literature and benevolence — Learning and Charily oaiigo 
together — and as to religion, let each child be separately and 
apart instructed in the religious tenets of its parents by persons 
of its own religion. 

. Such is the plan which my venerable friend, the Right Rev. 
Drr Archdeacon has lately recommended. Such is the plan 
which every honest and liberal man of every sect and persna- 
sion will patronize and support. I think it is indeed probable, 
that of such a Society bis Grace the Duke of Leinster will be 
easily persuaded to become the Patron— let the rich subscribe 
their pounds, and the poor will cheerfully pour in their pence — 
Parliament itself will, in its wisdom, either transfer the an- 
nual donation froifi those who only profess to those who openly 
and honestly practice the true principle of christian education 
— or at least, it will be likely to share that donation between 
the two — at all events, the experiment is worth making — it is > 
worth shewing to the empire, that there are men in Ireland-^ 
that the Catholic Prelates aretamongst the foremost of them — 
who sincerely wish to promote mutual charity and educated bene* 
Tolence, and desire to extirpate for ever those religious animosi- 
ties which have hitherto distracted and divided our country, and 
plunged her in misery, degradation, and ruin.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE CORRfiSPONDENT. 

Sir — The Society for promoting the Education of the Poor 
of Ireland have been so grossly misrepresented, and thejr system 
seems to have been so little understood, that 1 think I shall ren- 
der an acceptable service to the public, by giving a short sketch 
of the origin and history of this Association, and of the princi- 
ples by which they govern themselves. 

In the year 1798, while the rebellion still raged in Ireland, 
some benevolent and judicious individuals, deeply feeling for 
their country, and impressed with the wholesome truth that the 
education of the lower classes could alone correct their turbu- 
lence, and turn their minds to industry and a respect for the laws, 
instituted by private subscription, a School, in School-street, for 
the Education of the Children of the Poor in the Liberty of Dub- 
lin, on somewhat of the plan of Joseph Lancaster. This school - 
soon became numerously attended, and flourishes to this day. 

The advantages of this Institution were so fi^^%.t^Ti\.> ^^qaX^^ 
l>}Tecton felt it wotdd be of iiational bene&iif ^mOdl b^ %^%VKcsk 
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could be extended throughout Ireland. With this patriotic and 
enlightened feeling, they associated themselves with others of 
the same views, and constituted •' The Society for promoting 
the Education of the Poor of Ireland.'* The founders of this 
Institution consisting of Roman Catholics as well as Prote.^tants 
of yariQus denominations, it was necessary that each shonld 
yield somewhat of their peculiar views and opinions. Mutual 
ooncessions were accordingly made, and the liberal and enlight- 
ened system on which this society has hitherto acted, was una^ 
nimously adopted. Subscriptions were received — a Gentleman, 
eminently qualified to superintend the school, and to teach the 
system, was engaged — school lessons, on the improved plan, 
were prepared — and, as far as the limited resources of the So- 
ciety admitted, assistance was given to those persons who were 
exerting themselves for the Education of the Poor. In the year 

. 1815, application was made to Parliament for assistance, and 
the Legislature, approving of the system upon which the Socie- 
ty acted. Liberally voted an ample sum in aid of their funds. 

It was now practicable to carry on operations upon a more 
extended scale. A proportion of the expense of establishing 
School-houses in the various parts of Ireland, was defrayeH by 
the Society ; school requisites were freely given ; chetip, moral 
and instructive books were published, and circulated in great 
numbers; an extensive Model-school was erected in Dublin, 
where Masters are instructed in the improved system, and 

. where from 1800 to 1900 children, of all religious denomina- 
tions, have been educated during the past year. 

Such has been the origin and progress of this Society ; and 
it may be assumed j}rfy7ta/acfe, that their system is well adapt- 
ed to the circumstances of Ireland, when the rapid increase in 
the extent of its operations is contemplated. To enter into de- 
tails upon this point would extend these observations too far — 
suffice it to say, that the number of new schools assisted in the 
last year, nearly equals the entire number previously assisted 
from the commencement of the institution. 

I would now briefly state the principles by which this Society 
is guided, and vvhich may be said to constitute its charter, 
differing but slightly from those on which the School-street 
Association was established, and under which it has flourished 
for twenty-two years. 

The object of the Society is to diffuse a well-ordered system 
of edtwation among the poor, suited to their respective stations 
in life; promoting good morals, and industrious and regular 
habits ; and/ as religious principle alone can ensure these most 
desirable advantages, the Society prescribes that the Holy Scrip- 
tures be read, not indiscriminately, not as an initiatory book, 
hat by those only who have attained a suitable proficiency in 

readjD^ ; nor does it require the entire of the SacrfedVolume to 

» read, but leetves it to the discretion of ttie teatY\%t%\tt «feV^t

8och parts as may seem most saited to the capacities of the chil* 
dren ; neither does it permit it to be read as a mere school- 
book, or to be treated lightly or irreverently, as a prodaction 
of human learning ; bat, as the Society is pledged ^^ to afford 
^^ the same facilities for education to every denomination of 
*^ Christians, without interfering with the peculiar religious opi- 
^' nlons of any," it prohibits strictly in its schools, all Note or 
Comment, written or oral, upon the Scriptures ; it excludes all 
Catechisms and Books of Religious Controversy ; it admits of 
no exclusive distinction as to religion, in the appoinment of 
Masters or Managers ; it throws open its gates to the Poor of 
all Religions, teaching only those great principles set forth in 
that Holy Book, to which all Christians, of whatever denomi- 
nation, give their assent. It gives abundant opportunity to the 
children to attend their several places of religious worship ; 
and to the Pastors of each Church, to inculcate their peculiar 
forms of faith and of worship, on Sundays, and out of school 
hours. Anxious to dissipate every cloud of suspicion, to re- 
move every shadow of objection, when not at the expence »f a 
sacrifice of principle, it has provided Testaments, from whence 
all marginal Notes, and headings of Chapters, as well as the 
Preface objected to by the Roman Catholics, have been re- 
moved ; and, as the Douay Testament is now published with- 
out note or comment, any School in which that version is used, 
is now considered as within the regulations of the Society on 
this point. — Thusit appears, that the Society has conceded all that 
was possible to concede, and on these prid ciples has it faithfully 
acted since the year 1811, when they were deliberately and so- 
lemnly adopted as its fundamental regulations. Under these 
banners, the Roman Catholic, the Churchman, the Presbyte- 
rian, and the Dissenter, have joined their ranks, and enlisted 
in the patriotic cause ; and the Legislature has granted its libe- 
risd aid, upon the solemn pledge, that the Education of the 
Poor of Ireland should be conducted upon this comprehensive 
system, free and open to all, so far as the maintenance of those 
principles, which alone render Education of any value to the 
community, would permit. 

After the experience of eight years, during which the sys- 
tem adopted by the Society, has received the approbation of the 
liberal of all parties — of Protestants and Roman Catholic Lay- 
men, of* Prelates and inferior Clergy, of the Roman Catholic 
as well as of the Established Church — they are now called upon 
to alter their fundamental principle, and to exclude the Scrip- 
tures from their Schools ; they are urged to give up the only 
means in their power of implanting religious principle in the . 
minds of the Poor, and to content themselves with the mere

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mechanical improvements of reading and writing. But here 
the Society pauses, and on this point they must ever resist in* 
novation ; once yielded, they must feel that all hopes of es- 
tablishing a ^^well-ordered system of Education in Ireland" 
would be at an end. They must feel that an Education, without 
religious principle, would be a curse rather than a blessing to 
their country ; they must feel that the Scriptures once given up, 
that common tie is lost between Protestant and Catholic, which, 
teaching both that they are Christians, without calling upon 
either to renounce their respective modes of faith, unites them 
in harmony and brotherly love ; and they will greatly appre- 
hend, that once losing sight of this bright and ^ure light, by 
which they have hitherto shaped their course, the ins^ction 
of the lower classes of our common country would cease to be 
comprehensive — that it would soon become exclusive — that it 
would lead to evil rather than to good — and would be the 
means of perpetuating dissension, instead of promoting har- 
mony and union, amongst the poor of this country. 

Such are the reasons which impel the Society to resist all 
innovation upon their leading principles. If impediments have 
been thrown in the way of the Roman Catholic Poor, they are 
not attributable to the Society. If the gate of instruction be 
snddenly closed, it will not have been by their hand.. 

They have been called illiberal, and allusions have unneces- 
sarily been made to political questions, although their Commit- 
tee carefully avoid any mention of those subjects ; they have 
been held up as partfal and exclusive in their conduct, although 
the order of exclusion has been issued not from theipy but from 
another quarter : they have been contemptuously designated 
Bible-men, as if the desire to promote the knowledge of Divine 
Truth were a crime ; and they have lastly been stigmatized a^ 
bigots, and arraigned as proselyters. The charge of bigotry I 
would dismiss without reply, summoning in their defence their 
character as individuals, their actions as a Society ; the imputa- 
tion of proselytism I would repel with firmness, and would call 
on those who make the charge to substantiate it by proof. Is 
it evinced by the selection of a Roman Catholic as Master of the 
'Model School in Dublin ? or by the fact that eighty-one Roman 
Catholic Masters have been educated in thatlSchool, without the 
slightest interference with their religion ? — or by the Society's 
reftising aid to any School in which the rule be, that the Master 
must be exclusively Protestant, although in other respects the 
School be conformable to the regulations of the Society ?--or by 
their declining to assist any School in which oral comments are 
made on the Scriptures, though under the most solemn assur- 
ances that such comments shall not interfere^with peculiar religi- 
ons opinions? — or by their providing the Scriptures, divested of 
/lie Preface and of the headings of Chapters in the authorised 
rejv/oa, wbicb were considered by some as comments ?— Or by 
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their admitling the Douay Testament, without note or comment, 
to be used in their Schools on a par with the authorised ver- 
sion ? — or by their anxiously calling upon the Roman Catholic 
Clergy to become superintending Members of the Country 
Schools, and desiring a}l visitors to the Schools Immediately to 
inform them, if any attempt is made, directly or indirectly to in- 
terfere with the peculiar religious opinions of the Scholars ? — 
or lastly, by their having circulatec{ from 200,000 to 300,000 
volumes, ill no one of which is to be found a single sentence of 
a proselyting tendency? If on these grounds only, the imputa- 
tion of a proselyting spirit in this Society be founded, 1 must 
again demand that the charge be substantiated. I call for a sin- 
gle instance, in which any attempt has been made, under tte 
sanction, or with the knowledge of the Society, to interfere 
with the religious profession of any individual child^ in the 
School, — I call for a single, passage of a proselyting tend0ncj 
in any one of the publications of the Society — and Iwouldaak, 
whether to direct that the Scriptures without note pr comment 
be read, can fairly be denominated an attempt at proselytism 1 
Would not this be, in other words, to say, that the Bible^ oj 
whatever version^ without note or comment^ is a proseljfting 
book; and that the untutored scholar, from the mere perusal oi 
the sacred text, would be led to abandon his Church, in des* 
pite of the labours of his spiritual Instructor, and in contradic- 
tion to all his early impressions, and alt his social ties ? ^ Sure- 
ly the most strenuous opposer of the Society will not hazarc 
such an opinion.

' ON re-delivering into your hands the charge oommitted 

to them, your Committee feel it unnecessary to set fortl^ 

particularly, the great and leading principles upoii which 

this Association has been formed; because those principles 

Jiave been so often, and so fully stated 4Etnd discussed lA youc 

former Annual Repoits, that, they trust, they most qpw b^ 

very generally known to all Persons who take an interest i^ 

the Education and moral improvement of the poorer classes 

j^l this country. 

They think it sufEcient, thepefore, to state that they haTflf 

unceasingly kept those principles in view throughout all 

their proceedings ; and have conscientiously^ and without 

any deviation, acted up to them in every instance. Having; 

premised thi^s much, your Committee will now proceed to 

lay befere you, as succinctly as possible, the operatioos <^ 

the Society during the year which is just concluded; and| 

by a comparison of what has been effected during |<hat tiou^ 

with what had been previously done, thej truat that a cpn« 

viction of the soundness and liberality of yowprinciplesi 

and of the great advantages resulting to the Comnfumty 

jrom your exertions, will be enforced in Ae' .stioqgist and 

^ost persuasive manner. 

C 
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llie number of Schools assisted by tliis Society from the 
nah of January J8S0,to the fij^h of January 1821, has been 
S45, of which number, 125 are new Schools ; that is, such as 
liave been assisted for the first time during the last year, 
and with which y<ta had nt^t been befbre inrommunication ; 
whilst the remaining 120 are Schools that had on former 
occasions, received the benefit of your assistance, and were 
thus led to look again to this Society for support. The na- 
ture of the aid uflForded to these several Schools has been 
either pecuniary grants, or grants of Books, and other Re- 
quisites, for the tjarr^ing on the great purpose of National 
Instruction ; and, in the in i—n eoo , particularly of the new 
Schools, assistance of both kinds has been afibrded. The 
pecuniary grants have been given, in most cases, for the 
purpose of fitting up or furnishing Schools already erected ; 
to by ^ch appfidation of the funds, your Committee felt 
Aiat the permanency of the benefit resulting from your 
Assistance to the taxise of J^ucation would be best secured. 
^ut your Committee have, notwithstanding, in some few 
instances^ followed the recommendation of their Prede- 
cesik)ni, and have made Grants towards the building of 
School-houses, Avhere the ci'rcuVnstances of the neighbour- 
hood particularly caHed for such assistance, and where the 
anxiety of individuals to obtain or to promote instruction 
afibrded a moral cert4inty that the building to be erected 
\vould continue IQ be appropriated jto its original purpose. 
A% ^n\e very effectual' means for securing this great object^ 
your Committee would recommend to their successors to 
require, tnall instances, if possible, wheVein they shaU male 
ftuch grants,, that a long lease of the proposed scite should 
l)e' obtained,^ in the names of some persons as Trustees for 
|li« intended School. 

*. Ina.ddition to thisnumber of S45 Schools which received 
aid from :yem during the past year, there have been alsol 
applf rations to your Committee'' for assistance from 15$ 
4iKher Schools. '• Of these applications 71 were on behalf of 






Scliools situate in a eertain district eoropristn^ parts oftbe 
tounties of Donegal and Tyrone, and, as this called for a; 
particnlar Tisit from your Inspector before relief could be 
affi>rded them, they remain still under consideration; as 
do also the applications on behalf of 12 other Schools for 
reasons which your Committee feel it unnecessary tod^tain 
you by detailing. The remaining 70 your Committee, 
for the reasons heremafter stated, have been under the pain* 
ful necessity of refusing ahogether. Tfau&, tlte total num* 
ber of Schools which have applied for assistance to thia 
Society durincr the last yea,r amounts to 398 ; being an 
excess of idl above the applications plUhe year preceding^ 
and being, no doubt, less tha,nthey^^uld have been but for 
the deficiency in your funds ^ tkus affording a decisive 
proof, as your Committee would humbly submit,^ that your 
Society has already given a most pdwerful and effectual 
assistance to the National Eklucation. That this great be- 
nefit, judging from the p^st, ia likely to encrease from* year 
to year with a very accelerated jMrogress they coitfidently 
anticipate, and in the mean time it affords conclusive evi- 
dence, that the pi^nciples of your Association are most hapr 
pily adapted tothewaixt&and eircurastanceaof this country. 

Of the 70 Schools above- inentioned, fi*om which assistance 
has hiteti wtthheki, 18 only have been refiised on the 
groatid of their not being conducted upoiji the principles 
of your Society. Of the remainder, the applications of 
9 have been rejected on account of their receiving as** 
sistance from other Societies, > their demands bein^ on 
that account considered as less pressing; and the funds 
of the Society being at the saitke tiine found insufficient 
to meet the number of unobjectionable claims which 
were made upon them* One was refused as being situ* 
ated in apart of this City so near the Model School as to 
render a School in such situation unnecessary. 9, on 
account of the incompetent or disreputable charaoter of 
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the Masten conducting them. And, finally, 40 apftli- 
cations have been refused, to the great pain of your 
Connnittee, and disappointment of the Applicanlts, by 
reason of the deficiency of your funds : And your Com^ 
mittee have every reason to believe that but for this 
deficiency, which has been generally known throughout 
the country for the last three months* the number of ap- 
plications during the last year would have been fu mote 
considerable even than they have been* The &ct of 
such deficiency in your funds, whilst it goes to justify 
your Committee in having extended assistance to those 
cases only which were most pressing, is, at the same 
time, the most convincing proof that the benefieial 
effects likely to arise to the lower prders of the com<f 
munity, by the exertions of this Society, are only limited 
by the extent of the means entrusted to your disposal.

Tl^e sum of £1858. 14s. 5d. has been expended in the assis- 
tance afibrded to the 945 Schools above-mentioned^ and, it 
is proper, here to remark, that nearly the entire of this sum 
fawl been expend^ prior to th0 month of October last, the 
period at which your Committee were compell^, for the 
reasons above*stated, to withhold all pecuniary aid fh>m 
Schools, and to confine themselves to the granting merely 
of such School Ke'qtriiites as would enable the Schools in 
actual want of such assistance to remain effectirely open. 

The number of Children taught in the Schools assisted 
during the past year amounts to 16,574; and when it is re-* 
naemhered that this is the number of Children receiving in- 
struction six days in the we^k, and during the entire of each 
day, %hm encrease ol* information afforded through the means' 
of this Society to the Ipwei* orders of the community in this 
country, will appear to be tery grfat indeed^ and a- just 
ground of pleasii^. anti^pation. 

The number of Schools assisted fay this Society since it& 
commencement in December 18f I, to the 5th of January 
1821, amounts to 381, whilst the total nupiber of Children, 
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ivhicii up to that time were indebted to you for a rel^ss 
ffDia & melancholy and hopeless dariuiess, or for an encrease 
of valni|ble information^ and for dieir introduction to tha$ . 
knowledge which is alone truly valuable, amoqnt to na 
fewer than 86,474. 

Before they leave this interesting subject of the Country- 
SchoQls, ypur CJommittee think it right to notice that ten of 
the Schools assisted during the past year, are held in Gaols. 
|f any can doubt of the yalqe of establishing Schools in the 
very seat an^ empire of ignorance, depravity, and vice, your 
Committee would beg to refer them to the Report of the 
conductors of the School, held in theGraol of the county of 
j&ntrim, wherein it is stated, that not a single instance had 
occurred, since its establishnhent, of any prisoner, who had 
been in the habit of attetiding the School, ever returning as 
a culprit within the walls of their prison. 

Having thus detailed to you all the information whichc 
appears to them important with regard to the Country^ 
Schools, your Committee beg to call your attention, in tlte 
xiei^t place, to the subject of Inspection. The Inspector^ 
who is stated in the last Annual Report to have been then 
just engaged, has been employed during the greater part of 
the past summer in visiting the Schools in the neighbourhood 
of Dublin, and in the North of Ireland ; and it is with great 
pleasure that your Committee feel themselves enabled to 
state that this officer has by tlie zeal, attention, and regular 
rity with which he has discharged the duties of his office^ 
merited their approbation. The entire of that part of Ire- 
land which lies north of a line drawn from. Dublin to the 
town of Sligo (with the e)cception of certain parts of the 
counties of Donegal and Tyrone) and most of the Schools 
situated within twenty miles of this capital in every direc-, 
tion, hate been already visited by this Inspector, and from 
the Reports which he has made of the state of each separate 
School, much valuable information has been gained. The 
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district referred to above, and also in ihe early part of thig 
Report, covering a certain portion of the counties of flone- 
^1 and Tyrone, and in which are situated 144 Schools, 
was reserved fbr the inspection of Mr. Yeev^rs, the Super* 
intendent of your Model School Establishment. Xhi$ 
arrangement was made by your Committee on account of 
the great difficulty and importance of the Itispection of the 
Schools of that District ; an Inspection from which not only 
the general state of Education in that neighbourhood was 
to be lean)t>, butftom which also was to be ascertained 
how. many Schools were still required for a District in whicli 
your Society had already iMMisted a considerable number; 
and also the most fitting and proper situations in which 
such Schools ought to be placed* 

For the execution of this important task, th^ experience, 
ability, zeal, and judgment of Mf. Veevers, were well 
luiown to your Committee to be fully adequate ; whereas, 
at that time, the peculiar fitness of your Inspector for the 
<^ffice which he had then just undertaken, remained still t^ 
be proved. Your Committee have now great satisfaction in 
being able to state, that from the Reports made by these In- 
spectors, who during the last Summer have visited 302 Schools, 
it appears that a very marked improvement with res|>ect to 
the state and condition of the SchooUhouses, the conduct 
and management of the Schools themselves, the appearance 
and habits of the Children as to cleanliness and order, and 
the description and qualifications of the Masters, is, with 
few exceptions, manifest in those Schools which are con- 
ducted by the Masters who have been trained in your 
Seminary for that purpose ; and that a considerable im« 
provement is likewise to be observed "^in the state of the 
Schools which are in communication with you, b^ reason of 
the assistance which you liave afforded them. 

Thus, it would seem that this Society has been, under 
Providence, the means of imparting a marked improvement 
in thos0 particulars precisely, in which our National 
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Education most called for ametidnoent. We allude to the 
state, of the School-bouses, the order and regularity of the 
Schools, the habits of the Children as to cleanliness and 
discipline, and the advancement in knowledge, and improve* 
ment in conduct and respectability, of the persons engaged 
in the work of Instruction tbtoughotit the country. 
^ The money necessarily applied towards defraying the 
l^xpenses t)f these inspections during the last year, amounted 
to the sum of £300. 16s. 64. ; a sum, which if the Society ton* 
ttnuesin its present jate of progress, must be considerably* 
encreased during the present year : for your Committee 
feeling the want of one other Inspector at the least, would 
recommend it to their successors to lose no time in procuring 
such additional officer. 

Your Committee following up the well arranged system 
of their Predecessors, and which is fully set forth and re* 
eommended in the last Annual Report, have ^elected 73 
Teachers, who, from the Reports of the Inspectors, appeared 
ndost deserving of encouragement, and to whom they have 
granted a sum of jg445. Is. 2d. in gratuities, varying i(i 
amount, according to the relative merits of the individuaU 
^respectively. 

Eighty-six Masters sent up from the country and recom* ^ 
mended to you for that purpose, have been adtnit^ed into 
your Training School since the period of the li^t Annual 
Keport. Of that number 56 have returned 69 their re- 
spective Schools with certificates from your Superintendent 
of their competency to carry forward the business of Instruc* 
lion on the improved system ; 5 were, obliged to leave this 
town before they were entitled to such certificate, and 25 
still remain in the School. 
Of the above 83 Masters, 74 being intended for Schools 
acting altogether upon your principles, were^ttot only 
' taught gratuitously, but likewise maintained by yoa 
whilst attending the Training School, and their expenses, 
in cpmwg to, and reiurmng from DubViU) vrete de^ta."}^ 



' |>y the Society. . Of' the remaining 13 Masters, 4, 
though intended for Schools not conducted upon your 
principles, in (onformity with your liberal regulations^ 
whose oi)ject is to impart Instruction as vridely and 
freely as possible consistently with your means and 
principles, have been ngtwithstanding trained in your 
ScIk>oI free of expense, though obliged to support them- 
selves in the mean time : 7 have failed to obtaii^ 
the benefit of a free maintenance because they had not 
as yet procured appointments toaqy particular Schoolsi 
and therefore were unable ixy give any assurance with 
respect to the principles on which their Schools were to 
be conducted; and 1^ whose circumstances in life 
were more ample, did not require it* 

By ccfmparing tlie number of Mastere admitted into your 
Training School, since your present Committee came into 
oMce, \\^ on the 5 th of January;, 1820, with those admitted 
during the preceding year, as also with the total number 
admitted since the commencement of the system, the pro«. 
gress of your Institution in this. very useful and highly im« 

' portant branch, will, they, trust, appear to you most 
satisfactory. The number admitted during the year ending 
the 5th of January, 18!^ were 5S^ and the total number 
admitted since January, 1814, when this system com- 
menced, up to the present time is 879; thus it appears that 
the encreasedttrihg the year just concluded, above tb^ total 
Bumber admitted during the year preceeding, exceeds con* 
siderafaJy the one^half of the total admissions of the form^ 
year; and that the numbers admitted into the Training 
l^ehool dtaring'thelaist year, fall very little short of one-third 
of the total^ number admitted from the month of January^ 
1814, up to the present day, ^^^at^e however as has been 

'the number of Masters admitted into your Trainii^ School 
during Om last year, your CSommittee feel themsdves well 
warranted in saying, tlmt that number vrould ha?e b^eii 
iDWoh more considerable but for the t^o jRrflowing causes^ 
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trhicb they think it right to acquaint you With. First, that 
your Training School was closed against admissions for six 
moriths of the year, ia order to allow of the absence of 
Mr. YeeTers, the Instructor in this department^ for the pur« 
. poses of Country Inspection ; and secondly, that several 
applications for admission, which were acceded to b^your 
.Committee, were necessarily postponed for want^gfS^om* 
modation. These obstacles your Committee ajMS$f opyfniori^ 
may b^ hereafter in a great degree removed, ^ji tl^refore 
the fiiets just stated. Warrant (as your CoimnrltQe feel) a 
confident anticipation of a very encreased an|^ atei^karated 
progress of your Society in this Department,, during Uhe 
present year ^ but this will also call for undimiiiished epesr^ _ 
tiont and encrehse of means. »« ,^ 

' Your Committee feel that it would hd trespassing un» 
necessarily on your time, to attempt by any reasoning to 
prove to you the value 4>f distributing throughout the 
Yillage Schools of the country, a body of meti as Masters^ 
improved in knowledge, in information in your system of 
Instruction, and in an encreased respect for the value and 
importance of their own station in life; a feeling which can* 
not&ilto invite to the office of Teachers, an improved 
order and condition of men. And it seems to your Com^ 
mittee manifest that the improvement thus secm^ed amongst 
the Teachers, must speedily be communicated to the Youth 
committed to their charge; and indeed thai SUch is the 
necessary result of this desired change hasbeien already' 
proved by the test of experience, as will plainly appear 
from a reference to the Report of the Inspectors already- 
alluded to. \ 

Your Committeenbre feel it right to call your attention to 
another observation arising out of the comparison of the 
MastevB sent up to your Training School during the year^ 
ending the-Sth of Janqary, 1820, with those sent up in the 
last year, which is, that whilst out of 52 Masters sent up iti 
^Ibn&er year, 11 were found to be intendeds tot^M^lDkttci^^ 
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*Ti6i conducted upon your principles, tbere appear to be out 
of the 86 persons sent up during the latter year, .only^ 4 
"who wefe on this ground refused >the usual gratuity. Frowt 
fheee premises therefore your Committee wouldsubmit that 
the following conclusions are fairly deducible ; first, that 
4he principles of this Association are well suited to the 
"Wants and {leculfiar circuqistapces of Ireland ; and secondly, 
4hat ibe soundness of these principles as they have become 
'more gentraUy known, canvassed and acted Upon, have in 
the same proportion becocne more generally adqnkted and 
assented to by all sects anddenoniinations of Christians. 

The total expense for the training of Masters, during the 
past year has amounted to the sum of jgl26,: SSb 8d*.; an^ 
your Committee have already caUed your attention to the 
circTzmstance, .that this forrach of expenditure wiil, in all 
likelihood, call npo^ you for much more ample fiinds during 
the currei)t.year. And here it is sfttis&ctory to your Comr 
mittee to obfienre,4bat it appears from the Report of Mr. 
'i^eeversy :that manyiof the persons at. present sent .up^tofbe 
insU^ucted as Masters, are of a superioL and 'belter informed 
class of iQen^ than those formerly sent ; to whteh einrufop 
itance your ;CAm'mitlee have already stated, ihcy look forn 
vimrd as ocie suare means of difilning a geneval spirit of tow* 
provemmt ibroughout the epuntry at lar^r. 
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. There tkfPM piewpt in the P^posHory of tlie Society S& 
V0,rietiefi :pf {The^p Books for sale^rref. which number & 
have been fVir^Ived^mnng the conrseof thepaat year; and 
to the snmll^r qr.tfva-iheel BQdk9,:Qf Mthieb there, were 6 
varieties at the conclusion of the last year, I new one hag; 
been added» Th^^ ;hiure also been repaints of SI of your 
former wQfks, together ^itb a second edition of one of those: 
flirpished in th^ patit y^r. These editions consist of 10,000 
eachrrsp that ypiur Committee baive during .the la^t y^^r 
print^ and pqblished no fewer than SSQiOQQ C€()ies of your 
^hfiAR B^qJ^s fqf ik^Vi^^ of the country. T|iere have .been 
actually sold^ during tUe year yi\i\c\i \% \a^\. ^QtvdMded 
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t68jS9!^ copies of your Cheap Bookd, wUich maktil t!be tbtal^ 
numWc^ copies of these Books sold by your Society^ and 
dieiributed throtigbout the country since the conimeneement* 
df the Sale, which first began in the itidnth of l^yember 
18^17, up to the Sth of January last, to acootint to the verf 
ItTge number of 571,304 copies. When we reflect lipon the 
great value and importance of this branch of yonr Institu- 
Cttm, the original object and purpose of which was no less 
than to wfest o«it of the hands of your peasantry the works 
<>f obscenity, of lawless adventure, of vice and of profligacy,- 
ifiAi which their minds and their tastes had been hithertd 
pbUnted and depraved ; and when it is considered that in,- 
the course of little more than three years, this result has 
b^en so far attained j that your Committee may venture la 
^y that these mischievous works, once so abundant, arc^ 
now rare! J to be found in the hand^ of any of our peasantry; 
thley tlifink they may confidently claim for this Society the 
iherit of having achieved a great and substantial benefit for 
Mb conntty. And here it is gratifying to remark that in 
tilts department of your labours there can be nb difference 
of opinions ; your Cheap Books are alikl^ i^eiViceaUe to 
sill Societies, wiiose object is the Moral Instruction of the 
Ptople. It is ei:iiialiy an advantage to^all tbat there* should 
be an ample supply of whol^sbme, useful^ and moral instruct 
ttoD, and information ready prepared aild furnished at ar 
dieap rate for tfab gratiQcation of that cuti0Bity«— that thirst 
€3f krtowledge, wbich^ after their several diffin«nt mwhers 
and priticiples^ it has been their common' object to inctil- 
eate and excite.

the lihfiits which your Committee had vTifthedor expectlBd^ 

tbey totwt- yet beg to 'call y6ur attention to.vVib «9k^X oft

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the Model School, but for a few minutes only, tts they will 
endeavour to compress as much as possible what they have 
to say upon it; and they feel themselves the ipore justified . 
in dispatcl^ing this branch of your Establishment with a very 
short detail of facts, accompanied with a very few observa- 
tions only, as this subject, though no doubt of great local 
interest, cannot, as regards the community at lai^e, be con*, 
sidered of equal importance with the subjects already dis* 
eussed. The numbers on the General Attendance Roll at 
the close of the year^ were 637 Boys, ai^d 4S0 Girls: SI 23 
Boys, and 1795 Girls bad been admitted into your S^ool 
prior to its removal to the present Building, and sinpe that 
period up to the 5th January last, 189^ Boys, and 1333 
Girls have been admitted, making the total number of Chil* 
dren who have received instruction in your School f^roin 
the commencement to amount to 7046. 

Your Committee have very great pleasure in calling 
your attention to the greater appearance of cleanliness good 
order, and propriety pf conduct, which has shewn itself^ 
during the last year amongst the i;hil4ren of both SchpQls,. 
and which reflects great credit pn the zeal and attentipp q^ 
•the persons placed at the head of them respectively. ^^And 
they cannot omit to remind you that the wi^rmest thapks of 
this Society are due to the benevolent Ladies, who, during 
the past year, have devoted much of thejr tim^ to the im- 
provement of your Female School, and to whose truly v;^» 
luable and meritorious exertions, a great part of the favouitiE^ 
able change above noticed, is justly to be attributed. 

Your Committee, anxious to adopt into your School^ 
which is intended a^ a Model School for the country^at 
large, every species* of improvenient; find iherefore^ willing 
to give a candid trial to every System of Instruction which 
held out a fair promise of ultimate advantage* have, during 
die course of the last yeav, introduced into it, but at first 
rather by way of experiment, the System of teaching Arith*. 
metic^eeorditig to P^talo^zi, ^bieh has been i^r sK>ipe time 
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pKaotised in the Abboyleis Village School, under the tfUpetfr 
jQtendence of Viscount De Yesci. And your Committee . 
have now great pleasure in being able to state to you, that 
the results produced by this mode of teaching Arithmetic, 
as &r as th6 experiment has ye^ been carriedt proved ez<p 
tremely encouraging. They< have accordingly intrOduce4 
this Systein of late pnore generally in the. School ; and they 
should {eel happy if the public at large would, by occf^ional 
visits to the Schpol, satisfy themselves, of the advantage of 
commencing the teaching of Aplhmetic tp young persona 
according to this System« 






, The interest of the «um bequeathed to you by the late 
Mr. W. P. Le&nu^ as mentioned in your last Report, has 
been applied according to his wishes and directions, in sup* , 
plying clothing during the winter, for the most necessitous 
of the ChiJdren attending your Female School* 

As it was at one time the opinion of some persons that 
the Buildings which had been erected for the use of this 
Si^ciety, were mpre extensive than its wants, demanded, 
J^our Committee think it right to inform you that the entire 
of your Premises are fully occupied: nor will this appear 
surprising to i|.ny one who reflects upon the space which 
must necessarily be required for an Establishment, which^ 
in addition to containing S li^rge Schools, and accomn|o« 
dating, upon its premises, the nun^ber of Masters usually 
Ui training with you, must likewise keep up a su^cient 
^ quantity pf School Requisites for the use of the coun^^ 
try Schools, as well as such an extensive stock of Cheap 
Booths,. ^& sh^U be ftdequate to the sqpply of the Island fvt 
large. 

. Your Committee have to ..regret that they have beea 
lately cqmpelled to depart from their usual reserve^ and (q 
rlbtise^pme misrepresentations of the conduct of ^he Socie^. 



tfi which have lately appeiared in the public papers. The 
rank of the persoti \rhoiBe signature was annexed to the pub- 
lication in qoeeiioti^ and the time ehoeen jfbr its circulation, 
rendered it, as they coneeived, imperative upon them to 
rescue the character of the Sbeietyfi'om imputatfions un- 
iiicrited and unjust.

The Subscriptions and Donations received during the 
jpcist year haV^ fik>fli(ewhat exceed^ ih amount those of the 
year prei^ing. The only cdnsiderlible donation has been 
oiie of fit sum of dPlOO, fbr which the Society are indebted 
t6'R. M. Smith, Eisq. Ml Pi a berfevdent gentleman of the 
sister Island, ^ whose liberality,, ad extending heydnd the 
limits of his more immediate country, this Society is par* 
ticuiafl;^ called upon td expreto their gratitude. 

The total expenditure of the Society during the past- 
yi^ar, has amounted' to- the sum of £^5l. ids. 7di of 
^hich sum £30ii. l?d. Od. has been disposed of, directly 
f6r the beneUt of the country^ SchOots, in the' shape of 
Grants, Triming of Masters, expenses of Inspection, or of 
Gratuities grren to country SchooI-n^asfte^rA; without taking 
ii^to account the benefits derived by the S^lioolsthrbughout 
the country at large, from ydur erxpenditure with respect to 
the Cheap Books already mentioried.

STATEMENT. 

TffE Comtnittcf of this Society^ anxious to make inoizm tff 
principles and objects j and £o facilitate the intercourse between 
it and the Schools in correspondence Wft\ the Society, pubr 
lishes the following Statement, ditided into paragraphs, for 
the facility of reference, and containing mfbrmation and 
suggestions whicn may prove useful tq all School^ for th9 
Education of the Poqr. 

r 1. This Society is a voluntaiy Association of persons of various 
Teligious communions, formed for the purpose of difiusing the bles^ 
%ing of well-ordered Education amongst the labouring classes of 
this Country. 

t 2. The leading principle on which it is pledged to act, is to afford 
the same facilities for Education to every denominatio]:^ of Christian^ 
without interferii^g with the peculiar religious opinions of any. 

3. With this view the Society is anxious to promote the establish^ 
menty and assist in the support of Schools, in which the appoint- 
ment of Governors and Teetdiers, and the admission of Scnolar^ 
(shall be uninfluenced by religious dis^ctions, and in wh^ch the 
Scripture^ without note or comment, shall be read by all th^ 
jKshcHars who have attained a suitable proficiency in reading, exeludr* 
|ng catechisn}s and books of religious controvetsv. 

. 4. Such is the description of Schools which the Society conceive^ 
best adapted to the wants and circumstances of this CoUnfry : it h 
hoped, that in such seminaries the labouring' classes may obtaiil 
suitable instruction, without any attempt being made to disturb their 
religious opinions; and that the childsen g£ the poor being thus 
associatcyd together without distinction, may thereby leap to regard 
each other without pr^udice, and io indulge a charitable feeling for 
their neighbours, of whatever religious persuasion they may be. 

6, But althougjH an anxious consideration of the.circuiustances of 
.this couQtiy, has convinced th^ lyiembers of the Institution, that 
f articular religious ^nstructicm ought not to be introduced into the 
Schools during schppl hours, yet the Society is fully sensible of thet 
value of such instruction, as forming an indispensible liranch ojT Edu- 
catioQ ; and the mode of instruction recommended by the Society^ 
^ves a facility to the parents and pastors of the child^n, to impart 
k» them such religious instruction us they may thi^k fit; oyt (4; 
i^hool hours. 
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6. In other respects the Sdciety^ does not assume any control over 
the internal regulations of the Schools which it assists ; but it re- 
commends that such a system of instruction shall be adopted, tA 
shall enable the Peasant and Ar^an to obtain information -suited to 
their stations in life, without encroaching materiallj on their tiiae 
or their means ; that the morals of pupils and inkUuctors shall be 
carefolly attended to, and principles of truth and honesty inculcate>(i ; 
— that tlie cliildi:eiH«haU be accustomed to habits of decency and 
cleanliness ; and that they sSiall be taught to fix their attention 
exclusively on whateyer business they may be engaged in, and ihu)^ 
to that kmd of regular discipline and good order, which is of snch 
essential value to those who must earn their bread by their iadustiy. 

7. Tlie Society has estsLblished a Model School in Dublin, on aa 
iextensive scale, which is intended to exemplify the system of Edu^ 
catioQ pecommended by ih^ Society, aod wo to serve as a seminaiy 
i(a training School masters. 

^. This semmaiy is op^ from the 15th Oct. in each year, to the 
1st May in th* following year, for the admission of all persons pro^ 
perly recommended, and desirous of lemming the improved method 
of teaching, without any ohaxge being noade for tuition, and also 
without any condition oeing imposed as to the regulations of the 
schools in which they may anerwarda J)e engaged. 

9» The time reguU^ to communicate sufficient information in 
&is way, to a man who has been previously qualified to teach in the 
ordinary manner, is from four to six weeks ; and where masters are 
to be educated for schools established on the principles recbnimende<)[ 
i>y the Sooie^, and their c<mduct while attending tne Model School, 
phail be deserving of enooiurag^nent, the Society will allow a sunt 
of mcmev Ibr^the expensef of such peisons, wmle travelling to and 
^om Dublin ; and during the period of their tuition will maintaiQ 
them in the Society's House, iuldaire-Place. 

> 10. As the most perfeci-flystem of instnipti^ mHst be of com» 
fiaratiVely little value, where the Boaster is incompetent, the Societjf 
anxiously recommends all persons desirous of having School -inasters 
of tlieir own noratnafion, trained in the semtnaiy,'to be exceedingly 
careful in the seleeticm of the individuals for that purpose. Thelf 
•ge should not be less than eighteen, nor more than thirty years: 
they ought to have a competent knowledge of the rudiments of spel<> 
fing, rec^bmg, writing, and ariUimetie ; in temper they should be pa^ 
tient ; in disposition mild, but firm ; of diligent habits ; of unble- 
mish^^d moral eharacter ; and fully convinced of the importaiiee of 
Inouleating on the young, mind, a love of d€cen<!y and cleanliness, 
pf industry y honesty, and truth. 
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11. Na person van be admitted into the Miod^I School* andf 
maintuned at the expense of the Society, who is over thirty-fiv« 
yeais of age, and until he shall have been examined by the Super- 
intendent ; and if on such examination he shall be found deficient in 
the above (^qualifications, the Society will not make any pant .for his 
travelling -expenses or maintenance. It is tlierefore parH'cularljf re^ 
quested, that no person shall be sent to the Seminary, to be trained 
as a master, wiihout being provided with the means of defraying \us 
es^enses, in case he should not be (]piaiified for admission ; nor is he. 
to leave home until written for. 

12. The Society does not at present afR^rd pecuniary aid towards 
Ifae hmlding of School-houses^ nor does it assist very largely ia the 
support of Schools; but where buildings are erected^ and Schooli^ 
conducted on the principles recommended by the Society, it con- 
iriBuiea to the eiq>ense of finishing and fitting up such School- 
houses, and furnishing them with the necessary app^atus of Desksy 
Forms, &e, &c. Sec, Books of mstmetion and amusement, Paper^ 
Slates, and Pencils, are aka granted to suck Schools on fit 
occasions; 

13. All these articles may be procured at the Depository of the 
institution, at low prices, for the use of any sckodfor the instruct 
Hon of the Poor. 

14. Persons to whom pecunieffy grants for Schools are made, are 
lequested to take notice, uiat the amount of such grants cannot be 
yaid, until a particular account of the actual expenditure of ih« 
amount granted, authenticated by the signatures of two respectable 
persons residing in the neighbourhood of such S^hools> shall have 
been forwarded to the Committee ; and it is necessary that the resi- 
dences of the Individuals,, signing &e Certificate, sboold be affixed te 
ttia Ddcoment. 

15. Widi respect to tiie Boc^cs distributed by the Society, it hat 
carefully^ selected such only as are calculated to convey generai 
instruction and amusement, without imparting or interfering with anj 
peculiar religious opinion. 

16. When a grant of Books is made to a School, it is not 
intended that they should be given ta the Children ; — 4}ut 
ihat they should become the foundatkm c^ a juvenile librai^ 
attached to the School, and be lent to the most deserving PupiU. 
A cheap mode of rewarding the meritorious is thus provided, anA 
moral and instructive works are more likely to be thus read, when 
loit, than if they were actually the properly of those who boirovr - 
them. 

17. As^he Society cannot, in any instance, do more than coniri- 
bute to the expense of Schools, it is strongly recommended that 
local assodalions should be formed for the ^\x(igox\iQl^<:^^^^\^'^^ 
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Beighboarliood of &e menibeis of such Associations, dnd also for ihe 
piprpose of occasionallY inspecting the progress of the ^holars, and, 
ihe conduct of the iSasters : wi^out such superintendence, it is 
greatly to be feared, there will be many deviations from the ^3tem> 
which ought to be strictly adhered to in those Schools. 

18. It is also recommended, that in all cases the Children should 
be required to pay a small sum weekly. By such means the fimd^ 
of the School will be augmented; the poor will set a higher value oh' 
ibe instni(?tiori imparted to them, than they probably would/ if they^ 
were entirely indebted to the bounty of others for their education ^' 
and a habit of looking to their own exertions for their supports will be 
cherished in their minds^ which will prove of essential value to them: 
throughout life. 

19. Printed. Queries to be answered by persons applying for aid ^ 
for Schools, may be procured at the Society's Depository, Kildare- 
place; and it is required that such Queries shall be answered .^/i each 
successive ctpplication, before any 0rant can be made for School or. 
School-master; and no application £>r aid can be entertained which' 
is not res^ctably authenticated. 

* 20. It is required that all Books and School-requisit&s purchased 
from the Society, shall be paid for before they are sent from the De^ 
jno^itory. 

* !J1. Books and other articles granted by, or purchased from the 
Society, may be left at the Depository until sent for; Or they shall 
be delivered at any place appointed, within the limits of the City of 
Dublin. 

' 22. When money is remitted, the Bank Notes are cut, and one 
set of halv^ keptf until the receipt of the corresponding halves is ac-^ 
knowledged. 

* 23. If a necessity should occur for changing the name of any 
School assisted by this Society, such ch^mge should be commimicated 
to the Secretaiy. - 

24. It is earnestly requested that when any School assisted by 
this Society has been discontinued, the Secretary be immediately ap- 
prized of the circumstance; and that the cause of its discontinuance 
oe stated, together with the means which may be taken to revive it. ' 

25. It is requested that the Managers of ^Schools assisted by this 
'Society, shall keep accurate registries of the admission, progress, and 
attendance of the pupils, together with Account Books, containing the 
porticulaxs of tAe receipts and expenditure of such Schools* 
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"26. It is also reqalsCed tfaet Books siiallbe k«pi in the School«roonft. 
of such Schools, in which Visiton may enter sucn remarks as to them 
^hall seem fit. - : 

27* Tile Alanagen of Schools assisted hff Una Soo^fy, aae re- 
. quested to communicate any iofonmaiion which ta^y be deemed ini« 
portant to such Schools, or the general objects of the Society ; and ibr 
this pnipose, to keep up a constant and intimate correspondence wi^' 
the. Society, and be particular in answering the Queries, and, on every 
application^ to give afiill account of the School, me^^oning any dr* 
cumstance of importance which shall have occuk^ subsoqueni to thf 
fQ^!Qtdii|g fkH4i««kti9ns« ^ 

28. All Letters, Memorials, Ac wiuch unsahfy q& itebuaxim 
of this Society, should be directed (onfy wUMn Ireland) In orde^ 
Ihat they may come firee^ of posta^.

fCe following Letter, not long since, was addreeted by JjquA, 
Cloncurry to a number of his fri^ds : — 

Mydear Sir, 

Allow me to trouble you with a few observations, on iEej>Tesen€ 
situation of Uie' Institution, for ''the Education of the Poor of Ireland^ 
'' without interference with' their Religious distinctions ;'; and'to 8tat» 
you my reasons, for fearing that it must disappoint Uie good inteti- 
tions of its JFoi;nd6rs and of ike Legislature, unless some measures be 
adopted to reconcile more recent regulations with the oiigiial pro- 
fessed object of the^ Socie^. 

When I became one of the earliest Subscribers, I had in view chiefly 
the Roman XJa^holics,' who'ibrm the' great body of the |)Oor in Ire- 
land; and I was assured they would have the fiist attention of ^the 
Society, as their want of Education is one of the chief drawbacft^ to 
the prosperityof the country, and to the individudi eeoafortqf us all. 
The Dissenters are, in general, a wealthy people, and thiy ,have 
very many and excellent Establishments for the Education of Youth. 
The Proteaitttafet^of Ireland have more public and Free-Schotols than 
any population of the same number in Europe ; whilst, the Catholics 
of all parts, but particularly of the Soulli, areoerefl of Wery assistance 
in the way of Education, to the disgrace of their i^periors, their own 
discom jprt and ruin, and t he danger of the Empire. f 

To remedy this great evil, " ihS^'SSCtety 'f(Bfiftm''fidtrcation of the 
** Poor of Ireland" was instituted. A more humane or necessaiy pro- 
ject never was devised ; it was the wand of Moses, it was to afford 
to a great and encreasing population,, that for which they thirsted ; 
and it was looked up to with anxiety, veneration and love ; a peoples- 
more desirous of instruction than tlie Irish does not exist. 

Unfortunately from the poverty of the country, and the absence 
of the great proprietors, private Subscriptions fell short of expecta- 
tion, and of the magnitude of tlie undertaking. Application wa» 
made to Parliament ; as usual. Parliament was liberal ; but as the 
name of Public Money almost always leads io a job in Ireland, 
so in this instance, it will lead to a very pernicious cme, if not speedily 
prevented. 



f *^be Roman Catb<^cs, as I have said, fc^rm tbe great popnlaiioii 
*«£ Ireland, they most certsuntyform the Poor and uneducated Popu« 
lation ; thek faith or prejudice prevented their seeking education,; 
at the Schools established by cliaritable, but equally prejudiced Pro- 
iestants. The Charter Schools, the Smith Schools, and abnostall 
ihe Charity Schools in Ireland, were intended for conversion ; inter 
tiiem, of course, no Catholic would willingly send his child. " IPhtt 
^ j" Educaiien Sociefy'' promised to ieach them, " without interfering; 
'* with their religious opinions ;" and, under such promise alone, did L 
and many others subscribe, whom paat experieuQe should have taught 
4o seek better security for bur money. 

.The fundamental law, not to interfere waih the peeuliar Religious^ 
.Tenets ofihe Scholars, b ^1 that could be wished. for; but another 
law has been introduced, which eootradicts and counteracts it. No 
assistance is to be given to any School, where the Bible is not ready 
ptntkout note or comment ; there is no Roman Catholic Bible with* 
oul nets or comment in ihis country; and the Priests hold our Pro^ 
"testantiranslatlon to beincorrect and erroneous, and forbid their flock to^ 
j|:ead it.* though sorry, I am not surprised at this, as the edition of 
our Bible, printed at the Universities, and generally distributed in 
(his ooontry^ by Bible Societies, has, in the dedication to Kiuig 
James, comments which must be offensive to Catholicsut 

The^pnsequcnce is, that few Schools have been established under 
the auspices of the Society ; that the Schools are pearly useless ta 
ihose who cluefly want them ;; and tiiat until either the Priests yieldC 
a ppint of establ^hod discipline ; or the iSociety go back to their &st 
iirofcssions, it i^ust bean imposition on Parliam^t> and on ihe pub-, 
lie, to call this '' a Society for Educating the Poor of Ireland." ^ 
Some Priests did at first give permission to Children to attend 
such schools, but how many they were, will appear from the inflated 
. reports of the Society ; certainly, not one in fifty thousand of tba 
people have been benefitted, who would have been, if the original, 
or ^ncasteriao plans, had been adhered to. ; 

The thing wilt not Work; no good.c^ be.done uqless ihe partiea 
eome to some understanding ; either by printing at the expense of the 
Society, such a Bible^ a&may be approved of by the Roman Catholic

I believe that in " The Education Societjr," tibere is more of .be-

their truth, diminished by poverty, want of employment^ and tbi^ 
absence of their superiors ; pining in abject misery, this braver ge* 
nerous, and docile people have nothixig to excite their exertiop^ 
their gratitude, or Uieir hope.

A letter signed " Cloncuny," having appealed in your daily paper 
of the 24th, and having been republished in your Weeky paper of 
ihe 27th inst. containing certain charges against the Societj for 
Promoting the Education of the Poor of Ireland, the Committee cf 
that Society have judged it proper to devia^in the present instanc^ 
from their usual practice, and to direct me, as their Secretary, to reply 
to this letter, so far as it purports to state facts. Th&r have bee4 
iBOved io this by the consideration of the rank of the Noble wiitex; 
and, of his having become a member of the Society very shortly after 
its fermation ; apprehending that their silence might be construed a| 
an admission of such charges. 

To tiie observaCioQs or comments contained in the letter, I shall 
fblfil ttie instructions which I have received from the Committee, bj 
namking norej^y. Jt is upoQ the ^eA^^facts alone that I am to 
fdbsecve. 

The first charge is contain*^ in the first parograph^ but afterwards 
more fully explained iA the sixth* / i . 

His lordsh^) asserts, that " more ^recent regulations of the Sdciely^! 
aire not to be reconciled with its '* original prpfiassed object,'* in con^ 
science of which " its Founders and the Legislature have been dis* 
^' appointed/' The answer to the above assertion vvill be found in th^f 
very first Report of the Society, made so far back a^the 10^ of^May^ 
1813, wherein one of the means by which the Society proposes iq 
attain its object, is stated to be the establishment of schools on an im« 
proved plan, " in Vvhich the Scriptures, without note or comment^- 
'' should be used, to the e^cclusion of all Catechisms and Books of r^U*^ 
V gious Controversy." It is further stated in the Report, that the 8o-, 
ciety ia determined " rigidly to adhere to this part of its pldnf; 
** looking forward to it vdUi confidence, as aflbrding the only true and 
" solid foimdation v)rhi(ih can be laid for the moral and religious educa/ 
'' tion of the great body of the people of Ireland." The above extract^ 
firom the first Report of the Society^ printed eight years a^o^ is, l^x\si3^ 



a ii^cient answer to the charge of '* recent liBgulatiiMiff/* incbnsisteiit 
** with the original professed object" of the Institution. / 

But I must further add, that the same sentiments have been repeated 
and publuhed year after year, from that time to this; and thai, alr 
though Annual General Meetings of the Society have been regularly 
•lield, and tliough his J^ofdship has been a metnber of the Society sinos 
January, 1812, no objection hat ever been made to them by thp 
'<; originai Founders" of the institution, nor even by the Noble. Writei; 
himself, as I believe, until the Anpual General Meeting in Ihe year 
1819 — six years subse^enf to the publication of the first Report. 

The next charge of the Noble I/ord not distinctly made, but plainly 
insinuated, imports that Parliament hs» been deceived into liber^ 
f^rants to the Society, aqd th^t such grants would not have been made, 
had it beei) apprised of the ''morelecent regulations which are not to 
*' be reconciled with the original professed^bject of the Society."' To 
this charge the first Report of the Society is also a fiill fmd sufficient 
answer. . . ♦ 

That Report was published in the yeax 1 8 13 1 no pecaniaity assit* 
ianoe was solicited rrom Parliament until the year 1S15, two yearir 
after the publication ot that Report, nor was any granted until the 
year £>lk)wing. But that is not ail — ^ibr in the petition of the.Socie^j; 
seeking I^hamentary aid, the veiy same pnnciples are distmctJy 
stated, which appear in the first {teport, already quoted, in which 
petition the Society pledges itself feithfiilly to act upon them>; .and 
the same statement and pledge have been since ofte^i repeated to Par« 
liament and l^e Public. ■ . .j 

The third charge appears in the sixth paragraph of his lordship's 
letter, in which he states, ** that no assistanee is given to any School 
'■^ m which the Bible is not read without note and<x>mpient;" adding, 
that ^^ there is no Roman Catholic Bible without note or comment in 
'* this country ;'- and his lordship proceeds to ask ^^yfhj make a sine 
f ^ qua non of their assistance, the reading of a Book disallowed by the 
^' Priest, and disavowed by ^e Roman Caiholic Church?" .-, %. 
' Tcr this I answer, that the Rhemish Version of the New Testament, 
without note or comment, has been published in DuMin, with the 
sanction of Dr. Troy prefixed thereto;' and further, that the Society 
have considered the readmg of tkaf Tcaiimient, as complying* with 
that regulation of the Society which requires ^'the Scriptures, \^thout 
'' note or comment,'* to be read. But so anxious has the Society been 
to meet the fei&lings of all classes of professing christians, that in order 
to obviate an obje^ion stated in the latter part of the sixth para|[^raph, 
they did, nearly a year and a half since, cause an edition of ibid au« 
ihonsed version to be printed, in which not only the Dedication 'ob-> 
jected to by the Noble Lord, but the headings of Chapters, the head- 
ings of leading paragraphs, and eVery thing which could be ponridereil^ 
as con^uents, ar^ omitted. ' 
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Tfaen^xiChaigetowhlch I must advert is ccmtained in the 
seventh paragraph, in which it is affirmed th^t '' the original, or 
^ Lanclisterian plan has not been adhered to/' The fact,- however is, 
that the Lasicasterian plan was adopted/ and has been foUowed, for 
this reason amongst others — ^that it does provide for Scripturai 
Education, as will be apparent from the follovving extract from the 
Minutes of the Society's Ptoceedings on the 6th of January, 1812, 
being the very day on which the Society was formed under its present 
demgnation. — 

-' Rescdved — That, as the Society have recommended the system- 

of Education practised by Joseph Lancaster, it may be proper to- 

record the reasons for so doing— Firsts because it is conceived ihai^ 

it gi^oes a Scriptural Education, 4"c. <jrc." 
. The BMi Charge is to be found in the following note to paragraph 
eleventh, in which his Lordship speaks of his having consulted many 
Roman Catholic Priests and Bishops ; " amongst others^" (says hii 
Lordship in the note) ** Doctor Troy, whose name has been osed 
** without his permission ; and indeed, contrary to his express decla* 
^*r^0D." - 

' In answer io this Charge, it is sufficient to state that the only occiU 
tioh on which the name of Doctor Troy has ever been used by the So- 
ciety, was upon their adoption of a Book, ^ititled^ '' Selections &om 
*' the New T^tament, &«/' which had been printed by P. Blenkinson^ 
Printer and Stationer to the Roman Catholic College at Maynootn^ 
end ci -which publication the Society had obtained the approbation 
of Doctor Troy 9 in his own hand writings before they received it 
into their Depository as a School Book. 

. With respect to the alleged inefficiency of the Society, I shall only 
observe, that it has afforded the mean» of Education to the Romaa 
Catholic as well as to the Protestant population of the Country, upon 
a scale so extended during the year which has just elapsed,. as to de*- 
monstrate that its princ^>les and conduct have been well adapted ijf> 
ihe state and circumstances of Ireland.

Gentlemen — About two years ago I wrote to some of your body, 

^mplfeming that the Society reqidred that the Bible should be read 

in every school seeking assistance from H, though the Priests would 

not allovir children of their flock to attend sucksehoob.— Anxious f* 
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fte eilncaiioii of the i>oar, and anxiouAto do awaja cdntritdietian 8» 
ftital to the declaration of not inteffering with mligious prejudicea, I 
went to the Society House, when I was told that Dr. Troy apjuroved 
of theregtilatioh. Having a school within the Arphdiocose of Cr. Tioy-^ 
I waited on him in order tO gethis authority to the piert of my parish^ 
but was surprised to hear from him, that he not only did not approve^ 
but that he coidd not permit the reading of the Bible withoai note or 
comment, by children in schopls. 

He gave the same answer to your Vlce^patron, the Duke of Leinster^ 
^ose good feeling and charity induced him to accompany me. to a 
meeting with you, when we in vain uiged you not to impede jthe^ 
education of the great body of the natk>n by interfering w^ their 
Teligious<prejudices. You assured us, that many Catholic Pcieste andr 
Pkelates approved of your plan, and particularly named Dlr. fiverard. 
We immediately inq^iured of that most respectaUe Prelate^ who posi- 
tively denied having given such approbation. 

These are the facts whidi, (after a lapse of nearly two years,) you^ 
by your Secretary, contradict^ but cannot dispnyve ; if you do, I 
iHall most gladly acknowledge my enor, and quadruple my sub- 
Mfption ; if you do not, I will give Irtde credit to your forbearance 
in nfli replying to my observations and comments on them. Yon 
lutve Doctors Troy and Everard in the same city with you, and the 
Duke of Leinster » not out of reach. I call on .you to prove your 
allm.tion'-'I cannot prove a n^ative. 

Gentiemen, it is impossible for me not to be a well-vtisher and a rt- 
specter of persons who deva^ a portion of their time to an ^ide** 
Tour to do good ; but it is my duty to prevent, as £ar as possible, tha 
misapplication of charitable funds, or of money raised by taxation. ' 
1 dare say that you deceive yoursMves, and that when the tmili 
was not in you, it was owing to an imposition practised on your idtn 
seal' for conversion. In some Schools, I am told that a chapter- ia 
the bible is read by the master, as a qualification, but that the book 
is kept from the scholars — ^a pious fraud, which, whilst it proves the 
anxiety of the people for instruction, proves also the folly of regu* 
lations at variance with the religious principles of four-fifths of tiit 
people whom you pretend to assist.

A Letter signed *' Cloncuny," and addressed to tbe Committee- . 
rf the Society for. Promoting the Education of the Poor of IrelsLnd,' 
having appeared in your paper of the 8th, and again in your Weekly- 
Paper of Uie 10th : — The Committee of that institiition, impelled by. 
the same motives which influenced th^m on a recent and similar oc- 
casion, have directed me to reply to his JLordship, so far as his lett^i; 
lelates to facts, within the knowledge of its Members. 

His Lordship appears now to abandon the several charges (^n-^ 
tained in his former pablication, unless indeed, he may be understood 
as repeating one of them in a different form, in a passage of his letter 
to which I shall presently advert. The Committee therefore, feel 
gratified in reflecting, that four at least of the five grave chaigetf 
preferred against the Society by his Lordship^ must have appeared 
eveh to bis mind satisfactonly disproved by the £acts stated in my 
letter of the 30th of January, 

But as his Lordship brings forward his new charge in such & 
manner as to lead those who had not seen his former letter, Xo sup- 
pose, that he now repeats the same accusations which it contained ; 
I thuik it right in the first place, to state their substance, and to refer 
to my letter for what I trust, will be found a satisfactory refutation 
of them. 

The chaiges to which J allude, are — " that more recent r^u- 
*^ lations of the Society are not to be reconciled with its original fro- 
*fes8ed object ;" — ** tiat Parliament would not have made grants to the 
'* Society, if apprized of what his Lordship calls, the more recent re* 
■'gulations of the Society ;" — " that there is no Roman Catholic Bible 
*' without Note or Comment in the country ;" — and that " consequently 
*-tlie Society, \fi effect, requires the Protestant version, a Book dis" 
** allowed by the priests, and disavowed by the Roman Cathofic 
" Church, to be read by Roman Catholics, as a sine qua non of their 
^* assistance;* ~and, "that the original, or Lancastenan plah, has not 
'* been adhered to." 

Such were the charges which his Lordship formerly preferred, but 
which I conceive must now be fairly considered as at rest. 

The only new charge directly urged against the Society in hijs 
Lordship's present letter, is, that the Committee assured his Lordship 
and the Duke of Leinster, that " many Catholic Priests and Prelates 
*' approved of the plan," and. that the Committee had " particularly 
*' named Dr. Kverard," who is stated by his Lordship " to bave posi- 
" tively denied having given such approbation."

make their communications with that respectable Prelate, in any 
measure a subject of discussion in a public newspaper, a liberty they 
never would voluntarily have taken with any inaividual without his 
permission.

Btand excused with that PreTale, and that the Uame Will not be im- 
puted to the Committee, if I shall appear in any degree to fail in that 
reserve which is due with respect to flie intercourse of gentlemen. 
. The Committee did, undouhtedly, state to Lord Cloncuny, that 
pr. Everard apprc^ed o'f the plan of^^the Society, and such statement 
was 'made oh the following grounds : — 

On'tlie 14th'Februaiy, 1818, Dr. Everard was so good as to attend 
a meetuig of the Committee, and there stated that he did so for the 
purjpc^e of expressing his approbation of the Society, adding, that he 
Had originally entertained i prejudice against it, which had been 
completely removed by a csirefni exainination into the principles, 
9nd 'conduct of the Institution, and at that time he remained for 
QQore ibah an hdur with the Committee, discussing the prineiplcs and 
plans of the Society. 

; The Comriiittee Vere fevoured with another interview -by Dr. 
fiveriard, when he left 'a isimirar impression of his sentinleiits oh th^ 
M.e;nberB of the Committee, then attending. 

'He spoke of objections elxisting in the minds of soihe of the Ror 
plan Catholic Clergy to the Society on account of their requiring tl|fe 
Scriptures to be read in their Schools — e'xpressed his sincere satis^ 

faction at finding that the Committee concurred with him in'thinking 
Hat the 'Scrlptui^es ought not to be used^as a commdn School hook,' 
fjTom which to teach the children the rudin)ents of reading and spelling, 
jind particularly at being ihfortned that the Society did^hot object to 
|he' conductors' of elwih School selecting such portions of the sacred 
^criptutes for the children to ycad, as they might respectively judge 
jmost ifit :— that fhey did not reqiiire the Scriptures to be read by th'6 
veiy'^younff children, but'.bhly by such as bad attained ft suitable 
j^rcmciency In reading. Under we impression thus left in the minds 
of (he Committee by these comhiunicatiohs with Dr. Everard, im- 
jjdediately after one of (hese interviews with th^t highly respectable 
Prelate,'c6pies6fdll the Reports and Publications of the Society wete 
^prdefed to 'be presented torhina in'theii'name, which were accordingly- 
transmitted; (iccompanied by an official letter, dated '14th Feb. 1818, 
"slating "the' pleasure which the Committee felt at being enabled, 
** through feo highly resptect^ble a chahnel, to exhibit genemlly the 
/'hiature of their Institution," also conveying "the 'assurance of the 
"very high* sense which the Committee entertained of his liberal and 
*' enlightened sentiments," and of the benefits which the Committee 
/'could not but anticipate from his co-operation," and expressing 
their full coYifidence that " his candour would never withhold any 
/' observation which he'miffht consider useful to the Committee, dr 
"^eneficial tb the cause of education." 

After these transactions It is surely not extraordinaiy that the Com- 
mittee should conceive themselves warranted in expressing verbally 
And confidentipJly to the-Duke of Leinster and Lord Cloncurry, that 
/?r, ISvetatd l\id approved of 'She "iten of the Bducatiou Society. 





It is alsoi veiy probable that the Committee may on the same occft- 
sion have stated tl^ ^ciany Q^ngi^ii CQ.i)of>}\c Priests approved of the 
plan, the fact being that many clergymen of Uiat persuasion had ex- 
pressed their approbation of theprinciples and conduct of the Society; 
but Dr. Everard was the only B-elate of the Rojcaau (l.i^thpliq j^rsua** 
sion whom the Committee, in their communication with Lord Clon» 
curry, and the Duke of Lm^h mexi^tioned §3 ^f^yiof ijijp|(roved of 
their plan. 

Lom OoBCuny, however, having repeated one of the charges con* 
tained in his former letter, in somewhat different terms, viz. 5**1 went 
^*tQ the l^oeieiy {louse, where I was told that Dr. T^oy apgroved oif the 
"regulation/' nc^mely, tl^at ** the £^ble should be re^ in every School 
"seeking assistance from the Society." It is ncces^aiy to observe, that 
|iis ^cdship has not stated, when, ox by whom he ^as so iniPormed. 
Time has been tak^n to paake the necessary inquines ; and I am m- 
structed to state, that the Members of the Cotumittee are convinced 
they pever stated to I^prd Cloncurry, or any other person, that Dr. 
Troy approved of th^ rej^ulation^ alluded to ; and they have not been 
jlblq to qiscpver th^t any of the officers of the Society inade such 
comniunipation to his !pord^hip. The Con^ittee, therefore, upon 
t^is point, must rest sat^ed with the above statement,* it being (aa 
his Lordshijp has observed in bis last letter) impossible for them " to 
'/prove a n^ative." V^fy possibly his Lordshipj misconception may 
]iave arisen from spme expression respecting t)r. Troy's approbation of 
(he Scripture Lessons, which was given in writing t^ the GommitW, 
aa stated in piy former letter. 

It is painful to the Cooimittee to enter into newspaper controversy, 
(^peci^ly pp the iipport 6f verbal communications; the Committee 
)if y^ pever commenced ^y such public correspondence ; and thejr 
have abstained even from reply, except w^bere they felt that thefi: 
silence would prove prejudicial to tl)e Institution confiaea to their -^are^; 
they have hitherto successfully repelled every specific charge which 
has been made against them. General allegations, and indefinite 
accusation they d^regard; and tHcy hope that this will be the last 
occ^iop o^ wijhih they will be obliged to reply to publications, the 
tendency of which is neither to benefit the Cause of Educdtion, not 
}f) piromc^te the conciliatoiy feelings of peace and ^ood wilL

3d January, 1820. 
Sir, 

I BEG leave to transmit my receipt for the 20/. so very li- 
berally granted by the Society ; but for tms sum I mucK fear the 
School in the Gaol must have been closed. This donatix)n has given 
fresh animation to the Committee, and it is hoped, wiir lead to new 
exertions. I feel much pleasure in saying, that the greatest atten- 
tion is paid by the Prisoners to the instruction afforded, and much 
improvement has taken place. It would appear almost impossible 
for any one to s.ee the School, to behold a class stand up to read, 
composed of persons of c^ereni ages, oftecF from ten years to three 
score and ten, and not feel an interest for an Institution conveying 
instruction to human beings hitherto totally neglected ; but facts speak 
to the contrary. 

The School has been visited by most of tihe Grand Jury ; a memo- 
rial was addressed to them, and also widely circulated, in hopes of 
obtaining considerable assistance. About 12/. was given by the 
Grand Jury. I tak^the liberty of sending a copy of this memorial'. 

I am instructed to convey the unanimo|is and grateful thanks of 
the Committee for the handsome and \isefrd donation, without 
which the School could not be continued. It is intended shortly 
to make another appeal to the public

HAVING been appointed to iStie office of Sheriff for this 
County last year, I turned my thoughts very much towards the 
amelioration of the state of the prisoners in the Gaol : no steps bad 
bitherto been taken to digest and enforce a system of Prison disci- 
-pline, orta introduce mental improvement. To soften new rules of 
strict discipline, I afforded to the prisoners the means of assisting 
their families by their labours. Flnding.that the prisoners were very 
thankful for being supplied with inater^als for work, I suggested to 
them that some heavy hours might be lightened by learning to read 
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fiQ4 write; they listened with great pleasure to this suggestion. One 
of the prisoners undertook the office of School-master. I supplied 
Lessons, Books and Slates In two months from the commencement 
of the, experiment in December last, four grown persons, (that from 
all the inquiries I could make, were illiterate,) read to me reasonably 
well, understood what they read, and were very grateful for this at- 
tention. To remunerate the unfortunate School-master for his trouble, 
would be a mite from me, and which is of no consequence ; but T 
feel anxious that the Committee for managing the Education of the 
Poor of Ireland, if the case is worthy their attention, should, by 
Premiums and Countenance, give duration to an humble beginning.

IN the Parish of B , County of W , a School- 
house will be immediately built, on land purchased for the purpose 
of its establishment ; and 1, the incumbent of the Parish, have nomi- 
nated a young man, 22 years pf age, perfectly competent to teach, 
and possessing the qualifications required in paragraph to the Apj- 
pendix 6, to the 8th Report of your Society ; having a competeiyt 
knowledge of the rudiments of spelling, reading, >y]dting, and 
arithmetic; in temper patient, in disposition, mild but firm, of dili- 
gent habits, of unblemished moral character ; and fiilly convinced 
of the importance of inculcating on the young mind, a love pf de- 
cency and cleanliness, of industry, honesty, and love of truth. 

It would be ungenerous, and in truth inequitable, to claim any> 
pecuniary aid from your Society, for the support of my School, as 
the teacher must necessarily be a Protestant, and the School paro- 
chial, for the avowed instruction of Protestant children in the prin- 
ciples of the Established religion ; although young persons professing 
the Roman Catholic religion, will be cheerfully and freely instructed 
m reading, writing, &c. without any vie^ of Proselytism ; and pupils 
of the latter persuasion, will probably fcwrm four fifthsof the scholars, 

as the parish of B has few Protestants of the lower orders. 

But though I do not expect any pecuniary assistance from your truly 
philanthropic, and liberal principled Society, I must beg leave to re- 
quest that you will admit for instruction in the admirable system of 
school education adopted by your Society, the young man I have 
selected to instruct the younger part of my parishioneia^, School

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lio tables whatever ; the inhabitants are very poor and very desirous 
of having their children educated. Should I be so fortunate as to 
receive any aid from the Society to which you belong, I pledge my- 
self for disposing of the money in such way, as to me shall appear 
best calculated to meet the wishes of the Society ; but we are par- 
ticularly in want of Spelling and Reading Lessons, Slates, Pencils, 
ctfid Books. T dare say I shall have in the School in a few weeks, as 
many as the house can contain. The ScLoDl-master derives no 
emolument except £10 a year, which be gets for being Clerk of the 
Church of which I am Curate. 

Though he is not fully . acquainted with the mode of Education 
carried on in the Model School, yet I hope I understand it sufficiently 
to apply the utility of the instruction for the public good, by teaching 
the School-master myself* I never go- to Dublin but 1 visit the 
Model School, to enable me to establish all the useful practices of it 
in the two Schools .1 have now under my care.

So that unless wecan procure the difference,, we shall not be enabled 
to roof more than half the Buildmg,. which will not be adequate 
to contain the number of children who at present attend, and will 
debar any ftituie encrease ; neither have we sufficient fdnds tot 
Tables, Books, Slates, &c. therefore any assistance the Society could 
^ord us, would most thankfully be received, and to a certainty ' 
turned to good account. 

The number of Children on the Books last week, amoiuted to' 
277^ Catholics, and 68 Protestants ;. few of whom, from the poverty 
of their parents, could have received &ny advantages of Education. 
The most beneficial effects are already apparent, as, instead of idling, 
(and I believe I might add) pilfering in tibe streets, they are now in 
a.%tate of perfect subordination, much- improved in cleanliness, and 
l)^ve made reasonable advances in learning. If the first expencee 
cf tbe Establishment were got . over, I have no doubt but that we 
sfipuld be enabled to support it by annual subscriptions ; as it must be 
supposed that the people of the town will give it assistance when they 
can appreciate its advantages. The Priest is one of the present vi- 
siters, and allows the Testament to be read.. 
^ Should any ftirther information upon any |)oint the Society may 
4e0m necessity be required, it shall be afforded in tbe fullest manner ^ 
i^d any pecuniaiy, or oiher assistance they may feel disposed' to

nom recollection ; but in future we will keep a more exact account* 
In consequence of the Gaol deliveries at Assizes and Sessions, asvireU 
as the frequent dismissal of Illicit Distillers by order of ihe Go« 
vemment, our Gaol is sometimes full, even to overflowing, andsome^ 
times -neariy empty : but w& found it of sin^lor use to keep up the 
schools, one in the Crown Hall, and the other among the DebtOTS. 
i have no frmd for providing Books, or Paper for the Schools ;■ and 
of tile latter we have been so much in want, . that for more than ietk 
months, the Writing and Arithmetic have been suspended, . . i 
In the mean time, I hope it will not be thought unreasonable in me 
to solicit a small supply of Stationary from the Society.

REPORT, &b. 

THE Ninth Annual Meeting of the '' Societjr for pro* 
moting the Education of the Pool" of Irelandf^' was held 
on the SSd Februarj, 1821, at the Model School of the 
Societji Kildare-place, Dublin^ 

At one o'clock, the Right Hon< Geoi^ Knox, a Vice* 
President of the Society, took the Chairs 

Joseph Devonsher Jackson, Esq.' Secretarjr to ike S<y- 
ciety, then fose for the purpose of reading the Ansual Re* 
port. Before be read it, he begged leave to inform the 
Chairman and the Meeting, that the Report and Accouoti 
submitted to the Society, refi^r delusively to the period 
between the 5th January, 1820, and the 5th Januarr« 
182L 

The Report commenced With stating/ th'Ht tiie Coilimittee 
felt it unnecessary to set forth particolftrly, the great noA 
leading principles upon which the Associatioii hi^d beeo 
formed ; because those principles bad been so often, and so 
fully stated and discusAfed in former Annual Reports, that 
they must be very generally known to all Persons who take 
an interest in the Education ^d moral improtcQieut of die 
poorer classes in this country. — That the Committeef th6fe« 
fore, thought it sufficient to state, that they had unceasingly 
kept those principles in view throughout all their proceed- 
ings, and had conscientiously^ and without any deviation,, 
acted up to them in every instance ; and that by a compark - 
son of what had been ^Eected during the last year with what 
had been previously doq^, they trusted that a^ convilstion of 
the soundness and liberality of the principles of the Socie^^ 
and of the ^eat advantages resulting to the Community 
from its exertions, would be enforced in the strongest and 
most persuasive manner^ 

The Report then proceeded to state, that the Schools 
assisted by the Society in the year ending; the 5th January, 
1820^ were only 191, whilst the number of Schools assisted 
from the fifth of January, 1830, to the fifth of January, 
1821, had been 245; of which 125 were new Schools— that ^ 
10 of these Schools were held in Gaols, in the vejy seat and. 
empire of ignorance^ depravity, and vice — that in addition 
to thisi number of 245 Schools, there had been also applica- 
tions^ for assistance from other Schools, 70 of which the 
Committee bad been under the painful necessity of t^Cu&^fj^ 
altogether— ti«t of these 70 Schools, \ft otA7\»A\*^^

fused assistance on tbe ground of their not being conducted 
upon the principles of the Society : — that of the remainder, 
the applications of 9 Kad been rejected on account of their 
receiving assistance from other Societies, their demands be* 
ing on that account considered as less pressing ; and the 
funds of the Society being at the same time found insufficient 
to meet the number of unobjectionable claims which were 
made tipon them :-^that one was refused as being situated in 
a part of Dublin so near the Model School, as to render a 
school in Aich a situation unnecessary ; two, on account of 
the incompetent or disreputable character of the mastenr 
conducting tbem: and, finally, that 40 applications had 
been refused, to the great pain of the Committ^^ and dis-^ 
appointment of the applicants, by reason of the deficiency 
01 the Society's ftmds. 

The Report then stated^ that the sum of £1852. 148. 6d. 
&ad been expended in the assistance afforded to the 845 
schools above-mefiCioned ; — and that the number of children 
iaught in tiiose scho^ amounted to 16,574. That the aum- 
he^' of schools assisted by this Society since its commence* 
ment ib De<^mber 181 1, to the 5th January 1821y amounted 
to 381 ; whilst thie* number of children, whicb up to that 
tifM were indebted to the Society for an encrease of valu- 
able infotnUtbtron, and for their introduction to that know- 
tedge Wl^ioh is alone trvAj valuable, amomited to 26,474^ 
That from the reports made Kv the Inspectors, who during 
the last stftaamer had viisited 8w schoohr, it appeared that a 
very marked' knprotement with respect to the state and con- 
dition of the school-houses; the conduct aiad management of 
t&e schools themselves,, the appeartotfie and habits of the 
children as to cleanliness and ord», and the description and 
qualifications of the masters, was, with few exceptions, ma- 
sifest in those Schools which were conducted by the masters 
who had been trained in the Society's Seminary.; and that a 
eonsiderable improvement was likewise to be observed in 
the state of the schools whieb were in communication with 
tjhe Society, by reason of the assistance which it had afford- 
ed "them. — Tha* the Committee had selectfed 7» teachers, 
who, from the reports of the Inspectors, appeared most de- 
servmg of encouragement, and to whom they had granted a 
sum of £445. Is. 2d. in gratuities, varying in amount, ac- 
cording to the relative merits of the individuals respectively. 

The Report then proceeded to state,, that 86 masters, sent 

up from the country, had been admitted into the Training 

School since the period of the last annual report ; whilst tbe 

number admitted in the year ending the 5tb January, 1820, 

WU8 oidf S2 >— tha4f of tho«e 86 Taa«l«te, 14 Vi^\t^ intended 
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for schools acting altogether upon the principles of the So- 
ciety, were not only taught gratuitously, but likewise main- 
tained whilst attending the Training School, and thefr ex- 
penses in coming to, and returning from DubKh, defrayed by 
the Society : — ^that of the remaining IS-masters, 4, though in- 
tended for schools not conducted upon the principles of the So-' 
ciety, had been notv^Khstanding, (in conformity with its regular 
tions,) trained in the School free of expaise, though obliged 
to support themselves in the mean time; that 7 -had failed to 
obtain the benefit of a free maintenance, because they had 
not procured appointments to any particular schools, and 
therefore were unable to give any assurance with respect to 
the principles on which their schools were to be Conaucted } 
and that one, whose circumstances in Hfe were more ampley 
did not require it. 

It was further stated, that the total liuthber of masters ad- 
mitted since January, 1814, was 279 ; — and it was then ob-* 
served in the Report, that it must be unnecessary to attempt 
by any reasoning to prov^* the value of distributmg through- 
out the village schools of the countiTy a body of men as 
masters, improved in knowledge, in mformation in the besf 
sydtetn of education, and in an encreased respect for the 
value and importance of their own station in life ; a feeling 
which could not fail to invite to the ofBce of teachers, ait 
i^mproved order and condition of men. It was further stated^ 
that the total expense for the training of masters for the past 
year^ amounted to £426. 2s. 8d. 

The Report then i^tated, that there arer in the depository 
of the Society, thirty-five varieties of cheap books for saley 
of which number eight had be6n furnished during the course 
of the past year ; and that to the smaller or two-sheet books, 
of which there were six varieties at the conclusion of the 
last year, one new one had been added : — that there had also 
been reprints of twenty-one of the former works, together 
with a second edition of one of those furnished in the past 
year : — that these editions consisted of 10,000 each — so that 
the Committee had during the last year printed and published 
220,000 copies of cheap books for the use of the country : — 
that there had been actually sold during the year which is 
just concluded, 153,895 copies of cheap books, whiclv made 
the total number of copies sold by the Society, and distri* 
buted throughout the country since the commencement of 
the sale, in the month of November 1817, up to the 5th of 
January last, to amount to the very large number of 371,304 
copies. This statement was followed by some reflections 
upon the great value and importance of this bt^weVk oi ^« 
Institutioi?, the origins^l object and purpose ot vi\i\c\x ^^& \» 
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wrest out of the bands of the peasantry the works of obsce- 
nity, of lawless adventure, of vice, and of profligacy, with 
which their minds and their tastes had been heretofore pol-^ 
luted and depraved. It appeared from the Report, that the 
expenditure in this department during the past year, had 
amounted to £3976< 7s. Od. 

The Report then called the attention of the Meetmg to the 
Model School, and stated that the numbers on the g^ieral 
attendance roll at the close of the year^ were 637 boys, and 
430 girls : that 2183 boj;s, and 1795 girls had been admitted 
into the school prior to its removal to the present buildings 
and since that period up to the 5th January last, 1895 boys, 
and 1233 girls had been admitted, making the total number 
of children who had received instruction in the school from 
the commencement, to amount to 7046. 

The Report then stated, that the subscriptions and dona- 
tions received during the past year, had somewhat exceeded 
in amount those of the year preceding ; and concluded by 
observing, that the Society in labouring to effect its object, 
bad on ti^e one band guarded with the most scrupulous care 
and anxiety against all interference with the peculiar religious 
opinions of any descriptioji of Christians, and on the other^ 
Vrith equal foresight, avoided that most alarming and dange- 
tous error, the encreasing through the means of knowledge 
the power of the poorer orders, without at the same time, 
providing against the abuse of such encreased power, by dif- 
fusing among them, through the medium of the Scriptures, 
moral and religious principles, inclinations, and habits : but 
that whatever be the success which human means might pro-* 
mise, the Society should never forget, that it was to an All- 
Wise and AU-Bountifiil Providence that they should look in 
humble hope for the completion of the great objects, to 
attain which, they had so patiently and so unremittingly la- 
boured. 



Th£ Report having been read^ and the accounts of the 
the year, vouched by the Auditor^ of the Society, having 
been presented. 



Mr. Jackson moved, " that the Report now read be re- 
ceived and adopted, and that it be printed under the di- 
rection of the Committee for the . ensuing year, together 
with such Appendix and Statement of Accounts ai^ they 
** shall deem necessary." 
This motion having been seconded by Edward Scott, 
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LUKE PLUNKET, Esq. 
Of Portmarnocky then rose, and having addressed the 
Chairman, begged permission k> ask a question from the 
Secretary, as his answer thereto should regulate him 
in the course of the observations which ^ he would take 
the liberty of laying before the Meeting. The question 
was, what was the proportion of Protestants and Romati 
Catholics trained as School-masters by the Society, for the 
different Schpols throughout the Country ? 

J. D. JACKSON, Esq. 
Iipmediately replied, that it gave him great pleasure to 
be able to answer the learned Gentlem^'s ^iquiry. One 
of the fundamental laws of the Society prohibited the 
making of any distinction on account of religious pro- > 
fession, either amongst Teachers or Scholars, in igiy 
School connected with the Institution ; it is not even per- 
mitted that enquiries should be made of the Children ' fire? 
quenting the Schools of what religious persuasion they 4re, 
and wi£ respect to the Model Schools of the iSociety, iik 
which so many hi;ndred children are daily receiving instruc- 
tion, he believed he might safely state that neither the Master 
nor any member of the Committee could tell whether any 
particular child was Roman Catholic or Protestant. How-» 
ever, the Masters who had been instructed in the Training 
School of the Society, for the various Schools throughout 
the Country, had themselves stated to the Superintendent of 
that department, of what persuasion they respectively were, 
it being expected of them that they shall regularly attend 
' their respective places of worship on Sundays, during their 
stay in the Institution receiving instruction. The names 
and bther particulars concerning these Masters are annually 
published with the Reports of the Society, and on rieference 
to these annual lists, the respectable Gentleman who had put 
the question would obtain the most accurate information on 
the subject. Mr. Jackson, however^ was enabled from his 
recollection to state generally that tttere was no great dispa- 
rity of numbers between the Protestant and Roman Ctttholie 
Masters who had been instructed in the Training School. — 
In some years the number of \ one persuasion exceeded those 
of the otner, and in other years the balance was the other 
way, but on the whole the Protestants would be found 
some\Y^hat to exceed the Roman Catholics. 

LUKE PLUNKET, Esq. 
. Rose and said, he returned his smcete CIciaT^'s^ ^ot ^'Si 
WormatioD so promptly aud poWieAy aSot^e^ ^v\m— S^^ 
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^was informatiop which he had anticipated, and should 
make it the ground-work of a fe\^ observations which he 
would submit to the Society, and he trusted that, under 
piyine Providence, he should be the humble instrument of 
a further extension of the Society, and a wider diffusion of 
the benefits heretofore received from it. His views and mo- 
tives were, that as some members of the Society had lately 
seceded from it, and formed a new Education Society of 
their own, to shew how they could be re-united ; the cause 
of the disunion was the declaration of the Roman Catholic 
Prelates that they could not allow the New Testament, 
whether as a School-book or otherwise, to be put into the 
hands of their flock, v>itJiout note or comment. The Ca- 
tholic Prelacy are ^11 agreed, not to admit into Schools, any 
version of the Holy Scriptures without notes and comments. 
His few ol^rvations, therefore, should be with the object ' 
of re-union alone,, and be trusted he would be successful in 
attaining it. 

The whole difference between the Roman Catholic Clergy 
fuid the Society consists in this — our Clergy say that you 
may have the'New Testament, for the Protestant children, in 
^hat way you please, but not for the children of their flock ; 
and tjie rule of the Society requires, that the Scriptures shall 
Ibe read in all Schools receiving aid from its funds, by all 
^e children, without religious distinction. It was for the se- 
rious consideration of the Society, whether they should not 
resciqd a resolution, which ^Toula never be agreed to by the 
Roman Catholic Hiertirchy, and thereby promote re-union ; 
but if that CQuld not be done, he would take the liberty of 
jntrpdt|cing pother plan for that purpose. He had pro- 
posed a resolution at ^he late meeting of the other Society, 
peld at the Kotunda, which he withdrew, as there was not 
that attention paid him there, which he experienced on the 
present occasion, and for which he thanked this Meetings 
There was part of the Report which he had just heard read, 
U^at although the children of the population of Ireland 
Y^ete mostly Catholic, yet it appeared that the Society paid 
fheir particular attention to the northern Counties, which are 
mostly Protestant. (Cries of No, No, from the Gentlemen 
surrounding the Chair.) — Mr. Plunketcontinued-r-1 maybein 
error, hut I thought I heard Sligo, Donegal, and Tyrone 
mentioned. Mr* Chaiiman, it reflects the highest honour on 
the rich Dissenters, f^^d Protestants of the Established 
Church, that they come forward in so Christian-like a man- 
ner, to educate the Roman Catholics. It also reflects 
^i1(?a^c•redii upon the Society that they have gone so far to 
pieet the Koman Catholics, by ho\4\n^ tt\^l VYi^vx t\vles^ as 



to the use of the Scripture3, were compiled with if the New 
Testament were^ used in the Schools. It ^tB a farther prob/ 
of their liberali^ that they permittea" the une of the 
tlhfifmisb veision 6f ike Nelnr Testament, but |ief would ppt 
it i^riously to this Meetings as they had thus yielded so mucb^ 
why not go further aiid agree fully with the diseij^e of 
that Church, to which the many, on whom thOT wished to. 
bestow the blessing of education, belonged* However, if 
this could hot be compli^ with,* and if it were a 9ine qua 
Tion that th6 New Testamtot, at least, sthould be read with- 
out note cft comment — he would most earnestly request of 
them to attend to the proposition he was about to lay beforief 
them, and which be trusted would unite allv 

His proposition Was this, that in evm' 96hool therief 
should be two Masters, the one a Protestant and the, other a 
Catholic, or else that there should be a Protestant Masfer, and a 
Roman Catholic Usher, who on one day in the week^ should 
take the children of their respeetivflr p/ofessionsy into distinct 
rooms, and there instruct them in their religious doctrmes 
and duties, and that every other day in the week should be' 
devoted to general information andf learning. Thus would 
light be made t6 dawn on this benighted Country, the 
Protestant and Catholic children by being brought thuseafly 
together^ would unite in bonds of friendship and social happi^ 
ness^ If this system should beacted upon by the Society, we ' 
should see the wonderful effect it would produce upon the 
manners and morals of the rising generaticta^ and nothing 
less than a revolution would be produced on the habits and 
mannen^of the People. Montesquieu has said, that '^ Na-* 
tions have ever been tenacicrus of their customs', and that 
the only mode of effecting a change in theid is to engage thfif 
People themselves to change tfaem«" 

If this plan be not adopted, (continued Mr^ Plunket,) it 
cannot be denied, that the Catholic Masters must either act 
against the Priesthood, err leave the service of the Society 9 
besides, from the secession of those who met at the Ro^ 
tunda, your means will be so reduced, that they will be 
greatly dispro^ortioned to your objects and your wishes. — 
On tbfe other hand, if you adopt this plan, you will receive 
from the Roman Catholic Clergy^ and their flocks, the most 
grateful thanks for your consideration 5— your praise will be 
great, it will be such praise as the Gospel points to—** Out 
of the mouths of babes and sucklings/" — Remember the ex-' 
hortation of St. Paul respecting brotherly love,— I call upon 
you, in the spirit of his words, to unite and heal the division 
amongst the friends of Education* 

B 
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Mr. JACKSON 
Then rose and said, that as Secretary io the Institution^ he 
felt himself called upon» as briefly as possible to reply to the 
observations made by the respectable individual who had 
just sat down, who he was convinced was actuated by the 
best motives in coming forward on the present occasion. — 
He musty however, pr^nise that the learned Gentleman not 
being a member of the Society, had been heard by courtesy 
whilst stating his views and opinions to the Meeting, but 
that it would be inconsistent with order, and with the con- 
stitution and regulations of the Society, if any motion 
vhould be put from the Chair, which was not made and se- 
conded by persons being M^embers. He was . sure the 
learned Gentleman himself would at once see the propriety 
of this, and would not press his motion for the adoption oi 
the Meeting.' Having said so much to the mere point of 
order, Mr. Jackson said, he would proceed to discuss the 
various topics, introduced by the learned Gentleman^ in the 
same spirit of candour which distinguished that Gentleman's 
address, and he entertained a sanguine hope,, that he should 
be enabled to satisfy that respectable individual himself, that 
if he were at liberty, to submit his plan for the adoption of 
the Meetings it would not be competent to the Society to 
^entertain it^ and even if that objection (which in itself was 
insurmountable,) could be removed, yet he hoped lEurther to 
convince him, that it would not be wise or expedient to adopt 
his suggestions. In the observations^ which I shall feel it 
my duty to make, said Mr. Jackson, I trust I shall not be 
imderstood,, as expressing or entertaining any hostility, to- 
wards any other Institution, professing to have in view the 
education of the poor. This Society does not feel jealous 
of the success, which may attend the exertions of any other 
Society, on the contrary, we rejoice to witness^ the various 
efforts which are now making, to diffuse the blessings of in- 
struction, widely, through the Country, and however we may 
•differ from any other Institution, as to the means, by which 
our common object would be best attained, yet we cordially 
wish success, to every Society, established for promoting the 
-education of our Countrymen. — This Society, however, 
cannot depart from its fundamental rule, that the Scrip- 
tures, without note or comment, shall be read in all Schools 
assisted gratuitously from its funds. This rule was adopted 
by the founders of the Society, after mature deliberation, 
not hastily, or unadvisdely. They were aware of the great 
.difficulty and importance of establishing a system of Na*- 
tional Educationy in a coqntry, circumstanced like Ireland. 
Tbejr felt, en the one hand, the ueco^sit^ ot divestiiig the plan 
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of everjr thing, tending to produce or perpetuate religious 
distinctions, or which could x>ffend the prejudices^ or inter- 
fere with the religious opinions, of anj denomination of 
Christians.-^ On the other hand, .they fek convinced that a 
system of National Education, entirely divested of religious 
instr»^tion^ would be essentially defective^ and perhaps 
in«re objectionable^ than the want of educltation ilself. — . 
Under these impressions they sought for common ground, on 
wbidi^ ,all classes of professing .Christians, might unite and 
oo-operate. They conceived they bad found that commoa 
greund^ in tte sactei Scriptures, without note or comment, 
written or oral. On that foundation, therefore, on which 
airSects and denominations of Ciuristians^ profess to build, 
was their Institution founded, as upon a rock, and whilst it 
was deternvined io give^dvice^ and jafford every other assis- 
tance in our power^ to other Establishments^ f^r ihe Educa- 
tion of the Poor, upon whatever principle ^hey/ -might be 
conducted, it was declared iobe b. fundamental l<$tw, that 
the fiinds of the Society should.be exclusively devoted, to 
the encouragement and support of th^se Sch&ols, wherein 
the Scriptures, without note .or comment, should be i|sed^ 
and from which, all Catechisms, Books of Religious .Couf 
troversy, and in short, every thing calculated to excite reli-. 
gious differences, or sectarian distinctions, should be strictly 
excluded. Upon the faith of this regulation, have the Dona-x 
tions and Subscriptions of the Members gf the Society bceii 
given, and deceased benefactors hav^ Jeft Jiequests, believ<* 
ing that they would be a,pplied accordingly. 

When we first applied to Parliament ior aid^ finding lOur 
private resources inadequate, to the iuec^siug demands ^pn 
our. funds, we fully stated the .principle!^ upon which Qur 
Institution was founded, and distinctly pledged\ ourselves to 
act faithfully upon them, ai;id we have repeated this pledge 
to Paoliament, and to the Public, froon year to year^ an^d 
.session after session. I subnyt, therefore^ Mr. Cbairmanj 
that it is not competent to this meeting of the Society, or 
to any other ineeting of its Members, 49 depart from this 
essential principle of the institutioa. A resolution t0 rescind 
this law, would be in itself, a dissolutio;[i pf the Society. — ' 
The Society may indeed dissolve itself, tut whilst it shall 
continue to exist, being a Trustee in respect of the funds 
committed to its disposal, it cannot apply them for other 
purposes than those, for which they have been^ranted. — But • 
:?>ir, I shall now proceed to consider, whe|the*r \i be necessary, 
or would be expedient, (if we were at liberty,), to depart 
frona our fundamental principle. The first. otij^xxav^viX. w^^^-j 
ioJjoSuce lis to do so, is grounded on the a^t^u^w^Mvp^'* \XvaX>m;x-

less we comply, we must fail in attaining our object, tmd 
that the Institution most be nearly, if not wholly, inopera-* 
tive. "^To this argument, the best aQ^wer we c^ give, is to 
X^ter to matter pf fact, io the rapid progress of the Institu^ 
tion. and particularly to its great extension in ev^ery departs 
ment^ during the past year. I refer to the f^ts and dqcur 
ynents laid b&fore the Meeting, in the ]S,eport of the Com? 
mittee, — no fewer th^n 245 School^ have been assisted, from 
the funds of the ^odiety^ from the 5th of January, 1820,-to the 
j5thof January,' 18!^ I, all Qf which declared their readiness to 
jDomformio its principles and regulations, ))esides which, th^re 
Weireapplipationsfrom ^63other Schobls, of which 70 were re- 
fused assistance, and of those 70, only 18 were refosed, on the 
ground of their not being conducted, on the principles of the So- 
ciety, and I believe, that a greater proportion of the 1 8, have der 
iriatedjfroip our principles, by requiring that the Master should 
beaProtestfiDty or that Pitechiitips should be taught in school? 
hours, than by declining to use the sacred Scriptures without 
pote or copciment. I^ook again to ^mother important branch 
pf ibfi Institution^ the traiiiipg of School-miEtsters — 86 Mas- 
ters- from every part of t&^ Country, were receiy^d into thjs 
Training School during th^ year, mough circumstances re? 
((iuiire4 th^^ i^ should be plosed against admission, for nearly 
six months of that period, and pf the 86 Masters, only 4 
iwere intended for Schools, not conducted upon the principles 
pf th.e Socij^tVf Tbose 4 repeiyed the benefit of gratuitous 
instruction, thppgn the Committee could not diminish the 
ifunds pf the Institutipn^ in order to sif pport them whilst in 
Publuii qx to ^efnty their tri^yelling ex'pences. < These facts 
appear decisive of this argument; and here let roe observe 
that th|^ Schools /^sted with grant^. and for which Masters 
^ave b^n traii^ed, are pot cqpfinea to the Counties maa^ 
tioned by the learned Gentleman, or to way particular part 
of Irelaiid. I'he papers annexed to the Report shew that 
ithe Schools so a£$]9ted fite situ^te4 in evej^y part pf the 
pountry,' " * ■■' 

But it is then objected, tb^f at all evj^nts, the Roman Ca? 
tholic Clergy cannot countenance the reading pf the Scrip- 
jtiires^ ^'ithotft no^e or comment, noteypn the Rhemjsh ver- 
sion, ihfi heaqi; of the l^ojnan Catholic Church,* having de- 
termined, that they sh^ll not be used in Schools, anfl that 
thus,' yv'(! place the Roman Catholic Mastery, in t^epredjc^- 
j4ent, of aisob^jin^ their Priests^ or of leaving the seryice 
pf thte Sbcjetyf I believe the learni^ Gentjeman will find, 
that bere agam, experience affords the best answer to4he ob- 
j^action, JJuring the past year, many of the applications for 
^jdj ft^ver been made by the Ptote^tial a3QdiNli.^\aa5i C^Mw^liiCi 
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-Clergy, for Schools under their joint superint^dence, and I 
^ave the pleasure to inform him^ thai of the Schools assisted, 
11, have been upon the application of Roman Catholic 
Priests, for Schools under th^eir exclusive direction ; jn all 
of which, the applicants stated to the (Committee, that ihe^ 
Scriptures, without note or comment,' should be read by the 
Scholars, anji th,at all sectarian distinctions should be ex^ 
xJuded. I very much doubt, if the Schools assisted within 
the sai^e period, upon the exclpsive applicatioi^^ of Clergy.- 
men of the Established Church, ex;peeded that number. I 
feel quite convinced, that the objections to the use of the 
Scriptures^ in the planner required by the Society, on the 
part of the ^omaj^ Catholic Clergy, are not by aivjr means 
30 strong^ or so general^ t^ is represented. I jbelieve that 
ro;einy of the Clergy ar^ desirous^ tiiat their people should 
read the sa/;red Scriptures ; — and give me leave to ask, is it 
surprising that, i^ the 19th century tbe^Clergy pi a Christiajji 
jChuroh, should permit persons of th^ir persuasion to peruse 
the common charter of phristianify f But, Sir, our regu- 
lations, with regard to the mode of us^ig tiie Sctiptures iqi 
Schools, h^ve be;^ mu^ misrepresented. I do not wish to. 
use a hjBirsh expression, but my iigeaning is, that our rules on 
the subjeist have )been, at least, misunderstood. It has been 
3aid, that we are wrong in making them a common School- 
book, — th^ we jthereby expose them to be treated irrev^r 
rentiy . Again, it has bsnen urged, that there ^re parts of the 
iSacred Volume, abstruse and difBcult, and tiiat it is not 
right oji the part of the Society^ to require young children 
jto peruse the^. And it has been further objected to us that 
in requiring the Scriptures, without pote or comment, to be 
ufljed, we, in ^j^t, require the authorised version to be read^ 
which is a j^ook disallowed by the Priests, and disavowed 
by tibe Roman Catholic Church, there being none other 
without notp pr comjnent. Jt is the more necessary to corr 
jrect these misconceptions, because I am convinced, that the 
.objectioDiS, which have been made, to the rule of the Society, 
have been, in many distances, founded on a supposition that 
these statements were correct. The fact, however, is, that; 
(SO far from requirii^, that the Scriptures should be made a 
pommon School-boox^ or that the Children should he taught 
tospell^ or r/Bad, from them, the Society highly disapproves 
pf such a practice, and strongly recommends to all persons 
/engaged in th^ superintendence of Schools, that the Scrip- 
tures should be read, otily by such of the Children as have 
attained such a proficiency in reading, as to enable tWe^xsv \a 
jiinderstand what they read, that they sUouYA. \i^ t^^ Vv^ 
)^Bfpjpipg reyer&^ce^ f^d that the CtftdieagL %o\x\dL \>^ ^^?2a^^. 
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led to consider the permission to read tiiem, as a reward of 
good conduct and diligence, and as (in truth it is,) a high 
privilege, than as the performance of a mere task. — With 
regaT'd to the parts of the Scriptures which shall be read, 
the Society- does not prescribe any particular portions, — nei- 
&er does it require, that they shall be read from beginning to 
end by ail the children. — They leave the selection, to the 
judgment of those who* have toe management of each par- 
ticular School, considering that they must be better able to 
select in every instance those parts which are suited to the 
capacities of the Scholars. Thus understood, f cannot 
Ai^k that the rule of the Society can be reasonably ofejec^ed 
to by any denomination of Christians, and I am happy to 
cirtate that tiiis explanation of them removed the objection 
firom the mind of a highly respectable Roman Catholic 
Preiatft, wlio did our Committee the honour to confer with 
them, ' inore than once, on the objects and principles of the 
Society. As to the remaining objection, 1 shall only say, 
that it is altogether without foundation. The Society does 
aot prescribe any particular version of the sacred Scrip- 
tures— it requires that the version «sed shall fee without note 
or comnien^ and many Schools have ueceived aid from the 
Society, in which the Rhemiah Testament, without note or 
comment, approved of by Dr. Troy, is the version -used. — 
It must be obvious, tiiat if the comments of any one Sect 
were admitted, those of every other should be equally ad- 
missible, and the consequence would be that instead of 
bringing the youth of the Country together like the children 
of <one great family, and shewing them hi how many things 
they agree, our Schools would become scenes of religious 
discussion, and would only tend to perpetuate those' jear 
lousies which have too long been the bane of our Country, 
and which it was one of the great objects of the founders of 
this Institution to allay and extinguish. 

Afifd^this brings me to consider the proposition which has 
been brought forward by the learned Gentleman, with the 
benevolent view of reconciling all parties, and putting an 
end to religious discord, namely, that there should be in 
each School a Protestant and a Romian Catholic Master, or 
a Protestant Master and a Roman Catholic Usher, who 
should, on one day in each week, separate the children of 
their respective flocks, and take them into distinct apart- 
ments, for the purpose of religious instruction.^ I feel con- 
fident, that on more mature qpnsideration, that respectable 
Gentleman will himself see that the necessary consequence of 
the Adoption of such a plan would he, the very reverse of 
^h&4 be desires to a?ccoinpUs\x, T\v^ tM\^^ qI ^Xv^ 'SiCi^vQi^ 
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require, that there shall be no distinetion on account of vdir 
gioD, in the Schools, that all denominations of Christians 
shall be equally eligible as Managers^ Teachers, and Scho- 
lars, that there shall be nothing in any part of the arrange- 
ment, calculated to remind the Chilaren of religious di§i> 
rences. 

It is not because the founders of this Institution underva- 
lued religious instruction, that they determined to exclude 
from Schools, all Catechisms, Commentaries, and Books of 
whatever kind, tending to inculcate the peculiar doctrines and 
opinions of any Sect or denomination of Christians — ^no, 
they consider it the bounden duty of the Parents and Pas* 
tors of the Children, to attend diligently to their religious 
-instruction, and as such, they recommena its faithful perfor- 
mance. They trust it will be found | that Schools con- , 
ducted on the principles of the Society, lay an excellent 
foundation for such religious instruction ; and if Sundays, 
and the interval of school hours, on other days, shall not be 
deemed to afford sufficient time or opportunity for the pur- 
pose, they recommend that the School shall be closed for 
some one day in the week. Their object was to shut out 
religious controversy, and every attempt at proselytism. — 
The proposal of the learned Gentleman is (diametrically op- 
posed to all this. I beg of him to consider what must be 
the effect of it. .The Children are to be reminded every 
week^of their differences, lest they should ever lose sight of 
them — an invidious separation is to take place — Protestants 
on the right hand. Catholics on the left. Let us for a mo- 
ment recal the recollection of our school-boy days — could 
any thing be more directly calculated to call forth mutual 
animosity than siich distinctions amongst us. ^ Every little 
fancied superiority is seized upon by the school-boy, and if 
his claims be questioned, a quarrel is the immediate conse- 
quence. The little Protestant and the little Catholic would 
each, probably, value himself upon the comparative excel- 
lence of his creed — each would decry the pretensions of the 
other — the feud would become general, and I have no doubt 
but after the appointed hour of religious instruction, the 
learned Gentleman would see the two little hostile armies 
issuing from their separate quarters, to fight their battle, in 
their play ground. In this way, I am convinced, that 
mutual antipathies would be created, and religious feuds 
kept constantly alive, amongst the rising generation of both 
pers.uasions, and thus would one great object of establishing 
a general system of National Education for the Children of 
the Poor, be completely frustrated*

JOHN DAVID LATOUCHE, Esq. 
Obsierved— That the facts stated in the Report whictf had 
been read, were calculated to afford satisfaction to etery 
person who wished to pi'omote the Education of the Poor 
of Ireland. — That ft appeared from the Report, that the" 
number of Schools as^rted in the past year,^ amounted to' 
246, of which 126 were new Schools, that had not pre^ 
tiously received any aid from the Society, and many of 
which would probabl]^ never had existed, had it not oeen 
for the exertions of this Institution. That of the Scbbols 
which had applied' for assistance, 18 only had been refused 
on the ground of not having adopted the fundi^^ieiytal prhi-^ 
ciples of the Society — and that of those 18, only 6 had been 
rejected' for not conforming to the principle so mo'ch dis- 
cussed — namely, that the Scriptures, without note or com' 
ment, should , be used in the Schools, by sucb of the Scho<* 
lars as had attained a suitable proficiency in reading. He 

~ said that this rapid progress was the more remarkable^ when 
it was recollected, that in the last year^ much pains had 
been taken to render the Society^ and its principles,^ unipo- 
pular« 

Mr. Latouche then observed, that it was a matter of 
astonishment to bis mind, that Roman Catholics should ob- 
ject to this fundamental principle, especially as the Society 
had sanctioned the use of the Rhemish version of the New 
Testament, without note or comment, in the SchoolSi^ 

He said that he had. been assftired by a wdl informed Ro*^ 

man Catholic, that there was no prmciple of the Church 

opposed to the use of the Scriptures in the manner required 

by the Society, but that, unhap]p\Vy> U\«A \i%ealoQ much 
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the practice of that Churchy not to encourage the reading of 
them. 

Mr. Latouche then dbservedi that it had been contended^ 
that by requiring the Scriptures to be r^ad in the Schools^ 
the Society insisted on a violation of the principles of the 
Roman Catholic Cfmrch; but^ surely^ (said Mrc L.) it is 
one thing to call upon Indiriduals to alter their practice^ 
and anotiber to require them to violate their principles ; and 
can it be imagined, that there could be a denomination of 
Christians^ in the 19th century, Ivho \fould object to 
the reading the Testament of the Greeit God tnd Saviour 
Jesus Christ: — for my part, I cannot believe what baa 
been asserted, that the Society has the Roman Catholio 
Priesthood and Laity ranged against them i On the C6n- 
trary, I am convinced, that very many of the Members 
of that Church are friendly to the principle of the Sociehr 
under discussion ; and t am the more confirmed in this 
belief^ by a work entitled, ^ Thoughts and Suggestions 
on the Education of the Peasantry of Ireland ;' the work 
of an Irish Roman Catholic GentlemaUf from which I 
would, beg leave to read a few extracts. The first pas- 
sage I would refer to^ is to be found in page 11. ^' It has 
*^ been pitoposed to give up ail attempts at religious instruct 
** ^ion, to confine ourselves to the mere education of letters^ 
*^ and such moral lessons as may be free froB(^ all objections^ 
This plan would have some advantages, would not fail to 
have some good effects ; biit it would l>e wboQy inade^ 
quat^ to the exigencies of Irdand^ We have stated that , 
^^ a mere knowledge of letters is not rare in that country ; it 
*^ is not what is wanted* In lact» every village has its 
" Schod ; and there are few parishes that have not two or 
'^ more, either permanent err occtisionaL Reading and Writ- 
^* iugf and some knowledge of Arit]}metiC| are in this wa^ 
*^ acquired^ by those who are able to pay the very small sti 
'^ pendctf the School Master: but. this kind of education^ 
^* whatever may be its occa;sional eflfect upon individuals^ 
*'^ produces no general good c^ult ; the. people arer not im- 
^^ proved, thek manners and habits continue unaltered; 
** Aese little muddy streamlets/ though numerous,- are not 
^* sufficient to water this great desert of sbciet)^ ^ they stag^ 
^^ nat^f and are lost in its wild wastes* Hither must be 
** brought the great waters of life, and then will the desert 
«< blossom as the roseJ^ 

In page 45, the author further (^g^tyes, addresfsing tb^ 
Roman Catholic^ as well as the Pro&tant Gei^ti^i^r^' l$a 
** would say to the Gaitiy, educate tb^ ipeo^Vib \ XnJKfc ^^^ 
*^ tbeir own admerovis and ill regudki^d &c\m>oVi^ \ ^s^jficdfliMa 
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^^ new ones ; bdt let all b^ placed on a proper footing : th^ 
" mere instruction of letters will not do ; religion only, will 
*' reach this deeply seated disease. Let it be, if it must be, 
** the Catholic Keligiou ; teach it to them ; but let it not be 
** the mere catholicity of forms and ceremonies. Take care 
** that they are imbued with the Spirit of Christianity, which 
^' is of that Church as well as of all other Christian commu^ 
*^ nions. Let them have the written word of God ; this is 
<* new to them, and it will do much of itself." One ex- 
tract more, and I will / conclude. The author, recom- 
inending the ase of books in page 49, says : — <^ As books 
<* are the best meant of kn^ttuction, the Holy Scriptures are 
<< the best standard of faith." 

Mr. Latouche concluded by observing, that he felt cod- 
TUiced of the soundness a&d practicability of the sy^em re- 
commended by the Society ; and that be was convinced, 
iotiany of his Roman Catholic brethren, were friendly to com- 
municating to the yofith of this country, the contents of that 
book, which proclaimed Glory to God in the highest, afid 

on earth, peace -and good will towards men. He then 

moved a resolution to the following effect : — 

** That the facts ^ated in the Report juirt readj confirm 
" us in our approbation of Ihe principles upon which out 
^< Society is founded, and of the feystem of education re- 
" commended and adopted in its ischools, being convinced

This Motion having been seconded by R. B. Warren,

LORD CLONCURRY 
Rote, and addredised the Chair Hearly^ ih the following 
words : 

Mr. Chairman, — I beg leave to trouble you with a 
fkrsff reasons, which induced me to think, that the word 
^* pradicabilUy^' rA the Resolution, which I have just 
heard you read, is misapplied,, and with the grounds of my 
objection to it I fear k does not arise from a knowledge 
of its ** practical and pfeculkar adaptation to the circumstan- 
" ces of Ireland,'^ that this Resolution is so placed before 
OS ; but froni a %ant of knowledge of the " impracHcc^i' 
^^lity^ and unfitness of thte hieans, by which those principles, 
Vrhich I have h^rd so ably advocated this day, are sbught 
to be rendered beneficial to this country. I have taken grtpat 
pains in colliecting and investigating the opinions and feelings 
i>t ihe Catholic Prdacy and of the Catholic Priiesthbod, with 
xnaiif ifi'einbers of ivhom 1 ^ave tbe ti^^nLcftit to G^ 6n terms of 
CtienddHp: I loiow Halt Vbk CailtMAiC) \ >ite^ssL'^i^ ^^nkm 
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Catholic, Prelacy and Priesthood, are gratefiU for tlMi 
good that this Society have done, and are stiU endeardur* 
ing to do. And I also am aware, that they were well 
inclined towards the Institution; an Institution, whicb^ 
when 1 became a Member of it, declared its intention to be,, 
to exteid its benefits to persons of all denominations and 
persuasions : I did not tiien anticipate, that men, proclaim- 
ing aloud' this bene^cent purpose to the world, could ever 

. be brought to withhold aid from those, who could not con- 
form to their rules, and who at the same time stood most in 
need of the assistance of the Society. 

The Sovereign Pontiff, who is the visible head of the 
Roman Catholic Church, has issued his mandate ; and if 
four or five of the Prelates, and several of the Priesthood, 
have for years given their assent to the promulgation of the. 
Scriptures according to your principles, without note or 

-comment, they can do so no longer. The Pope has issued 
his Bull, prohibiting the use of the Scriptures as a School 
3ook ; and if any of the Catholic Prelates have heretofore 
acquiesced in its introduction as such, they must now cease 
to do so ; this Bull is the law by which they must be 
guided, and beyond the limits of its commands they cannot 
travel, without incurring the heaviest censure. I, for my 
part, would wish, if possible, to have all my countrymen 
of one faith ; ^nd I am sincerely sorry, that any difference 
of religioi^s opinion prevails amongst them. I do, for my 
own part, proclaim myself a Protestant, and yet, from my 
own knowledge, I say, that I tiiink it is not pjcacticable to 
carry yQur rules into univeifsal and beneficial dSect. I have, 
seen the improvement my own humble and feeble exertions 
have produced, in the Schools I have founded, for the edu- 
cation of t^e children of my tenantry, and of the peasantry 
contiguous to my estate, And if the question be put to me. 
Was it not by the Scriptures being sent into these Schools, 
that such improvement has been l^rought about ? I answer 
no — for I say, they are not read, or permitted to be read, 
by the children of the Roman Catholics in my Schools. I 
know, and am fully aware of the good whicn this Society 
has done— that they have done much, I freely and pheec- 
fully admit, and my only wish is, that they should be still 
mote extensively useful. I know, from within the circle of 
my own observation, and in my own neighbourhood, the great 
want of education amongst the lower orders ; and I have 
witnessed the^ fatal effects that have already ensued, and which 
must ever result from this want of the early instilment of 
right principles — -^lie security, the comfort, and the faappi- 
aess ^ ib» higher ranks, depend on the diffii&van.^( ^\^%r 
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lioB among the poorer classes of Bocietj. A few dajrs since» 
«t spirit of disconteot (not to say worse) manifested itself ii^ 
ihe neighbourhood I allude to, this I trust has been allayed 
by the mild and persuasiye doctrines of the Pastors of the 
Roman Catholic Church, aiid I will say» it is upon a princi-* 
pie of selfishness that I come forward this day, and have on 
former occasions come forward, to contend lot the benefits 
that must arise frpm pursuing the liberal system of Educa? 
tton I am advocating. — Yes, I state it is selfishness, let it not 
be ai^cribed to philanthropy, tp charity, to patriotism ; it is 
mv own safety, the safiety of my family, of my property; 
of my friends, that I consult, when \ advocate the diffusion 
pf education, of sound knowledge, and mprality, unshac- 
kled by any regulations which may tend tq diminisb the 
sphere pf its usefulness. 

* ^yti. Chairman', what I would advise, what I would most 
sincerely wish, IS, that your Committee should se^k a con-: 
JSerence with the Catholic Prelates, they ar6 a body worthy 
pf being treated with, they have the interest of their floekjB 
JEts zealously at heart, as, no doubt, you, Gentlemen, have 
the interests t}f the Society, and the dissemination of Edu- 
cation ;---and much might be done, much benefit might arisj^ 
to our 'common country^ from a tcollisioii.of minds, all of 
them, on either hand, equally sincere, equally pure, and 
equally disinterested-r-the object of all is the same, you 
only differ as to the means. The noble pbject is to dis- 
pel' ignorance, to instil ,the priiiciples of sound mora- 
lity, and to diffuse, as widely as possibly, the blessing^ 
pf well ordered EJklucation amongst the untutpred pea- 
santry of Ireland. 'I 'Wpuld do much to bring about 
ft complete ^unison of feelinig;"my sincerest wishes are for 
the completion pf this object,* : I would bring to your 
recollection, that you have already rescinded part of your 
original resolution^ in the case of the Pld Tpstament. I 
had not the pleasure of being in the ropm, whep tny friend 
Mr* Plunket spoke; but 1 have beep informed /that he 
touched forcibly on this subject Let hut th^ first Five 
Books of the New Testament be introduced intp your 
Schools, under the agreement of both sid«s at. the cpnfe- 
r^nce I have proposed ; an4 it will be perfectly suffici^t for 
ail the purposes you could wish.. We all know, th^t there 
are di^erent translations of the New Testament; let these 
Five Books be offered, according to that translation, which 
might be most agreeable to each persuasion, for the preven- 
tion of dissension ; and there is, in eyery parish, a pastor 
pf. each sect to teach religion, but let only the morality of 
the Gospel be taught in ^e schools ; copfine the instructipz^ 
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to reading, writing, and arithmetic ; introduce moral prin- 
ciples, for the improvem^it of the young mind, but go no 
furtber-«-for, if you insist upon it, as a sine qua non^ that 
the Scriptures must be read in your Schools, without note or 
comment ; you will never be able to accomplish that wish, 
against the iioman Catholic Prelacy and Priesthood, acting^ 
under the Pope's Bull ; and you must have your School 
deserted by the children belonging to that persuasion. I do 
not think it« fair, that the wealthy. Protestant and Dissenter 
should unite, and make resolutions adapted only for them- 
selves, and to the practical exclusion of the Roman Catho- 
lics, who compose the great body of the people of Ireland ; 
thereby preventing them from any participation in the grants 
from Parliament, which were drawn from the Catholic, aa 
well as the Protestant. There should be ho system of pro- 
selytism adopted at this day ; see bow it has failed in the 
Charter Schools, the establishing of which cost, originally, 
£40,000 per annum. These Schools, at presept, cost the 
eountiy £20,000 a year ; but the child is not now taken 
from the bosom of its mother, to be taught th^t the breast, 
by which it was nurturec|, was sentenced to damnation ; the 
child is not now tamght ingratitude and contempt for its pa? 
rents : It is for the Roman Catholics I plead ^ it is to them 
I wish you to extend educatioi^ ; it is for them, and for their 
benefit, that I coi|ceiye the grants pf the Legislature shoi^Jd. 
beappflied; ^ ^ 

If two Societies are established, ieach will make the same 
claim, will have the same right to the grant from the Legis** 
lature ; the expenses of the establishments, the salaries of 
the Assistants, will absorb the .greater part of the funds, 
that might be Detter employed. In the G^ieral Report, I 
have been informed, there are letters alluded to, frpm Ro- 
man Catholics, and som^ ,of them from the Priesthood of 
that persuasion, approving of the regulations of this Society, 
relative to the Scriptures, I understand, that thpy arie efther 
anonymous, or, at the best, only initialed ; as such, ^hey, 
at all events, betray fear aiid doubt, on the part of the 
writers or publishers. — Let them be produced, give the real 
signatures, and residences, to the world, and then we may 
see what weight they may carry, or what influential feeling 
they may ^Xcite ; if not, they can have none in my mind. 

I have trespassed, I am afraid, too long on your atten:^ 
tion: I should be sorry to intrude, but; as. a Protestant, I 
would be anxious to support the Society, as long as it is 
conducted up<>n liberal principles; and, if even compelled 
to retire from it, for the want of these, I do it in perfect 

good humptir, and good will, w\Bh\^g^ W. ^^^t^ ^vvj^^^^'s^ ^^^ 
prosperity. ■ ' '

" louche, was then put, 'and carried nnanimously, save with 
the negative voice of Lord Cloncuny. 

PETER BURROWE8, Esq. 
Rose, tmd in substance said, that in proposing a Vote of 
Thanhs to the several OfiScers of the Society, a measure 
•which could not fail to meet universal approbation, he 
would not have spoken upon the general subject/* but for the 
.observations of the Noble Lord who had just sat down. — 
He gave the Noble Lord perfect credit for sincerity in the 
objections he had urged — he had long witnessed the conduct 
of the Noble Lord, andesteemed him as an active and use- 
ful Magistrate, a zealous friend to the Poor, and as a Man at 
all times ready to promote, with his purse, and his personal 
exertions, every object of National Improvement ; and he 
had Qp doubt^ but that the Noble Lord considered the Edu- 
cation of the People of Ireland as foremost amongst tht. 
objects, whicii a good Irishman ^hould endeavour to ad- 
vance. He, however, thought the Noble Lord was under 
the influence of p, pernicious error, upon the present occa- 
sion, and likely to produce and extend the very evil of which 
he complained. 

Mr. Burrowes stated, that ip the original fo|*ination of 
the Society, th^ principle upon which it -should be cour 
ducted, was well considered, by some of the most enlightened 
and unprejudiced men in the country. They all agreed, that 
'7>rational Education should be conducted |n Schools, where 
Children/ of all religious persuasions, should intermix, — 
they felt, that to encourag.^ difficult and cpnilicting Cate- 
chisms to be taught, would be to kindle religious contror 
versy, and to inflame prejudices, when it was their prime 
object to allay them, — ttiey shrunk, however, from the pro- 
fanation of shutting ^ out all religious instruction from 
Schools, in a Christian Country — and to escape the fofm^? 
evil, without too great a sacrifice, they determiqed that the 
Holy Scriptures, without note or tomment, should be read 
in the Schools under their patronage ; and to accommodate 
and gratify the Roman Catholic 9odv, they consented tb^ 
the Douay Translation should be used, and they forbad aH 
peculiar commentary, or any instruction as to the pecui|iav 
tenets of any Church, during the Schooj hours, 

Many enlightened Roman Catholics agreed in this princi^ 

pie,— several of the Roman Catholic Clergy have approved 

of it, — Subscribers have multiplied, induced by the wisdom 

of the plan, under the cjrcum^nces of Ireland ; and, the 

Govemmeqt o^ the Country bae given 4t liberal apd conti? 



Aued support, expressly granted on account of flieir appro" 
bation of the principle, which the Noble Lord now so much 
condemns* Education has flourished under the rules origin 
nalLy adopted, and every year has added numerous converts 
from amongst the Roman Catholic Clergy and Laity, to the 
use of the Scriptures^ without note or comment. Yet it is at 
this moment that the Noble Lord calls upon the Society to 
abrogate original Resolutions^ upon the faith of which they 
have received their funds : They cannot, —they ought not to 
comply. — Ij said Mr. Butrowes, am well known to be a 
zealous and attached friend, to the Roman Catholics of lre*> 
land . I shall not be suspected, of recommending any system^ 
prejudicial to their interests. From the first dawning of my 
recuiiMQ, I saw the misery and degradation of my Country, 
in the depression of that Body, and I felt, and upon every 
opportunity, I shewed that I felt, that until they <?oald be ' 
fiiUy emancipated, Ireland could not be a nation. I exuK 
tbat I have lived to experience great improvement kk that 
Body, and in nothing more than in Education. . Almost 
every Protestant dow abhors a system jof laws, framed as it 
were for the very purpose of brutalizing the great bulk of 
the People — of famishmg their minds, even more than tbeif 
bodies. Elaborate enactments were invented, to shut out ail 
knowledge from their minds, except such pilfered litetatore 
as persecuted pedagogues could convey^ or such barbarous 
philosophy^ ^ could be smuggled from fort^ign Universities^ 
under the severest prohibition ; as if the light of "science 
would extinguish the light of the Gospel, — as if the Religion 
6f the Land c6uld not bear the light. 

Mr. BiirroVes said, that he agreed with the Noble Lordy 
that separate education would be a great evil, and that great 
sacrifices ought to be made to avoid it; but, he could not 
credit, that so revolting a sacrifice, as the exclusion of the 
Scriptures, from the Schools, was necessary. It is said the 
Pope has issued a Bull, on the subject of the Scriptures, — I 
know not, — it may be fact, it may be fable, — but if the Pope 
has issued a Bull, such as had been stated, it must have 
originated in error, and will, no doubt, be withdrawn. — 
l*fae Pope is kn amiable, a pious, and a sensible man, and 
be ctttmot, he will not, persevere in an error, which m^ 
tend to shake his spiritual dominion in this Country. He 
will iiot Struggle to enforce, what is no essential doctrine in' 
his Church, at such a' hazard. Almost the whole of the 
Catholic Laity, and a great portion of the Catholic Clergy, 
are notoriously liberal upon the subject \ andtXibw.'^'Vkfe \fiLW3 
ebnfititie to talmmate a brutum fulmen •, asA^Nesi \5ckow^\^ 
oMxr/bT-n^sboft time, coerce his Clergy-, l\ie ets\a«icv^^V«^ 
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Scriptures will soon assert the^r rights, and the Pope himselC 
submit to a higher law. 

' But, will the Noble Lord, while he so wiselv respects 
Roman Catholic prejudices, make no allowance, for the feeU 
ings of the Protestant portion of the Community^ who so 
amply Contribute to this Institution, and who will not endure^ 
a total bauishmeiit of the ScilLptures from the Schools ? I 
admit the great yalue of intermixed education^^ — I have long 
contemplated, with agonized feelings, the rancorous preju-^ 
dices, which equallr disfigured both Sects. I would meet 
the^ prejiidices in the very cradle, and I would educate the 
Childr«i together^ that they might be taught to love and 
respect each other. I^roximity, without intercourse, is the 
most deplorable state of human asiiociation. The prejudices 
of distant Nations are tame and feeble^ compared with 
those, which actuate Sects, who live almost in corporeal con-' 
tact, while their minds are in a constant state df indomitable 
alienation. • Nothing has a free circulation between them ^ but 
calumny. The poison is greedily devoured by all, and the 
antidote, enquiry, is universally disrelished. From this ma-* 
lady has this Country, within my experience, been greatly 
relieved ; the Protestant and Roman Catholic now meet, as 
friends and brothers. In the great object of general educa- 
tion, they are equally active and anxious, and I fear not 
(hat the use of the Scriptures, in the Schools, in the manner 
they are used, will create ev^i a temporary alienation.

We are all here assembled with design to promote E4<^ 
cation ; but the ques(tion is, what is Education ? An impor- 
tant distinction has been takai, by the Author of the excel- 
lent Tract, of which we have heard so much,- from my 
worthy friend, to our edification and deiigbt. — That Author 
has dis(tinguished between the Education of Lett^s, find the 
education of Moral Habit<9. The former is a very qucs« 
tionable gift ; many think it actually injurious to ih^ F^- 
ple, if unaccompanied by the latter ; and we must all ^dmit, ^ 
that morals are but a name, or a philosophic ymoUf if not 
founded oix Rdigion. The point, therefore, for us U> de- 
termine is, whether we have not gone, to the very utmost 
extent, in order to fix on some common ground, on which 
we may agree to build, the virtues of a social and immortal 
being. 

We take the Scriptures, without note or comment — 
even the Roman Catholic version, as such common ground, 
because we feel assured, that it is no dogma of the Romish 
Church, to forbid the general use of the Scriptures. All 
those upon whose authority Roman Catholics profess to 
found the articles of their Creed^ speak very decidedly in 
favour of the general use of the Scriptures. So speaks 
Saint Jerome, the author of the version in use with them. — 
I need not go through the list of venerable names whQ 
recommend most earnestly, the diligent study of the Scrip- 
tures to all. 

It has been objected, that the Scriptures are made a 
School-bqok ; but it has been observed, in answer, that they 
are reserved for the upper classes, when they can read with 
facility, and made the reward of progress ; of which I very 
much approve. But, I must say, that if they could not be 
taught, at any other time, I would teach them to the lowest 
class in the School, because we all know, that it is the wise 
provision of nature, that the lessons of our earliest years, 
return with a new zest, and a peculiar charm, in our more 
advanced age. The classic volume, over which, in our 
School-boy days, we spent many a weary hour, and even 
shed tears upon the page, is only the more endeared to our 
after recollection ; and none» but a diseased mind, could be 
insensible of a new pleasure, and a peculiar chacm,' when 
he visits ihe scenes there described, which he once l^med 
in his class, at the School, or when any part of his early 
lessens, are recalled to his memory. 

I cordially agree with the Gentleman, (Mr. Plunkett,) who 
spoke 10 justly, and who, with suchgood feeling, recomiiiended 

D 
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union,' and cordiality amongst differing Sects ;— but from 
whence did he enforce those precepts ? Did he not recur to 
the Sacred Volume itself, and did he not from thence draw 
bis strongest arguments ? Why, th^i, should not the excel- 
lent passages from Holy Writ, which had an efficacy, in 
hiii ftjotith, this day, to conciliate those who heard him, 
hav^ iln eoiial efficacy, when learned from the Book itself, 
in the hands of the little Scholar ? 

I must now. Sir, most cordially, > second the motion of 
Thanks, to the Gentlemen of the late Committee, who well 
deserve it from the Public, who have been greatly bene- 
fited by their labours,' as recorded in the admirable Report 
just read. I must say their success has exceeded my most 
sanguine expectations,- and has convinced me their system is 
judidotts, and their diligence and perseverance exemplarv ; 
and I feel more attached to their cause, and more grateful 
for their labours, than I had been, from the ha:^y view I 
had, at first, taken of them. 

CHAMBERLAIN RICHARD WALKER, Esq. 
Rose, to bear testimony, to the good effects produced upon 
the appearance, habits, and conduct, of the Children in the 
Schools, in connexion with the Society, in the King's 
Countv. He had, lately, been delighted, by visiting these 
Schools, which were under the immediate superintendence 
6f Ladies, with whom, he had the honour of being ac- 
quainted, in whose neighbourhood, those Schools were esta- 
blished, and who paid the greatest attention to them. Mr. 
Walker enforced^ with great energy, the importance of ad- 
hering to the great principle of the Society, which had been 
already found productive of such good results, and urged, 
that it would be dangerous, by any innovations, to hazard 
its permanence and prosperity.^ 

The Rev. FRANCIS SADLIER, D. D. F.T.C.D. 
Said, he rose for the purpose of moving a resolution for the 
appointment of a Committee for the present year, but that 
he would, at the same time, take the liberty of suggesting 
to the Meeting, the expediency of instructing the new Com- 
mittee, to enter into a conference, with the Roman Catholic 
Bishops, on the subject of the Education of the Poor, in 
order to ascertain, whether means could not be devised, to 
procure their co-operation, in the system on which the So- 
ciety acted. 

* The Publisber regrets that he has not been able to obtaia a* more full and oor- 
r«}t gtatement of what f«U from Mr. Walker, on t|pis orduuoo. 
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Dr. Sadlier said, he understood, that the Reman Catholic 
Bishops, conceive themselves bound, to object to the intro- 
duction of the Scriptures, into Schools, for the poor of their 
persuasion, in consequence of the Pdpe's Bull, of Septem- 
tember, 1820. But that, in his apprehension, the Schools 
of the Society, could not be fairly brought, within the scope 
of that document. 

It is stated in it, that 'information had been received by 
^'^ the Sacred Congregation, that Bible Schools had been es- 
*^ tablished in Ireland, in which, the inexperienced of both 
'^ sexes, are allured by the blandishments, even gifts, of the 
*' Masters, and infected with the fatal poison of depraved 
** doctrines." — And " that the Directors of those Schools, 
*^ are, generally speaking, Methodists, who introduce Bi- 
** bles, translated into English by the Bible Society, and 
** aboimding in errors" — and the Roman Catholic Prelates 
are, therefore, directed to use every possible exertion, " to 
keep the youth away from these destructive Schools." 

But, as there have not been any new translations of the 
Bible, introduced into the Schools, receiving aid from the 
Society, and as their rule, which requires the Scriptures to 
be read, without note or comment, is complied with, if 
the Roman Catholic version, lately published, without note, 
be used in the Schools, the Pope could not have intended 
to say, that the Scholars would be infected, with depraved 
doctrines^ from that translation; and therefore it seemed to 
him, that either the Roman Catholic Clergy misunderstood 
the object of this Bull, when they conceived it extended to 
the Society's Schools, — or if the Pope really did mean by it, 
to prohibit Children, from attending Schools, conforming to . 
the principles of the Institution, he must have acted in igno- 
rance of those principles, — and Dr. Sadlier, therefore, would 
recommend that some communication should be had, with 
the Roman Catholic Bishops, for the purpose of inducing 
them, to undeceive the Pope, as to the error into which he ^ 
had been led, respecting the Society's Schools. 

JAMES SCOTT, Esq. 
After giving full credit to Dr. Sadlier, for the perfect honesty, 
and benevolence of his intentions, and his sincere desire to 
adhere strictly, to the principles of the Society, said he was 
decidedly hostile to the idea, of any such conference, as had 
been suggested, by the last Speaker, and earnestly depre- 
cated, any such instruction beipg given, to the new Commit- 
tee. He said, it would be imposing a task upon the Com- 
mittee, far beyond their powers to execute. 

I}e was, still pore, hostile to it, on another account. — 
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Should such a conference take place, or any negpciation be 
opened on the subject, it would, undoubtedly, be sedulously 
represented, that the Society was willing to concede, or at 
least, to qualify its original fundamental principle, on which 
it was established; in strict conformity to which, it had been 
conducted^ and had hitherto prospered, in so remarkable 
and gratifying a manner ; but no such concession or qualifi- 
cation, could take place, and it would be worse than idle, to 
3end their Committee, to such a negociation, where they 
could concede nothing. He said, there had been some allu- 
sion made, by some of the Gentlemen, who h^ honoured 
the Meeting with their sentiments, on that da7> to a late 
edition of this Scriptures, printed according to tne Rhemish, 
or Douay version, without note or comment, and it seemed 
to ^ve been considered, by a respectable individual, 'who 
had spoken early in the debate, (Mr. Plunket,) that the 
Society had already made a concession, in admitting that 
version to be used in their Schools. In this view of that sub- 
ject, he assured that learned Gentleman, (fpr whose bene- 
volence and sincere wish to promote the Education of the 
Poor, he exprjessed the greatest respect,) be was altogether 
in error. The late Committer never so intended, nor consi- 
dered that it had made, or wad ever entrusted with authority, 
to make, .any concession on the subject. Indeed, they had 
always felt, that they could not dp so ; it w^, as be had al- 
ready observed, beyond their powers, an.d they would have 
ill administered the trust reposed in tiiem, if they had ever 
assumed to exercise such an authority.' But they never had 
done so. • The fact yj^'pts, that a letter had been received 
from the Country, on behalf of some Schopl, in correspon- 
dence with tfee Society, requiring to know, whether it would 
be considerjed by the Committee, as a compliance with the 
regulations of the Society, if thztt version and edition of the 
Scriptures, were used in it, by the Roman Catholic children, 
' the children in attendance being, almost exclusively, of that 

{)ersuasiop. This letter, on feeing receivckl, was laid before 
he Committee, who, on taking the subject into considera- 
tion, did nothing but pnquire, whether this Book could be 
consideired;, as containing the Scriptures, without note or 
commefit, withiA the meaning of the language, of the original 
r^olution i and beiDg ctearly of opinion, that it ought, and 
must, be so considered^ they felt they had no discretion, to 
exercise on the subject ; but directed an affirmative answer 
to be returned, to tji'e letter, as of course. Such, he assurec) 
them> was the true statement of the occurrence, as it took 
jpUce, and he, therefore, eamei^tiy hoped, that no such idea 
would be promulgated, as that the pommittee had made, or 
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ever could make, an j coQCession on tbe tfubject ; tbat it ever, 
for a momenty even, contemplate such an idea. He, there- 
fore, hoped the Reverend G^tleman, would cods^ to with- 
draw his proposition, which could be productive of no 
benefit, and would be likely, only to give a false impressioo, 
of the views, and principles, of the Society. Those princi- 
ples are simple, experience had proved their soundness, apd 
practicabilitv, and he trusted, they would be steadfastly ad- 
hered to J Our Society, he said, was opposed to no other; 
it will cordially co-operate With all, havuig the same noble 
object ill view,' namely, the diffusion of a well ordered sys- 
tem of Education, throughout our Country. We will go, he 
said, to the utmost verge of conciliation,— we will do every 
thing in our power, to meet the wishes of the Gentlemen, who 
seem to be opposed to us, — but we iviH not, and canhot, 
break through, the fundamental principles of the Society, 
co-eval with its institution,

Then rose, and begged leave, to withdraw the proposition he 
had made, respecting flie instruction, to be given, to the new 
Committee, and said, he should therefor^ confine his motion, 
to the following, viz.

TENTH REPORT, 



Sfc. 



IT will be In the recollection of the Society, that the 
Schools assisted from the funds of the Institution, during 
the year which ended on the 5th January, 1831, were 
two hundred and forty-five ; a number far exceeding those 
which had received aid during any precedmg year ; and 
that of these, one hundred and twenty-five were new 
Schools, to which the Society had contributed in the course 
of that year for the first time. Tour Committee have now 
the satisfaction to state, that the great work of education 
is still advancing, notwithstanding many causes which 
must ha^ve operated during the past year to re^rd its pro* 
gress. The number of Schools to which aid has been tX'K 
tended, during the year wtlich ended on the 5th of Januai^i 
I8S3, is two hundred and seventy-two: of these, thirty 
received grants towards building the School-houseSi 
ninety-three for fitting-up and famishing School-rooms 
already built, and one hundred and twenty-two were sup* 
plied with books, stationary, and other School requisitet« 
Besides this, several of the foregoing Schoole have been 
agisted with money for all these purposes, according to 
their seventl necessities, and the circurnstancSes of the dts* 
tricts in which they are placed. For the remaining twenty* 
seven Schdoli^ to whieh it was not deemed tuect»«Ar) ^st 

c 
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expedient to grant other aid, masters hate been trained. 
Of these two hundred and seventy-two Schools, so assisted 
during the Inst year, one hundred and thirty-two received 
aid for the first time. The ' renmiiiing one Hundred and 
forty had been previously in conneicion with ihe society. 
The number of Scholai^ actually deriving instruetion in: 
the one Hundred and thiii;y-two new Schools^^ amounts to 
JO, 183. 

The Report of last year informed you, that the number 
ef Schools assisted by the Society from its establishment to 
the 5th of January, ISSl^ was 381 ; and that the total 
number of children instructed in them, amounted to 
26,474. If then to that number be added the 10,183^ and 
allowance be made for the encreased attendance in many 
of the old Schools, and for the children now frequenting 
Schools which were not actually opened for the reception 
<^f Scholars on the 5th of January last, the number of 
Scholars receiving instruction in the 513 Schools connected 
^ith the Society, will probably exceed 40,000, being an 
average of 78 to each School. 

Your Committed' should state, that besides' the before* 
liientioned two hundred and seventy-two Schools, to whicb 
grants were made during the {wist year, applicationa were 
received on behalf of sixty-seven other Schools ; that they 
jare in corrcspondiDRCO with the managers of seventeen of 
these> to .ascertain theii' respective circumstances, and the 
i^xpediepcy of assisting them ; that to seven they have not 
thought it necessary to make any grant fer the present ; 
that four have been postpone until they shall hanre bee» 
visited by the Inspector of the Society ; and that appliea- 
iions from thirty-nine have been unaToidably rejected. 

Amongst the Schools assisted, by the Society last yepf^ 

•your Committee have again to notice t^n Gaol Schools ;: 

-four of which are in prisons where Schools had not existed 

prior to that period.-— The value of such Institutions ift, 

Gaola Were urged in. the Report pf %h$ last CoAimit(e<{y 
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And appears to be now so generally acknowledged as not io 
need further observation at present ; but it is with heart>» 
felt pleasure that your Committee are enabled to^state, that 
ihey have a well-grounded expectation that the wretched 
inmates of dl the prisons of Ireland, whose moral state and 
condition have been heretofore too nmch neglected, wiU 
«oon enjoy the same inestimaUe advantages. A philati^ 
thropic individual; jtlirough' whose exertions, and by tlite 
opportunities and influence arising from whose station, 
ihey have reason to expect, that eveo in thc^e abodes of vice 
and misery, Schools upon the principles of tlie Society wiH 
rere long be universally established, has lately offered hcB 
"Valuable co-operation to your Committee : Your Com^ 
vnittee cannot withhold from you the fuither agreeable 
^communication, that this respectable ;indi:vidua1, whose 
duties will call him^o every part of our island, has kindly 
proposed to visit and report upon sueh Scliools, connected 
^ith the Society, as shall lie within his reach npon hif; 
4ourB throughout the country. Yo^r Committee scarcely 
4fieed inform you of the alacrity with which they accepted 
^tbeae ben^oleiic offers, nor dwell ujpon the great benefit 
•whieh may be f xpected from them, as w^il ;to the Institiv* 
4ion as t« the public at large* 

Vour Committee faa^e move and more reason ^o eetima(« 
irigUy the ^alu^ of frequent inspection of Country Schoolt. 
For this purpose they have found jt necessary to. seek iqr 
an additioBal person, qualified for the dificult and impor« 
tout office of Inspector of Country Schools, and they have 
much satisfaction in acquainting you, that they have sue- 
needed in i^btaining, at the usual rate of reeompeiice, the 
services 9f « gentleman, perfectly quaUjied for thte un* 
4ertakiQg. At the ,same time, however, fliey confiider, 
the gi*atuitous assistance of the benevolesit gendemap 
above idhided to, particulariy wiluable, as it will uSin^ 
m, ynhokomtifike^k upoB the paid gficers qf tlieSpcietj« 

4^$ 
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Your Committee have felt it their duty to exercise their 

• • • 

privilege, by electiag tlie gentleman already alluded to, an 
honorary Member of the Committee, agreeably to the 
power intrusted to them, in the eleventh in the series of 
your laws and ;^ulations. 

Since the last Annual Meeting, Mr. Veevers communi- 
cated to your Committee the result of his inspection of the 
numerous Schools in the counties of Donegal and I'yrone, 
.which were referred to in the last Annual Report. These 
counties abounded with Schools of a very inferior descrip- 
tion, possessing few of the qualities which tend to the mo- 
ral improvement of the Scholars. Mr. Veeveis has "made 
minute and accurate reports of the state, circumstances, 
and situation of each of these Schools, whereby jour Com- 
mittee have been enabled to form a judgment, as to which 
of them appear reallv deserving of encouragement and 
assistance from the Society, and, consequently, to make 
a proper selection 

The Inspector, Lewis Mills, was put on actual inspec- 
tion during ten months of the jear. He visited 197 Coun- 
try Schools, and reported fully upon the state and circum- 
stances of each : and your Committee also employed him 
in an inspection of the several Schools for the instruction 
of the poor, in and near the metropolis, during the winter 
season, when lie could not have been advantageously em* 
ployed in remote flistricts of the country. Of these he 
visited thirty-seven I}aily Schools, sixteen of which are in 
connexion with this Society, '^he number of Scholars in 
. the thirty-seven Schools amounts to 7,$27. 

Your Committee, upon consideration of the merits of the 
Teachers of the Several Schools visited by Mills, have 
awarded gratuities to the Masters and Mistresses of 103 
Schools, varying, according to their respective merits, 
from jgS. to £10. and have expended for that purpose 
^649. 1 Is. being on an avemge somewhat more than '£6. 
to each Teacher. Your Cosiiiiittee consider this a most 



beneicial branch of your expenditure ; the exnalttion 
excited amongst the Teachers, who have been alreadj 
rewarded, to merit an increase or repetition of your bounty^ 
and the desire of those who have not succeeded, to be 
ibund meritorious on the next inspection, have tended 
greatly to increase their diligence and exertions, and, con* 
sequently, to improve the condition of the Schools, an4 
the proficiency of the Scholars* 

Your Committee are desirous to accomplish the inspecr 
tion of all Schools connected with the Institution,' twice^ 
at least, in every year; but at uncertain intervals. Hither* 
to they have not been able to accomplish even one complete 
inspection, within any one year; but as a second Inspector 
is now' provided, their successors will have the means of 
attaining this very important object. The Society mutt 
therefore look forward to an increased expenditure, under 
the heads of Rewards to Deserving Teachers, and Ex« 
penses of Inspection. / 

When j-our Committee- entered tipon the duties of their 
office, they found in th^ Training-School of the Society 
twenty-five Masters, who had been admitted towards the 
conclusion of the last year. In addition to this number^ 
seventy-seven new Masters have been admitted during 
the year which ended on the 5th of January last. Thus^ 
the total number of Masters for Country Schools, who 
hav6 partaken of the advantages of this branch of your 
Institution during the past year, is 109 ; a number much 
exceeding that of any former year. Ordeis have been 
made, besides, by your Committee, for the admission of 
eighteen other Masters, as vacancies shall occur in the 
Training-School. Of the 109 Masters who have thus re- 
ceived instruction during the year, sixty eight have gone 
to their respective Schools, with certificates of their good 
conduct during their abode in your Training-School, and 
of their competence to conduct Schools upon the improved 
iprincipleB of instruction. . One was disml««ed foft Vcsfi^xci^x 
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tevndnct ; six departed from tbe Instittition without obtun* 
ifig such certificate; tnd twenty-seven Femained under 
ioBtraction when the year closed. Of the foregoing seyen^ 
ty-seyen MoBtere actually admitted during the year, sixty* 
three were destined for schools conducted according to the 
principles of the Society, and were consequently maia- 
tained at the expense of the Institution, aad received th^ 
customary allowance for travelling expenses ; but as elevea 
were intended for Schools not upon the principles of the 
Ck>ciety, although they enjoyed, agreeably to the liberal 
regulations of the Institution^ equal benefit of instructio(i 
^^tuitously ; your Committee were precluded from devote 
ing any part of your funds toWi^M'ds their support or travel- 
ling expences; the remaining ibree await appointmeuis. 
Thus the total number pf Masters, who have received th^ 
benefit of the Institution in this department, since January, 
1814, and who were intended for Sdiools in various pari^ 
of Ireland^ amounts to 3$6* 

Your Coimnittee feel that this branch of your Inetittl- 
tion is one of the very first importance^ with a view tb 
the establishment and diffusion of well-ordered education 
throughout Ireland^ and to the consequent improvement 
of the morals and condition of the people. For many years 
past, there has been no want in Ireland of the means of 
instruction for the poor, in spelling, reading and arithme- 
tic; but the , disreputable character and conduct of the 
Masters; their total incompetence to discharge the most 
impoitant funaions of their station; the absence .of disr- 
ciplixie and /syste^iatic order ; the pernicious nature of tine 
books too often found in their schools ; and a total ne- 
iglect of the moral^ habits, and conduct of their pupili, 
rendered the village and hedge^jschoofe of Ireland any ihiag 
but a blessing to its populatibn. Your Commkl^ «jie 
,lmff>f ja Mi«yiQg»ih«t A W'y divided ^^^ 
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been already wrought in these particulais, by the ia9im« 
mentality of this Society^— -They haye, ia their cireular, 
Uddressed to the local Committees and Managers of 
Country Schools, requested that particular care shall, b^ 
taken, in the selection of the indiYiduals mt^ided for 
the important and influential office of teachers. They 
have recommended that ^^ their ages should not be less 
than eighteen, or more than thirty years: that they 
should have a competent knowledge of the rudiments 
of Spelling, Reading, Writing, and Arithmetic ; that ia 
temper they should be patient; in disposition mild, but firm ; 
of diligent habits, and of unblemished character ; and, 
above all, that they should be fully convinced of the im« 
portance of inculcating upon the young mind, a love of 
decency and cleanliness, of industry, honesty, and truttu*' 
Your Committee have accordingly observed, that a striking 
and progressive improvement has taken place, in the descrip«* 
tion of men who come up, for instruction in the Training* 
School. And in order further to promote improvemem^ 
they have prolonged the period of instruction. During for* 
mer years, from four to six weeks were allowed for the 
instruction of each Master, in the improved method of 
leachhfig, according to their respective acquirements and 
capacities. The Itme now generally devoted to this objec^ 
ia from six to eight weeks. 

Considering it a very desirable object, that those Masters 
who being intended for Schools connected with the Society^ 
and art consequently maintained at its expense, should re« 
side within the walls of the Institution, they have caused six 
beds to be added to the number of eighteen, which had been 
provided by their predecesson^ ; so that twenty-four Masten 
are now accommodated with separate beds under your roo£ 
Your Committee cannot pass horn this sulgeet vt^thout 
iKKicing the valuaUe services of Mr. Veevers, the Superin* 
tendentof the Training Schod and Instructor of School^ 
masters. They hftta jerer found him intelUfge^^^iM^svoS 



•nd dili{{ent in the discharge of his various and important 
duties; but they feel particularly called upon to expresir 
their approbation of his judicious and efficient exertions for 
the instruction and improvement of the Masters committed 
tohis cliarge. 

The providing the means of instructing and training 
Mistresses of Female Schools, is a subject worthy theatten* 
tion of succeeding Committees. Your Committee have hacl 
several applications to train Mistresses for Country Schools; 
but it would require accommodation which the Society does 
not now possess, to make this object practicable. And your 
Committeee, having felt no small degree of anxiety from 
the charge of S5 to SO Masters at one time in the Institu* 
lion, are sensible that if the instruction of School Mistresses 
:be undertaken, it must impose considerable additional care 
and responsibility upon their successors* 

- The progress, of the Institution in another department^ 
^hat of publishing and circulating cheap books, of iin im« 
proved character, for the use of the lower orders, has been 
equally satisfactory ;«— 185,218 copies of the chea^ books 
ItfiVebeendisposedof outof the Society's Depository, during 
the year ended on the 5th of January, 1882 ; making, with 
jthe number sold previously to the 5th of Janiiaiy 18S1, the 
grand total of 556,5^9 copies, which have gone into circa- 
htion since the sale of the cheap books commenced, in the 
month of November, 1817. 

. ] Th<^ sales, during the earlier quarters of the last year, 
fitr exceeded the rate of the sale during any pre^eeding 
|»eriod, there having been no less than 65,354 sold in the 
quarter ending the 6th of August. But your Commiuee, 
finding that they had^ in a great measure, if not completely, 
achieved one of your pritHcipal objects, by getting such 
jx>88essionof themaijket, through the means of the wholesale 
dealers who supply the country shops and hawkers, as 
nearly to hav^ uken away from the printers of ribaldry and 
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pamicious booka,all motWe of interest for conLtlnuing (.heir 
tmd6> they conceived it their duty to raise the pric^ ofth^ir 
4:heap books from four to six pounds per thousand? ini 
quires, to the wWesale buyers, so as (p divainish the 
Joss to your funds, jind hring the wholesale price somewhat 
nearer to tlie intrinsic value of the book ; leaving the retail 
price, hoM^ever, at its jTormer rate. The effea of tlii^ ar? 
rangement, and of the lajge sales which bad been previously 
OAade, naturally was to diniinisli the sale of books by wholer 
sale, iluring the two jast quarters. But yo^r Committer 
doubt not tJiat it will soon arrive at, if not exceed its 
former rate, inasmuch as they believe the pupply of the 
country roust now be dcirived almost entirely from yp^iir. 
Depositpry. 

The .number of .new publications added to your osspvt* 
ment within ithe year, lias been fijre, making i£irty jvarletioir 
of fi.ve-^eet books, and .eight varieties of two-j^eet .book#* 
yourCoromiUee being desirous to encounter with .success, 
the pernicious works «|ir]iich forroei^y abounded, and which 
were chiefly addressed to the {)assions and imag'^nations of 
rtie people, endeavoured at first to provide such -reading air 
would be most adapted to their taste and previous babits. 
Whilst they sought, therefore, to diveet • their publicatipna 
of «v«Fy tiling of an injurious tendeni^, tliey felt it neees* 
sary to render them as entertaining as possible. Vhey'bav&'

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duced the stock of paper, as to render it necessary (or your 
Committee to expend an increased sum in this department. 
Besides the addition thus nrade to your stock of cheap 
books, ydiir Committee have made some valnalble additions 
' also to your stock of School requisites. To assist those 
engaged in promoting schools for the instruction of female^ 
a saitipler book hrts been prepared ami publi'slred, giving 
a concise account of the mode of instructing the scholars 
in needle* work, as practised in your School, with specimens 
of work. This article is now for sale in your Depository. 

A new Reading*book for the use of Schools having been 
compiled under the direction of their predecessot-s, your 
Cc>ftHnitted hav6 published ait addition of it, which forms 
a very useful addition to your stock, and is also for sale in 
your Depository. Your Committee have also published 
maps of the Holy Land, and of the' countries which have 
httn the scenes of the labours and travels of the Apostles, 
as narrated in the New Testanient. These are sold in 
youir shop at the low price of three pence each, and are 
calcttlat^d^ as they conceive, to increase the interest with 
whidi the narratives of the Sacred History are perused by 
children; realizing to their minds the transactions of which 
they read, and exhibiting before them> as it were the very 
places where tlie momentous events occurred which ar« 
detailed in the Sacred Yolumre. 

Your Committee hate likewise add^fd to your assort- 
ment of School requisites, an iiti^roved set of copper-plate 
writing pieces, which are for sale at low prices. 

' It dcfes not appear necessary to occupy much time iii 
detail r^pecting your Model Schools ; but your Corarmittee 
liop^ that the School for' Boyd, which has been made so 
usefill in the training of the large number of schoolmasters 
already mentibned^ had alsp answered the more immediate 
purpose for which irwas established, and that it continues 
to afiord the blessings of education to a large number of 
thepdoT of this district of ftve mtita^lfe; at the same time 
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exhibiting the ease and advantage with which a very large 
number of Scholars can be instructed by the improved 
.method of teachi'Ogy under the direction of a sitigle 
mkster. 

The Female School, they now trust, is placed upon a 
better footing than it has been hitherto. A Mistress was 
engaged during the past year, who promises to aflbrd 
satisfaction to the Committee of Ladies who have taken 
so much interest in its wel&re, and to whose zealous atten* 
tion, and ^superintendence of this branch of your Institu- 
tion, your Committee feel deeply indebted. There had 
previously been two Mistresses employed, one to teacU 
Reading, Writing, and Arithmetic, and the other to inr 
struct in Needle- work in the School; but this was found- 
to lead to much inconvenience, and both branches of in« 
stfuctionare now under the care of one Mistress, with the 
assistance of Monitresses selected from jLlie most Reserving 
Scholars. 

From the establishment of the "South-Eastern Distriot 
School to the commencement of last year, 7,046 Children « 
had been admitted into your School. The numbers on 
the deneral Attendance rolls, at the clos^ of the year, 
were, in the marie Schools 506, in the female School 430 : 
and the nun^ers which have been admitted into both 
Schools, from their opening, is 8,864 Children of both 
sexes. 

On the subject pf receipts and disbursements of th^ 
Society during the year, your Committee feel it necessary 
to make «ome observations. The former Committee re- 
ported that they had been under the necessity of borrowing 
^1000 to carry on the business of the Institution, during 
the latter part of the year ISSO ahd the commencement 6f 
the year 1821 ; and they transferred to your Coirnnuit^ f 
balance of £686 I9r* Hid. which forms the fi^t i^m oa 
the side of the Receipts, in the Account presented herewith. 
They also feported^ that^ finding they were iodebted in the 
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Slim df £\006 nnd xYmt fh^ d^Mavidft upm their fbmU m 
e^ery branch of the Ittstiiotion were increasffig, tTicylo6ked 
^Vltll anxiety to the sucee^ 6f the petition for the enlargl?d 
grant, which had been presented by their predecessers to 
the House of Coniitiond. 

Your Comityittee did not come into office until the 
29d of February, I82J ; and it was not until after that time, 
that the e&t^nt of the pfrant to be proposj^ to Parliament 
AVaf; communicated officially to (he Society. 

The former Committee had i^bstained from giving pre^ 
miums during the latter part of their ye^r of office, owing 
to the low state of their funds, and their uncertainty as to 
the amo^int of Partianientary assistance ; and they re|>orted 
that they had actually refused 40 applications for aid on 
this ground. Your Committee, however, had soon iha 
sktisfkciron to find that a very liberal aid would be recom^ 
mended to Parliament by the Administration of this couo* 
try ; and they felt themselves at liberty during the remain- 
ing ten months of the year, to exercise their unshackled 
discretion, in making grants in every eligible case. 

The ne)ct item, on the same side of the accotint, which 
requires notice, is the amount of the grant, being ^IO,Q00 
British, for which your committee feel that the gratitude 
of the Society, and of the Public, is due to the Legislature 
and Government of the country. 

The next, is the amount of subscriptions and donations,, 
jg5S3. Os, icL ; then the receipts from t^ie Scholars in 
Kildare-place, ;l^97. Is. Id. being the payment of on^ 
penny f>er week^ paid by each child in the School. The 
practice of requiring this small payment tirom the children 
attending Schools for the instruction of the poor, is 
strongly recommended to their patrons and managers ; a 
greater value appears to be set upon the instruction re« 
ccived, when a payment, though smalls is required. It in* 
duces parients to look more closely to the regular atten- 
dance of thdr children ; and it meets, besides, a feeling 
not uncommon in this cownlri^ (vfhich ought, perhaps to 
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h% rotifer encourage than repre«ed> cf nfpugnance la 
r^e^vin^ ^ii^atien tit a vdet^ chftfilable boon, ifMt^ad of 
abtd^ning it through ihe itiestns affbrdtd by the exertion of 
ItoAeftt industry. 

The next, U the sum cjf ^IMI, is 9f. being the pro- 
duce of sales of all kincid of School reqaidites during the 
jear. 

The next, is the produce of the sale of cheap books, 
already mentioned, during the ye&r, amount jglOIS. lbs* 
2d. 

The remaining small items, on the side of receipts, 
amounting to the sum of -Q9ff7* 3s. 3d. do not appear to 
requii^ specific mention or observation ; but they make 
the total amount of receipts, during the yeak* ended the 
5th January, 1822, from all sources, £14,283. 9s. 9d. 

The principal items oh the side of disbursements are, 
£967. ISs. 3d. i)aid for keeping up the necessary sup- 
ply of stationary, school-bciokiii and ctther requisites for 
^hools. 

Next, jgSd59. IS^r* 3d. paid (br p«per fioir printing, the 
chief part of whieh Wa& required fbr the cheap book de- 
part mei^t. 

The third ilenl is £lfi\5. iSs.Ad. being expended for 
compiling, printing, binding, and other expenses incident 
t<) the publishing of the cheap books. 

The next requiring i^entioh, is rent and taxi&s, j^85. t7i^ 
Id. Of this sum £B0. was for the rent of the Societyfs 
premises in St. Stephen Vgreen, transferred to you by the 
South-£!astern District School Society. ThdSS concerns, 
however, have been sold, and will henceforward cease to 
be atiy charge upon your funds. 

Thenext^ for five quarters salaries of all the paid officers 
of the Institution, viz. Register, Assistant Register, Clerk 
ifi the Registers^s office, Superintendent of Model Schools, 
and instructor of SchoollVlasnsrS} Maslex oi^^AsAt^^^OoAoiv, 
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ibr boys, Mistress of Model Scliool for girls, Literary An^ 
distant to the Book Committee^ Storekeeper, who is also 
Salesman and Superintendent of Printing, In^pecjtor of 
Country Schools, and Collector of Subscriptions, and for 
wages of the several Servants of the Society for the like 
period, amounting in the whole to ^1461. 2^. lid. This 
item requires explanation from the circumstance of five 
quarters being charged for within one year. 

From the precision required in all statements rendered 
by public Institutions to the Commissioners of public ac-, 
counts, no sums can be included in the accounts of the 
year which have not been a.ctua]ly paid, and the proper 
vouchers qbtained for them, on or before the 5th of Janu-' 
ary, which is deemed the. last day of the last quarter of the' 
year, in all public accounts. All payments made by this 
Institution are issued by drafts on the Bank, drawn by the. 
Committee, whose stated meetings are held on Saturday 
morning ; and it so happened that the 5th of January, 18212, 
.coincided with a stated meeting of your Committee. This 
circumstance threw into the accounts of the last year, a 
quarter's payment of salaries and wages, which would 
otherwise have gone into the current year. 

The expenses of miscellaneous printing, stationary, &c. 
£140. 13s. lOid. and d^lSl- I2s. Sid. for coals and can- 
dles, form the next charges ; and upon these it may b^ 
proper to observe, foi*' -the information of tho9e i)pt ac- 
quainted with the details of the Institution^ that the ex« 
tensivje correspondjence of the Society, the proceedings and 
accounts of the yaripus Sub-Committees, to which the im- 
mediate superintendence of the different branches of your 
business is confided, the furnishing the necessary printed 
forms for applications to the Society, and for the Inspec- 
tor's and School-master's reports, the printing the Society's 
Reports, and making known its principles and objects, re- 
quire a considerable expense, under the head of Miscella- 
neous Printing and Stationary. With respect to coals and 
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candles, your Committee beg to state^ that' strict eeonomj 
is used in the consumption of tl^em ; and they trust, that 
the sum charged, will appear moderate^ when it is recollect* 
ed that S3 persons, including 24 country School-masters^ 
are lodged on ihe Society's premises ; and that fiv&larg* 
fires are required in the School*rooms, and fifteen other 
fires must be constantly kept up, during the winter season, 
in the apartments occupied for the various purposes of tb« 
Institution. 

Th6 next item which appears to require notice, is the 
sum of jgS087. S«. Td. for grants paid to Schools during 
the yf ar. When stating this item, it is proper to obserye, 
that 108 grants have been made to Schools during the 
past year J which had not, before the 5 th of Januairy last, 
been called for, or the expenditure of which had not been 
duly certified, as required by the rules of the Society ; the 
amount of those grants, to which your funds now stand 
pledged, is £1330. 18^. 3d. 

• The next item on the side of disbursements is £379. I3s» 
lid. being the sum paid for the dieting, support, and tra- 
▼eHing expenses, of the country ScheoUmasters trained in 
your Seminary. 

The expetise of inspection of country Schools is the next 
charge, the amount is £195. 8s. 9d. and this will probably 
be much increased during the next year.

There i^ byit one other occurrence, of ^be past y^ar, to 
^hich your Ckmimittee feel it necessary to advert. Mr. 
Litton, who filled the office of Register, for three years, 
has found it .ijiecessary to retire from the service of the So* 
fieijyjmd to devote himself to his owp pursuits and busi- 
ness. Your Committee cannot permit him to do so, with- 
out expressing the high sense they ei^tertain of the ^eal^ 
fidelity, and ability, wUh wliich he has discharged his du- 
ties to this Institutioa, and they feetl that, in him, you hav^ 
^st a most respectable, and trust-wprtliy officer. Your 
Committee have thought U right to supply his place l^y 
promoting Mr. '^opham, who h^s been Assistant ]S.egister 
fi)r some time past ; aiid they have the satisfaction to t^iink^ 
from his conduct in that situation^, and the high character 
he brought witjji him into your service, that he is well qua- 
lified to fill the office to which he lias been advanced. 

Your Committee, before closing their Report^ would de- 
sire to guard you against any impatience in the ultimate atr 
tainment of your obj^t, pr «any dissatis&ction at not imme- 
diately reaping the full fruits of your labours. Your oly ect is

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one which cannot be ftuddeply attained ; it is the gradual and 
progressive afnelioration of the character, habits, and con« 
dition of our loweir orders, bj the establishment and difi\i<* 
sion of a well-ordered system of education thrpughout the 
country. It aims a^ effecting a inoral ^hi^nge in the great 
body of our people ; such a change, %o be real and perma* 
nent, cannot be forced ; it n^ust, necessarily be slow and 
gradual. It should be recollected, that you act immedi- 
ately upon the infant and youthful portion of our popula- 
tion. I^ is^the rising generation who, in the prst instance, 
experience the benefits resulting from your numerous 
Schools ; but ypnr Committee have had abundant evidence 
that the effects of the Society^s operations are not altogether 
confined to the childreri taught in those Schools. A consi- 
derable improvement has been produced, in many cases, 
through those children, upon t|ie morals and habits of 
their parents* ^ 

Finally, your Commjittee have the satisfaction of think- 
ing that, from the details of this Report, you will draw this 
gratifying conclusion, that the Society i^ flourishing in all 
its branches ; for, iii these details, it has appeared that the 
number of Schools instituted on an improved plan, and of 
Masters trained, has increase beyond the most sanguine 
expectation ; and that such is the state of the Model School, 
and such the extent of the sale of Schoql Requisites and 
Cheap Books^ as not only to furnish abundant evidence of 
rapid advance in th^ great work of Educatipn, but at the 
same time to dc^mpnstrate, that the principle, by which the 
Society has been governed^ are well adapted to the circum- 
stances of Ireland, and must fbnn the surest basis on which 
to establish and complete a general system, for the instruct 
tion^ and moral improvemefit of our population^

STATEMENT. 

TifE CoHimiUee of this Society ^ anxious to make known its 
principles asid objects^ and to fbciUtate the irdereourse be- 
tween it and the Schools in correspondence tDkh the Sodeiy^ 
publishei ike following Statcnteni, divided into ptxragiraphi 
for thefadUty ofrejerenccj and containing information and 
suggestions which may prove usefitl to all Schools for the 
Education of the P6or. 

1. This Society is a voluntaiy Association of persons of various 
religions communions, formed for the purpose of diffusing the bles- 
sing of well-ordered Bdacation amongst the labouring classes of 
this Country. 

2. The leading principle on which it is pledged to act, istoafibl^ 
the same facilities for Education to every denomination of Christiaiuu 
without interfering with the peculiar religious opinions of any. 

3. With this view the Society is anxious to pronaote the establish- 
ment, and assist in the support of Schools, in which the cqppoint^ 
tnent of Governors and Teachers, and the admission of Scholars, 
shall be uninfluenced by religious distinctions, and in . which the 
Bible or Testament without note or conunent, shall be read by edl 
the Scholars who have attained a suitable proficiency in reading, 
excluding catechisms and books of religious controversy; but the 
Society wnh it to be distinctly understood, that the, Bib|e or Testa- 
ment is not to be used as la School Book, from which diildren are t^ 
be taught to spell or to read. 

4. Such is the description of Schools which the Society con^ 
eeives best adapted td th^ tvimts and circumstances of this Country ;^ 
it is hoped, t^iat in such Seminaries the labouring classes may ob* 
tain suitable instruction, without any attempt being made to disturb 
their i^eligious opinions; and thfit the children of the poor being^ 
thqs associated together without distinction, may thereby learn 
t9 regard each other without prejudice, and to indulge a charita* 
^le feeling for their neighbours^ of whatever religious persuasion 
they may boi * 
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5. But althoagb sa anxioos ecR]Biderafioii.of the circnoKtaiiees of 
this coaniry, has convinced the Membeis of the InstiUitioKi, that 
particular religjkxis instraction oug^t not to be introdnood into the' 
Schools during school Ytona^^ yet the Society is fully sensible of the 
value of such instntcticoi, a$ iorming an indispensable branch of Edu* 
cation ; and the mc»(}e of instruction recommended {by the Societ]^, . 
gives a fieunlity to ibe parents and pastqis of the children, to impart 
tothemsnehreli^ous instraction as they ipay tbijik fit, out of School 
hours. 

6. In other respects the Society does not assume any controul 
over the internal regulations of ti^e Schools which it assists^ but it 
recommends that such ^ system of histruction sh^l be adopted^ as 
shall enable the Pea^ani and Artizaiu to obtain information ftnited 
to their itatians in fife, virithoat encroaching material^ on their 
time or their me^ps ; — Uiat the morals of Pupils and Jnstructora 
shall be carefhUy att^ded to, and principles of truth and honesty 
inculcated : — ^th^t the ptildren shall be accustomed to habits of de- 
cency and cleanliness ; a):^d that they shall.be taught to fix their at- 
tention excliisively on whatever business they may be engaged in, 
and inured to that kind of reguli^r discipline tfnd g^ood order, which 
is 0^ such essential v^lue to all, and pa^cularly to those who must 
eam theif bfead by iheir mdustiy. 

7. The Society has established a Model School in Dublin, on an 
extensive scale, which is intended to exemplify the system of Edu- 
cation recommended by the Society, aad also to serve as a seminary 
for training School-masters. 

8. T^is seminary is open frOm the 15th October in each year, to 
^e ]si of May in the following year, for tlie admission of all per-* 
sons properly recoipmeuded, and desirous of learning the improved 
method of teac^ng, without any charge being made for tuition,. and 
also without any condition bc^ng impeded as to the regiilations of the 
Schools i^ which they may afterwards be engaged. 

9. The time required to commijnicaie sufficiei^t ii^lbrmation in 
this way, to a man who has been previously <|uali&e4 to teach in the 
ordinary manper, is firom six to eight weeki^ ; ^d where Mastery 
are to b^ educated far Schools estal^lisheif on thep^ncrples recom- 
mended by the Society, and theijr cojaduct while attending the Mo- 
del School, shall be deserving of encouragement, the Society will 
allow a sum of money for the expenses of such persons, whilst tra- 
velling to and from Dublin ; and during the period of their tuition, 
will maintain them in the Society's House, Kiildare-Place. 

10. As the most perfect system of instruction, must be of com- 
paratively little value, where the Ma:stor is incompetent^ the Sv^-

ciefyanxionsty reconmends thatall penons desirous of having Sckool- 
masters of their own nomination, trained in the Seminary^ shouldu^ 
be exoeedindy careful in the selection of the individuak for that 
purpose. Their age should not be less Uian eighteen, nor more 
than thirfy years : they ought to hate a competent knowledge of 
gelling, reading, writing, and arithmetic ; in temper they ^oiSd be. 
patient ; in disposition mild, but firm ;^ of diligent habits ; of un- 
blemished morel character ; and fully convinced of the importance 
of inculcating on the young mind, a love of decency andcleanlinesSf. 
of industry, hoAstjr an4 truth, 

1 !• No person can be admitted into the Training School, and 
maintained at the e^ense of (he Society, who is over thirty-five 
years of age, nor until he sh^l have been examined by the Super- 
intendent ; and if on such examination he shall be found deficient in 
the above qualifications, the Society will not make any grant for hip 
travelling expenses or maintenance, it is therefore particularly 
requested, that no person shall be sent to the Seminary, to be trained 
as a Master, without being provided with the means of defraying' 
his expenses, in case he should not be qualified for admission ; nor 
}s he to leave home until written for. 

12. The Society has established a regular systepi for the inspec- 
tion of all Schools iEissisted by them, and where the reports of their 
Inspector are so favourable as to prove that the Master's conduct Jbis 
been meritorious, the Society gives annual pecuniazy gratuities to tb«i 
Master in proportion to the merit of each case. 

13. When Schools are to be conducted on the foregoing princi*- 
ples recommended by the Society, it contributes in proper'cases tp? 
wards thie expense of building, fiumishing, and fitting up Schoolr 
houses, and towards providing the Schools with the necessary appa-. 
ratus of Desks, Forps, Books, Paper, Slates, Slate-pencils and other 
School Requisites ; but in such cases the Society expects tha.t the 
greater part of the expense shall be borne by the persons residing 
in the neighbourhood ; that a satisfactory assurance shall be given to 
the Society, that the building shall be permanently used as a 
Schoolrhouse ; and that the persons applying for aid, shall engage 
to superintend the School, and to see that the regulations of the 
Society shall be strictly complied with, . 

14. The foregoing School Requisites may be procured at tlie De- 
pository of the Institution, ai low prices, for the use o£ any Schooi 
for the instruction of' the Poor. 

15. persons to whom pecuniary grants in aid of building Schools 
are madc^ are requested to take notice^ that the amount of suoii 
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grants eannot be paid, until a particular ^count of ilie aetuatex* 
penditure of the amount granted, specifying itemsy and authenticated 
by the signatures of two respectable persons residing in the neighbour*i 
hood of such Schools, shall have been fdrwarded to the Committee, 
together with a Certificate that the shell of the Schoolrhouse |s com- 
pleted ; and when pecuniary aid , towards fitting up and furnishing 
Schools, has been granted, a particular account of the items of tber 
actual expenditure authenticated in l|ke manner, will be required, to- 
gether with a Certificate that the School is. ready and fit for the rer 
ception of Scholars,before payment of such grants ca* be n^ade ; and 
it is necessary that the residences of the individuals signing {he Certi<' 
ficates, should be affixed to the documeiits. 

16. With respect to the Books distributed by the Society, it hai 
carefully selected sucli only as are calculatpd to cpnvey generial ins 
ftruction and amusement, without imparting or interfenng with any 
peculiar r»li^ous opinion. 

17. When a grant of Books is made tQ a School, it is not intended 
that they should be given to the Children ; — but, that they should 
becomie the foundation of a Library attached to the School, and bo 
lent to the most deserving Pupils. A cheap mode of rewarding the 
meritorious is thus provided, and moral and instructive worl^ ar^ 
more likely to b^ thus read, when lent, than if they were atctuaUr 
the property of those who borrow them. 

18. As the Society cannot, in any instance^ do more than con-: 
tribute to the expense of Schools, it is strongly recommended thai 
local Associations should be formed for the support of Schools in 
the neighbourhood of the members of such Ass(ociations, and- also 
for the purpose of occasionally inspecting the progress of the Hc\xo- 
laxs,^and the conduct of the Masters: without such supennten- 
dence, it is greatly to be feared, there will be many deviations from 
the system, which ought to be strictly adhered to in those Schools* 

19. It is also recommended, that in all cases the children shoul4 
be required Jko pay a small sum weekly. By such means the funds 
of the School will be augmented ; the poor will set. a higher value 
on the instruction imparted to them, than they probably would, if 
they were entirely indebted to the bounty of others for their educa- 
tion ; and a habit of looking to their own exertions for tbeir sup* 
port, will be cberished in their mmds, which will prove of essential 
value to them throughout life. ,

20. Printed Queries to be answered by persons applying for aid 
for Schools, may be procured at the Society s Depository, Kildare^ 
place ; and it is required that such Queries shall be answered om 
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each suceessive application, befofe any gnunt can be made fet 
School, (x School-master; and no applicaticm fiwr aid can be eiite»* 
tained, that »» not respectably autb^aticated. 

21. It is required that all Boc^s i^ Scbod Reqiilaitee pmw 

chased from the Socie^, shall be paid tx before they axe sent from 
the Depositoiy. 

22. Books and other varticles granted by» (ht purchased firom the 
Society, may be left at the Depository untU sent for; or they ^all 
be delivered at Iny place appointed, mihin the limits of the City of 
Dublin. . . . / . 

23. When money is remitted on accost of Schools, the Bi^k 
Notes are cut, and one set of halves is kept^ matil ttra receipt of the 
corresponding halves is acknowledged* 

24. If a necessity should occur for changing the name oy^tnation 
€f any School assisted by this Society^ such change should be com*" 
municated to the Secretary. 

25. It i^ earnestly requested that when any SchocJ assi^d by 
ibis Society, has been discontinued, the Secretary be immediately 
apprized of the circumstance ; and ^at the cause of its discontinue 
auce be stated^ together with the means which may be taken to ]^^ 
vive it. 

26. It is retjuested that the Managers of l^chools assisted by this 
Society, shall keep accurate registries of the admission, progress, an^ 
attendance of the pupils^ together with Account Booki, containing 
the particulars of the receipts and expenditure of such Schools. 

27. It is also requested that Books shall be kept in {he School* 
loom of such Schools, in which Visiters xnay enter such remarks as 
to them shall seem fit. 

28. The Managers of Schools assisted by this Society, are re- 
quested to communicate any information which may be deemed im- 
portant to such Schools, or to the general objects of uie Society ; and 
S^r this purpose, to keep up a constant and intimate €|orrespondence 
with the Society, and to be particular in answering the Queries, and^ 
en eveiy application, to give a full account of the School, mention* 
ing any circumstance of importance which shall have occurred sub* 
sequent to the preceding applieattons. 

29. In order to render the Cheap Book department of the Institu* 
tioii, as extensively useful as the regulations of the Society permit, it 
has been determined not to confine the grants of Cheap Books, for 
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Lending Libraiies, to Schools in conneiooii witli tke Sodety, but to 
make grants thereof to all such establishments of a public and chari« 
tabhe nature, as make provision for the Reservation ^the Books, ^d 
for the pemianent application of them to the use of the poor« Printed 
Qderies to be answered by applicants for such grants on behalf of 
such establishments, can be procured at the Society's Depositoxj, 
Kildare-Plaoe.

We are 
In much want of Books at present, and beg a few; also sodie Sta-* 
lionary, if it cddfd be spared. It is A pleasing fact, that no Prisoner 
who attended the School regularly, has been re-committed to gaol. 
This is a strong clrcumstit&ce m favour of a general Education.

WHEN f consider the advantage that the liberali^ of 
your Soeiety is calculated to convey to the children of the Poor of 
Ireland, and the motives which stimulate each individual, I am led 
to hope that the benefits arising frond their charitable undehaking; 
will be^experienced in one of the most remote, and perhaps un- 
learned comers of Ireland ; t therefore request you wilf have the 
goodness to submit to the consideration of your Committee, the fol* 
lowing particulars : — 

I shall first take the liberty of stating, that I have been in the habit 
of teaching in this neighbourhood, for several years, during which 
time I was obliged to contend with various difficulties, from &e want 
of a School-house, being under the necessity of removing from place 
to place, never having a house calculated to accommodate a public 
School. While I was thus learning by sad experience, the disad- 
vantages that a School must sustain from an inconvenient house, the 
Committee for managing a fiind from which I receive twelve pounds 
annually, granted £A5 towards building a School-house, but as this 
sum was of itself inadequate to build an accommodating house, and 
the circumstances of the people not enabling them to advance any 
satn in addition, the design lay a considerable time without being 
carried into effect; conscqueiiWy, \ii« School under my care, derived 
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no benefit from the benevolent grant of the Committee. This, id 
me, was cause of daily anxiety, which led me at length to determine, 
that I would myself undertake the work, and that I would, by mf 
own superintendence and exertions, extend the small sum as far a^ 
possible. I communicated^ my design to the Rev. — -, Rector of 
the Parish, who approved of ray intention, and in a short time* on 
making the necessaiy enquiries, f was encoUi'aged to proceed ; I ac- 
cordingly commenced making necessary preparations, and on the 
]2th June last, was ready to begin the work, but notwithstanding 
I withdi^w my attendance from every thing else, (on account of the 
backwardness of the place,) it wsis the 8th of Jan. before I could 
render it habitable. When your most respectable Committee con- 
sider the small sum, if on which 1 must depend, they will not b^ 
surprised &t the smallness of the house, being 19| by 15| feet in 
the clear, two stories high, and slated, the lower stoty being for mf 
own accommodation, and the upper for the School, which, thougbr 
habitable and well lighted, cannot be sfidd to be comfortable, as I 
was obliged to stop short of my intention of completing it to my sa- 
tisfaction, finding it necessary to apply some of my own money, in 
order to bring it even to its present state. I shall now give you a 
brief description of the situation of the house, with regard to its pub- 
lic utility. The whole neighbouiiiood goes by the common name of 
— — , it being neariy surrounded by uncultivated mountains, it con- 
tains upwards of twenty villages on a surface of about three square 
miles, the Whole doiitainiiig about 150 flimiiies^ The School-house 
is so situated, that the most distant village is jiot more than a mllo 
and. a quarter from the School, which induces me to hope that my 
public exertions will in some degrte^ tend to promote the blessing of 
Education. I must with pleasure say, that I have experienced a con- 
siderable change already^ for though the number of Scholars is by no 
means equal to what might be expected from so populous a neigh- 
bourhood, it far exceeds the number at any former period in the 
same season of the year, having at present on the School list OOy 
whereas the number in winter (formerly) rarely aipaounted to forty ; 
this will perhaps appear as one proof of the utility of a comfortable 
School-house, for it is not to be wondered at, that the Poor whose 
children are so frequently very ill clothed, dread the idea of sending 
them to cold, damp houses in winter, thereby endangering their 
health. I roust be^ to be excused in thus wasting so much of your 
precious time, but seeing the loss which ^J poor fellow mortals sus- 
tain from the want of timely infarm^tion, I consider it a duij in- 
cumbent on mc (in my situation) to do i^l in my power to pi^oiQote 
the welfare of the rising generation, and tl$en leave the result to the 
wise disposer of all events '; and in order that my weak effcHrts should 
be. seconded, I take the liberty of laying before your benevolent 
Committee, a. sketch of the past as well as the present state of this 
Beighbouriiood^ as it being the most prQbablo soiuac^ (tomv^^D^s^^^t^ 
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pdor may receive asttstonce in future. I must, therefore, befete I 
conclude, obeenre (hat the inhabitants (with a few exceptions) ait 
Roman Catholics, consequently (as in most backward comen in this 
part of the country,) the greater part of the children on entering my 
School, do not understand a single expression in the EIngliah Lav- 
gnage, and notwithstanding this great disadvantage, I have had the 
satisfaction of seeing some of my Scholars employed in merchants 
shops, and others become tradesmen, each filling his situation very 
respectably. It is therefore to be hoped, that any ei^ertions used lor 
their improvement would not be entirely thrown away on a people^ 
who though poor, nevertheless in general wish fo^ the education of 
their chilcuren. If your Society consider us as just objects of their 
ch^table exertions, I shall with pleasure submit, as uir as possible, 
to the regulations, and shall communicate any feirther parttculai9 
Ihey may require at any future period.

I SUPPOSE that Mr. Mills informed the Society, on 
tetum firoiQ his ins{)ectional tour, that great difficulties stood in thtf 
way of the establishment of a proper School in this place ; an oppor* 
fnnity now I hope offers^ of setting up one whieh is not likely to 
meet with any oppositicm, a young man, who has for some yean 
kept a small village School, about four miles fipom this, and who has 
educated extretticdy tvell on the old plto, most of the respectable 
Farmers' children, who, from Want of a proper School, were obliged 
to send to him, has been obliged to give up his School, because the 
Landlord took into his own hands all the Estate^ on which hkr 
School was, and removed the tenantry. Our tenants came to ask fi>r 
a small plot of ground, on which they might, at their own expense/ 
build a cabin in order to fix him near theno. Knowing as they did/ 
his excellent character, aiid the pains he took with his mipils, ii 
struck me th&t as he is^ a Roman Catholic, and so much liked by 
the peasantiy, atid that he seems to be a very decent, humble man^ 
It would be desirable to get him 'to set up a School on a larger 
*cale, in his own namoy and to give him what assistance I comd 
inyself and my family, without seeking for any subscriptions; I hav« 
procured a very large bouse, which I trust will make an excellent 
»chool-room, at half reifit, which I am to pay, so that the Master 
^i have his house and garden rent free, I propose to send him tor 
Ibvni to' he iostametedr if hA can be reeeivQd, and tf the Society wiU 
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MsaaSt me witb a gfOfd, I think I shal} be able to fit up a School- 
house which will hold 100 boys. If the School goes on prosper- 
jOQsly, as I have no doubt it will <ai' this plan, J hope from some 
fe^ firieuds to procure the n^eane of adding to it, and of establishing 
ja girls School. There is space enough for much more building ; 1 
ihhak the present building is about 60 feet long by 17 or. 18 wide^ , 
and about 17 or 18 feet high, it is thatchied. I write to you now 
to know if I may sei^d him up, to be examined, and if he is. 
Approved, will the Society teach him gratis, I believe you are 
laware that there is not ^ tosm in Ireland which waots a School mose

I bave been directed by the Committee for managing the 
County of ■ — Gaol Bchooi^ to inform you, that thejr -have 
been enabled to open a male and female l^chool in the gaol of 

* . . Your Society were pleased to grant to the Rev, r- 

■ , in the year 1819, a number of Books, 81ates, Lessons, &c. 

for the use of a School in the gaol, which he has handed over to the 
Committee. The Committee find that as the prisoners are obliged to 
be kept in three divisions, only one of which can be admitted to the 
School at a time, that the spelling lessons on sheets do not answer as 
well as spelling book? .would do ; as the assizes are so short a time 
over, the gaol is not as full as it generally is, there are now 56 males, 
and 14 females attending the School; the Female School is ma- 
naged by a Committee of Iiadics, and the female prisoners have also 
b^en provided with work . One or more members of each Committee 
attend daily at tlieir respective Schools, and a Master and Mistress 
have been engaged. Both Schools opened the first week in May, 
The Committee request your Society will be plcfised to grant them 
a supply of Spelling books of the first and second part, as the num- 
bers in the gaol arc increasing daily, they cannot say exactly, how 
many they may require, but froin the numbers pow attending the 
School, it would require about three dozen of each. I trust I shall 
hereafter be enabled to give a good account of the slate and pro- 
gress of the School. .

I HAVE deferred replying to your^s of the I4th instant, re* 
IfiUve to a School proposed to be built at . ' untU I should 

make myself acquainted with all the circumstances relative thereto. 
The parish of ■ ■■ , in which Captain ■ ■ lives, is, pe^aps, 
better supplied with Paily and Sunday Schools, thoii, almost^ any 
^ther ; and the Curate of it, tie Rev. — — , most indefatiga- 

ble in his attention to them, lipwever^ upop ipaklng iipplication to 
him, I find that there is none in the peignbourhood ot > , and 
that as the country surrounding is very populous, oi^e is much re- 
quired there. I have seen the situation designed for it by Captain 

, which is in every respect ipost eligible, and as that Gen- 
t^em^ appears extremely zealous in ^e establishment of ft School^ 
i am convinced that a cQippliaiice of your Conuni^tee with his 
wishes, will tend materially to the advantage of that part of the 
country, and that whatever aid you may afford him, (pecuniary or 
etherwise) will be most judiciously applied.

been constant during the time they were in the Gaol, and their im- 
provement very considerable : indeed some of them have made a 
proficiency beyond what I could have conceived ; among others, an 
American smuggler, and an old man of 70, neither of whom could 
xead or write on entering the Graol, in less than three months 
attendaqce coul^ read fluently, and write a neat pmning hand; if die 
production of their copy-bool^ or the Reports of the Masters would 
De apy satisfaction to your Committee, I should be happy to forward 
them.

■ — School, £or which I return my most grateM thanks ; and 
I hope I shall never be found so wanting in my duty, as to'negiect 
the important trust reposed in me. The directions, and kind admo- 
aitions of your Inspector are so indelibly engraved on my mind, that 
I presume he will be more gratified, on his next visit, than on a iot- 
mer occasion. . At Uie commencement of the School, op the plan 
tecommended by the Education Society, it was attended with a 
eonsiderable expense, every Sohool Requisite was procured by the 
unremitting exertion of its patrons, apmoaching as near to tlK»e m 
ihe Model School, as the means could possibly admit oi; and th» 
Committee gratuitously contributed a variety of books and other 
ftiaterials for the. use of the children ; when the Sohool was thu» 
Ihmished, it soon beeamew^U attended with Scholars, yetthepeo* 
pie seemed to doubt the value of the system^ under the impression 
tiiat it was impossible for one man to conduct a School composed of 
80 many individuals, ^^ith much advanti^ to them, but the miscon<^ 
eeption was soon happily removed, by the extraordinary improve* 
ment they made in the first haif^-year. 

Our examination took plaee on tiie latter days of July, at which- 
severa^ Ladies and Oeatlemen attended, and it was truly gratifying 
to me to hear the very distinguished and unanimous expressions of 
approbation they were pleased to bestow on the proficiency the 
children made, and on their general appearance and depoi:tment in 
the School.

NOT doubting the willingness of your Society to aflbrl 
assistance where it is really wanted. I am induced to solicit you^ 

aid in behalf of a School established at B , about a mile 

from this City. The School was established lasrt June, consists of 
boys and girls, and is superintended as to the Female department, 
by Ladies resident in the neighbourhood, two of whom take it in tiim 
to attend daily every Week. The Jjadies instruct the girls in needle- 
work, and hear their lessons preparatory to their repeating then^ to 
the Master, who teaches the Gitls as Well as Eloys. In consequence 
of Iheir increasing numbers, the present rooms are too confined, wo 
have therefore been obliged to look out for larger apartments, and 
hope soon to be enabled to move the School to them. 

The object of this application is to solicit £\6. tofunmh the room; 
almost every curticle at present in use is borrowed. The sum, we * 
confess, is large, but -a stove being necessary for the Boys' room,- 
there being no fire-place in it, will, of course, encrease the expense 
of furnishing the rooms. It is right to state that we ^receive assist? 
ance from the Cork Hibernian School Society ; on our providing 
School-rooms, and six pounds per annum, Uiey pay the Mastex 
and supply books, class and roll papers, and inapectKm. The fund» 
at present are, I believe, between £\2. and £13. a year, the rent of 
the rooms we are about to take is £5. per annum ; so that you per^ 
eeive we axe at present deficient, even in one of ^e requisites, foi 
receiving assistance from the Cork Hibernian School Society; 
however, we have not the slightest doubt, but that under a gracioua 
Providence our subscriptions will increase. It is absolutely necea- 
sary, I may almost say essential, to the existence of the School, to 
take large apartments ; many circumstances render this School pe* 
cnliarly important ; the children of the neighbourhood are vcny nu- 
merous, and their parents are extremely poor; there is no School 
nearer than the City.

A few years since a common hedge- 
school was established here, and since that was given un, the poor 
^ve been without evei) that peans of education, and have been, 
prevented from getting another Master, from the hope of having a 
School established on an improved system, which we are now deter- 
mined to have done if possible. Our Irishes as to the mode of 
Bidupation are, I conceive, conformable to the opipions of the So- 
ciety, with respect to the reading (^ the Scriptures, and commenting 
thereon, as it would be our p^eular yrisn not to i^flbnd the reli- 
gious principles of any class, more especially, as much the larger 
portion of the Scholim would be Catholics.

HAVING seen a fetter, addressed to Mr. H — '- , inti- 

mating the vnah of your Committ^ that the suggestions made by 
your Inspe6tor> when he-visited* my School, should be catried into 
effect, I Deg leave to take this opportunity of informing you that I 
have already^ as far as I possibly could, adopted the -measures he 
recommended. 

Agreeably to the , Inspector's suggestions, I have now procured 
penoU cases and copy stands for xoj Scholars, and we have found 
them very useful. Since leaving the Model School, I have con* 
tinned to practise, a? strictly as I could, the methods of spelling, 
reading, and writing, taught in that place ; but for want of boards 
for my arithmetical lessons, 1 have not yet been able to introduce 
your method of teaching the fundamental rules of that science.

But/ tiiough my charges are very moderate,* I 
would with pleasure make them lower, were I sure it would cause 
an increased attendance. . 

Owing to the dL^tancfe that several of my Scholars Hve from the 
School, the attendance is veiy small in winter ; and several of them 
being ike children of people employed in the weaving, trade; they 
are often kept at home to assist their parents. As I am only paid 
for the weeks, or even' days, the child has been at School, I lose by 
every casual interruption in attendance, and, of course^ their progress 
cannot be so greats some of them being absent for four or five months 
in winter. In order to lower the prices^ and to insure a more in - 
creased aikl regular attendance, } think if Mr.- H wouid assem- 
ble the people in the neighbourhood who bad children to educate^ 
and let them enter into a srnaU yearly subscription according- to the 
number in theur families, all might have their children taught at a 
very cheap rate.

please to inform me, and any amendment you propose, I shall 

receive with pleasure, and 1 think With Mr.' If ^'s assistance we

ANOTHER yfear ha<» passed awi^y, since my last Annual 
Statement of the progress of this School, I now proceed to describe 
our proceedings during the year 1821, to explain, our present situ- 
ation, and also our ^ture prospects. 

It is truly encouraging to observe in the woikmg classes of this 
neighbourhood, a continued and increasing anxiety to obtain instruc- 
tion for their children. One obstacle which it is very diScilt to ob- 
rjatd^ greatly impedes the business of Education ainftoi^ tne children 



of tlKwe classes here ; it is this, maoj pf ihe parents are conqiellei 
by poverty and jneceesity to eipploy their chiklren ^t a very >eaj^ 
age, in vahous kinds of labour, it is daring the intervals »£ this la- 
bour only, that the children are kept at Schools, these interruptions 
render the advancement of the children in their School acquirementi 
fiar less rapid, and far less con^Iete than it would be, w^re their al^ 
tendance regular and constant. For this reason chiefly, the atten* 
dance of the children this year, has been iai less regular tlian we 
could have wished ; yet, calculating the entire year, it has fullj 
^equalled that of the year 1820. The improveiyient of the Scholars^ 
during the present year, has been considerable, but, I deeply regrdt 
the want of one of the most indispensable requisites to the improved 
system, without which, its efficiency, and, consequently, its utili^ 
In tbis place, is most seriously injured^ the want I allude to, is, that 
of a sumcient numbeir of competent Monitors, for the due execution 
of the iniproved system in my School, and that want, I am convinced* 
tends to prevent the decided superiority of the new system being seea 
and felt by the working classes of the p^ple here, so powerfully anA 
80 speedily- as it might, and as it ought to be seen and felt, for df 
Monitors be imperfectly qualified for their respective offices, the in- 
struction of the children must necessarily be imperfect and supeiv 
ficial. The female School established in consequence of the advice 
and reconuuendation of your intelligent and useful Inspector — '— — > 
in the preceding year, continues to prosper, and has already proved 
of material advantai^e to the female children of my neighbourhood* 
who are instructed in knitting, plain needle-work, spinning, readlr^g 
and writing, fiy steady perseverance, i hope gradually to over- 
come the difficultly by which our plans of improvement are opposei^ 
the understandings and the hearts of our neighbours are gradually 
opening to the immense importance of useM Education^ and tne 
same impulse will, I trust, continue to operate, and to stimulate unt3 
all our youth shall participate in the light of that knowledge which 
ennobles our common nature, in the very humblest walks of civi- 
Jjzed humanity. '

LAWS & REGULATIONS. 



I. The name of the Institution shall be " The 
Society for Promoting the Education of the Poor 
of Ireland.^* 

II. The object of the Society is to diffuse through- 
out this coimtry, a well ordered system of Education 
of the Poor, which shall combine economy of time 
and money, and bestow due attention on cleanliness 
and discipline. 

III. The leading principle by which the Society 
shall be guided, is to afford the same facilities for 
Education, to all classes of professing Christians, 
without any attempt to interfere with the peculiar 
religious opinions of any. 

IV. In order to obtain the object proposed, the 
Society will use the following means : it will estab- 
lish and maintain a Model School, on an extensive 
scale in the metropolis; which shall, at the same 
time, exemplify the system of Educati<stn recom- 
mended by the Society, and serve as a seminary for 
the instruction of persons to act as Teachers ; it 
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will also assist in procuring properly qualified School- 
masters, arid will provide suitable books, Stationary, 
and oth^p apticles necessary for Schools, at reduced 
prices. 

V. As it is conceived that Schools best adapted to 
the wants and circumstances of Ireland, are those in 
which the appointment of Governors, Teachers, and 
Scholars, shall be iminfluenced by religious distinc- 
tions ; where the Scriptures without note or com- 
ment shall be read ; but all Catechisms and books 
of religious controversy excluded; in which the mo- 
rals of the pupils and instructors shall be anxiously 
attended to ; where habits of decency and of clean- 
liness shall be considered indispensable ; where Read- 
ing, Writing and Arithmetic, shall be taught in a cheap 
Iftid expeditious manner, and in which good order and 
regular discipline shall be duly enforced ; the Funds 
of. the Institution shall be devoted to the support of 
such Schools alone; but the Society is willing to 
communicate information, and afford such assistance 
as shall not diminish its resources, to any Seminary 
for the instruction of the l^oor. 

VI, Thq^ Society shall consist of a Patron, Vice- 
Patron, President, Vice-President, Committee, 
Treasurer, Trustees and Secretary, and also of 
Honorary Membersi Guardians, Members for Life, 
and Annual Members, together with such inferior 



Officers, as maybe deemed necessary for conducting 
tne affairs of the Society. 

VII. Every Person subscribing £60 at one time^ 
or who shall by any additional payment increase 
his Annual Subscription to that smn, shall be a 
Guardian of the Society* 



VIII. Upon any Legacy erf £50 being paid to the 
Treasurer, the Executors of the person bequeathing 
such Legacy shall be Guardians.

XL The Committee shall have the power of no- 
minating such persons as shall render essential ser-» 
vice to the Society, or jgjhall be active in promtrting 
objects similar to tho§^ of the Society, Honor<try 
Members. 

XIL The Annual Meeting of the Members of the 
Society shall be held in Dublin, on such day, after 
the 6th of January in each year, as J;he Qonsi^iittee 
shall judge expedient, when th^ proceedings of tb,^ 
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foregoing year shall be reported, the Aecounts pre- 
sented, and a Treasurer, Trustees, Auditors of Ac- 
counts, and Committee' chosen: Ten days notice 
of such Meeting shall be given in the public News- 
papers. 

Xin. A Special General Meeting of the Mem- 
bers of the Society may be called at any time, at 
the requisition of the Committee, or of any Ten 
Members, on addressing a Letter to the Secretary, 
specifying the object of the Meeting: Ten days no- 
tice shall be given in three public Newspapers of any 
such intended Meeting, and of the purpose for which 
it is caJled. 

- XIV. Six Trustees shall be elected at the Annual 
•General Meeting, from amongst the Members of the 
Society, in whom may be vested the property of the 
Society : These Trustees shall be liable to be dis- 
. placed at any Annual General Meeting. 

XV. A Treasurer shall be elected at each Annual 
General Meeting, from amongst the Members of the

XVI. Five Auditors shall be appointed at each 
Annual Gfeneral Meeting, for the purpose of audit- 
ing the Accounts of the Society, ofVhomnotftiore 
than two shall b^ Members of the Committee:

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XVII. A number not exceeding Thirty rOne Mem- 
ber:^, resident in Publin^ or it* vicinity, shall be 
elected at each, Annual General Meeting ; who, to- 
gether with the Patron, Vice-Patrons, President, 
Vice-Presidents, and Treasurer, shall constitute a 
Committee, to superintend the affairs of the Society, 
and to appoint all its Officers, except the Treasurers, 
Trustees and Auditors. 

XVIII. The Committee shall have power to elect 
from amongst the Members of the Society, resident 
in the different Counties and principal Towns in 
Ireland, such persons as they shall tliink fit to asso^ 
ciate with themselves, in order the more effectually 
to obtain and communicate such information as may 
serve to promote the object of the Institution : the 
Members so selected shall be privileged to at^eiid at 
the deliberations of the Committee, 

XIX. The Committee shall fill such vacancies as 
may occur in their own body ; elect from amongst 
themselves a Secretary or Secretaries, and appoint 
a Register and Collector, and such other Officers 
as they shall de^m necessary, for conducting the 
affairs of the Society. 

XX. Aii Orders for Payments on account of the 
Society, shall be signed in Committee by three 
Members thereof. 
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XXI. The Committee shall hare the- Accounts of* 
the Society entered in books to be kept for that pur-r 
pose ; ajfid in Hke manner the Proceedings of the 
Soqiett/y At its Ailnual and Special Gteneral Meetings, 
shall be entered in another book to be kept for that 
pmpose : all which books shall be laid on the table 
at the Annual Greneral Meetings, and shall be at all 
times open to the inspection of Subscribers. 

XXII. An Annual Report of the Proceedings of 
the Society, its Laws and Regulations, with an Ac-. 
count of the state of its Funds, and a List of Sub- 
scribers and Benefactors, shall be published as soon 
as conveniently can be, after each Annual General 
Mating, 

XXIII. None of the Laws of the Society shall 
be altered or repealed ; nor shall any new Law be 
enacted, except at an Annual General Meeting, 
And no law shall be deemed valid or acted upon, 
unless confirmed at the next Annual General Meet- 
ing, or at a subsequent Special General Meeting, 
convened expressly for that purpose, at an interval 
of one month at least after the preceding Meeting.

REPORT, &c. 



THE progress of the Ihstitutioii during the past year, 
has been such as' to exceed the sanguine expectations of 
your Committee, excited as they had been by the cheering 
prospects held forth in the Report presented by their pre- 
,decessors to the last Annual General Meeting. 

Your Committee would recal to your recollection, that 
the number of Schools assisted by the Institution up to the 
5th January, 1822; was 613; — in which it was calculated 
that at the time of presenting the last Report, upwards of 
40,000 children of both sexes were receiving instruction. 
Of these 513 Schools, 272 had received assistance during 
that year; and of this latter number 132 Schools, contain- 
ing 10,183 scholars, were founded or assisted for the first 
time within that period. 

Your Committee have now to state, that the number of 
Schools established and assisted by the Society during 
their year of office, ending on the 5th January, inst. 
amounts to 461 ; of which number 214 have been esta- 
blished, or placed upon an improved foundation for the 
first time withia that period. In these new Schools it ap- 
pears from the returns received from the Managers of 
them, that 14,980 scholars are instructed, making the 
total number in the Society's Schools on the 5th January, 
1823, considerably above 50,000 scholars.

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It will be interesting and gratifying to the Meeting io 
observe the progress of the Society from year to year ; 
your Committee, therefore, subjoin a comFparative state- 
ment, shewing the increase in the nunrber of Schools, and 
of Scholars receiving instruction therein, in each year from 
1816 to the present time.

When enabled to detail such convincing facts, your 
Committee deem it quite unnecessary to occupy the time 
of the Meeting by arguments to prove that the simple and 
comprehensive principle upon which the Society was 
founded, are adapted to the state and circumstances of 
this country: the rapid, yet steady extension of its opera- 
tions affording, as they conceive, the best criterion by 
which to judge of the suitability and efficiency of the 
Institution for the purposes for which it was established. 

Your Committee would, however, observe, that the 
founders of this Institution never put forward, the prlnci-' 
pies by which it is regulated, or the plan of instruction 
recommended by them, as the best that could be devised ; 
but they adopted them as the best practicable means, in 
their judgment, for diffusing a national system of educa- 
tion amongst a people differing, as the population of Ire- 
land do, in religious profession. 

The nature of the eid afforded to the 461 Schools 
assisted by the Society during the past year, was as 
follows: — Grants of money for building, fitting up, and 
repairing School-houses, were made to 183 Schools, the 
total sum appropriated to this object was £3,495 16s. 8d. 
being, on an average, about <£l9 to each of the 183 
Schools. 242 Schools received grants of Books, Station- 
ary, and other School requisites of which they stood in 
need; and the value of the articles thus dispensed by the 
Society during the year, amounted, at the very low prices 
at Vhich they were enabled to provide thera, to the sum 
of £2,104. 16s. 2d. Masters were trained for 34 Schools, 
which required no other aid^'; and gratuities for good con- 
duct were given to the Masters of ^he two remaining 
Schools, which did not receive any other assistance during 
the year. 

C 
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The Society not only supports Masters sent up to 
receive instruction for Country Schools, but makes a 
reasonable allowance for their travelling expenses coming 
up to Dublin, and reUiming to their respective Schools. — 
The average expenditure under these heads, does not ex- 
ceed seven guineas for each Master. 

In addition to the 461 Schools to which the foregoing 
aid was extended during the past year, applications 
reached the Committee on behalf of 69 other Schools, 
either actually opened, or intended to be established in 
different parts of the. coimtry. Of this number, they were 
in correspondence at the close of the year with the Mana- 
gers of 30 Schools, for the purpose of ascertaining the 
necessity, or propriety, of assisting them. Grants to 10 
Schools are suspended until they shall have been visited 
by one of the Society's Inspectors, that the Committee 
may be accurately informed of their circumstances and 
need of assistance : — And applications on behalf of the 
remaining 29 have been rejected on various grounds, 
which rendered them unfit objects for the Society's bounty. 
It is observable, that of the 29 Schools to which aid was 
refused, it was denied to four only^ on the ground of the 
Scriptures not being used ; to four other Schools because 
comments were made therein upon the Scriptures ; to 
fourteen because religious distinction was mad^ in the 
appointment of Teachers ; to six as being Schools con- 
ducted solely for the emolument of the Teachers, and to 
one as seeking aid of such kind as the Society does not 
grant. 

It is with great pleasure that your Committee call your 
attention to the increase in the number of Gaol Schools ; 
four have been established within the year, to which the 
Society extended sudh aid a^ was required for them; 
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assistance was also afforded to eight Schools which had 
beoD founded in prisons before the commencement of last 
year, which makes the total number of Gaol Schools now 
in connexion with the Society, seventeen. 

Of this very interesting class of Schools it is observ- 
able, that whilst they are amongst the most useful, as 
being placed where moral culture and religious instruction 
are most needed, they are effectually assisted at a lesser 
charge to the Society's funds than any others: Money is 
never required for building ; in a few instances a small sum 
has been sought for fitting up with desks and forms ; but 
the greater proportion stand in deed of nothing more than 
suitable books and stationary; accordingly, the average 
expense incurred in establishing Gaol Schools does not 
exceed £4. 13s. 4d. per School. - Former Committees 
having enlarged 6n the benefit resulting from these Schools, 
your Committee will abstain from so doing, but they can- 
not withhold from the Society an extract from a Report 
made by the Local Inspector of one of them, because 
it illustrates, in a striking and oacouraging manner, tho 
happy results produced by such establishmeiits :—

.The prison is greatly improved in moral discipline by 
the introduction of these books already in use: those 
" excesses and irregularities whictf hitherto have rendered 
i^ confinement a state of corruption to the, prisoner, are 
^^ gradually disappearing, and subordination, and correct- 
" ness of conduct, are daily ornam'entmg those halls 
where blasphemy and indecency disgraced even the an- 
nals of a prison. In fact, the Gaol has now become a 
" School of improvement, and the culprit leaves it with 
" such information as must tend to make vice more detest- 
" able, and virtue more desirable than they appeared 
"before: — the last conificts whieh l^l \Jd\% Vst ^or^^ 
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^^ solicited me to give them their books, lest they might 
'^ forgety during their passage, the rudiments they had 
** here received." 

At the commencement of the past year, your Com- 
mittee found in the Training School of the Society 
twenty-seven country school-masters^ who had been 
admitted during the preceding year; one hundred and 
twenty-seven masters have been since admitted, making 
together one hundred and fifty-four who havie shared the 
advantages of the institution during the year: of these, 
one hundred have been sent forth with certificates of their 
competence to conduct schools upon the improved system 
of teaching, and of good conduct whilst under instruction ; 
four were dismissed without such certificates ; and fifty 
remained in the Training School on the 5th January, 
1823. 

Thus it appears that the numb»r of masters who have 
enjoyed the benefits of the Institution in this department, 
since the year 1814, is four hundred and eighty-three; the 
total number on the 5th January, 1822, having been three 
hundred and fifty-six. Your Committee beg to refer to 
the following comparative statement, shewing the annual 
progress in this department of the Institution: —

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Vour Committee are much gratified by the success of 
this branch of the establishment; Mr. Veevers, the Super- 
intendent, continues indefatigable in his attention to it. 
The good effects resulting from the decided improvement 
already effected in the description and qualifications of the 
teachers, have become so manifest to those concerned in 
the establishment and improvement of schools, throughout 
the country, that applications for admission into the 
Training School are daily multiplying. Accordingly 
your Committee have made orders for the admission of 
thirty-eight masters, from various parts of Ireland, who 
will be received into the Training School as vacancies 
shall occur. 

The Committee of last year, considering it very desira- 
ble that the masters intended for schools connected with 
the Society, and who are consequently maintained at its 
expense whilst under instruction, should reside within the 
walls of the Institution, caused six beds to be added to 
the number of eighteen, which had been provided by 
their predecessors. The increased accommodation has, 
however, been found inadequate, so many as fifty masters 
having been in actual attendance in the Training School, at 
onetime, during the past year; and your Committee, sensible 
of the superior advantages enjoyed by those who are inmates 
of the establishment, and anxious to provide, as far as 
practicable, for the vigilant superintendence of the conduct 
of the'masters out of school-hours, have determined to make 
such arrangements as will afford accommodation to an 
encreased number, and not to allow any greater number 
of country teachers to attend the Training School at one 
time, than can be accommodated in the institution. 

The inspection of Country Schools has engaged much 
of your Committee's attention during the \;^«i;^\.^^^« ^\^\^ 
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predecessors had engaged a second Inspector, Mr. W. V. 
Griffith, who had been recommended to their attention by- 
one of the Vice-Presidents of the Society. This gentle- 
man had been zealously engaged in promoting the 
education of the poor^ before he entered the service of the 
Institution. He has been employed on a tour of inspec- 
tion nearly nine months of the past year, and has visited 
and reported upon one hundred and ninety schools, 
situated, chiefly, in the southern counties of Ireland : he 
promises to be a very useful and efficient officer of the 
Society. 

Mr. Mills, the other Inspector, also continues to give 
great satisfaction to your Committee. He has been out 
on inspection during the same period, and has visited and 
reported upon one hundred cuid forty-six schools, chiefly 
in the Northern and Western counties of Ireland. Your 
Committee bad to regret, that he was disabled from dis- 
charging his duties for a time by indisposition, but he has 
been since enabled to resume them 

Mr. Veevers was likewise employed on inspection 
upwards of three months during the recess in the Training 
School for Masters, He visited and reported upon 
sev^ty schools in the North, and North Eastern counties 
of Ireland. He was obliged to return to Dublin by the 
opening of the Training School in November ; and your 
Committee found, that notwithstanding every effort upon 
their part to effect an inspection of every School connected 
with the Society within the year, they were iiot enabled to 
accomplish it. They are decidedly of opinion that the 
Schools of the Society should be visited, if possible, 
twice at least, in each year. And considering the vast 
increase in the number of the Society's Schools, they 
strongly reobmmend t]he imm^cute appointment of two 
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additional well qualified Inspectors. The most beneficial 
consequences result from frequent inspection. The ob- 
servance of the rules of the Society is thereby enforced^ 
the conduct of the Teachers and the proficiency of the 
Scholars are duly attended to: and a constant and salu* 
tary co-operation is maintained between the Society and 
those more immediately concerned in the management and 
superintendence of Country $chools. 

The attention of the Inspectors is particularly directed 
to the state of the School-houses, the wants of the 
Schools, the due expenditure and applicatioja of the aid 
granted to each School — to the attendance and conduct af 
Teachers and Scholars — to see not merely that due profi- 
ciency is made by the Scholars in learning; but that 
proper attention is paid to the forming of habits of clean- 
liness and subordination; and that the conduct of the 
Teachers is such as to secure for them the respect of their 
Scholars. , 

It is quite obvious that a Committee consisting of Gen- 
tlemen, most of whom are engaged in professions and 
business, who hold their meetings, and are bound to 
transact the weighty business of the Institution in the 
Metropolis, cannot possess adequate security for the d^e 
application of the funds with wjbich it is entrusted, unless 
a vigilant and. efficient system of in;spection be established 
and preserved. 

The Reports of the Inspectors afforded great assistance 
to the Committee in awarding and apportioning gratuities 
to the deserving Teachers. The Committee of the year 
ended on the 6th January, 1822, distributed the sum of 
£649. lis. amongst the Teachers. of 103 Schools, who 
had been found deserving during that year, accotd\\N%l^ 
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their respective merits ; and finding that a great emulation 
had been thereby excited amongst the Teachers, and that 
a corresponding improvement had been thereby produced 
in the state of the Schools, they deemed it probable that 
double that sum would have been required to afford simi- 
lar encouragement to those who should be found merito- 
rious during the then ensuing year. In presenting their 
petition to the Legislature therefore, they sought a sum of 
£1,300 for this purpose — your Committee, however, have 
the pleasure to state, that they have found themselves 
called upon to award the sum £1926 to the Teachers of 
S14 Schools. It appears by the accounts presented here- 
with, that of the sum so awarded, £l768. lOs. only had 
been actually paid, and the receipts handed to the Register 
of the Society up to the 6th January last, when the year's 
accounts closed ; the remainder, however, has been since 
paid, and such has been the good effect produced by the 
expenditure already made in this department, and such 
the progressive increase of Schools, that your Committee 
in preparing their Petition to the House of Commons, 
have felt it their duty to seek for an increased grant for 
this object in the next Session of Parliament. 

in the Cheap Book department,* your Commitee have 
to report that 106,230 volumes have been sold and distri- 
buted during the last year, making a total of 662,752 since 
the opening of the Depository in November, 1817. 

The new Publications added to your assortment within 
the year, have been six, making forty-four varieties of 
five sheet books, and nine varieties of two sheet books. 

Your Committee haye every reason to be satisfied with 

the effects of the Society's labours in this branch. The 

vjJe and mischievous publications which heretofore sup- 

plied the Schools, and composefii \Xi^ %\.ocVw ck^ \3aft dealers 
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in books for the use of the Poor, having failed to sustain 
a competition in the market with the Society's publications, 
are, as your Committee believe, now no longer printed ; . 
and the few which may yet be found in circulation, are 
probably the remnant of the old stock. Your Committee, 
therefore, entertain strong hopes that the time is not far 
distant, when it may be said that our country has been 
eflFectually relieved from what has been justly considered 

a very serious evil. 

/ 

\ 

Your Committee are sensible that the efforts of the 
Society in the Cheap Book department must not be sus- 
pended. Their predecessors had gradually encreased the 
stock, to what your Committee consider a sufficient 
standard. The labours of your Committee accordingly 
have been directed to keep up the necessary quantity, to 
supply the sales and grants made ; and still further to im- 
prove the quality of the new editions and original publica- 
tions. — Tn addition to the new publications produced 
during the year, there have been reprints of seventeen of 
the larger, and two of the smaller works. The editions, 
(except one of 5,000) have been of 10,000 each; the 
total number of copies of Cheap Books, therefore, pHnted 
and published during the year, has been 246,000. 

With regard to the Model Schools of the Society, your 
Committee do not feel it necessary to go into any detail. 
They continue to answer the important purpose for which 
they were established. The Masters resorting to your 
Institution for improvement, there learn the methods of 
communicating instruction to large numbers of scholars, 
with ease and advantage; and the children of the poor, in 
the south-eastern district of the metropolis, have the bless- 
ings of education placed within their reach. The number 
of male and' female scholars, who had beiea ^dLTKvVXfc^^xorooL 

D 
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the opening of the Schools up to the 6th January, 1822, 
was 8,254 ; during the last year, 1 ,096 were admitted ; 
making the total 9,349 children, of both sexes, who have 
received the benefits of the Institution in the South-eastern 
District Schools, since their establishmait in Stephen's 
Green, at the close of the year 1811. 

Your last Report stated, that for the purpose of forming 
lendii^g Libraries, for the use of the poor, throughout the 
country, your Committee had agreed to make grants of 
books to all institutions, wherein provision was made for 
the preservation of the books, (including schools, though 
not conducted upon the Society's principles;) — forty-six 
grants of this description, amounting in value, at your 
Society's reduced prices, to £96 7s. 2d. have been accord- 
ingly made during the year. 

Tour Committee are concerned to state, that a consi- 
derable deficiency of the stock of cheap books and school 
requisites, under the charge of the store-keeper and sales- 
man, having been ascertained, they were under the 
necessity of dismissing that officer, and have since ap- 
pointed Mr. George Folds to succeed him. They have 
reason to think the individual whom they have selected to 
fill this department, is well qualified to give satisfaction to 
their successors. Your Committee have also felt it their 
duty to take proceedings against the sureties of the late 
storekeeper and salesman, to recover the amount of the 
deficiency;— a charge will be found in the accounts, 
annexed to this Report, for costs incurred by these pro- 
ceedings. 

Your Committee have now to call your attention to the 
progress of an Auxiliary Society, whose exertions already 
have been eminently successful in the province of Munster, 
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where Schools of an improved character have been most 
wanted. It had been the anxious wish and constant effort 
of your successive Committees, to obtain the co-operation 
of Local Associations throughout the country, feeling 
confident that if they should succeed in awaking the atten- 
tion of the resident gentry to the moral state and condition 
of the poor, in their respective neighbourhoods, the most 
beneficial results must follow. 

By means of Local Associations, the most efficient 
system of superintendence and inspection is provided for 
Country Schools, in their respective districts. The influ* 
ential resident gentry and landed proprietors, are enlisted 
in the cause of National Education ; their personal ex- 
ertions are stimulated, voluntary contributions gained, and 
the peasantry are made acquainted with their benefactors, 
by an intercourse calculated to be mutually beneficial. 
The Cork Society, which has lately held its second General 
Meeting, ranks amongst its members Noblemen and Gen- 
tlemen of the highest consideration and largest property in 
that county — the amount of its voluntary contributions for 
the year ending 31st October, 1822, is £624 17s. 6d.; it 
extends its exertions also to the counties adjoining Cork ; 
and the Report states, that during the two years which 
have elapsed since the formation of the Society, thirty-nine 
Schools had been formed under its auspices, and the bene- 
fits of Education afforded to nearly 5000 children. Your 
Committee feel peculiar gratification in thus communicating 
to you the success of this, the first Local Association which 
has been established in connexion with your Society, and 
upon its principles. 

The exposition of these principles is forcibly and dis- 
tinctly made in the following" extract taken from their very 
interesting Report. ' 






It 
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^' The object of the Society is the education of this and ' 
the adjoining counties, and in the prosecution of that 
object, it is their wish to remove eyerj obstacle that 
may arise from the diversity of religious sentiment pre- 
vailing in the country. They wish every principle 
** in their constitution to speak, in the most unqualified 
terms, their respect for the rights of conscience ; - and 
the wish, in every act in the administration of that 
** constitution, to show the most sacred regard for the 
^^ rights of private judgment in matters of religion, on the 
" part of those who may be educated under their care. — 
^* In the earlier parts of education, the Society use such 
^' elementary books as contain nothing peculiar to any re- 
^* ligious denomination, and, when the pupils are advanced 
^^ in reading, so as to take their place in the superior 
^' classes, the Scriptures are introduced as the text book. 
*^ The S6ciety consider this as a necessary part of the 
^< instruction of their schools ; it is their object, not only to 
^* communicate to the youth committed to their care the 
** knowledge of letters, but also to direct their attention, 
** before evil habits; are formed, to the morality and reli- 
" gion of the Word of God, as a security against the pre- 
^^ vailing vices of the age, to which so many of the rising 
*^ generation fall early victims. Where the children are 
"Protestants, the Protestant version of the Scriptures is 
** used ; and where the childrai are Catholics, the version 
" of their own church is substituted. In this arrangement, 
" the Society have endeavoured to meet the peculiarities 
** of both denominations ; and, lest this should not be 
" deemed a sufficient guard against interference with the 
" religion of the children, teaching from the Scriptures, 
" by note or comnieat, written or oral, by teachers or vi- 
" siters, is strictly interdicted. 

" In closing their report, the Committee appeal to the

^^ principles they have stated, and the facts they have ad- 
^^ duced ; while they put it to the patriotism an<d the good 
*- feeling of the country, whether they have not a just 
** claim on the public for co-operation and support. 

" In making this claim, they do not intend to assert 
" that education is every thing — they are convinced that, 
^' to consolidate the interests and happiness of this country, 
^' many plans of improvement, besides education, must 
" contribute their aid: they wish to give education its own 
" place, and to view it only as one wheel in the machinery 
'^ which patriotism, benevolence, and Christianity are ap- 
'^ plying to the wants of the country; while, at the same 
^' time, they view that wheel ^ one without whiph that 
" machinery never can produce the results expected from 
^* its operations^ 

^^ The Bible is allowed by all denominations to be a 

*^ standard of morality and religion, aad on this imiversal 

^^ admission; the Society deem it their duty to direct the 

** eyes of th^ country to that standard.

^^ They do not ascribe to Education an undue import-. 
*^ ance, nor do they boast of their mode of conveying its 
^' benefits, as the aolj channel through which those bene- 
^^ fits can be extended ; they come forward with a plan 
^* which they conceive to be unexceptionable, and wishing 
^^ well to all kindred Institu^iops that may feel it their 
^^ duty to act on differait principles^ they offer their 
^^ services to the country, leavingit to the free choice of 
^^ the objects of their good wishes to receive the benefits of 
'^ education from them, or from any other institution of 
^^ which tiiey may approve. It is the Society's wish ever 
^' to preserve to our peasantry the opportuoityf of making 
^^ this choice ; and they trust, they will be sui^^^ottj^ \!c^. 
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** their efforts to realize this wish, until every cottager in 
^' the kingdom shall exhibit, in his |principles and in his 
^* conduct, the influence of a rational, moral, and Chris- 
" tian education." 

They acknowledge the aid afforded them by this Society, 
in the following paragraph :— 

" The Society for the Education of the Poor of Ireland, 
•* who have greatly facilitated the operation of your Com- 
" mittee, are entitled to your warmest thanks. They 
" have paid the travelling expenses of several of your 
*^ Teachers to and from Dublin; and have instructed them 
^* in their Model School, in the most approved methods of 
^^ education ; besides making large grants of books, and 
^' other school necessaries. They have also contributed 
^' towards the fitting-up and furnishing of your School- 
** houses the sum of Five Hundred and Thirty^tkree 
** PoundSy an expenditure which your funds could not 
^* meet, and without which your operations must have 
'^ been greatly retarded ; and in addition to these generous 
^* efforts in your behalf, they have enabled your Commit- 
'* tee to open a Depository in this City, for the sale of 
^' School-books, cheap and useful Publications for School 
^' Libraries, and other, School Requisites. To this Depo- 
^^ sitory the Society for the Education of the Poor of 
^* Ireland, have made a grant of articles to the value of 
^^ Two Hundred Pounds, besides promising to supply the 
^* Depository in future, with every thing necessary for the 
*^ Schools, at very reduced prices, and free of the expense 
of carriage. This will preserve, if not increase the 
respectability of your funds, and will enable you to 
^^ meet, at all times, the wants of the country.'' The 
entire Report as forming a valuable document, will be 
found inserted in the Appendix. 
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It will be perceived by the concluding part of the 
extract just given, that your Committee have been 
enabled to open a Depository for the sale and distri- 
bution of your Cheap Books and School Requisites at 
Cork, under the management of the Local Association 
there: thus offering a new market for their sale, and 
a more convenient point for distribution to the neighbour- 
ing Schools. Your Committee have, accordingly, granted 
and forwarded upwards of ^200 worth of Books and 
School Requisites to this Depository. 

The establishment of this Auxiliary Society in the 
South, has been followed by the formation of a similar 
one in the Province of Connaught, from which your 
Committee anticipate similar results ; and the prospect is 
afforded of a third being immediately formed for the Pro- 
vince of Ulster. 

Thus each Province will be furnished with Auxiliary 
Societiei^, which, as branches from the Parent Society, 
will, it is hoped, spread their influence, and become in 
their turn the parent stocks of many other Local Associ- 
ations. 

Your Committee cannot conclude without recalling 
your attention to the comparative view of the operations 
of your Society during each year since its formation, as 

given in the former part of this Report, which shews 
that it has been steadily progressive; and that the 
increase of Schools in connexion with the Society, of the 
Pupils in these Schools, and of Masters trained to 
conduct Schools upon your principles, has been very con- 
siderably greater during the past, than during any pre- 
ceding year. ^ Hence it appears, that as your principles 
became more generally known and uudet^loo^, ^iN^w^'^ ^"^^^ 
have become more generally appxox^^L «ixA ^e\fc^ w^«v^» 
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Objectioos have, indeed, been made to your system and 
principles, on very contradictory grounds; some object to 
the regulation which requires that the Scriptures, without 
Note or Comment, shall be read in Schools by such chil- 
dren as have made a suitable proficiency in reading ;— and 
this class of objectors would exclude all religious instruc- 
tion from Schools ; whilst another class object, that the 
Society does not suflRciently provide for the religious 
education of the children frequenting its Schools. Your 
Committee conceive that ^ strong argument has been 
already offered against the soundness of the first objection, 
by the statement that, of the 680 Schools which applied 
for aid to the Society during the past year, four 
only were refused assistance on the ground of not comply- 
ing with this regulation ; and with respect to the latter, 
they are free to admit, that if opportunity were not 
afforded to the parents, pastors, and friends of the children, 
of all denominations, to impart religious instruction to them 
out of School hourSy a very serious charge indeed might 
be justly preferred against the Institution; but this cannot 
be alledged, ample time being allowed ,^ and every encou- 
ragement given, for all classes of Christians to attend to 
the religious education of their children. Your Commit- 
tee conceive it is an object of great importance, to train 
up the rising generation in habits of intercourse and 
mutual good will, however they may differ in religious 
persuasion; and they submit, that if it were permitted to 
persons of any sect, to inculcate their own peculiar 
religious opinions in schools open for the reception of 
children of all persuasions, endless controversy, discord, 
and confusioh would be the inevitable consequence. Your 
Committee, therefore, neither entertaining the visionary 
expectation of forming a system free from all objection, 
nor being opposed to any other Society having for its 
object thjB diffusion of a well-ordered system of education 
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throughout the couutrj, arie willing to co-operate cordially 
with all who have the same noble object in view ; and 
whilst glancipg at the objectiona; which have been thus 
preferred against their principles, they would refer to the 
success of their operations, as the best practical answer 
which can be given to them. 

A former Committee having elected His Royal Hi^hkiess 
the Duke of Cambridge to fill the office of Patron of the 
Society, vacant by the lamented death of his royal brother, 
the Duke of Kent, your Committee availed themselves of 
the opportunity afforded by his Royal Highness the Duke 
of Cambridge's late visit to England, to ascertain the 
pleasure of his Royt^l Highness on the subject; and your 
Committee have been honoured with a very gracious com- 
munication, which they feel great pleasure in laying before 
the Society: — it is as follows:

" I have to acknowledge the receipt of your letter, 
** conveying- to me the information of my having beem 
" elected by the Committee of the Society for Promoting 
the Education of the Poor of Ireland, their P^ron, in 
the room of my lamented brother.

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A vacancy having occurred in the office of Vice-Patron,^ 
by the resignation of his Grace the Duke of Leinster, 
the attention of your Committee was directed to a distin- 
guished Nobleman, his Grace the Duke of Devonshire, 
who has been a liberal contributor to the cause of 
education in Ireland. His Grace has already given his 
high sanction to the principles of the Society, by the warm 
ipterest he has taken in the success of your valuable 
auxiliary, the Cork Local Association, of which he is 
Patron. Your Committee have caused an application to 
be forwarded to his Grace, who is at present upon the 
Continent, inviting him to fill the office of Vice-Patron, 
Your Committee beg- leave to refer to the correspondence 
which took place with his Grace the Duke of Leinster, 
with regard to his resignation; it will be found in the 
Appendix. 

The Right Honorable the Earl of Longford, who has 
been many years a Member for life, }ias become a Vice- 
President of the Society. 

Amongst the contributors to your funds is the late 
General Sir Henry White, who had been for many years 
a subscriber: — By the death of the General during the 
past year, the SocietjT has lost a very zealous friend and 
liberal benefactor; Major Sullivan, one of the Executors 
named in his Will, has lately announced to your Commit- 
tee, that General White had bequeathed a legacy of £500 
British, to this Society. 

Your Committee cannot omit to express their obligations 
to your Treasurers, Mesisrs. La Touche ancj Qo. for their 
unifcrm and prompt liberality upon all occasions, without 
which your Committee ^ould' have been at different 
periods under the necessity of suspending their operations. 
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Vour Treasurers have been frequently in advance for thcJ 
iSociely to a considerable amount, and at one period during 
the last year to the ext^ of £1000. 

Your Committee in surrendering their trust into your 
hands, beg leave to recommend their successors to perse- 
vere in a steady adherence to those principles iipon which 
you were associated, and which experience has proved to 
be well adapted to the state and circumstances of the 
country; and, in concluding, adopt the impressive lan- 
guage of the enlightened author of the pamphlet, entitled 
" Thoughts and Suggestions on the Education of the 
Peasantry of Ireland," himself one of the most active 
members of the Cork Society: — " It has been proposed to 
** give up all attempts at religious instruction ; to confine 
ourselvej to the mere education of letters, and such 
moral lessons as may be free from all objection. This 
*^ plan would have some advantages — would not fail io 
" have some good effects — but it would be wholly inade- 
" quate to the exigencies of Ireland. 

" We have stated th^t a mere knowledge of letters is 
" not rare in that country ; it is not what is wanted. In 
" fact, every village has its school; and there are few 
" parishes that have not two or more, either permanent 
" or occasional. Reading, writing, and some knowledge 
" of arithmetic are, in this way, acquired by those who 
" are able to pay the very small stipend of the school- 
" master. But this kind of education, whatever may be 
" its occasional effect upon individuals, produces no 
" general good result: the people are not improved; their 
" manners and habits continue unaltered; these little, 
" muddy streamlets, though numerous, are not sufficient 
" to water this great desert of society; they stagnate, and 
" are lost infits wild wastes.

*^ We ^ould say to the Gentry, educate the people; 
^^ take up their own numerous and ill-regulated schools; 
<^ establish new ones; but let all be placed on a proper 
** footing; the mere Instruction of letters will not do ; mere 
^' moral teaching will not do. Religion only will reach 
^* this deeply-seated disease. Take care that they are 
*^ embued with the spirit of Christianity. Let them have 
" the written word of God; this is new to them, and it 
^* will do much of itself. You will be opposed, but not

STATEMENT. 



The Committee of this Society ^ anxious to make knowfi Us 
principles and objects, and to facilitate the intercourse 
between it and the Schools in correspondence with the 
Society y publishes the following Statement, divided 
into paragraphs^ for the facility of reference, and con- 
taining information and suggestions which may prove 
useful to all Schools for the Education of the Poor. 



1. This Society is a voluntary Association of persons of various 
religious communions, formed for the purpose of diffiising the bles- 
sing of well-ordered Education amongst the labouring classes of 
this Country. 

2. The leading principle on which it is pledged to act, is to af- 
ford the same facilities for Education to every denomination of 
Christians, without interfering with the peculiar religious opinions 
of any. 

3. With this view the Society is anxious to promote the estab- 
lishment, and assist in the support of Schools,' in which the appoint- 
ment of Governors and Teachers, and the admission of Scholars, 
shall be uninfluenced by religious distinctions, and in which the 
Bible or Testament without note or comment', shall be read by all 
the Scholars who have attained a suitable 'proficiency in reading, 
excluding catechisms and books of religious controversy ; but the 
Society wish it to bo distinctly understood, that the Bible or Tes- 
tament is not to be used as a School Book, from which children 
are to be taught to spell or to read. 

4. Such is the description of Schools which the Society con- 
ceives best adapted to the wants ttnd circumstances of this Country; 
it is hoped, that in such Seminaries the labouring classes may ob- 
tain suitable instruction, without any attempt being made to disturb 
their religious opinions ; and tliat the children of the poor being 
thus associated together without distinction, may thereby learn to 
regard each other without prejudice, and to indulge a charitable 
feeling for their neighbours, of whatever religious peri^uasion they 
May We. 
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5. But althbugb an anxioui consideration of tli« circum^nce^of 
this couutry, lias convinced the Members of the Institution, that 
particular religious instruction ought not to be introduced into the 
Schools during school hours, yet the Society is ftilly sensible of the 
value of such instruction, as forming an indispensable branch of 
Education ; and the mode of instruction recommended by the So- 
ciety, gives a facility to the parents and pastors of the children, to 
impart to them such religious instruction as they may think fit, 
out of School hours. 

6. In other respects the Society does not assume any controul 
over the internal regulations of the Schools which it assists ; but it 
recommends that such a system of instruction shall be adopted, as 
shall enable the Peasant and Artizan to obtain information suited 
to their stations in life, without encroaching materially on their 
time or their means ; — that the morals of Pupils and lustrnctors 
shall be carefully attended to, and^ principles of truth and honesty 
inculcated : — that the children shall be accustomed to habits of de- 
cency and cleanliness ; and that they shall be taught to fix their 
attention exclusively on whatever business they may bo engaged in, 
and inured to that kind of, regular discipline and good order, which 
is of such essential value to cdl, and particularly to those who must 
earn their bread by their industry. 

7. The Society has established a Model School in Dublin, on 
an extensive scale, which is intended to exemplify the system of 
Education recommended by the Society, and also to serve as a se- 
minary for training School-masters. 

8i This seminary is open from the 15th October in each year^ 
to the 1st of May in the following year, for the admission of all 
persons properly recommended, and desirous of learning the im- 
proved method of teaching, without any charge being made for tui- 
tion, and also without any condition being imposed as to the regu- 
lations of the Schools in which they may afterwards be engaged. 

9. The time required to communicate sufficient information in 
this way, to a man who has been previously qualified to teach in 
the ordinary manner, is from six to eight weeks; and where Mas- 
ters are to, be educated for Schools established on the principles 
recommended by the Society, and their conduct while attending 
the Model School, shall be deserving of encouragement, the So- 
ciety will allow a sum of money for the expenses of such persons, 
whilst travelling to and from Dublin ; and during the period of 
their tuition, will maintain them in the Society's House, Kildare- 

Place. 
« 

10. As the most perfect system of instrwction must be of eompa* 
rativoly little value, where the^ Master is incompetent, the So- 



70 

ciety' anxiously recommends that oil persons desirous of having 
School-masters of their own nomination, trained in the Seminary, 
should be exceedingly careful in the selection of the individuals for 
that purpose. Their age should not be less than eighteen, nor 
more than thirty years : they ought to have a competent knowledge 
of spelling, reading, writing, and arithmetic ; in temper they 
should be patient ; in disposition mild, but firm ; of diligent ha- 
bits; of unblemished moral character; and fully convinced of the 
importance of inculcating on the young mind a love of decency 
and cleanliness, of industry, honesty, and truth. 

11. No person can be admitted into the Training School, and 
maintained at the expense of the Society , who is over thirty-five 
years of age, nor until he shall have been examined by the Super- 
intendent ; and if on such examination he shall be found deficient 
in the above qualifijations, the Society will not make any grant 
for his travelling expenses or maintenance. It is therefore parti- 
cularly requested that no person shall be sent to the Seminary, to 
be trained as a Master, without being provided with the means of 
defraying his expenses, in case he should not be qualified for ad- 
mission ; nor is he to leave home until written for. 

1 2. The Society has established a regular system for the inspec- 
tion of all Schools assisted by them, and where the reports of their 
Inspector are so favourable as to prove that the Master's conduct 
has been meritorious, the Society gives annual pecuniary gratuities 
to the Master, in proportion to the merit of each case. 

13. Wlicn Schools are to be conducted on the foregoing princi- 
ples recommended by the Society, it contributes in proper cases to- 
wards the expense of building, furnishing, and fitting up School- 
houses, and towards providing the Schools with the necessary ap- 
paratus of Desks, Forms, Books, Paper, Slates, Slate-pencils, and 
other School requisites; but in such cases the Society expects that 
the greater part of the expense shall be borne by the persons resid- 
ing in the neighbourhood ; that a satisfactory assurance shall be 
given to the Society, that the building shall be permanently used 
as a School-house, and that the persons applying for aid shall en- 
gage to superint'ind the School, and to see that the regulations of 
the Society shall be strictly complied with. 

14. The foregoing School Requisite^ may be procured at the 
Depository of the Institution, at low prices for- the use of any 
School for the instruction of the Poor. 

15. Persons to whom pecuniary grants in aid of building Schools 
are made, are requestecl to take notice, that the amount of such 
grants cannot bo paid, until a particular account of the actual ex- 
penditure oiih^ amount granted, specifying i/^w*, and authetfti- 
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eated by th« signaturei of two respr'ctablc persons residing ia iha 
neighbourhood of such School*, «hall have been forwarded to the 
Committee, together with a Certiiicata that the shell of the School- 
house is completed ; and when pecuniary aid towards fitting up and 
furnishing Schools has been granted, a particular account of the 
items of the actual expenditure authenticated in like manner, will 
be required, together with a Certificate that the School is ready 
and lit for the reception of Scholars, before payment of suck 
grants can be made ; and it is necessary that the residences of the 
individuals signing the Certificates, should be affixed to the docu- 
ments. 

16. With respect to the Books distributed by the Society, it has 
carefully selected such only as are calculated to convey g^ieral in- 
struction and amusement, without imparting or interfering with any 
peculiar religious opinion. 

17. When a grant of Books is made to a School, it is not in- 
tended that they should be given to the Children ; — but, that they 
.should become the foundation of a Library attached to the School, 
and be /ent to the most deserving Pupils. A cheap mode of re- 
warding the meritorious is thus provided, and moral and instmc- 
tivo works are more likely to be thus read, when lent, than if they 
wore actually the property of those who borrow them. 

18. As the Society cannot, in any instance, do more than con- 
tribute to the expense of Schools, it is strongly recommended that 
local Associations should be formed for the support of Schools in 
the neighbourhood of the members of such Associations, and also 
for the purpose of occasionally inspecting the progress of the Scho- 
lars, and the conduct of the Masters; without such superintend- 
ence, it is greatly to be feared, there will be many deviations from 
the system which ought to be strictly adhered to in those Schools. 

19. It is also recommended, that in all cases the children should 
bo-rcquired to pay a small sum weekly. By such means the funds 
of the School will be augmented ; the poor will set a higher value 
on the instruction imparted to them than they probably would, if 
they were entirely indebted to the bounty of others for their Edu- 
cation ; and a habit of looking to their own exertions for their sup- 
port, will be cherished in their minds, which will prove of essen* 
tial value to them throughout life. 

20. Printed Queries to be answered by persons applying for aid 
for Schools, may be procured at the Society's Depository, Kildare- 
place ; and it is required that such Queries shall be answered on 
each successive {qfpiication, before any grant can bo made for 
School or School-master; and no application for aid can be enter^' 
tained, ihat is not respectably autlienticated. 
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21. It 19 reqifired that all Books and School Requisites pur- 
chased from the Society, shall be paid foj^ before thejr are sent 
from the Depository. 

ff 

22. Books and other articles granted by, or purchased from the 
Society, may be left at the Depository until sent for ; or they sha^t 
he delivered at any place appointed, within the limits of the City 
of Dublin. 

23. When money is remitted on account of Schools, the Bank 
Notes are cut, and one set of halves \% kept until the receipt of 
the corresponding halves is acknowledged. 

24. If a necessity should occur for changing the nan^e or situa- 
tion of any School assisted by this Sooiety, such change should 
be communicated to the Secretary. 

25. It is earnestly requested that when any School assisted by 
this Society, has been discontinued, the Secretary be immediately 
apprized of the circumstance; and that the cause of. its discontinu- 
ance be stated, iogeliher with the means which may be taken to 
revive it. > 

26. It is requested that the Managers of Schools attsisted by this 
Society, shall keep accurate registries of the admission, progress, 
and attendance of the pupils, together with Aeeoant Books, con- 
taining the particulars of the receipts and expenditure of such 
Schools. 

27. It is also requested that Books shall be kept in the School- 
room of such Schools, in which Visiters may enter such remarks' ^ 
as to them shall seem fit. 

28. The Managers of Schools assisted by this Society, are re-, 
quested to communicate any information which may be deemed 
important to such Schools, or to the general objects of the Society > 
and for this purpose, to keep up a constant and intimate corres- 
pondence with the Society, and to be particular in answering the 
Queries, and, on every application, to give a full account of the 
School, mentioning any circumstance of importance which shall 
have occuried subsequent to the preceding applications. 

29. In order to render the Cheap Book department of the Insti- 
tution as extensively usefijl as the regulations of the Society permit, 
it has been determined not to conjfine the grants of Cheap Books, 
for Lending Libral-ies to Schools in connexion with tl^e Society, 
but to ma^Le grants thereof to all such establishments of a public 
and charitable nature, &s mak«. provision for the preservation^ of the 
Books, and for the permanent application of them (o the u«a <^C^^ 
poor.

Second Annual Report of ike Cork IJiiernian School 
Society, 1832. (See Report, fol. 27.) 

As the CORK HIBERNIAN SCHOOL SOCIETY is an in- 

fant institution, and as the public may be as little acquainted witk 
the nature of its principles as they are with the details of its ope- 
rations, your Committee feel it to be their duty, \rk laying; before 
you the Second Annual Report of the Society, to connect witk 
that Report a statement of the principlos on which* they have en- 
deavoured to act, in discharging the duties of their office during the 
past year. These principles are not of an arbitrary character, 
formed without regard to tne existing circumstances of the country; 
they are the result of the most deliberate examination of the wants, 
character, feelings, and prejudices of the people. The Society are 
well aware that, in endeavouring to adapt a system of education to 
the necessities of any country, all these circumstances must be 
taken into consideration, and it has been their wish not to forget 
them, either in the original formation of the plan or in their subse- 
quent proceedings. The object of the Society is the education of 
this and the adjoining Counties, and in the prosecution of that ob- 
ject, it is their wish to remove every obstacle that may arise from 
the diversity of religious sentiment that prevails in the country ; 
they wish every principle in their constitution to speak in the mOst 
unqualified terms their resjpect for the rights of conscience, and 
they wish, in every act in the administration of that constitution, 
to shew the most sacred regard for the rights of private Judgment in 
matters of religion, on the part of those who may be educated un- 
der their care. — In the earlier parts of education the Society lise 
such elementary books as contain nothing peculiar to any religious 
denomination, and, when the pupils are advanced in reading, so 
as to take theix place in the superior classes, the Scriptures are in- 
troduced OS the text book. The Society consider this as a neces- 
sary part of the instruction of their Schools ; it is their object not 
only to communicate to the youth committed to their care the 
knowledge of letters, but also to direct their attention, before 
evil habits aro formed, to the morality and religion of 
the word of God, as a security against the prevailing vices 
of the age, to which so many of the rising generation fall 
early victims. Wliere the children are Protestants, the Pro- 
testant version of the Scriptures is used ; and where the children 
are Catholics, the version of their own church is substituted. In 
this arrangement the Society have endeavoured to meet the peculi- 
arities of both denominations, and lest this should not be deeocMd 
a sufficient guard against interference with ^ \^\vifictsu tll>5ft^ ^^sS^" 
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sioD of this part of your plan to all the Sdiooli under joar car« 
would be highly beneficial to tbe Conntrj. 

In turning to the subject of funds the Committee are liappj at 
being able to state that, notwithstanding the distress which has 
prevailed in the country during the past year, your finances hare 
not fallen back. 

The list of your Subscribers has been encrcased, and your Com- 
mittee have to acknowledge the kindness of the. Rev. Thouas'St. 
LiAwftENCE, and of the public, for the results of a Sermon 
preached in behalf of your Society, by which a considerable addi- 
tion was mode to the funds of the past year. To the Ladies^ So- 
ciety your Committc have also to renew their acknowledgments 
for thoir continued exertions, as well as to the LoNDOtf Hibsr- 
NiAV Society for the assistance rendered by them, in defraying 
the expenses of inspection, and supplying your Schools with spel- 
ling books, rolls, and class papers. — The Socibtt for the Edu- 
cation OF TUE Poor of Ireland who have greatly &cilitated 
the operations of your Committee, are entitled to your warmest 
thanks. They have paid the travelling expenses of several of your 
Teachers to and from Dublin, and have instructed theni in theu* 
Model School, in the most approved methods of edacation, be- 
sides making large grants of books, and other School necessaries. 
— They have also contributed towards the fitting up and furnishing 
of your School-houses the sum of Five Hundred and Thirty-three 
Pounds^ an expenditure which your frinds could not meet, and with- 
out which, your operations must have been greatly retarded ; and in 
addition to thc^e generous efforts, in your behalf, they have ena- 
bled your Committee to open a Depository in this City for the sale 
of School books, cheap and useful publications for School Llbm- 
ries, and other School requisites. To this Depository the Society 
for the Education of the Poor of Ireland have made a grant of ar- 
ticles to the value of Two Hundred Pounds, besides promising to 
supply the Depository in future with every thing necessary for the 
Schools at very reduced prices, and free of the expense of car- 
riage. This will preserve, if not increase, the respectability of 
your funds, and will enable you to meet, at all times, the wants 
of the Country. 

But though your funds are respectable, they are far from being 
equal to the work before you : your Committee therefore trust that 
another year will accomplish a greater increase : they would parti- 
cularly suggest to Country Gentlemen the importajice of urging 
the value of the Society on their friends, as its operations are more 
especially directed to the improvement of the Country popula- 
tion* 

In closing their report the Committee appeal to the principles 

they have stated, and tlie facts they have adduced, while they put 

^ it to the patriotism and the good feeling of the country, whether 

' they have not a just claim on the public for cp-operation and sup^ 

foxU 
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Ih making this claku, thej do not intend to assert that educd- 
lion is every thing ; they are convinced that, to consolidate the in- 
terests and happiness of the country, many plans of improvement . 
besides education must contribute their aid ; they wish to give edu- 
cation its QVfxi place, and to view it only as one wheel in the ma- 
chinery which patriotism, benevolence, and Christianity, are ap- 
plying to the wants of the Countfy; while, at the same time, 
they view that wheel as one without.whibh that machinery ne- 
ver can produce the results' expected from its operations. 

The Society has been opposed oh account of one feature in its 
character, namely, the reading of the Scriptures in its Schools ; 
but no satisfactory reason has been assigned for relinquishing this 
practice. The Society never intended to say that no good could 
be done in Schools from which the Scriptures are e:^luded, nor is 
it their intention to oppose these or any other Schools. 

Such Schools may be, and have been usefril, and so far as they 
are so, your Committee . wish them well; but, they are satis- 
fied, that, were the Scripturps excluded from all Schools, the mo- 
ral 'improvement of our peasantry would sustain a shock, for 
which, no progress in the education of mere letters would be a suf- 
ficient compensation. 

The Bible is aHowejd by all denominations to be a standard of 
morality and religion, and on this universal admission, the Society 
deem it their duty to direct the eyes of the country to that stand- 
ard, convinced that though good may be done in the education of 
the country, where it is partially abandoned in some Schools, 
were it totally given up in all, the effect would be highly injurious. 
From these vievirs of their principles, and operations, the Society 
cannot conceive upon what grounds their exertions have provoked 
opposition from any quarter. 

They do not ascribe to education an undue importance, nor do 
they boast of their mode of conveying its benefits, as the only 
chimnol through which those, benefits can be extended ; they come 
forward with a plan which they conceive to be unexceptionable, 
and, wishing well to all kindred institutions that may feel it their 
duty to act on different principles, they offer their services to the 
Country, leaving it to the free choice of the objects of their good 
wishes, to receive the benefits of education from them, or from any 
other institution of which they may approve. It is the Sociely's 
wish ever to preserve to our peasantry the opportunity of making 
this choice, and they trust they will be supported in their effort^; 
to realize this wish, imtil every cottager in the kingdom sjiall ex- 
hibit, in his principles, and in his conduct, the influence of a Ra- 
tional, Moral, and Christian Education.

I regret it was not in my power to attend the lost General Meet- 
ing of the Society for the Education of the Poor of Ireland. 

I have hitherto continued to hold the situation to which I origin- 
ally had the honor of heing nanied, in the hope that the principle? 
by which the Society was to be guided, would, in process of time, 
become less exclusive ; but, as I find from the Report of the last 
Meeting, that there is np prospect of any such beneficial chcinge 
taking place in favour of the Roman Catholic Poor, it is-with sii)- 
cere reluctance that I feel myself called upon to decline the honor 
of acting for the future as Vice President of the Society.

The Committee also feel, in common with your Gite(^, mudi 
regret that your Grace was not enabled to attend at their lato An- 
nual Meeting of the Society ; for they are convinced, that the cir* 
cumstances stated in their Report, and which exhibi^d the rapid 
extension of education througnout Ireland, under Ihe auspices of 
the Society, would have afforded to your Grace the highest satii- 
£Eiction. ^ ' 



permit me to observe, that in the y«ar»J81S, there were only 1^1 
Schools in connexion' with this Society ; that in 1819, there were 
252; in 1820, 881; and that in 1821, their number arose to 
513. 

When youT Grace contemplates this accelerated progress, you 
will, no' doubt, admit that experience at least affords an argument 
in favour of the principles on which the Society has been estab- 
lished ; and your Grace will farther admit it as a striking fact, that 
in the past year a greater .number of Schools have been assisjted by 
the Society in the Roman Catholic County of Cork, thaii in any 
other County in Ireland. 

Your Grac^ has stated, that you had hitherto continued to hold 
the situation to which you were originally named, in the hopo 
that the principles by which the Society were to be guided, would 
in process of time become less exclusive." 

But permit me to remind your Grace, that previous to your 
Grace having been a member of this Institution, before the Socfetj 
had solicited your Grace in the year 1814 to become Vice Patron, 
it had been stated in their first Annual Report for the year 1812, 
(published and extensively circulated in the year 1813), that one 
part of their plan was ''to promote the establishment of Schools in 
which the Scriptures without note or comment shoald be read," 
and that " the Society determined rigidly to adhere to this part of 
their plan, looking forward to it with confidence, as afibrding the 
only true and solid foundation which can be laid for the moral and 
religious Education of the great body of the people of Ireland. 

As your Grace, therefore, was so kind as to accept the office of 
Vice Patron, after the Society had thus solpmnly pledged them- 
selves to the public to adhere to this part of their plan, the Com- 
mittee did imagine that your Grace had fully approved of the prin- 
ciples on which the Society had determined to require that the 
Scriptures should be read in Schools reoeiving aid from the Institu- 
tion : and they cannot but feel very great regret at the communi- 
cation contained in your Grace's letter. 

The Committee are irideed deeply concerned, that your Grace 
should consider their system as in any degree founded upon exclu- 
sive principles. They desire me to request your Grace will beat 
in mind, that at the origin of this Institution the great object was, 
to establish a plan of Education common to Christians of all deno- 
minations, but founded at the same time on the only sure basis of 
Christian morality. From the very first, therefore, the Scriptures 
without note or comment, as the main link and bond of Christian 
connexion, were appointed an indispensible branch of the system ; for 
without them, to promote Christian charity among the various de« 
nominations of our countrymen, and to teach Christian morality te 
all, would have been a hopeless attempt. 

But it must not be forgotten, that in Ibis arrangement the Church- 
man, the Disseater, and the Roman Catholic mutually conceded 

M 



mncb, each yielding to the impressions of their brethren, they 
dispensed wiUi their respective comments on the sacred volume ; 
ana it would snrely therefore appear, that such a system ought ra- 
ther to bo denominated liberal and comprehensive, in the utmost 
practicable degree, than sectarian, or exclusive. 

From these, their original principles, the Society have never de* 
viated, and they are now beginning to reap the fruits of their since- 
rity and perseverance ; for although, as in all great undertakings, 
their labours have met with opposition, they have nevertheless been 
cheered to find, that wherever the principles on which the Socicfy 
act, have been explained and understood, prejudices have been al- 
layed, objections nave been removed, and, as our records amply 
demonstrate, all denominations of Christians have joined with zeal 
and mutual confidence in promoting that great woric of educatioa 
and Christian harmony which every true lover of his country must 
ardently pray to see accomplished. 

I would nirther beg leave to remark, that in the cities of Cork 
and Limerick, where it has been attempted to establish Schools 
for the instruction of children of all denominations, on the princi- 
ple of excluding the Scriptures, the attempts have completely 
failed ; the School in Cork having become an exclusive Roman 
Catholic Seminary, and that in Limerick having altogether ceased 
to exist. 

1 fear that 1 have trespassed on your Grace^s patience, but I

Reply to the Document read by Lord Cloncurry, at 
the General Meeting of the Society for Promoting 
the Education of the Poor of Ireland^ held on the 
22d February y 1822. 

At the last annual meeting of the Society for Promoting the 
Education of the Poor of Ireland, a document was read hj Lord 
Cloncuny, entitled 

" Thoughts submitted to the Right Honourable Charles Grant, 
** on the subject of the Education of the Poor of Ireland, by Lord 
'' Fingall and by Doctor Troy, for liimself and four other Roman 
** Catbolic Prelates now in town." 

V 

And the document having since appeared in the public newspapers^ 
and being calculated to give an erroneous view of the' principles 
and practice of the Society, the Committee of this Institution 
have deemed it right to draw up the following concise, and they 
trust, satisfiactory reply to it. 

Thepublication alluded to, commences in the following manner^-— 

" It is most respectfully submitted to the considemtion of his 
Majesty's Government, that the want of an early religious edu- 
cation is one of the principal causes why the peasantry of this 
country are easily induced to take rash and unlawfaloaths, to 
combine for bad purposes, and to commit those excesses which 
for centuries past, as well as at present, have disgraced this 
country, disturbed its peace, and prevented its prosperity. 

" That a vast majority of the poor children of Ireland are 
Roman Catholics, one half, at least, of whom are unprovided 
with any kind of useful instruction in their youth : and that a 
great proportion of those who are sent to schools, profit litUe 
thereby, owing to a want of a good system of education, con- 
venient school-houses, and competent school-masters. 

** That, at the present period, the Roman Catholic poor are 
totally unable to provide, the necessary means of instruction for 
their children ; and that if not assisted by the legislature more 
effectually than hitherto, education will advance but slowly 
amongst them, if at all.' ^ 

With these observations upon tl^ state of the peasantry, and 
upon the causey of the disturbances which have long retedft^^Sa^ 
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proip«ritjr and degraded the character of this dinded eountiy, 
Iho bommittee cannot bnt entirely concur; that the majority of 
the poor of the country are of the Roman Catholic religion, and 
are still inadequately proYided with usefnl instruction, is also an 
undeniable fact, which the Committee most earnestly deplore : — 
but, it should be recollected, that the diffusion of a well-ordered 
system of education throughout any country, to be permanent and 
•fiicient, must necessarily be gradual and slow; and the Committee 
trust, it will appear from the facts herein after stated, that since 
the formation of the Society, the progress of education amongst 
the poor of Ireland, has been as rapid as the pecidiar circumstances 
of the country would admit. 

The publication next proceeds to state, 

** That no beneficial aid can be rendered to the Roman Ca- 
•* tholic Poor, in the way of Education, if the distribution of it 
*' be regulated in a manner adverse to their religious principles, or 
** calculated to excite the apprehensions or distrust of the Parents 
•' or Pastors of the Children." 

To the justness of this observation the Committee entirely sub- 
scribe ; but they altogether deny the conclusion that is atten^ted to 
be drawn from it, namely, — that 

" Hence the Society for the Education of the Poor in Iie- 
*' land, has not been enabled to fulfil, in their regard, the inten- 
*' tions of the Legislature, in placing at their disposal a Fund for 
'^ the Education of the Poor, without religious distinction." 

That the Society has fulfilled the intentions of ihe Legislature 
to the utmost extent of the means entrusted to their care, the 
Committee think, must be obvious, from the rapid increase ef 
8chools under the auspices of the Institution, notwithstanding the 
various obstacles which have hitherto impeded their progress. 

In the year 1^16, there were only 8 Schools in Ireland receiv- 
ing aid from the Institution ; — 

In 1817, 65 

— 1818,...., 133 

— 1819, 241 

— 1820, 381 

and in the last year the number of Schools^ conducted on the 
principles of the Society, amounted to 513. 

It is also right to observe, that these Schools are not confined to 
tiie parts of the country where the majority of the Poor are Pro- 
testants, although the Committee freely admit, that at the com- 
mencement of the Institution they had stronger prejudices to en- 
counter amongst the Roman Catholic poor than amongst those of 
a different persuasion. 

Those prejudices, however, are gradually yielding to the steady

inittee would' refer to tlie «tate of the Society's Schools id the 
County of Cork, where the poor are, for the most part, Roman 
Catholics. 

In 1816 there wag not a single School in that County receiving 
aid from the Society.

And in the last year. • ... .35 

Each successive year very nearly doubling the entire amount of 
those which had previously been established. 

The Committee conceive, that this progressive increase of 
Schools, conducted on the principles of the Society, together with 
the fact, that no instance has ever been brought forward,, to the 
knowledge of the Committee, of any attempt having been made, 
in any one of those 513 Schools, to interfere with the peculiar re- 
ligious opinions of the Children, must be sufficient to prove, that 
Education regulated on the system of the Society, is neither " ad- 
verse to the religious principles of the Roman Catholic Poor, nor 
calculated to excite the apprehension or distrust of the Parents or 
Pastors of the Children." The more especially, as the successive 
Committees have been always anxious, that the Protestant and 
Roman Catholic Clergymen of the parishes in which the Society's 
Schools are situated, should frequently visit those Schools, and 
report to the Committee any deviation they might observe from the 
fundamental principles of the Institution. 

The Committee think it also right to state, in corroboration of 
the above observations, that in several instances, Roman Catholic 
Clergymen have stood forward amongst the original founders of 
the Society's Schools; and that, in many cases. Clergymen of 
that persuasion have been, and still are, members of the Manag- 
ing Committees of those Schools. 

It is also conceived that the number of School-masters educated 
in the Society's Model School since the year 1813, amounting in 
the whole to 356 Masters, whereof 144 where of the Roman 
Catholic persuasion, must afford an additional argument in favour 
of the position advanced by the Committee. 

It is next stated in the publication, 

" That the fund now mentioned conld be made avdlable for 
'' the education of Roman Catholic children, if the rules of the 
*' Society to which it is entrusted, were so modifieft as to remove 
** the distruBt which npw prevails with regard to it ; and for this 
** purpose the following suggestions are most respectfully offered 
^' to be adopted by the Society, through the influence of hi\ 
t' Majesty's Govemmiait»'' 
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Thai the fund placed at iho disposal of the Society- might be 
made atailab^c for the exclusive education of the Roman Catholic 
Children in the peculiar tenets of their religion, if applied to the 
support of Schools from which the Scriptures, without notes or 
comincnt, should be excluded, and which should bo placed under 
the management of (he persons who are proposed in this publica- 
tion as members of the Committee, it is not intended to deny. 

fiut the Committee are confident that in such case, the fund 
would cease to be applied to the promotion of a system of Educa- 
tion for the poor of all persuasions, without religious distinction ; 
and in support of this position, they would refer to the failure of 
the attempts made in the extensive cities of Cork and Limerick, to 
establish Schools for the Poor, of every denomination, on the 
principle of excluding the Scriptures without note or comment 
The School in Cork having become an exclusively Roman 
Catholic Seminary, in which the Children are instmcted in the 
peculiar tenets of the Roman Catholic faith; and that in Limerick 
having altogether ceased to exist. 

The iirst modification of the rules of the Society proposed in 
this publication is, 

" That the Roman Catholic Archbishops residing in Dublin, 
'be of the number of the Vice Presidents of the Society ; and 
'^ that the names of six parish priests in the city, or of any other . 
'* six persons suggested by Doctor Troy or his successor, and 
'' 'approved of by Government, be added to those of the Com- 
" mittcc.'* 

It would not be very just to endeavour to force any particular 
individuals, however respectable, upon the Committee of this vo- 
luntary Society, in violation of one of the laws under which they 
have been associated together, namely, that the affairs of the In- 
stitution should be superintended by a Committee of Members, to 
be elected at each annual general Meeting. 

But the impolicy of such a measure is as obvious as its injustice; 
— as it could not be expected, that much benefit would be derived 
from a Committee, which would in such case, be composed of 
Members entertaining the most opposite sentiments as to the best 
mode of promoting Education. 

At the same time the Committee freely admit; that if the Le- 
gislature or the Public should consider the Soqiety unworthy of 
the trust reposed in them, or that their system of education is in- 
efl&cient/ or prejudicial, both Parliamentary Grants and Private 
Subscriptions ought to be withheld from this Institution ; — ^but so 
long as the Committee are enabled to state such facts as are above 
detailed, they will look with confidence to .the contmued and in- 
creased support of both the Legislature and the Public, 
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It is next proposed^ 

" That the Evangelical Life of Christ, without notes/ or any 
" other compilation from the Scriptures, approved of by Dr. Troy, 
'* be substituted in the place of the New Testament for the use 
" of the Catholic children." 

In reply to this proposal the Committee would observe, that the 
Society has been entrusted by Parliament with pecuniary .grants, 
and by individuals with subscriptions and donations, upon the faith 
of its strict adherence to the rules originally laid down at its for- 
mation ; — one of the principal of which was, that in all schools 
aided by the Society, the Scriptures 'without note or comment 
should be read by all children, sufficiently advanced to read them * 
with facility and propriety, whilst all catechisms and controversial 
books should be excluded. And in their fhrst Annual Report, 
published in the year 1813, before any Parliamentary aid had been 
granted to the Institution/ the Society declared t^eir determina- 
tion *' rigidly to adhere to this part of their plan, looking forward 
to it with confidence, as affording the oiily true and solid foundation 
which can be laid for the moral and religious education of the 
great body of the people of Ireland." 

One leading object v^hich the Society had in view was this :— 
they were desirous to unite, as far as was practicable, in one com- 
mon bond, and at the earliest age, the poor of all religious per-' 
suasions, in this too long divided country. Now the only tie by 
which Christians of all denominations admit in common that they 
are bound, is the Law of God, promulgated in Holy Writ ; an 
authority to which we must all bow/ Heretofore in this country, 
the poor of different religious persuasrons had been, for the most 
part, kept asunder ; feelings of mutual rancour and hostility had 
been thereby cherished in their minds; and it was dif&cult to 
make them believe that they were equally bound to each other by 
the tender ties of Christian charity. Since t^e difRision, however, 
of the system of education recommended and supported by the 
Society, the Committee can affirm with truth, and with gratitude 
to Divine Providence, that very different sentiments and feelings 
prevail amongst the numerous Children of various religious denomi- 
nations, who have flocked to their Schools for instruetion ; and surely 
it requires but little reasoning, and still less knowledge of mankind 
to prove, that this most desirable feeling of harmony and brotherly- 
love, would be but little promoted, however it might be interrupted, 
by the introduction into Schools of a book to be used exclusively 
, by the Children of one Communion, 

For these, €is well as many other reasons, the Comniit^ee enter- 
tain the strongest conviction that no book ought to bo made a sub- 
stitute for the Holy Scriptures. Yet, did they think differently, 
they are satisfied from their own experience, and from the variety 
of religious opinions which exbt amongst the population of this 
country, that it would be impossible to ^eUc^ ^xv^ NqQi^5.^\x^'Si& 
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t])0<c iniggcstcd in the ptiblication, wliicli could be made unexcep- 
tionable to all. And the Committee think it right to observe, that 
although the work entitled, " The Evangelical life of Christ," is 
xioYf proposed to be used in Schools, without the notes annexed to 
it, yet that the form in which it has been publbhed so lately as the 
year 1820, (and in which it now appears in circulation) under the 
sanction of the respectable Prelate above named, as ** a very pro- 
per Family and School Book," would, of itself be sufficient to 
excite an apprehension, that the approbation of that respectable 
Prelate might possibly be obtained for some work for the use of 
the Roman Catholic Children, which would be most objectiona- 
ble to persons of a different persuasion, and which would be cal- 
culated to check the growth of that kindly feeling towards each 
other, which the Society are most anxious to cherish amongst the 
poor of this country ; and, in justification of this remark, the Com- 
mittee would refer to the following pass.\ges, contained in the 
notes to this work : — 

" Rome — To -this Church, on account of its superior headship, 
every other must have recourse." — Note, page 310. 

" The Catholic Church alone retains the true worship ; into 
which he that enters not, and from which he that goes out, for- 
feits the hope of life, and of eternal salvation." — Note, pages 270 
and27J. 

" Liet no one deceive himself; out of this house, that is, out 
of th6 Church, is no salvation." — Note, page 274. 

" Whoever falls from her Communion, neither is, nor can be 
called a Christian. — Note, page 315. 

*' As they shall not possess the Kingdom of God, who have 
been defiled by fornication, other imymrities, and the worship of 
idols, so neither shall Heretics." — Note. — page 274. 

'•' The gates of Hell are Heresies and Heresiarchs." — Note, 
page 309. 

In the next paragraph it is recommended, 

** That no books be hereafter printed for the Society, to 
" which any three members of the Committee would object ; and 
'' that sucli passages in the books hitherto printed as may appear 
" objectionable to three or moi;e members of the Committee, be 
** omitted in future editions of them." 

This recommendation is unnecessary,, in point of fact; for the 
Committee have never published, in any book, even a single 
passage to which any one of its Members has objected ; and all 
book§ before publication are, according to the rules of the Com- 
mittee, laid on their table for the perusal of its Members, for at 
least one month before they are printed. 

But this recommendation seems to imply, that books which 
are objectionable to Roman Catholics have beep published by tha 
Society, ^ 
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In answer to tliis insinuation the Committee wo did observe, that 
ihe^ persons to whom this department of the Institution has been, 
from time to time, entrusted, have been always particularly 
anxious that there should not be a single line in any of the 
Society s Publications objectionable to the professors of that 
religion to which the greater part of the Poor of Ireland belong : 
and, as proof of the success which has attended the Society's 
labours in this respect, the Committee trust it will be sufficient to 
state, that although the Society have, since the month of Novem- 
ber, 1817, circulated more than half a million of volumes of cheap 
moral, instructive, and entertaining works for the Poor of Ireland, 
exclusive of their numerous school books, yet there have heen but 
two instances (to the knowledge of the Committee) of any of the 
Society's publications having been at any time objected to, cither 
in the whole or in part, by any Member of the Roman Catholic 
Church. 

One of the publications here alluded to, and to which some 
Roman Catholics have objected, is entitled " Selections from the 
New Testament/' and was originally published without the know- 
ledge of the Committee, by the Printer and Stationer to the Ro- 
man Catholic College at Maynooth, and with the printed sanction 
of Doctor Troy in the. title-page, as ''an unexceptionable book 
for Schools where children of different denominutions are in- 
strucled." , . ^ 

This book the Society were induced to reprint, with the appro- 
iDation of Doctor Troy in his own hand-writing, which written 
approbation the Committee still have in their possession ; and they 
trust that, under such circumstances, they will stand acquitted of 
any intention of publishing a work objectionable to persons of the 
Roman Catholic persuasion ; and they would beg to observe how 
much the obj ections made to this (as the Committee had conceived) 
most unobjectionable work, corroborates the opinion they have 
above expressed, of the impracticability of publishing any selection 
from the Scriptures, or any other book of the kind^ without its 
incurring the disapprobation of some individuals. 

The only other instance, to the knowledge 6f the Committee, 
of any of the Society's publications having appeared objectionablo, 
ieven in a single passage, to any Member of the Roman Catholio 
Church, was made known to the Committee by a letter in the 
Waterford Newspaper, published on the 15th July, 1820, signed 
''John Fitzpatrlck, P. P." containing the following animadvetsiont 
on one of the Society's Schools: — 

" In my review of the Books, &c. the first I met with was pno 
entitled, 'Travels through Italy,' &;c. containing calumnies and mis- 
representations calculated to make impressions on the tender and 
uninformed mind, injurious to the religion of which these poor cJriK 
dren are members.'' 
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Th^SocMiv, not having 'aver pul)li»h«d any work entitled ''Tra- 
vel through Italy/' inquiry was immediately made upon the sub^ 
ject; and the Committee were informed that the work referred ta 
was " Mnngo, or the Little Traveller/' and that the passage in it 
objected to was the following :— 

" By following him in his rambles 1 found also, that Man heF» 
was cruel and revengeful. 

*< It seemed, there existed a weak and wicked law, that every 
murderer, who could take refuge in a church, was safe from hi» 
pursuors, no one daring to seize him in so sacred an asylum. 
They had always friends to supply them with food, and, in time, 
to provide their escape. My master was one evening intently 
surveying some paintmg in dn obscure part of the church, when 
one of those wretches, wrapped in a long cloak, with murder and 
revenge scowling on his darK countenance, glided by us. — Even I 
shook with fear at the assassin ^s sight ; and my master, casting 
toward him a look of horror, left the place. I pretend not to say 
that thii disgusting circumstance hastened him away, but on the 
fbllowing day we took our leave of Rome." 

The Committee certainly did not concur in opinion with the 
Reverend Gentleman above-mentioned; but with an anxious 
desire to reconcile all parties, and avoids as much as possible, 
giving offence to any, they had the whole passage alluded to, 
expunged from the new edition of this work lately published by 
the Society. 

The publication next proceeds to state the reasons which have 
induced the framers of it, to propose the chauees therein 
recommended. 

'* The teasons wliy the above modifications of the rules of 
** * the Society' would be proposed, are, first, that they do not 
*' seem to infiinge materially on its present rules, and are so 
*' . consonant to its principles of extending the blessings of educa- 
" tion to all, without interfering with the religious opinions of any, 
** that without them these principles cannot be carried into effect." 

In reply to this part of the publication, the Committee conceive 
it requires no argument to prove, tuat the forced introduction of 
ten individuals upon the Committee of a voluntary Association, 
and the abandonment of the only principle on which the Society 
oould have been induced, to undertake the great wotk in which 
they are engaged, would not only infringe most materially on the 
present rules of the Society^ but would, in its results, tend to the 
total destruction of the Institution. 

And the Committee hope it is apparent, from the &ets above 
detailed, that without any such changes as are proposed in this 
publication, the principles of the Society can be^, and have been 
cdrded into compicle e&cV 
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The next reason assigned for the proposed recommendation^ is 
in these words : — r 

" Next, that from a variety of causes, the Roman Catholics 
*' of this coimtry will always look with distrust to any system 
*^ of education devised and conducted exclusively by persons 
*" professing a religion different from their own." 

This observation is founded on an erroneous assumption of fact, 
as will bo evident to any person who will take the trouble pf read- 
ing over the names of tiie Committee of each successive year, 
since the establishment of the Society. It will thus be seen that 
the business of the Society is not conducted by persons of any 
peculiar religious persuasion ; but that, on the contrary, many 
individuals of the highest respectability, of the Roman Catholic 
religion, assisted at its original formation ; and that several mem- 
bers of that Church, have been, from time to time, and still are, 
members of the Managing Committee. 

The publication then proceeds — 

** Nor can a reasonable hope be entertained that they will 
cheerfully or generally avail themselves of its advantages, 
until it meets with the cordial support and approbation of their 
'\ Pastors/* 

In reply to which, the Committee would refer to the facts above 
* stated, as proof that the Roman Catholic poor have both cheerfully 
and generally availed themselves of the advantages of education- 
afforded by the Society ; and also, that the system of Education 
recommended by this Institution, has In many instances jni^t 
v^iih the cordial support and approbation of Roman Catholic 
Clergymen. 

The publication then proceeds to state a further reason for the 
proposed chiqinges. 

" Also, because the reading of the Sacred Scriptures in schools 
'^ by children, is opposed both to the principles and discipline of 
" the Roman Catholic Church.'' 

That the reading of the RAemisk version of the sacred Scrip- 
tures^ without note or comment, in the Schools be Children, in 
the manner recatnmended by the Society, is opposed to the princi- 
ples and discipline of the Roman Catholic Church, \% an assertion^ 
which, though purporting to oome from such high authority, the 
Committee cannot but hesitate to adopt, when it is undeniable 
that very great difference of opinion exists upon tbis very ^<\m\, 
among the Plergy as well as the Laity of that Church; and when 
the Committee find many individuals of both classes alluded to, 
coming forward and adopting the system of instruction recon^- 
mended by the Society, and permitting the reading of the 5$crip- 
turcs by the Children of their Schools; they, therefore think ihi^ 
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ore fully juBtified in concludiug, timt tbe reading of the sacred 
Scriptures in Schools, as recommended hjf ihem^ whether it be 
opposed or not to the ecneral practice, cannot be considered as 
pontrary to the principles and discipline of the Roman Catholic 
Church. And the Committee arc tnc more inclined to come to 
this conclusion, from the reasons assigned in the publication for the 
position therein laid down — namely 

" Inasmuch as she considers such practice as tending to 
**^ diminish the reverence which the professors of her faith should 
f entertain for the word of God." 

This objection might be considered as entitled to some weight, 
did the regulations of tlio Society require the Sacred Scriptures to be 
made use of as a book for teaching children to 9pell or reaid ; — but as 
they^ro only directed to be put into the hands of youth, who have 
made a suitable progress in reading, and are intended as a ftort of 
reward and distinction for such children — and arc desired to b^ 
read with proper solemnity, as the sacred Word of God, the Com- 
mittee deem it impossible that such a use of it should tend tq 
diminish the reverence which the professors of the Christian faith 
should entertain for the w*ord of God. 

The nozt reason assigned for the Roman Catholic Church object- 
ing (as it is alleged) to Children reading the Scriptures in Schools^ 
is> tnat it would tend 

" To unsettle thei^r religious belief, by giving occasion to 
V young and ignorant persons to form erroneous judgments of many 
passsages of the Scriptures, which are hard to be understQod, 
and which have ever been interpreted in diiferent ways by divers 
persons, and not unfrequently to the great detriment of the most 
'' venerable institutions both in church and state.'* 

But the Committee conceive that this objection will not appear a 
solid one, when it is recollected that the Society does not prescribe 
what particular parts are, or what are not to be read, but leave this 
\o the judgment and discretion of the Managers or Teachers of 
each School ; and further, that they warmly recommend to the 
several Pastors of the Children, the necessity of imparting religi- 
ous instruction to the children of their respective flocks out of 
school hours ; by which means, the comparatively few passages 
that may be hard to be understood, can be interpreted to the Chil- 
dren, according to the peculiar opinions of their respective Pastors. 
And here it may be well to observe, that a version of the New 
Testament, as used in the Roman Catholic Church, has been pubr 
lished in Dublin, without notes or comments ; and that the use of 
this book in Schools is a compliance with ihe rule of the Society 
respecting the reading of the Sacred Scriptures. 

The framers of the publication then state their last reason for 
objecting to the readw* o{ iUe tSti^x^d S^tl^iwres in Schools : — 
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** Further^ Roman Catholics are of opinion, that the religi* 
^* ous and ynoral instruction which Children are expected to de- 
" rive from the reading of the Sacred Scriptures, can be more 
*' easily and effectually communicated by means of certain ex- 
*' tracts from them, less liable than others to misinterpretation, 
f and by religious tracts suited to the capsusity, station ip. life, 
" age, habits, and feelings of those who are to be instructed." 

The Committee conceive they have already sufficiently shewn 
the impracticability as well as the impolicy of substituting any 
work in place of the Holy Scpptures. 

The publicatipn then proceeds : — 

'' The insufficiency of ' the Society' for the attainment of 
the objects of the Legislature, is stated for this reason, that as 
far as the knowledge of those who make this representation ex- 
tends, the Schools receiving assistance from, it are comparatively 
" few in number.*' 

In reply to this passage, the Committee would again refer to 
the facts above detailed, as alibrding abundant proof that the 
Society is not insufficient for the objects for whicn it was estab- 
lished ; and that the S(ftools receiving assistahce froin it, are not 
few in number, with reference to the extent of its means, the 
short period which has elapsed since it was founded, and the 
prejudices and difficulties it had to encounter. 

It is further stated in the publication. 

" That in such of these few as are frequented by Roman 
Catholic Children, the rules of the Society are either evaded 
(to the no small prejudice of thattruth and sincerity which should 
never be departed from, but above all in institutions wh^re 
youth is trained up :) or if they be observed, the children are 
reluctantly permitted by their parents and pastors to remain in 
such schools, to avoid giving offence to the patron, or exciting 
• * his resentment."'* 

With regard to the evasions thus said to be practised in the 
♦Society's Schools, the Committee are convinced from the reports 
of their Inspectors, upon whose vigilance they have every reason 
to rely, that very few such instances are to be met with, and that 
such duplicity must be of very rare occurrence indeed ; and, in 
reply to the concluding observation of the paragraph, ^the Com- 
mittee feel it due to the Parents and Pastors of the Roman Catholic 
Children to state, that they have not known even a single instance 
of Roman Catholic Parents or Pastoi% permitting the Children of 
their communion to attend the Schools of the Society, from the 
unworthy motives imputed to them in this publication. 

The Committee have thus, as succinctly as possible, and they 
hope as temperately, given such an answer to thft \w\Sxx!i"w^«w^^x«» 
and observations contained in l\i\s Yu\iV\<».^i^^x\^ ^«»VXv«^ ii,^Xi^^\s^ , 
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wen directed against the Society ; and thcj trust it will be eon- 
tidered satisfiM^toiy bj the public and the fipiends of moral and 
religious education. 

In conclusion, they would merely beg to disclaim any intention 
of contending, that the system of education recommended and dif- 
fused by the Society, is in all respects the best in theory that 
could be devised for the education of the Poor. All they have en- 
deavoured to establish, and which they think they have succeeded 
in, is this, — ^that the operations of the Society, an fair as they ha?e 
extended, have been attended with the greatest success, and have 
already produced considerable benefit to the country. That the 
system upon which this Society acts, is more practicabUy and bet- 
ter adapted to the peculiar circumstances of this country than any 
other which has yet been proposed, or which the experience of 
the Committee has suggested ; — and fui^her, that the alterations 
proposed to be made in that system, would, if practicable, be 

Suite inexpedient ; — and, lastly, that the regulations agreed to by 
lie Society at its original formation, on the faith of strict adher* 
ence to which, various sums have been received from individual 
bounty, and many successive grants from Parliament, render it 
now impracticable to infringe upon their original rules ; and that 
the adoption pf such as are now proposed, would not only be an 
infringement upon the rights of the Society, but wo^ld strike at 
the very foundation and nrst principles of the Institu^on.

C Ghhe, January 2Sth, 1822. 

* I BBG leave to recommend J — A — -for admiffsion to rp- 

oeive instructioD in the admirable system of education adopted liy 
your Society : will you have the goodness to let me know if I ean 
procure admission for him, and 1 will readily defray his expenses. 
1 make this application with the greater confidence, as I intend 
that the School which I am about to establish in this parish, shall 
be conducted on the principles adopted by your Society, consider- 
ing the system the best that ever was acted upon in this country, 
for promoting the education and moral improvement of the lower 
classes. 

1 have obtained a quarter of an acre of land in perpetuity, re- 
markably well situatedj on which I purpose building a school- 
house, the estimate of which amounts to about £50. « As there is 
but one gentleman in the parish who has the ability of contributing 
any assistance towards delraying the expense, I fear the principal 
burthen will fall on myself. — Were my means equal to my incli- 
nation, I would not hesitate a moment to put the plan into execu- 
tion, as it is deplorable to see the union of poverty and ignorance 
which pervades this district ; but under existing circumstances, I 
fear it will be a considerable time before the work can be carried 
into effect, unless I receive some assignee from your very liberal 
Society. As labour and building materials are. very cheap here, a 
small sum will go a considerable way. 

I will venture to call the attention of tho Committee to the 
miserable state of this ill-fated county, where the combination of 
)overty and ignorance bas reduced the peasantry to a condition 
ittle bettor than the savage state. — I vdll not hesitate to i^ay, that 
the distressing scenes we have lately witnessed, and the facility 
with which the peasantry were led to commit the most atrocious 
acts, originated in their gross ignorance, as there is no county in 
Ireland so destitute of the means of education ; — indeed, there is 
no place where the labours of your philanthropic Society could be 
more usefully directed, nor where their benevolent exertions would 
produce more beneficial effects.

avoided, and the only principles endeavoured to be inculcated, are 
those of " doing justly, loving mercy, and walking humbly with 
their God.** As a proof of this, I bog to observe, that the School 
has met with the full approbation of the Parish Priest^ wha has 
not only spoken of it in general conversation, but has given it his 
decided approbation from the altar.

Sir, 

You must be not a little surprised on being addressed by 
a stranger, who has not the honour of knowing you or any member 
of your charitable Society ; but aware that even strangers find easy 
access to the scat of charity, I presume to intrude by informing 
you that I am Parish Priest of A — , within a few miles of G — ; 
that on entering the mission of said parish, 1 found the flock, com- 
mitted to my care, deeply sunk in a state of ignorance, particu- 
larly in the literary sense, without a knowledge even of the English 
alphabet, with very few exceptions. Moved with compassion, in 
oracr to rescue the minds of the rising generation at least, from 
total darkness, and furnish them with means of receiving some 
little instruction, 1 undertook establishing two Schools, for one of 
which I pay the master ten pounds annually, which I purpose shall 
be continued in perpetuity, having sunk a competent sum for that 
end out of my own very slender means indeed; seeing these two 
Schools quite insuflScient for the instruction of the half the youth 
or children of the parish, I ventured erecting a large school-house 
in a remote but very populous part of the parish, foqr or five 
miles distant from the other Schools, same time depending on sub- 
scriptions, or some little contributions from the poor, who are the 
only residents of that district — but now see myself utterly disap- 
pointed ; for they, together with my whde congregation in gene- 
ral, consisting of a peaceable, loyal, but distressed and very in- 
digent peasantry,, with all their exertions and industry, are unable* 
to contribute towards building a house of instruction, even for the 
use of their own children. — That house is now built^ nearly at my 
sole expense, whictilias a\tQ».4>[ ^sSLOuaUdto near thirty pounds t 
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in order to complete it ihero are still some things necessaiy, that 
is, timber for frames^ sashes, and glasses for four windows, the 
cost of which, according to the calculation of a judicious and con- 
scientious carpenter, will not exceed three pounds ten shillings ; 
also boards for tables, and benches or forms, for the use of the 
Scholars, the number of whom, 1 may safely assert, cannot be 
under from a hundred and fifty to two hundred, from time to time. 
For my part, limited as I am in circumstances, I cannot, consist- 
ently with my means, proceed to further cost^ but must leave the 
house in its present state, without 'some external or foreign aid. 
Thus circumstanced, I am induced to appeal to your honourable 
and benevolent Society for succour, for here at home I have no re- 
sou rce. If they condescend to listen favourably to my appeal, by . 
granting a small sum of money for these necessaries, I would not 
have it placed in my hands, but wish it lodged with Rev. Mr. 
D , a most humane Gentleman, very solicitous for the edu- 
cation of the poor, without prejudice or partiality ; he will take 
care to have it duly expended in the proper channel, for the com- 
pletion of the house in question. Your Society, Sir, is aware, 
that charity has no limits, and that it extends its bounties to the 
remotest extremities ; therefore, remote as we are here from the 
capital, T fancy the result of my humble prayer will prove success- 
ful, partly for the reason, that I admit the reading of th^ Holy 
Bible in the Schools of my parish, without note or comment. 

I have trespassed too long on your patience ; I beg. Sir, yott 
will forgive me. The love J feel for my fellow-creatures, and a 
sincere anxiety to have them instructed in the morality of the Gos- 
pel, are my only apologies. I have only to add, tbat Rev. Mr. 

M , rector of this parish, joins me in patronising these 

Schools.

During the 
great part of last summer, the boys' head class generally assembled 
in the Master's kitchen, as the School -room could not convenient- 
ly accommodate the number that attended ; besides which, we 
refused admittance to several for want of room, and we expect 
that the School witl be fully as well, if not better attended this 

Jrear than it was the last. The poverty of the bulk of the popu- 
ation may be inferred from the circumstance of two country 
Schoolmasters having opened School here within the last five yean, 
and having been obligea to give it up, nut being able to get more 
than ten scholsire, who could pay them. 

The Master of our School, G H , who, you will 

recollect, v^as for some time at your Society's Model School, is a 
Tery well conducted young man, and indefatigable in his attention 
to his School, he is very much liked by the parents of his scholars, 
who are highly gratified by the progress th(^ dfiildren have made un- 
der his care. May I beg leave to recommend him as very deserv- 
ing of the gratuity which your Society gives the Schoolmasters un- 
der their patronage. There is no distinction on account of religious 
opinions in the admission of Scholars, nor does there seem to ex- 
ist the least jealousy or suspicion in the minds of parents or children 
on that head, there being about as many Roman Catholics as Pro- 
testants in l^e School. Perhaps I ought to mention to you that 
'the School-house haa been built by a grant from the Lord Lieute^t 
-nant of £6\, and a few private subscriptions, and that my bro- 
ther has secured an acre of groundTor the use of the School Master, 
on which the house is built.

Sir, 

I mentioned in the report of the A School, which 

I sent to you last January, that we had been induced to admit 
into it a considerable number of boys ; our reasons for doing so 
were, the want of' a boys school in our neighbourhood, and the 
great anxiety of these poor children for instruction, J also stated, 
that we wished, if possible, to provide a separate apartment, and 
a Schoolmaster for the boys. This desire has been much strength^ 
ened by the experience we have since had of the difficulties and, 
inconvenience attending our present plao, and We sometime^ fear 
that we must give up the boys altogether, which we are most un- 
willing to do. We have got an estimate from a builder, who en« 
gages, for the sum of £31 to build a room twenty feet long and 
sixteen feet wide, adjoining the present School-house. We have 
reason to think that great benefit would result to the poor in out 
neighbourhood should we be enabled to make this addition to oui; 
establishment This is the unanimous opinion of all the firiends of 
the A School, and 1 have been directed by them, as their Secre- 
tary, to request that your Society would grsuit us the sum of j£31 
for the purpose I have mentioned. I find it difficult to express tha 
conviction I feel, that our neighbourhood would derive great ad- 
vantage from your compliance with this request The number ap- 
plying for admission was greater than we could accommodate or 
teach ; and we were obliged to send away several poor children, to- 
tally ignorant, and eagerly desirous of instruction. It is true, that 
during the long continued rains last winter, the attendance of the 
children who lived at any distance, was very irregular ; but they 
crowded to the School at the return of fine weather. I really feol 
reluctant to apply to your Society again, as it may appear that wa 
presume on the liberality with which you'grantod us ^enty pounds 
last summer ; but I hope that the urgency *of ika casa wiu azcusa 
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un, and that it will be rocollecte J. tkat the grant we request ii for 
the purpose of promoting a* separate establishment, as iiseful and 
important as the first. We are .sensible that the present state of 
Ireland loudly calls on the friends of education for strenuous exer- 
tions and persevering diligence. We are willing to use our efforts 
in this good cause, and look to your Society tot that assistance 
without which, we fear, our endeavoun must be, in a great mea- 
sure, useless. If your Society comply with our request, I believe 
they will most effectually promote the improvement of the poor in 
this very populous district. We shall feel nmch obligea by a 
speedy answer.

Sir, 

I take the liberty of addressing you, on the subject of 
{he School we were fortunate enough to succeed in establishing 
here last year, on an acre of ground I had granted for the purpose, 
of which my sister and I are visiters, and beg to make our most 
grateful acknowledgments for the grant lately made by your Society 
on her application, which has enabled us to finish our small but 
comfortable school-house, and for the no leu valuable grant of 
books and stationaiy, which are a treasure in snoh a country as 
this. The object of the present communication is to acquaint your 
Society with the inadequacy of our school-house to accommodate, 
with any degree of convenience, our present number of pupils-^-a 
hundred and twenty attended at the last quarterly inspection, the 
beginning of this month, a hundred of whom had made the profi* 
ciency required ; and the average number in attendance since has 
been over a hundred, which is rather more than can be managed 
with ease, the school-roora being but 25 feet long by 15 wide; we 
have also daily numerous applications for admittance, which we 
cannot comply with. It is truly gratifying to observe the attach- 
ment of the children to the School, and the proficiency noAde by 
those who have attended with any regularity, from which, through 
the blessing of Providence, much good may be expected to result. 
One class of boys, whose ages vary from 6 to 9, entered the School 
twelve months ago not knowing a letter; after passing through their 
No. 2 Spelling Book, they were promoted to the Testament Class 
at the last inspection, and now read and spell very correctly. 

We have great reason to rejoice that there docs not appear to 
exist among the people whose children attend the School, the 
least jealousy or suspicion of any interference with their peculiar 
religious opinions ; and \\ie lE^wmV^^i of Protestants and Ronw)

Catholics fhai have •ntered since the commeQcemeiit are nearij 
equal. 

Under these curcumstances, we feel most particularly anxious 
that our school-room should be enlarged, which would be very 
practicable by removing the parliUon wall between the school-room 
and kitchen, which is 1^ feet long, thereby adding 14 feet to the 
former, which would accommodate from 60 to 60 additional chil- 
dren, and building a new kitchen for the master, with a bed-room 
overhead as in the present one. But in the present distressed state 
of this part of the country, it would be impossible to make up 
any local subscription for the purpose. I got an estimate of the 
expense which I beg leave to enclose, and I would most earnestly 
entreat, that if the state of their funds would allow it, your Society 
would be pleased to make a grant of the amount, or, if it would be 
unreasonable to expect so much, that they would be pleased to 
grant such proportion as their funds may allow ; or, if nothing 
pould be granted towards it this year, may I beii; you would have 
the goodness to let me know if we may expect it next year.

I feel much embarrassed in replying to your letter of tlie 
1 1th ult. That so kind a letter should have remained so long un- 
answered, must have appeared to you most unaccountable : and 
though the omission was quite accidental, it grieves me that I 
should appear guilty of so much ingratitude and neglect. Your 
letter must have been mislaid, or forgotten in my mother's house 
in E — street, for 1 never received it until last Saturday ; it was 
then, indeed, most welcome — so repeatedly had I been disap- 
pointed, post after post, that I had almost despaired of hearing 
from you. — ^AUow me now to return my warmest thanks to your 

Society for the very great liberality they have shewn to the F 

School. 1 know that to them the most acceptable proof of gra- 
titude will be the diligent endeavour to profit by their liberality : 
this shall be my ambition ; and 1 will be much disappointed if the 

F School does not prosper under their fostering patronage. The 

children are still in the old school-house, but I hope very shortly 
to have the new one ready for their admission, when 1 shall apply 
as you direct, for the grant towards furnishing desks, seats, occ. 
It may appear very unreasonable, after so much kindness, to 
make a fresn demand on liio liberality of your Society ; but there 
is another School in the parish of B ,in whicli I feel deeply in- 
terested, and for which 1 would earnestly solicit your assistance ; 
it is called the B-^— — Female School, and was 05ctie4Qia^Jafc1&^ 
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oflast July ; tie method of instruction pursued, is «9cactlj the 
same as that used by your Society in their Model School ; the 
number of girls now under education in this school exceeds sixty ; 
they ore taught to read, write, and sew, and the improTement they 
have made is most creditable to themselves and their mistress. The 
School is diligently superintended by four neighbouring ladies, on« 
of whom spends in the school at least two hours ereiy day. The 
Mistress is well qualified to (each ; wo agreed to give her twenty 
pounds a year, and hoped to f^ tiie greater part of the sum from 
the children, who engage to pay Is. 3d. per quarter; but so 
wretchedly poor are they, that they cannot pay even this trilling 
sura ; and now that three quarters have olapsed, the sum total of 
what we have received from them is £S (h. 4d. The Mistress 
must be paid this year, and the other expenses defrayed, chiefly 
by one individual. His iinances are but slender, and it wil] con- 
siderably embarrass him to make good the engagements he has 
madr, unless fjoine aid be afforded by your very liberal Society. 
It would be melancholy to see $>o interesting a sehool, that has flou- 
rished for nearly twelve months, fall to the ground for want of 
means. I thought it my duty to communicate with you on the 
subject, and bog to know whether we might expect some assist- 
ance from your Society, in the way of salary to the Mistress. If 
we could get ten or twelve pounds a year, we would be enabled to 
go on vigorously, and thus provision would be made for training up 
sixty little girls in knowledge, cleanliness, and industry. May I 
hope, Sir, to hear from you os soon as convenient ?

I have been endeavouring to establish a School in the 

Earish of B , in which I reside as a Clergyman, which would 
ave for its object the instruction of the' children of the 'poor of the 
neighbourhood, with little expense to their parents ; but from the 
remote and retired situation in which it is placed, irom having no 
resident gentry, and from the general circumstances of the people, 
I have to fear that without some other aid I will be unable to pro- 
ceed in my design ; and I have to assure you. Sir, that in no quar- 
ter of this countiy is education among the lower orders more want* 
ed, or, if promoted, would be more sincerely felt. 

Aware that the object of the Society to which yon are Secretary, 
is to promote and facilitate the establishment of Schools where the 
poor may be instructed, 1 have to request of you to forward ihi» ) 

application to the Society (in whatever manner you deem fit) for 
assistance to promote lYi\a dw^w^iX^cjVfvwX. 
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1 wish to mention, that I would feel most happy in being in- 
strumental in promoting the education of the poor in this part, 
which, from tte great extent of its population, and the general 
ciicumstances of the parish and the cnildren, would hereafter 
prove most salutary to the morals and habits of the people. A 
portion of ground has been given by the Clergyman, Rector of 
the parish, upon which a house is to be erected, which will be the 
parochial School, but at present funds are wanting to build ; but 
could this, with another, (for which I have reason to think I 
could procure a like portion of ground) be soon formed, they 
would bo an immediate and serious advantage to this quarter.

I feel nK>st anxious on account of the circumstances and general 
state of the education of this neighbourhood, situated, I may say, 
almost in the face of a mountain, with a large extent of population, 
unable from their circumstances, and fro^ii the pressure of the 
'present times, to give to their children the benefits of timely edu- 
cation, that a school-house should be erected as soon as possible. 
This, I trust, your Committee w^ill be able to discover from the na- 
ture of the several answers to the queries you had the goodness to 
send me. 

• I con say with confidence, that the wishes of those connected

-regard to the m9de of education, ^ I have every reason to a&rm, 
that it is and will be their particular wish not to offond the religious 
principles of any, but to encourage and assist in promoting among 
the peasantry of this quarter, which has been so long neglected,

It is with feelings of peculiar satisfeustion I have to com- 
municate to you and your much Valued Society, that the cause of 
free education, as promoted by you, gains ground here ra- 
pidly. I liave endeavoured, as mucli as possible, to expedite the 
building of our School-house, and have accomplished that object 
so far, as to be able to open it this day for tiie reception of the 
children, on which occasion 84 children were present; besides 
which, we have others on our list, amounting to more than one 
hundred altogether. 

The Books which your Committee have granted, have been re- 
ceived with great thankfulness, and arc allowed by all to do infi- 
nite credit to your valuable Society. I have lent them out in va- 
rious parts of the country, and have to communicate to the Society, 
that applications have been made to me to endeavour to get orga- 
nised similar Schools with theirs in different parts of this long 
neglected country. I beg leave to take the liberty of stating to the 
Society, that two instances in particular occur, in which I am 
humbly of opinion much good may result from the trial, in case 
the Society approve of extending their benevolent assistance. One 
instance in particular is in the parish of B , and u the vil- 
lage of that name, where a free school .was never before heard ot 
Many of the poor have applied to me, hearing of what has been 
done here ; I have given them a few of the books to read, which 
has much increased their anxiety. I shall further encourage 
this desire amongst them, should the Society approve of it ; and 
give them information more particularly, should a favourable ma- 
men t for trial present itself. 

I have the nonor of enclosing the items of expenditure on the 
School-house, which I hope will prove satis^Bu^ry ; and on my 
part shall feel very thankful for the assistance already voted by 
your Committee, as the actual expenditure has been considerable, 
and there is much difficulty in exciting a true interest, except 
among the poor children themselves. 

The house stands on a building front of 35 feet, being 20 from 
front to rere, remarkably well built, roofed with foreign timber, 
and well slated. The ground rent is a grant of I. S. Bt ESsq. in 
addition to his annual subscription.

I believe I cannot do more to prove that the liberality of the 
establishment is not in name only (a thing which I myself have 
sometimes had the pain to witness) but in fact and deed, than to 
state that 1 have selected a Protestant for one of the teachers, as 
the other was a Catholic, and this not through necessity, far I 
had the offer of Catholics perfectly qualified.

I have had the honour of receiving your communication 
of the 3d of August, directing a more explicit answer to the .13th 
query, and on this head I have to say, that the only person who 
has applied for the situation of master happened to be a Protestant, 
and that finding him perfectly adequate to the superintendence of 
the School, and unexceptionable in every respect, he was accord- 
ingly appointed to it. However, if the Kildaro-street Association 
should tbuik him incapable or improper for the situation, we would 
be happy to receive any master of their recommendation, if they 
would have the kindness to assist in paying him a liberal salary. . 
1 am the only person who has ever interested himself in the ma- 
nagement of the School. It will shew the confidiM^ce that is 
placed by the Roman Catholics in the liberal conduct of our 
School, that out of 115-persons in attendance 107 are of that per- 
suasion, and the Priest of the Parish frequently visits the scholars 
while at school, and regularly instructs them in their oatechism in 
their chapel, after school hours. From this explanation, I sincerely 
hope that the Committee will be' convinced that our school has 
been, established with the most liberal and disinterested motives, 
and that the general instruction of the poorest class of society is 
our principal object, without the most remote idea of interfering 
in their religious opinions, or, by any indirect means, to make 
proselytes. I therefore hope for the most extensive assistance that 
the Association can possibly grant, in books, school requisites, and 
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aid, to fit lip ili« school hoktt in a proper and raipcoiabI« codJi- 
tioiK As I before mentioned, that I am at present paying a rent 
of five pounds a year for an indifferent house, that the building 

of a new ont is the most adviseablc, in the town of L , at 

the same time that any money that would be laid out in providinj^ 
benches, desks, &c. would answer for the fitting up of any house 
we should be enabled to build. I have made application to th» 

Earl of L , and to Mr. H on the subject of th* 

education of the poor of this county, and have every expectation 
of their support. 

Since the 28th of February last, we liave had names ^n our 
school books to the amount of 1G5, and I am certain that if we 
were properly supplied with all requisites, that not only that num- 
ber would attend, but in a still greater proportion.

I had the pleasure of receiving the communication made 
through you from the Committee, accompanied by a statement of 
the principles of the Society. > I did not fail in immediately laying 
the matter before those, who, together with myself, may be efficient 
in conducting the School for which 1 am seeking aid from the So- 
ciety. 

They agree with me in opinion, that a school can be formed in 
this neighbourhood whose regulations and princtpies will comply 
with those contained in your statement, whore no distinctions on 
account of religious opinions shall be made in the appointment of 
managers and teachers, and where catechisms shall be excluded 
dunng school hours. 

I wish also to state, that we are of opinion that it would bo 
more desireable to have the School-house fitted up for the recep- 
tion of Scholars during the season ; as otherwise the School must 
be broken up in winter, from the state of the house, as mentioned 
in queries.

I beg leave to rccal to your recollection the School of 
B , "concerning which I have already troubled . you more 
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Chan once, and to inform you that Iliavo got a new sohbolmaste^ 
witli a great addition of female scholars, who are now taught to 
work at the needle, for whom it would be very necessary to pro- 
ride a separate room and a schoolmistress. The former I could 
not undertake without some assistance from your Society, but if 
you would grant me thirty pounds, I iV'ould pay the mason, and 
furnish building stones, lime, &c. 

When I made a similar application to you two yearg ago,, yon 
had the goodness to say that this sum would be granted, provided 
the rules of your Society were complied with, respecting the uss 
of the Scriptures^ and the exclusion of catechisms* 

The latter rule is complied with, and no catechisms ar# taught 
on school days, and as I understand that you admit of the use of 
the Douay Testament, this will "be no longer an obstacle, as I can 
engage that those scholars who are sufficiently advanced shall read 
it. • 

For the history of this school I beg leave to refer to my former 
letters, and shall be happy to givjs any additional information 
vrhich you may consider necessary.

I return yon and the Society thanks for your last Annual Re '^ 
port, and the dilTerent communications you were pleased to make to 
me, respecting your most laudable plan for educating the chllden of 
the Poor of Ireland — a plan which every real friend to his country 
must approve of, and without which, all plans of reform will be 
nugatory and without effeet. It is the only foundation upon whick 
tO' erect a stately, permanent, and useful structure for the amelio- 
ration of the character, habits, and eondition of the lower orders 
of the people, and, in ray humble opinion, the only ctfectual 
method of promoting the happiness and prosperity of the nation at 
large. I informed you some time back that C , who was mas- 
ter of the P School, which Mr. Mills, the Society's Inspector, 

visited last year, died some time in June, 1821; th* School has 
been removed into the next townland, and taught by a man named 

M'D , in a farmer's bam during the summer, when he has 

had from 50 to 60 scholars ; he is now under the necessity of giving 
up the School for want of a house, as the farmer hai^ use for his 
barn. The. master also taught a Sunday School in the samo 
place, and had from 60 to lUO children. You see, Sir, from this 
circumstance, the loss the neighbourhood sustains for want of a 
School- house. We have agraed with a man to build and finish a 
substantial good house, 30 feet long by 18 in the alear^ 8 €«% 
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high id th« tide walls, the roof to be slated and finished with two 
coats of plaster, for £42. 69. — the house is vciy near the square, 
and we expect will be ready for forms and desks in the coarse of 
next month ; we expect it will accommodate from 80 to 100 scho* 

lais. TLc proprietor of the tpwnland called B , adjoining the 

townland of P , has givon us a rood of land for the site of the 

house, which will also afford a garden to the School Master. He 
has promised a lease in' perpetuity, provided the house is solely 
for tne purpose of a weekly and Sunday School, and fi^e pounds 
to assist in building the house. 

We have received money and subscriptions to the ' amount of 
£30 ; I fear the subscriptions will not all be paid. We think it 
will take at least £25 more to fmish the house, and furnish it with 
desks and forms. 

As we intend to adopt the Society's plan of education, and to 
follow their instructions as near as possible, we are induced to so- 
licit tlioir aid to finish the house, and furnish it with forms and 
desks ; we will not osk any money until the house is furnished, 
aiid then we will flirnish you with the full amount of costs, the ■ 

money collected, and balance unpaid. We have appointed nine of I 

a Committee, out of which we have nominated a Treasurer and 
Secretary, whose names we will return to you, if you have the 
goodness to take us under your fostering care. 

There is not a School-house but one to accommodate, I may 
venture to say, a district of a country con tsiining upwards of a thou- 
sand families. They depend upon barns in summer, and tempo- 
rary residences fof Schoolmasters. 1 hope the encouragement held 
out by the Society, and the Government of the country, will ex- 
cite a spirit among all classes of the community to adopt and en- ' 
courage a plan of education so well calculated to promote the peace, 
happiness, and prosperity of the country. 

Could we afford the means of building a School-room to our 
present house, about fifteen feet long, for female children, it would 
he very desircabic ; but we must be content with what we are do- l 

ing until the times get better, and money plentier. We w3l thank 
you for an answer as soon as it may be convenient.

The town from which I write, ^situate in the parish of 

L y the largest and most populous in tnc couafy of G ,) 

has hitherto, unfortunately, been totally destitute of every means of ' 
giving a moral education to its poorer inhabitants. Owing to the 
minority of the lord of the soil, no ground can be procured for the 
purpose of building a school-house ; in the mean time it is pro- 
posed to rent a house, and to allow a trifling gratuity to tho 
master, to enable, him to receive pupils at a lower rate than 
what he would otherwise demand, and thus open a door to all 
classes. 

The School will be conducted on the principles recommended 
by your Society ; and a master of unexceptionable character and 
competent abilities has been selected, who is sufficiently instnuited 
in the Lancasterian system to avail himself of its peculiar advan- 
tages — in addition to which the assistance of a person trained in 
your Model School can be procured, to regulate the classes, and 
set the machine working. 

Lord and Lady C — ' — have expressed their approbation of this 

project, and promised subscriptions, and the Rev. Mr. R , has 

promised cordial co-operation and joint guardianship; permit- 
ting his flock to read the New Testament without note or cool- 
ment. 

To accompUsb all this, our subacnpWou^ (^o^vck^V^ S^^::^^^^^ 
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of tbo narishion^fs, aod fht agriauliural depreMion at present so 
deeply tielt,) will not more than amount to twenty pouuds. We 
are then induced to apply to your benevolent Society for the pro- 
mise of pecuniary assistance, in fitting up the School, with the re- 
ouisites of desks, forms, &c. and for the books, slates, paper, &c.

The intimation conveyed to mo in your letter of the 9th 
inst. of the intention of the Education Society to extend the original 
grant made to me for completing the School houso here, demands 
my warmest thanks for their liberality. I have. Sir, anticipated 
the wishes of the' Committee, with respect to the lease of the 
ground on which the School stands, as it was always my intention 
to have a lease made to me, by my father, of this ground, and the 
stamps are now preparing accordingly, for that purpose. 

1 hope 1 will be able to send up the account of the expco- 
diture in a fortnight, as the floor and walls will at that time be 
sufficiently dry to re-open the school, according to the regulation 
which requires this, previous to the transmission of the account, 
which 1 trust will meet the approbation of the Committee. 

I have now a School-room thirty feet long by fifteen broad, and 
fifteen feet high, ceiled, completely ventiliatcd by five windows, 
and perpectly free from chance of moisture by thorough drains on 
the outside, containing six desks, with forms attached, nine feet 
long each ; and a working table, with seats of the same length, for 
the females ; being all on the same plan witli those in the Society's 

School in E , in short, Sir, no exertion has been spared 

by me towards economy in tho expenditure* and durability in the 
work. It would be satifactory to me to have the School visited by 
the Society's inspector ; that, in addition to the account trans- 
mitted by me, you may have the report of yout own officer. 

As to the future management of the School I shall only say, that 
as the establishment of it originated and was matured by Mrs. 
M , and my exertions, so I now trust its increased com- 
fort and convenience will induce us to continue and increase those 
exertions, in order to the promotion of the views of the Society 
for the Education of the Poor.

Since yoiir CommitUe kindly continues to notice our 
attempt to instruct the ignorant, I would wish to take a faithful 
retrospect of our School, and to do this in a way not to be dis- 
couraged, I must compare it with what it has been, and not with 
other Schools established on your system, for then ours would be 
' an inferior one indeed. But as our School-house is not yet built, 
and will not be done before next spring, we must content ourselves 
in the mean time with enquiring what has been effected by us un- 
der all these difficulties, and I have the satisfaction to say, that 
the children have not only improved in learning, but their general 
appearance is neat and clean ; they are more regular in attending 
the School, and it is evident they feel themselves raised in the 
scale of society, and find pleasure in acquiring knowledge : our 
master and mistress are unremittingly attentive to the children 
From the observation of several schools on your improved system, 

I only wish, we had a good one established in B , for then I 

am sure the children of this populous district would be much bene 
fitted. The common mode of teaching in country schools w« 
must all hope to see abolished, and your system become general ; 
the beneficial effects of it appear to me to be very great : it inspire* 
youth with a degree of vivacity, as it continually exercises the 
mind, and opens the understanding ; every one is attentive, active, 
orderly, and obedient, things essentially requisite in all schools, 
and yet but rarely to be found ; and here a word will effect in a 
moment what a long harangue seldom produces* The happy con- 
sequences resulting from this improved system of education, will, 
I ttost, be experienced in future years, when we shall no longer 
find a parent surrounded by a numerous offspring of ignorant chil- 
dren, who can neither read themselves nor derive any instruction 
fi-om the head of the family. Already we see children instructing 
their parents in the most excellent wisdom, by reading to them 
the Divine Word, and hear parents lament their loss of education, 
when they see the superior advantage it gives to their children. 

Amongst the number of ninety children taught here, there are 
not more than three who have been at any other school. — The- 
increasing desire for improvement in thes^ poor children, is pleas- 
ing and encouraging to their teachers. — Shduld you think it pro- 
per to fi^ant books for premiums to the children, it would, per- 
haps, be an encouragement to them ; merit tickets we have found 
extremely useful, and your excellent spelling-books have also been 
of great service. We are at a loss for some of the first part/ 
writing paper, copies, and quills, Arithmetic and Key, with 
specimens of needle- work for the girls, and we skoMld. Vi^ \2was^\si^ 
to receive Xhose things from yout Sodely, ^ ovxx'^^ci^^:^^^^^ 
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iund for rapplying them, the children not paving anything. We, 
however, would not wish to be unreasonable in our requests, or 
feel disappointed at a reftisal; our wish is to do good, yours is the 
tame, and you may perhaps have others that have a better claim, 
though we hope it may not be inconsistent with your plan to con- 
sider both our master an«l mistress.
